J. W. here preſent the World with an Alſtract of the Practice 


of Phyſick, and ſuch an one, as was drawn by the Hand 
| of one of the greateſt and moſt reputed Maſters of Our 
Ant. We need ſay nothing in Praiſe of the Work, for that beſpeaks it 
ſelf, conſidering how well it has been received inthe World, and that more 
than Seven Thouſand of the Original Latin Copics have already been 


fold, in three ſeveral Impreſſions thereof. 


IT. Now conſidering that this was a Practical Piece, and that Pra- 
dice was only deſign'd thereby, and withal, that it was very curt and 


ſhort, and by reaſon of its ſmallneſs and eaſie Price, it might be of exceed- + 


ing uſe to the Publick, I adventured (beſides the bare Tran/lating of it) 
to divide it (for the eaſineſs of Quotation-ſake) into Boobs, Chapters and 
Sections, and to add my Modicum to it, which 1 expoſed to the World in a 
former Impreſſion; TH AT, taking among the Learned and Inquiſitive 
ſort of Mankind, beyond what I expected, the Book was ſold off in a very 
ſhort time, and being out of Print, was much ſought after, as a Jewel 


F very great Price. 


TII. 7 ſeeing how acceptable it was in that mean Dreſs (not to ſay 
Diſzuiſe) thought of a new Edition; and in the ſame, every where 
throughout the whole Work, have made it my buſineſs, both more fully to 
explain the Author's Meaning and Senſe, and to Animadvert upon him, 
where he was diſagreeable to the Rational Practice of the Art: And alſo 
to add what other Precepts and Obſervations I thought to be neceſſary, to 
amplifie and aſcertain the Mcthod of Practice, as it is now entertained 
among the greateſt Profeſſors of Phyſick : So that 1 can be bold to ſay 
(conſidering the Brevity thereof) that it has not for its Rational Preſrip- 
_ Plainneſs of Language, and Uſefulneſs of Matter, its equal in 
the World. | 


IV. if it fo much pleaſed in its former Mcauneſs, I hope it will not 
meet with worſe Entertainment now; ſince it is grown up to a greater 


Degree of Maturity, and with its Native Simplicity, has made ſome 
Steps

Steps towards Perfection, at leaſt-wiſe, ſuch as the Art is capable of : 
We have in this Impreſſion, almoſt every where, added the Names of the 
Diſeaſes in the Learned Languages, the Parts affected, Cauſes, Signs, 
and their Prognoſticks, together with the Indications of Cure, all which 
are things abſolutely neceſſary to be known and underſicod, by all the pra. 
Ficers of the Medicinal Arts. 


V. I confeſs in this Work there are no tedious Proceſſes and Prepara. 
tions, no Long and Pompous Recipes (ſo much admired by ſome Smat. 
terers in Phyſick) with which many Books are admirably well ftuff'q, 
Preſcriptions ſo heterogene and long, that if a Yard and half were cut 
off from them, there would be enough. left behind to do all the Work the 
whole was able to perform; a very great Fault in my Opinion, yet ſuch g 
one, as ſome Men can never be reformed from ; and which being ſuck'd in 
with their Mothers Milk (as I may ſay) is ſo natural to them, that 
ſhould they but caſt a reſtecting Eye upon it, they would ſeem Heterodoæ t0 
themſelves, and their dear fond Opinions. 


VI. The Diviſion of the Books, and the Diſpoſition of the Chapters, 
are in no regular Method or Order; but that is not much material to the 
Work, ſeeing it was never deſign d as a compleat Syſtem of the whole Art 
of Phyſick. The Author's Proceſſus Integri, had only relation to the 
moſt uſual and common Diſeaſes affii ing the Bodies of Human Kind, and 
about which his own Practice was concern d; which in this is farthe 
amplified, upon the Dropſies, Aſcites and Tympanites, and Hyſte- 
rick Diſeaſes, out of his larger Works. | 


VII. But beſides thoſe Diſeaſes our Author has here treated of, there 
were ſeveral other very common Maladies, and which were the almoſt every 
Days Practice of Phyſicians, of which he had not taken the leaſt notice, 
viz. Convulſions, Lethargy, Carus, Frenzy, Delirium, Pining 
Conſumprion, Catarrh, Kings-Evil, Wounds Simple, Wounds 
Complicate, and Pain in General: Of theſe (that we might make 
the Book the more uſcful and compleat) we hade particularly diſcourſed in ſe- 


veral Chapters, thereby comprehending all the Principal Diſeaſes occurs 
ring in the General Way of Practiſing. 3 | 


VIII. 7 confeſs there are ſome Hundreds of other Diſtempers with 
which Man's Body may be affiiftcd, but thoſe other, as they are ſeldom to 
be ſeen in an Age, ſo they are for the moſt part, ſome Species of theſe 
treated of in this Work ; and therefore he who (being before-haud initia- 
zed into the Grounds and Theory of Phyſick,) ſhall be ignorant of, or nit 
know by what i: ſaid here, how to manage and cure moſt of the reſt, 
ought ro be interdicted the Practice of Phyſick ; and repudiated from the 


Same, as one who has no proper Genius for this Learning, aud whoſe Soul 


or Mind is not a fit Receptacle for ſo noble and ſo rich a Treaſure. 


IX. I have wrote a great many Books of the Arts of Phyſick (as may 
appear by the following Catalogue) and poſſibly done more in that kind of 
Learning, than any one Man has yet done, from the Original of Time to 

this

this Day; of which number, as this. preſent Work is one, ſo for all that 
1 know, it may be the laſt I ſhall ever write of that kind; mor is it the 
meaneſt of them; but as it has been written in my more Mature Tears, 
and with a greater Ripeneſs of Judgment; fo. 1 hope it will be found to 
exceed them all, conſidering the ſulject Matter it is concern d with; which 
i; not the Materia Medica, not the Preparations of Medicine, 
whether Galenical or Chymical, not the Anatomy of Man's Body, 
but peculiarly, the Method of Curing Diſeaſes. 


X. I doubt not but there may be ſome Failures in it, (and what Man 
| 3; there wha writes without them.) But I believe, that I who. am the Au- 
thor, can more eaſily find them out and ſee them, than a great many 
: others who pretend to more Knowledge and Judgment, and to be quicker- 
fghted than I am. Thoſe Critical Spies upon my Books, in ſeeking out for 
| my Failings, have hitherto had the Unhappincſs, ever to find out Faults, 
q where there were really none ; but never yet could ſee them, where they 
0 


truly were : Such Faults as theſe Men find out in my Writings, they 
themſelves had never Skill enough to make. 
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XI. There is one thing I know which will be objected againſt me, which 
ir, that I ha ve kept ſecret the Preparations of my Impetus Aureus, and 
of my Panacea Aurea : Solomon ſays, There is a Time for all Things, 
and a Time for every Purpoſe under Heaven; A Tims to gather Stones, 
and a Time to caſt them away; a Timero keep ſilence, and a Time to ſpeak ; 
end every thing is beautiful in its Time : But my Time of ſpeaking to that 
Purpoſe is not come; and till the Time thereof is come, that Beauty and 
Excellency cannot appear; for which Reaſon thoſe Great Secrets muſt yet 
remain within the Vail. However we have not been wanting to ſupply you 
with others in their ſtead which though they are not altogether of that Value 
and Excellency, yet will not fail you, but as firmly and abſolutely per- 
ferm what is intended to be done, as if thoſe very great Medicines them- 
ſelves had been applied to the Cure. I ao not ſay they never jhall come to 
light ; there is no doubt but the Seaſon of Harwvejt will come, and then 


you may reap the Fruits of your Expectation; till then we hope the grate= 
ful Sons of Art will remain ſatisficd. 
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XII. Since we wrote that Chapter of St. Vitns's Dance, Lib. 1. Gap. 
21. I have had ſome others under my Hands, vehemently afflicted with 
that Diſeaſe, to whom I gave thole Compoſitions there mentioned in that 
Cure; but the Diſcaſe proving rebelllous, I did not perfectly maſter it in 
heſe thoſe Paticnts, till I gave this Pouder, Take choice Jeſuits Bark in 
line Pouder four Ounces ; Virginia Snake-root in fine Ponder 

two Ounces; mix them. Of this the Patient took a Dram Morning 
reſt and Night (or two Scruples according as the Age may be) in a Glaſs of 
the beſt Styptick Vine, as Barabar Wins, or that Wine mix d with half 
Water : It is wonderful, and almeſt beyond the Expreſſion of Wards, to 
ſee, in how ſhort a Tims this Medicine prifiigated the Diſeaſe, and at laft 
perf ily reſtored the Sick to their Priſtine Health. Since that I have made 
oof the ſame Medicament, in ſural other kinds of Convulſſons, and 
nd of wich the ſame Sucriſs. fir which Reaſon ſake, and the Publick 
Geb, : here publiſh it to the World.

XIII. Another thing I have to take notice of, and that is, The Uſe 
of Camphir in Injections, whether they are to cleanſe any Ulcer in tho 
Urethra, or Womb, or Fiſtula ; or to give erſe to the Pains in thoſe 
Parts ; or to be mix'd with any Catheretick in Injections to remove 4 
Caruncle or Carnoſity, as in thoſe mentioned in Lib. 3. Cap. 27. Seck. 
70. It is a moſt excellent thing in thoſe Caſes ; To every Quart you may 
put two or three Drams of Camphir ; firſt diſſolved in a little Spirit af 
Wine, and then mixed with the Injection; which always ought to be uſed 
Blood-warm, and that three or four Times a Day, or oftner, as you ſee 
need requires. If this is prudently uſed,it will have great Effect; and the 

grateful ſpirited Practiſer will give me Thanks for the Hint I have given 

him in this Place.

caſts off all Hopes of Recovery, 
and fancy moſt dreadful Things 
to themielves. 

Salmon. ] The irregular Mo- 
tions are according to the 
Greatneſs of the Accidents, and 
are much more vehement in 
Women than in Men, in whom 
it many Times cauſes firſt Va- 
pors, than Fits: But the dread- 
ful Apprehenſions of being in- 
curable, oftner ſeiſe on Men 
than on Women. In this caſe, 
the Sick ought to be firſt pur- 
ged with TinfFure of Sena, or 
Nnctura aures nova, three or 
four ſeveral Times, as the Habit, 
Conſtitution and Strength will 
bear it, and afterwards the Yiſ- 
cera ought to be corroborated 
with ſome few.

Salmon, ] Orthis rather: Take 
Myrrh in fine Pouder two drams; 
Aſſa. fœtida half a dram; with 
Turpentine Balſam ef Snlphur ; 
make Pills for five Doſes. We 
think not ſo well of diſſolved 
Amoniacum, becauſe Pills made 
up with that Gum diſſolved, 
if they once grow dry, will 
never diſſolve in the Stomach, 
or have any Operation in the 
Belly. 

XXII. The Antiſcorbutick E- 
lectuary, with the Water there 
deſcribed, is good alſo in this 
Diſeaſe; ſo alſo the corrobora- 
ting Electuary, with the Addi- 
tion of Conſerve of Garden Scur- 
wygraſs one ounce, compound Pou- 
der of Aron ſix drams, drinking 
after it the fore-mentioned Wa- 
ter. 

Salmon. | This EleQuary is 
ſingular. Take Conſerve of Gar- 
den Scurvygraſs, or of Water- 
creſſes, an ounce ; fine Ponder ef 
Muſtard ſeed ten drams ; Syrup of 
Juice of Garden-creſſes, enouzh to 
bring the Elefuary to a Conſiſtence; 
of which the Patient may rake 
ar a Time as much as a ſmall

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now and then. Or this: Take 
Conſerve of Horſe-radiſh Roots an 
ounce, Conſerve of Brooklime half 
an ounce, Pouder of Aron-roots 
and Maſter-wort , of each five 
drams; mix them. This you 
may give as the former, and 
in the ſame quantity. Or this: 
Take | Conſcr "ve of Garden-creſſes 
one ounce, Syrup of Juice of Scur- 
wvygraſs half an ounce ; Aron: roots, 
Muſtard. ſced, Maſterwort-roots, of 
each in fine Pouder three drams, 
mix them to be given as before. 

XXIII. But if all theſe Medi- 
cines prove unprofitable, * 
muſt have Recourſe to the Wa- 
ters that partake of Iron; and if 
theſe alſo are ineffectual, to 
thoſe that are ſulphureous, ſuch 
as are the Bath-Waters. 

Salmon, | Or you may give 
the Magiſtery of Tartar, the pre- 
paration of which you may ſee 
in our Pharm. Bateana, lib. 1. 
cap. g. ſect. 8. 95, 6,7, 8. which 
may be given from ten Grains 
to twenty, or half a Dram, in any 
proper Vehicle: Or Sennertus 
his Magiſtery of Tartar, the ma- 
king of which you have in the 
fame Chapter and Section, at 9 
9. to ) 25. and may be given 
from ten Grains to twenty, in 
Veal or Chicken-broth, every 
Night going to Bed, and every 
Morning faſting. If theſe Things 
prove too weak, or will do no- 
thing, then you may exhibir 
TinfFura Armoniaci in our Pharm. 
Bateana, lib. I. cap. 7. ſect. 5. from 
ſix Drops to twelve in any con- 
venient Vehicle: Or rather 
that of Le Febure, in the ſame 
Place, made of the F7triol of 
Mars, which may be given from 
ren to thirty Drops, in Broth, 
Wine, or other proper Vehicle. 
This Tincture as it reſolves all 
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opens all Obſtructions of the 
Vicera; ſo it no way offends the 
Stomach, as many of the Pre. 
parations of Mars do; but, on 
the contrary, it ſtrengthens it, 
and cleanſes it from all Tart. 
rous and Viſcous Humors, which 
forthemoſt part cauſe rheScuryy, 
Hy pochondriack Melancholy, 
Diflaffections of the Spleen, 
Gout, Stone, Jaundice, Drop. 
ſy, Rheumatiſm, c. 

XXIV. As to the uſe of the 
Mineral Waters, theſe Things 
may be obſerved. If any cvil 
Symptom appears, which may 
be imputed to the drinking of 
the Waters, then you muſt ah. 
ſtain from them till the Symp. 
tom di{appears. 

Salmon. | Or if the Waters 
agree not, as might be expe. 
ed, you may in this place give 
Sal Vitrioli Catharticum, (made 
of the Yirriol of Iron, as we have 
taught in our Pharm. Bateana, 
lib. 1. cap. 10. ſect. 61.) which 
may be given from half a Dram 
toa Dram, to Men or Women: 
but fourteen grains to twenty, 
or half a Dram, or two Scruples, 
to Children, and ſuch as are 
bigger; and it may be given in 
thin Water-gruel, or Mutton- 
broth, or Poſſet-drink; and 
during the Operation two er 
three Quarts of warm Broth, 
or Poſſet-drink, ought to be 
drank.

done working, drink a fleeping 
Draught, ſuch as that which 
follows. 

Take Black Cherry-water an ounce 
and a half, Plague- water half an 
ounce, Liquid Laudanum ſixteen 
Drops ; mix them for a Draught. 

Salmon.] The beſt of all An- 
timonial Vomits, and indeed of 
any kind of Vomit whatſoever, 
is the Tartar Emetick, which may 
be given from gr. i. to gr. vi. 
according to the Age and 
Strength of the Patient ; it 1s 
ſafe, and if the Sick be plenti- 
fully ſupplied with Poſſet-drink, 
works eafily ; and when it has 
done working upwards, then 
moves the Belly two or three 
times gently downwards. 

But for want of it you may 
take Emeticum Commune, in cap. 
1. ſect. 2, according to the Di- 
rections there given: Or an 
ounce of Vinum Antimoniale or 
Benedictum, more or leſs, accor- 
ding to the Age and Strength 
of the Patient, obſerving al- 
ways to keep the Stomach full 
of Poſſet-drink, Gruel or Broth, 
to facilitate the working, and

II. From this to the eleventh 
or twelfth Day, the followin 
Clyſter is to be exhibited every

that though the Fever is cured, 
and the Body cleanſed, yet nor- 
withſtanding the Patient re- 
mains very weak, ſometimes 
having a Cough, ſometimes a 
Reachingand Hauking, ſpitting 
forth plenty of Glurinous and 
Viſcous Phlegm. In this caſe 
the Patient may drink old Mala- 
ga Wine, with a Toalt in it. 

Salmon] I do nor deny that 
where {ſuch Weakneſs remains 
after the Fever is profligated, 
but a Glaſs of choice Wine, as 
of Malaga or Tent, with a Toaſt 
in it may be given, as alio Gelly 
of Hartſhorn, Chocoler, &c.

awny of but five or fix Ounces of 
Blood, to be cold and ſtiff at Night. 
Iihence it may eafily be collected, 
what it i they call Experience; 
vIz. It the Patient by Chance eſcape, 
rhen Bleeding muſt haue the Honour 
of it; bur if they die, as for the 
moſt part they do, then the Malig- 
nity of the Diſcaſe war the cauſe of 
it. Wherefore ] alleage Experience 
as ft Experience, and praiſe God 
Almighty, that he has wouchſafed 
to furniſh all thoſe, who without 
Envy, Paſſion, or flaviſh Dependance 
upon others, will duly confider Diſ- 
caſes with ſurer Means. Others 
(izys he) proceed yet farther, and 
ſhed iuncccut Blood in all ſorts 
ef Fewcre, without any Conſedera- 
rion of S pets of the Plague, or of the 
Poiſen it jeif. Thus freeing them- 
ſelves frem a great deal of Labour 
and Trouble, cauſed otherwiſe to the 
Phyſician from the Variety of Fevers. 
But becauſe the nature of all Poiſon, 
ud al malignun Humours, is conti- 
nually ro aſſault the Heart, and 
ſuddenly to preſtrate the Strength 
of rhe ferougeſt Perſons ; and ſince

only diminiſhes Strength, but alſy 
araws the Malignity towards the 
Heart, driving in again ( for the 
oppreſſing of Nature) what ſhe had 
before thrown out for her Relief 
I do intrea: all Practiſers of our 
Art, That as they love the quit 
of their Mind, or Soul, they would 
beware of Blecding in Pefilential 
or other Malign Fevers; as alſi 
in all Caſes whic may bcfal People 
by Poiſon, either inward or out- 
ward, Thus Barbet. Avicen, 
Fen. 4. lib. 1. cap. 20. has theſe 
Words: And letting Blood many 
times cauſes a Fever, and many 
times brings Corruption or Putre. 
faction. &c. Galen de Humori bus, 
lib. 1. com. 12. ſays, That in Pe. 
bres continentes, where in the 
Fever coming does continue at the 
ſame Greatneſs. &c. we muſt be 
exceeding careful, not to take away 
any Blood from the Body. The 
fame Galen ſays, Happy are thy 
who jail not inte the Hanas of 
ſuch unlearned Doctors, who pre. 
ſeribe Receipts by Hap-hazard, and 
as it were by caſting of Dice. And 
Galen Meth Med. lib. g. cap. 13. 
lays, If we endeavour to cure any 
Diſeaſe which requires Evacuation, 
or Bleeding, it muſt be when thiy 
have attained ſo much Strength, 
that Bleeding will do them no hurt. 
And, lib. 2 cap. 1. He that would 
eaſe Pain muſt ſee to preſerve 
Strength; he that tranſcends thiſe 
Bounds is cruel, and with the Diſ- 
caſe takes away the Patient's Life 
And, Celſus lays, ro let Blood in 
the Fir of an Ague or Tever, u t0 
kill the Patient. Fuchſius, a ver) 
learned Man and great Phyf- 
cian of much Experience ſays, 
That in a Peſtilential or Maligu 
Fever, the Univerſal Motion of 
Natune is to the Skin; this Motion,

be, not to evacuate by Stool (much 
leſs by Bleeding) becauſe that 
Motion is Diametrically oppoſite to 
the Deſign of Nature. And Fer- 
melins de Abditis rerum cauſis, 
lib. 2. cap. 12. ſays, In the Peſti- 
lence we muſt abſtain from Bleed- 
ing and ſtrong Purging, for all the 
Danger and Miſchief ariſes from a 
wenemous or malign Quality; ſuch 
Things therefore are to be preſcribed 
as do not evacuate, but which do 
by gentle cooling and aſtringing, 
ſiop the violent Motion 0 the Spi- 
rits, Bloed and Humonurs, ſuch as 
are Acid Things; and which by 
Property of their whole Subſtance, 
weaken the force o the Poiſon, or 


expel it by ſweating ; for theſe are | 


the Antidotes for this Diſeaſe, being 
Antipathetical to the Maliguity 
or Peſtilential Venome. Dolæus (a 
modern Author) in his Excyclo- 
pedia Medica, lib. 4. cap. 5. has 
theſe Words: Willis (ſays he) 
in the Cure of this moſt violent 
Diſeaſe, wery ſeldom or never ad- 
mits of Bleeding, becauſe the ſtock 
of Blood being too much exhauſted, 
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certain, that by Bleeding the Fer- 
mentation of the Blood ts increaſed, 
to the Deſtruction of the Patient: 
Wherefore I very much wonder the 
Famous Engliſh Practitioner Dr. 
Sydenham has approved of it in 


theſe Diſeaſes. Thus Dolæus. 
And this is truly the Opinion 
of many other learned Phyſi- 
; C1ans, who abhor Blood-lerting 
in any Malign or Peſtilential 
Diſeaſe, like Death it ſelf;

thercof, though I believe there 
died in the City and Suburbs 
at leaſt an Hundred Thouſand, 
and in ſome Weeks between 
Eight and Ninzs Thoutand a 
Week. 

IX. Salmon.] I made many 
Obſervations of other Mens 
Practice as well as of my own, 
and this I can aver as the great- 
eft of Truths, that I knew not 
one Perſon (among fome Scores) 
which were let Blood, but di-

Salmon ] An Ague is that 
which 1s commonly called an 
intermitting Fever; and ſo it 
properly 1s, for 1t 1s a Fever 
which 1s firſt attended by cold, 
and then by hot Symptoms ; 
and then intermits or ceaſes for 
atime, till the Diſcraſy of the 
Habit has heaped up more and 
freſn Fuel for the Fire. 

II. Both the cold and hot 
Fits are for the moſt part atten- 
ded with an Inclination to Vo- 
mit, extream Sickneſs, Thirſt, 
and Drineſs of the Tongue. 

Salmon] In ſome the Rigor 
is more remiſs, or not very 
vehement; in others even to an 
Extremity, ſo that in ſhaking 
the Body, it ſeemseven to ſhake 
the Bones alſo: And in ſuch 
where the Cold comes to ſuch 
Extremities, the burning Heat 
after it becomes as violent ; 
lo that in weak Habits, ſuch 
Agues ( eſpecially if attended 
with any Malignity ) many 
times become Mortal; or at 
leaſt bring the Patient into a 
very dangerous and deep Con- 
ſumption, which ſtrangely preys 
upon the Vitals.

Salmon. ] So alſo a Water thick 
and muddy, with great Sedi- 
ment; Shingles, or Break- 
ings out in ſeveral Parts of the 
Body, chiefly in the Face; 
Bubo's in the Groins, Swel- 
lings in the Arm-pits, which 
being hard at firſt tend to Sup- 
puration, are all Symptoms of 
a ſpeedy Recovery ; but indeed 
a profound Hoarleneſs, with a 
great difficulty of Hearing, 
dimneſs of Sight for no pre- 
ceeding Reaſon, Reiteration of 
cold Sweats, and ſuch as have a 
taint and earthy Smell, with a 
true Hippocratick Face, are all 
true Signs of an approaching 
Diſſolution. 

IV. Take of the Peruvian Bark 
in fine Pouder one ounce, and with 
a ſufficient quantity of Syrup of 
Clove-Gilliflowers, or of dried Ro- 
ſes, make an Electuary, to be di- 
vided into twelve Doſes, of 
which one Doſe is to be exhi- 
bited every four Hours, taking 
after it a Draught of any ſort 
of Wine, beginning immediate- 
ly after the Fir. 

Salmon.] Or you may give 
Extract of the Cortex made up 
into Pille, from half a dram 
to a dram, or dram and half, 
which in ſome Conſtitutions 
much exceeds the Pouder.

XVII. Salmon. ] But almoſt 
innumerable of Agues have been 
cured with Emplaſtram febrifue 
gum magnum, deſcribed in our 
Pharmacopeia Batcana, Lib. 3. 
Cap. 6. Sect. 29. Pag. 704. a. of 
the Second Edition, being ſpread 
upon an Oval Piece of Leather 
about eight Inches long, and 
five Inches broad, and applied 
tothe Pir of the Stomach ; and 
being alſo ſpread upon Pieces 
of Leather, Cloth, or brown 
Paper, ſo long as to go round

Of the Continual Fever from the 
Year 1685, to 1690. 


I. H E Signs are, Heat and 
Cold coming by turns, 
Pain in the Head and Limbs, 
the Pulſe in the mean time al- 
moſt well, ſometimes a Cough, 
a Pain about the Neck and 
Chops, and the return of the 
Fever towards Night, Unquiet- 
nels, Thirſt; the Tongue ei- 
ther moiſt, and cover'd all over 
with a white and rough Matter, 
or dry, and of a dark Colour in 
the middle, which is ſurround- 
ed with a whitiſh Border. 
Salmon.] It appeared firſt of 
all with a kind of ſhivering, 
and Alternations of Cold and 
Heat; ſometimes with a Pain 
at Stomach, and a fickiſh kind 
of Belly-ach, which in ſome de- 
generated into a periodical Co- 
lick, or Griping of the Guts: 
If it happened to the Female 
Sex, the Patjent was many 
times affected with Vapors, or 
ſomething riſing up in their 
Throat, as if it would choak 
them, which, when Time or 
Strength of Nature had ſup- 
reſſed, and the Preternatural 
eat being abated, the Patient 
preſently fell into (not a cold, 
bur) a faint and clammy Sweat, 
which continuing for a conſi— 
ſiderable while after every Fit, 
and being every Day renewed, 
brought tuch a Weaknef, (ifnot 
Death as at length induced a 
real Tabes, or Conſumption ; 
and thereby from an Acute 
Diſeaſe degenerated into a 
Chronick. 
IT. They that conſtantly keep 
their Beds, are thereby expoſed 
to Coma, and Phrenſies, and

happened many Times in ſuch 
as were of a cold Habit of Bo-

Plenty, did, as it were, by a 
kind of Antiperiſtaſis, wonder.

In the beginning Symp- 
tomatical Sweats appear, which 
if provoked by Art, break forth 
clammy in the Head, and tran- 
ſlate the Morbifick Matter to 
the Head or Limbs.

Baſtard Peripucumon) appear. 
For in this Caſe both Bleeding 
and Purging muſt be conſtantly 
repeated till the ſick Per ſon re- 
cover. 
| Salmon.] I am of the contra- 

ry Opinion as to Bleeding, be- 

cauſe it proſtrates the Strength 
of the Sick, and draws the Mor- 
| bifick Matter into the Veins, 
which Nature had before caſt 
f forth for her Relief; and this 
| is true in all putrid Fevers 
k whatſoever. 

And 'ris ſo indeed in all Diſ- 
eaſes where Nature tends to fend 
the putrid Matter from the Cen-

. Therefore where theſe Signs 

4 are, which our Author ſpeaks 
of, it is much better to promote 

0 a Diaphoreſis, by giving the E- 


legma Sudorificum, or our Gutte 
Vite, or ſome few Drops of Li- 
quid Laudanum, as the Phyſician 
ſhall preſcribe. | 

V. At Night let a bliſtering 
Plaiſter be applied, and the next 
Morning a lenitive Potion , 
which muſt be thrice repeated 
every fecond Day ; and always 
ter Purging , a compoſing 
Draught isto be taken at Night. 
Salmon] Bliſtering is here 
Preſcribed more for Cuſtom, and 
i Fondneſs of doing ſomething, 
than from Reaſon ; there is 


more need of adding Humidi- 
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ties, than of taking what there 
is away. 

A Fever is an over Fermenta- 
tion or boiling of the Blood, 
and reſembles a boiling Pot ; if 
you would ceaſe rhe boiling, 
you ought not to take out any 
of the Liquor which is within 
it; for ſo the Quantity being 
lefler, the ſame Hear or Fire 
continuing, will have the great- 
er Power over it; but if you 
would allay the boiling, you 
muſt either put more Liquor in- 
to it, which muſt be cold; or 
elſe, (which is the better and 
true Way) take away or much 
abate the Fire, which cauſes 
the vehement Fermentation or 
boiling. 


VI. Take Cowſlip-water three 


oremces, Syrup of Poppies one 
ounce, Fuice of Limons freſh, two 
ſpoonfuls : Mix them for 4 
Draught. 

Salmon.] Take Syrupus Anti- 
febriticus two ounces, Milk-water 
four ounces; mix them for three 
Draughts, What the Syrupus An- 
tifebriticus is, ſee our Pharmaco- 
pala Chirurgica, lately printed. 
Let this Medicine be often re- 
beate d. 

But the Medicament which L 
have (I may truly ſay) ſeve- 
ral Thouſand Times experi- 
mented is this. Take of my Spi- 
ritus Aperiens a full large ſpoonful ; 
pure Spring-water a quart ; double 
refined Sugar enough to make it 
very * to the Palate, ſo as 
the Patient may drink a good 
Draught of it at a time. Of this 
the Patient may drink as much, 
and as often as he pleaſes; it 
immediately abates the Fever, 
and in an Hours time makes him 
as cool, as if he never had any. 
When ever any Heat appears, 


or begins to come on, let the 
2 Patient

Patient drink as much as he 
Neaſes of this Mixture, and it 
will prevent the Acceſlion ; 
and thus continuing it for ſome 
Days, the Fever will be ealily, / 
pleaſantly, and infallibly cured, ! 
though at firſt it appeared in 
an Extremity to the higheſt de- 
Sree. 

VII. Bliſters in the Mouth 
and Throat, as allo the Hicough, 
do ſometimes come of rhcir 
own accord, after the Fever is 
cured, and uſually go away of 
themſelves quickiy after. Bur 
if they remain, they may be; 
eaſily driven away, by one ounce 
of the Jeſuits Pouger reduced into 
an Electuary, or Pills, with the 
dyrup of red Poppies, drinking 
after every Doſe a draught ot 
Whey. This Remedy will moſt 
certainly do, if its Vertue be 
not fruſtrated by conſtant lying 
in Bed. 

Salmon.] The only Specifick 
for the Cure of a fore Throat 
is the Eclegma ad Laringis Ex- 
ulcerationcm, to be given as in 
the Place directed: And the 
chief Medicine for Removal of 
the Hicough is Laudanum. You 
may give either Liquid Lauda- 
num Of the Author, or our Guz- 
te Vite, Cordial Pill, or Eclegma 
Suderificum, Which will not fail! 
pei fectly to remove it: After 
the taking of the Laudanum, 
which is chiefly at Night, Jer 
the Patient take a Glaſs of the 
Peruvlan or Medicinal Canary, the 
Preparation of which you may 
ſee Cap. 2. Secf. 15. aforegoing. 

VIII. In thote Days that are 
free from Purgation, the follow- 
ing things arc to be preſcribed, 

Salmon. ] If you give any

tient may take the Quantity of 
a ſmall Cheſnur now and then.

Salmon. ] It is a Diſeaſe which 
often afflicts not only Children, 
but ſuch as are grown up to 
Ripeneſs of Age, even to thirty 
or thirty-five, bur ſeldom attects 
ſich as exceeds thoſe Years , 
ſcarcely ever ſuch as have come 
to an advanc'd Age, and may be 
accounted old or well ſtricken 
in Years : Burt it is found to 
be as frequent in the middle 
of Summer as in the end cf 
it, eſpecially if the Seaſon 
has been exceeding hot, and 
accompanied with Moiſture al- 


ſo. 

II. The whole Skin is ſpot- 
ted with little red Specks, that 
are thicker, broader , and of a 
_ Colour than in the Mea- 
lles. 

Salmon. ] The Patient is af— 
teted with an intenſe Heat, 
with Thirſt, Drineſs of the 
Throat, Tongue and Mouth ; 
the Skin of the whole Body is 
red or reddiſh, and pretty full 
of Pimples, or rather red Specks, 
which are yet much redder 
than the Skin it ſelf; this Red-

III. They continue two or 
three Days, and then go away, 
and the uppermoſt Skin falling

| ſtain'd with mealy Scales. 

Salman] The Continuance is 
ſhorter or longer, according to 
the Remiſneſs or Vehemency of 
the Cauſe : When the Diſeaſe 
begins to decline, and the Spots 
to vaniſh, the whole Body, at 
leaſt fo much of it as was af- 
fected with the Spots and Red- 
neſs ſeems to be full of a ſmall 
whitiſh Scurff; which the more 
full it is, and the greater the 
Quantity of Scurff, it is an In-

dometimes the Pain is ſharp and 
pricking. ſometimes it is a dull one 
and tometimes accompanied 
with Hear, and ofren encreaſed 
and exaſperated by continual 
Breathing ; and the ſudden En- 
creale of the Pain cauſes In- 
flammat:on, for which reaſon the 
Sick cannot endure the Place 
to be touched; and if you preſs 
directly upon the intercoſtal 
Muſcles, irritating the Ner- 
vous Fibres, the Pain is into» 
lerable , becauſe the extravaſa- 
ted Blood every Hour acquires 
greater Acrimony by which the 


Membranes are inflamed and 


vellicated , whence is excited 
that vehement Pain. But the 
dull Pain ariſes from the Inflam- 
mation being in the fleſhy Sub- 
ſtance of the Muſcle, which 
becauſe of its Nervous Fibres, 
is in ſome meaſure ſenſible, yer 
far leſs than that which poſſeſſes 
the Membrane it ſelf. Some- 
times it throbs and ſwells, whilſt 
the inflamed Apoſtem is di- 
geſting and converting by Sup- 
puration. The Fever in this Diſ- 
eaſe is continual and encreaſing, 


 elpecially whilſt the Putrefa- 


ction is approaching and per- 
fecting, becauſe the intenſe 
Heat brings on the Maturation; 
and this Fever ſeems to be ex- 
aſperated every other Day to- 
wards Evening. The Cough is 
exceeding violent , and the eva» 
{ated Blood grows ſharp inſen- 
ſibly; but at firſt it is not in 
that quantity in the Lungs, that 
it can be ſpit up in any great 
Proportion, becauſe it comes 
not immediately to the Brou- 

chia, 
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chis, for which reaſon it is im- 
poſſible it ſhould then be cough» 
ed up. The difficulty of Breathing 
, becauſe the Breaſt cannot be com- 
modiouſly dilatcd, for which rea- 
fon Inſpirarion is interrupted, 
and ſo becomes weaker ; ſince 
therefore ſuch Reſpiration 1s 
not ſufficient to temper the 
efferveſcent Blood, the Smal- 
neſs thereof is made up by the 
Frequency, and therefore the 
Pulſe is frequent and quick, 
The Tumour cannot be avoided, be- 
cauſe of the Straightneſs of the 
Membrane, which being infla- 
med attracts Blood largely to 
create it; and if it is not diſ- 
cuſt, it grows yet much greater, 
by its coming to Suppuration.

And Herophilus ſays, that a Pe- 
Tipneumony is a Tumour in the 
whole Body of the Lungs, but a 
Pleuriſy only in one Part: And 
in Diſſections of ſome v ho 
have died of a Peripneumony , 
the Lungs and their Mem- 
branes have been found torn 
and corroded.

How much a true Peripncumony 
differs from a Pleuriſy, may be 
fully known from whar hag 
been already faid ; as allo how 
much a true Peripneumony differs 
from a Baſtard : This preſent 
Section is to ſhew us, how ir 
may be diſtinguiſhed from an 
Aſthma, and other Diſeaſes akin 
to it. Now a Peripneumony dif. 
fers from an Aßbhma in this; 
that in the former the Subſtance 
of the Lungs and Membranes 
are repleat with ſtagnating 
Blood inflamed ; whereas 1n an 
Aſthma, the Bronchi/a of the 
Lungs, or Trachea Artcria, and 
Griſtles or Lappets of the

It ſeizes almoſt 
all the Joints of the Body, but it 
a s its part after a more ſingalar 
manner upon the Shoulders 
and Hips. 

II. The Fever goes off by 
Degrees, the Pain ſtill remain- 
ing, yea, and ſometimes ra- 
ging more veh2meatly than be- 
fore. 

Salmon.] It manifeſts it ſelf 
ſometimes wich a Fever, and 
ſometimes without. If it comes 
witha Fever, though the Fever 
goes off, yet the Rheumariſm 
for the moſt part remains, un— 
leſs a critical and mighty Flux 
of Urine ſacceeds ; for by that 
means the Morbifick Cauſe is 
oftentimes happily carried off, 
and fo well, that a perfect Cure 
enſues: Otherwiſe upon the 
going off of the Fever, the Pain 
is tranſlated to ſome new Part, 
nor yet affected, and then rages 
with more Violence; and ſome- 
times it is tranſlated to the Sto- 
mach and Bowels, to the great 
danger of the Patient's Life. 
If it comes without a Fever, 
it wanders or moves flow- 
er, and remains longer in a 
Place, as if it had taken up its 
Habitation in that part, and 
was loth to remove; the Pain is 
more equal and conſtant, and 
ſeems ro have Periodical Pa- 
roxyſms, being almoſt every 
Day certain to an Hour, and in 
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this Condition the Patient re- 
mains nor only many Months 
but Years, uneſs he he fo hap- 
py as to meet with a Cure in 
the mean Seaſon. 

III. In Rheumatick Pains of 
the Loins, there is one moſt vi- 
olent, which remains fixed about 
the Region of the Loins, not 
much unlike to the Stone; 
only the ſick Perſon is not afe 
fected with a defire of Vo- 
miring. 

Salmon ] This Symptom of 
Vomiring being wanting, it is 
plainly to bediſtinguiſhed from 
the Scone; becauſe that, or a 
Sickneſs at Stomach, and a 
Quamilhneſsalways accompany 
Tartarous and Calculous Dit- 
eaſes. Sometimes this Rheu— 
matick Pain of the Loins, by 
its Acuteneſs and Vehemency 
extends it ſelf to the lower Parts 
of the Spine, and affects even 
the Huckle-bone, and Hips, or 
Buttocks themſelves, after the 
manner of a Sciatica ; and then 
it is ſo violent, that the Patient 
cannot turn himſelf in his Bed, 
nor is any ways able to help 
himſelf; and if a Cure does not 
ſuddenly come on, it many 
Times encreaſes to ſuch an Ex- 
tremity, as to inervate the whole 
Man. 

IV. He cannot lie in his Bed, 
but either leaps out of it, or 
ſits upright in it, continually 
toſſing his Body backwards and 
forwards, up and down. , The 
Blood is like that in a Pleuri- 


ly. 

1 This is only when 
it has taken a Seizure of the 
Loins, and Huckle-bone or 
Hips; as alſo when the Matter 
is tranſlated into the Stomach 
and Bowels ; for by the Natu-

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Jodged in thoſe Parts, the Mor- 
bifick Matter becomes augmen- 
ted ; and is diſperſed, by their 
innate and natural Heat, into 
all the adjacent Vſcera, whence 
comes that almoſt intolerable 
and Reſtleſneſs, 
which is ſuch, that no Poſture 
of ſitting, ſtanding, or lying, 
can be any ways ealy ; ſo that 
the Patient is forced to try all 
manner of Ways, though with- 
out Relief, and ſometimes even 


to the farther exaggerating of 


the Pain. 
V. Bleed ten Ounces on the 


Arm of the Side affected. 
Salmon. ] Bleeding now a- days 
is the genz1ai Remedy for this 
Diſeaſe, but nothing eems ro 
be more ill adapted, and jome- 
times more fatal to the Patient 
than this, eſpecially if they be 
very young, very old, very fat, 
or ina Conſumption ; and where 
it may be more freely uſed, it 
is not without its Inconvenien- 
cies; for though ſometimes it 
ſeems to give a preſent Relief, 
yet it is found by more than a 
Thouſand Experiences, that the 
Diſeaſe always returns, and 
that with more Impetuoſity, ti] 
ſuch time as the Patient can 
receive no more good by it, 
and is left in an incurable State; 
or the Liquor in the Veins be- 
comes all Water through the 
manifold Effuſions of Blood , 
and an irrecoverable Dropſy be 
induced ; and this 1s generally 
the ultimate Effect of the incon- 
ſiderate Bleedings, now moſtly 
uſed in the Cure of this Dit- 
eaſe; which I hope the Pru- 
dent, by this Admonition, will 
take notice of for the future, 
and carefully avoid, as they va- 
Iue the quiet of their own 


Minds, and the Peace of their 


Souls. 
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VL Take Water of Lettice, 
Purſiain, and Water-Lillies, of each 


four ounces ; Syrup of Limons one 


ounce and a half ; Syrup of Violets 
one ounce : Mix, and make a Ju- 
lep to be drank at Pleaſure. 
Salmon. | The firſt thing to 
be done is to give a Vomit of 
Tartar Emetick, and in three or 
tour Days time to repeat it ; 
which being given athird Time 


in ſome Hundreds (tomy Know- 


ledge) has abſolutely done the 
Cure without any other means : 
But if the Diſeaſe be rebellious, 
and will not ſubmit to this, you 
may after the Vomits give two 
or Three Purges of the Pi/ule 
Mirabiles, or thoſe of Chalmetens, 
which ſeem to take away the 
Pains as if it were done by En- 
chantment, as theſe Pills moſtly 
do; yet in ſome Patients we 
have met withal, they have 
been incffectual : In this caſe 
we have been forced to have 
recourſe to the Aurum Vite, or 
Turbith Mineral, which has been 
given a gr li. ad iii, ſs. or gr. iv, 
made up into a Pill with the 
Pulp of a roaſted Apple, and 
given two Nights together, in- 
termitting two Nights, and then 
repeating the Doſes for two 
Nights more; and thus contis 
nving for ſix or eight Doſes, 
till a gentle Flux does arile, 
which does truly, and beyond 
all other means moſt effectually 
cure this Diſeaſe ; I ſpeak from 
a long and through-tried Expe- 
rience: But in tome Perſons, 
where I would not have a Sali- 
vation or Flux, I have given 
gentle and - pleaſing Cathar- 
ricks in the Intervals of the 
two and two Doſzs : And theſe 
-x7 prog I have never found to 
all.

charum Saturni one ounce, which 
diſſolve in a little Spirit of Vinegar, 
and mix it with Oil of Ben eight 
ounces, ſhaking them well together, 
to anoint with Morning and 
Evening. If the Patient is of 
a cold Habit, you may anoint 
the Parts affected with this. 
Take Chymical Oils of Roſemary, 
Savin, Lavender, Saſſafras, and 
Amber, of each one ounce ; Oil of 
Den two ounces and a half; mix 
and anoint well therewith Mor- 
ning and Evening. If the Pain 
is 1nveterate or rebellious, uſe 
this. Take Oil of Amber three 
ounces, Camphire one ounce ; mix

may be given in the ſame Doſe 
and Manner : I fay, after that 
ſome one of theſe Things has 
been ſucceſſively given, an in- 
terval of Time being between, 


let the Patient purge two or 


three Times with the Palvis 
Catharticus, deſcribed in Cap. 1. 
SeF. 20. of this Book: This 
Medicine (if the Diſeaſe is re- 
cent, and the Body not groſs, 
or much ſtuft with 111 Humors) 
being ſome few Times repeat- 
ed, may compleat the Cure: 
But it the Diſtemper is invete- 
rate, and proves ſtubborn, ſo 
as to reſiſt all the other Reme- 
dies, you muſt then give this. 
Take Pulvu Catharticus, Impetus 
Mercurii Aurique, of each an ounce . 
mix then: Of this you may 
give the Patient from half a 
Dram to a Dram, in any con- 
venient Vehicle in the Morning 
faſting, a Gallon or more of 
Poſſet- drink, or rather Mutton- 
broth, being before-hand made, 
to be taken in the Working, of 
which the Patient ought to 


take half a Pint almoſt every

Bur if the Body be full of acid 
Humors, it will be better to 
take Poſſet-drink, which will 
not be apt to curdle in the 
Bowels: IIowever, if you pur— 
ſue my Method of Cure, all this 
is needleſs, unleſs a vehement 
Conſtipation of Body happens. 

Bleeding in this Cure (as I 
hinted before) is better let 
alone than uſed : Bur where 
there is a Plenitude of ſharp 
Humors, the Clyſter in the 
Intervals of Purging may be 
profitably uſed: But to perſue 
the Courſe of the Cure, where 
there is an Inveteracy and Stub- 
borneſs cf the Diſeaſe, the laſt 
preſcribed Medicine ought to 
be given three or four Times, 
every other Day, if the Strength 
of the Patient will permit it; 
and then the Sick may reſt 
for ten or twelve Days, or more, 
as the Phyſician ſhall dire g.

II. The Head is bigger than 
isconvenient; the Face fuller 
and more florid ; the fleſhy 
Parts under the Head pine a- 
way; the Joints are afflicted 
with knotty Swellings, chiefly 
the Wriſts, but the Ankles 
Icſs : The Bones are bowed, 
chiefly thoſe of the Legs, and 
next to them thoſe of the Cu- 
bit, between the Elbow and 
Wriſt ; and ſometimes the Shoul- 
der-bones, and Thigh-bones, 
are allo bent. 

Sa/mon. ] The Phenomena of 
this Diſeaſe are, a very great 
Head, and here and there di— 
vers Protuberances in it, and 
icmetimes it feels ſoft and pap- 
py on the hinder Parts of it, 
whilſt the Temples feel poor 
and bare; the Child has alſo a 
Wit beyond its Age, and takes 
notice and 1s very obſervant of 
every thing it ſees, as though 
it would ſeem even to give Di- 
rettions : The Breaſt and Sto— 
mach grow very narrow almoſt 
ton Ridge ; the Ribs are poor 
and Jean, and for the moſt part 
fitted with hard knotty Swel- 
lings, which ſeem not to have 
much Pain in them when felt 
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one Place, for which Reaſon it |

on: The Joints at the Wriſts 
grow very big, and the upper 
part is ſo ſwell'd or tumified, 
that it hangs over the lower 
Part as it were; but I never 
found or obſerved Knots, or 
knotry Swelling in thoſe, or 
any other Joints: The Joints of 
the Ankles are overgrown, but 
not ſo big in proportion as thoſe 
of the V/riſts , and there is al- 
ways ( when the Diſeaſe be- 
comes inveterate) a bowing or 
bending of ſome of the princi- 
pal tones of the Limbs. 

| TI. The Teeth cut ſlowly 
and with Pain; they are looſe 
black, and fall out; the Breaſt 
is narrow towards the Sides, 
and ſharp before. 

Salmon.] As there is a ſtrait- 
neſs of the Breaſt, ſo there is a 
ſticking out of the Cartilage en- 
ſiformiz, and a Swelling of the 
Abdomen: The Child is live- 
leis as it were, and cares not 
much to ſtir, and delights in 
fitting, even when it is at play; 
and by reaſon of this Straitneſs 
of the Breaſt, the Bowels of the 
Thorax have not room enough 
ro diſplay themſelves in as they 
ought, by means of which the 
Child is troubled with fhort- 
neſs of Breath, and a difficulty 
of Breathing. Thoſe Children 
which are ſo young as to have 
the Rickets before they have 
their Teeth cur, commonly have 
their Gums ſwell very red, ſore 
and painful, but the reaſon of 
this is, becauſe of the Careleſ- 
neſs of the Nurſe which at- 
tends the Child, who uſes not 
the Coral with that aſſiduity it 
ought to be uſed withal ; for if 
that was duly and daily kept in 
uſe in the Child's Mouth, the 
Teeth would cut with all the 
1 eaſe imaginable, notwithſtand- 
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ing its being diſeaſed with the | 


Rickets. Again, it is true, that 
where the Rickets happen to o- 
ver-grown Children, viz. Such 
as have all their Teeth, thoſe 
Symptoms of Blackneſs, Foul- 
neſs, Looſneſs and Falling of 
them out, may be preſent: 
But then again, it is manifeſt, 
that all thoſe things ariſe purely 
from the Scurvy, and not from 
the Rickets; becauſe a very great 
Number of Children vehement- 
Iy troubled with the Rickets, 
that for a long time together, 
are daily to be ſeen, whoſe 
Teeth are not affected. Be- 
fides, if the Diſeaſe continues 
Jong, it many times diſtorts the 
Vertebræ of the Back, and cauſes 
a Crookedneſs ; and their Back 
(beſides the Painfulneſs and Un- 
eaſineſs thereof) becomes 10 
weak, as that it can ſcarcely 
bear the Head. 

IV. Other Signs are a ſtuf- 
fing of the Belly, or Paunch; 
Diftention of the Hypochonders, 
or Sides of the Belly, and Places 
under the ſhort Ribs: There is 
for the moſt part a vehement 
Cough, or much Coughing , 
and a Faultineſs of the Lungs : 
There is an Unwillingneſs to 
lie on one Side, which ſome— 
times chances to be the right 
Side, and ſometimes the left. 

Salmon] Being big-bellied is 
for the moſt part a Sign of the 
Rickets, being accompanied 
with the other Signs: There is 
always a Cough and Faultineſs 
of the Lungs, by reaſon of the 
great Obſtructions of that 7if- 
css; To that at length, if the 
Diſeaſe ſnall continue long, the 
obſtructed Matter will become 
acid and ſharp, and at laſt ulce- 
rate the Part, upon which the

though it may be a Cauſe, yet 
is not a primary Cauſe, but is 
it ſelf cauſed from ſomething 
which is primordial to it: 
Without doubt the Serum is in 
fault, as alſo the Lungs and 
Spleen, and that the Glands ef 
the Meſentery are obſtructed; 
which makes the Abdomen or 
Belly to ſwell, from whence 
the Lymphatick Juice it {it 
becomes affected.

To ſuch 
the moſt excellent Vomit in tj 
caſe is, Salt of white Vitriol, 
which may be given daily tor 
ſome time, from ten to twenty 
Grains, according to the Age, 
in Carduus Water: And where 
the Stomach is very foul, you 
may give Vinum Bencdictum, from 
forty to an hundred Drops in 
Carduus Water, or other proper 
Vehicle, which Doſe may be 
encreaſed as you ſee reaſon, and 
to be continued for two or three 
times taking, till the Stomach 
ſeems to be very clean.

or Belly, & c. but where-ever it 
firſt begins, it toon after {ends 
forth its Filthinefſs to the Fin- 
gers, where it exerts its force 
with a great deal of Diver— 
ſion. 

III. Salmon.] As the Diſeaſe 
is Cuticular, ſo it breaks out 
there, it ſcarcely' having any 
deeper Root; and manifeſts it- 
felf, beſides its Itching, in a 
vaſt Number of ſmall watery 
Puſtles, conraining a very ſharp 
ichorous Juice; which, when 
the ſaid Puſtles are prickt or bro-

Salmon. | According as the 
previous Cauſes have been, ſuch 
are the times and height of the 
Fever ; ſometimes the Fever is 
not at higheſt till the third Day 
( as aforeſaid ) and ſometimes 
not till the fourth Day; and yet 
in ſome Patients it is in its De- 
clination on the third Day; and 
many times with a Sickneſs at 
Stomach, there is alſo a great 
Pain of the Head. 

III. As alſo Sneezing, Swel- 
ling of the Eye-lids a little be- 
fore the breaking forth of the 
Pimples, Vomiting, a Looſ- 
neſs, Greenneſs of the Excre- 
ments, eſpecially in Children 
that are breeding Teeth. 

Salmon.| The Head and Face, 
and ſome other Places, feel fore 
before the eruption of the Pim- 
| ples: The Vomiting proceeds 
from the Sickneſs of the Sto- 
mach; and the Diarrhea, and 
diſcolouring of the Excrements 
from the Sharpneſs and Viru- 
lency of rhe Humors, which 
oftentimes preſage Danger. 

IV. The Symptoms ſtill in 
creaſe even to the fourth Day, 
in which (and many times in 
the fifth) the Forchead and Face 
begin to have little red Specks, 
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) they come to have ſome

not much unlike to Flea-bitings, 

Salmon, ] The Symptoms en- 
creaſe not till the fourth Day, 
unleſs the Fever alſo encreaſes ; 
but as that encreaſes, or is in 
height, ſo alſo are the Symp- 
tom, which in ſome Patients 
encreaſe even to the fifth Day; 
nor do they diminiſh till the 
Eruption is compleat and perfect. 

V. Which being afterwards 
encreaſed both in Bigneſs and 
Number, run together into 
Heaps or Cluſters, and defile 
the Face with great red Spots, 
that are made up of ſmall Pim- 
ples raiſed ſo little above the 
Skin, that you can ſcarcely per- 
ceive their Protuberancy with 
your Eye, but may feel it b 
lightly touching them wit 
your Finger. 

Salmon. | In ſome Patients 
the Ptotuberancy of the Pim- 
ples is ſo little, that it is ſcarce- 
ly to be felt by the Fingers, the 
Skin only feeling a little rough: 
Again, in other Patients, it is 
manifeſt even to the Eye, but 
perfectly felt by the Fingers, 
with a conſiderable redneſs, 
which afterwards decline to a 
whitiſh Colour. 

VI. From the Face, where 
at the firſt they only appear , 
they ſcatter themſelves over 
the Breaſt, Belly, and laſt of 
all the Legs, in which Parts they 
are broad and red, and ſcarce- 
ly riſe above the Surface of the 
Skin. 

Sa/mor, ] Though they ap- 
pearin the Face firſt, yet in all 
other Parts of the Body, where 
they are at length manifeſt, 
they come out (as it were) all 
ar once; but by reaſon of a kind 
of Diaphor:ſis, which the Parts 
which are always covered, or 
are in Bed are ſubject to, they 
never

never appear ſo protuberant or 
high, as they do in thoſe Places, 
which are more expoſed to the 
ambient Air. 

VII. After the breaking forth 
of the Meafles the Symptoms 
are not alleviated, as in the 
Small-Pox. The Vomiting 1n- 
deed ceaſes, but the Fever, 
Cough, and difficulty of Breath. 
ing ſtill increaſe, as alſo the 
Defluttion upon the Eyes, the 
Sleepineſs, and want of Appe- 
titre ſtill continue. 

Salmon. | Though the Symp- 
toms do no not abate after the 
coming forth of the Mea/tes, as 
they commonly do in the Small- 
Pox, it is becauſe the Fever does 
not then preſently abate : But 
upon the abating of the Fever, 
the mptoms gradually decreaſe, 
not all at once, but firſt one 
Symptem, then another: But if 
the Sick ſleeps well and eafily, 
then the Symptoms abate the ta- 
ſter, becauſe Sleeping cauſes ſo 
great a Dlap horeſis, as to evacu— 
ate that way, a vaſt quantity 
of the morbid Matter; and 
therefore ſich things as excite a 
Diaphoreſis, haſten on the Cure 
of the Diſeaſe, and that with 
the greateſt Safety 

VIII. On the ſixth Day, or 
thereabouts, the Forehead and 
Face grow rough, the Wheals 
dying away, and the uppermoſt 
Skin being broken; in the other 
Parts of the Body the Spots ap- 
Pear very broad and red. 

Salmon. | This is according 
to the time of the Pimples 
coming forth; if they come 
out very early, and good Srdo- 
rificks have been given, they 
will die away, and the Skin 
grow rough, on the fifth Day, 
or ſconer, and ſometimes on the 
fourth Day: Eur if it be the 
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fourth or fifch Day before they 


come forth, then it may be the 
ſiʒ th or ſeventh Day before they 
wither and decay. 

IX. About the eighth Day, 
the Spots or Wheals in the Face 
vaniſh, and ſcarcely are there 
any to be ſeen any where ele 
in the Body. 

Salmon.] Sometimes they vi- 
niſh away in the Face looner 
than the eighth Day, but that 
is when the Protuberance vag 
very early, and withal very 
mall, or few in Number: Put 
they always go away from thoſe 
Paits which are covered, or 
kept warm and in Ped fiſt; 
becauſe of the D7aphoreſis or 
openneis of the Pores, which 
thoſe Parts are ſubject to, by 
which there is a more early Eva 
cuation of the Morbid Mat.

Salmon. | The diſtin& kind are 
alſo two-fold, viz. either ſmal! 
like Gromwell-tecd ; or large, 
being ſometimes as big as white 
or grey Peaſe, or bigger. And 
theſe are either few in Num- 
ber, or in vaſt Proportions 
ſpread over the whole Body. 
The confluent kind, are alto 
either manifeſt in ſome particu- 
lar Part or Parts, or fill and re- 
pleniſh the univerſal Surface of 
the Body. 

II. The firſt at the begin- 
ning are attended with Chil- 
neſs and Shivering, intenſe 
Heat, vehement Pain of the 
Head and Back, Diſpoſition to 
Vomir. 

Salmon. ] There is generally 
an external Chilneſs, and a 
Sickneſs at Stomach ; and where 
there is much of the morbifick 
Matter to be protruded, the 
Pains of the Back and Head 
will be in Extremety ; for ac- 
cording as they are, ſo will be 
the Smalneſs or Greatneſs of 
the Diſeaſe. 

III. InRipeneſs of Age, there 
is a great Propenſity to ſweat 
( from whence you may judge 
that they will not run toge— 
ther) there is a Pain under the

To which I anſwer, That this 
3s only a blind for Ignorance, 
and an excuſe for Male-Practice. 
But as for the Complication 
of the above-named Diſeaſes in 
the Small-Pox, I confeſs, for my 
part, that I never knew 1t, in 
the Thouſands of Caſes I have 
ſeen, nor do II believe it poſſible 
to be. It is the Nature of the 
Diſeaſe not to admit them. The 
Small-Pox is Diſeaſe enough of 
itſelf, we need not add others 
to it to make it worſe. As for 
an Eryſipelas, the Small-Pox it- 
ſelf is 1o like it, in its firſt ap- 
proaches and coming out, that 
*tis not every one that can di- 
Ninguiſh between them. But 
however, the Small-Pox cannot 
in any wiſe admit of an Ery/ipe- 
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riſe to any eminent height, but 
being joined as it were together 
in the Face, like red Bliſters, 
they cover the whole Counte. 
nance, which ſwells ſooner than 
in the diſtinct ſorr. 

Salmon.] Indeed in the con- 
fluent kind, the whole Body, ar 
leaſt in all Places where the 
Pox breaks forth, the Parts 
ſeem to be abſolutely bliſter'd ; 
and for their ſwelling ſooner, 
than in the diſtinct ſort, that is 
from the plenitude of the Mat- 
ter to be protruded. As for the 
manner of their Production, it 
may be compared to the work- 
ing of new Wine; as that by 
Fermentation throws off the 
fæculent Parts, ſo the Efferveſ.

Dropſy or Gout. Tis the Na- 
ture and Property of the Dit- 
eaſe, when Nature is upon the 
yielding Point, or is already o- 
vercome, to fend forth thote 
Symptomata, or 1 okens of her 
enſuing Fate. | 

XXIV. Daring the increaſe 
of the Diſtemper, they do not 


| 


grows hard; which when the 
Cuticle is eaten through or bro- 
ken, they ſcale or fall off like a 
Scab: But they dry not away 
in the confluent kind fo ſoon, 
as they do in the diſtin kind, 
by reaſon of the great quantity 
of their Moiſture. | 

XXVI. The eighth Day be- 
ing paſt, the white Skin grows 
daily rougher, but by little and 
little, and of a brown Colour. 
The Pain in the Skin isthe more 
intenſe, till at laſt the Scabs fall 
off, which in ſo terrible a Di- 
ſtemper happens not till after 
the twenticth Day.

rougher only in ſuch, where

Winter-time : And almoſt all 
the time the Wheals are grow- 
ing, the whole Body (if the Diſ- 
eaſe univerſally affeQs) ſeems 
tothe Patient to be at the Mouth 
of a hot Furnace: As the Pu- 
ſtules dry, and become Scabs, ſo 
that vehement and almoſt ſuf— 
focating Heat gradually decrea- 
ſes, and therewith the Pain, 
which with the ſame affects the 
Patient. 

XXVII. This in the Inte- 
rim is worthy to be obſerved, 
that by how much nearer to ri- 
pening the Wheals approach, 
by ſo much to a duskith Colour, 
and ſo much more dangerous 
are they, and alio diſappear 
more ſlowly; but the yellower 
they are, they flux or run the 
leſs together, and go away the 
more quickly. | 
' Salmon. | As the Wheals are 
coming to Ripeneſs, there is in- 
deed Danger, if the Patient takes 
Cold; and that is ſeen by the 
Interſtices turning blew, livid, 
or purple, or by the Puſtules 
falling flat; or if not flat, yet 
denting in, in the middle, and 
in the hole or dent growing 
blackiſh, brown, or dark: But 
their keeping plump or full, and 
growing of a yellow Colour, 
and breaking, or weeping out, 
as it were their Ichor, are 
good Signs of a happy and 
Rug Termination of the Diſ- 
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XXVIII. After the Skin is 
fallen off, there appears no 
roughneſs in the Face; but it is 
preſently overivread with mea» 
ly Scales of a very eroding Na- 
ture, Which leave Pirs behind 
them, and many times Scars or 
Scams; and ſometimes the Skin 
of the Shoulders and Back comes 


Salmon. ] In ſome, where the 
Puſtules are long a drying, and 


the Ichor is very ſharp and acri- 


monious, it commonly eats in- 
to the Cutis, and ſo cauſe a pit- 
ting or ſeaming of the Skin: But 
in {ome the Humour is not ſharp 
or corrofive, and there it leaves 
no Marks nor Scars: Yet leaves 
a Mealineſs or Scurf upon the 
affected Places: And in ſome 
Parts (thoſe eſpecially which are 
kept very warm) the whole ſcab- 
by Cuticula comes off together, 
and leaves the Skin it felf 
ſmooth. 

XXIX. The danger of the 
Diſeaſe is to be eſtimated by the 
number and frequency of the 
Wheals in the Face alone. 

Salmon.] I think in this our 
Author 1s out of the way ; be- 
cauſe many have died of the 
Diſeaſe, who have had but a 
few in that part, in the mean 
Seaſon, the other Parts being 
very full; but the danger is, 
when they come not well our, 
tho' there be Signs of Abun- 
dance, or where they flag, or 
grow flat, or diſcoloured, or pit 
in, in the middle, and aSickneſs 
at Heart, and fainting ſucceeds. 

XXX. Thoſe that are in the 
Hands and Feet are largeſt ; and 
the higher you aſcend from the 
Extremities of the Limbs, the 
leſſer and ſmaller they grow. 

Salmen.] This may poſlibly 


| be true in ſome particular Per- 


ſons; 
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ſons; but it is not generally | 


true in all: For ſome have the 
Wheals largeſt in the Body, as 
Thighs, Belly, Breaſt, Back, 
Face, Mc. whilſt they are dimi- 
nutive in the Hands and Arms. 

XXXI. In Perſons of ripe 
Age, Salivation, and a Looſe- 
neſs in Children (though not ſo 
certainly) goes along with the 
Confluent or Running kind. 

Salmon.] This may be true; 
dut it is ſometimes otherwiſe, 
the contrary being many times 
manifeſt: For where there is 
ſuch a vaſt Protruſion of the a- 
crid Morbificx Humour, it is 
ſent thro' the Salvatick Glands 
and Guts, and ſpent otherwiſe; 
and, I believe, ten to one have 
a drineſs of the Mouth and 
Throat, and a conſtipation of 
the Bowels; where it happens 
not ſo, the Sick, for the moſt 
Part, dies of the Diſeaſe, be. 
cauſe of the vaſt quantity of the 
malign and acrimonious Hu. 
mour, which ſo abundantly af. 
flicts every way. 

XXXII. The Salivation or 
Spitting ſometimes begins at 


the time of their breaking forth, 


ſomerimes two or three Days at- 
ter; the Sick ſpitting at the firſt

leventh Day grows more viſcous 
or thick, and is voided with 
great difhculty. 

" Salmon. | That is to ſay, in 
fuch Perſons as have a Saliva. 
tion or Spitting; and in this 
Caſe, the Phyfician may with 
great Reaſon preſage a great 
deal of Danger : I ſay nothing 
but what I know by manifold 
Experience: and in ſuch, they

Salmon.) The vehement Heat, 
and vaſt quantity of Matter 
protruded, is the true cauſe of 
the great Thirſt and Hoarſner; -

eaſe in general, to make the 
Patient dull and drowſie: The 
Cough proceeds from the Acri. 
mony of the . Morbifick Matter 
or Salivatick Juice, which is ſhed 
up and down in the Mouth and 
Throat, and entrance down in- 
to the Stomach ; and the Tumi.

XXXIV. Then the Salivaticn 
uſually ceaſeth, and unleſs the 
Swelling of the Face and Hands 
now apparently beginning, and 
very laſting, ſupplies its room, 
the Sick forthwith expires. 

Salmon.] That is to ſay, if the 
Protruſion is not abſolute, or 
perfect, or in a very large mea- 
ſure, the Sick muſt neceſſarily 
die : For the Matter which is 
not caſt forth, falls upon the 
principal Parts, and ſmites the 
vital Powers with the irreſiſti- 
ble Hand of Death. 

XXXV. For though, accor- 
ding to the kind of the Diſtem- 
per, the Swelling of the Pace 
ſhould decline a little on that 
very Day, yet ought itnot whol- 
ly to go away till a Day or two 
after. 

Salmon.] What Day it is, which 
our Author means, is hard to

Salmon. ] This is a hap- hazard 
matter; for it is according to 
the great or ſmall quantity of 
the Morbifick Humour, and the 
Acrimony thereof; where it is 
ſmall and not acid, there is ma- 
ny times no Salivation at all; 
and if there be any Flux, it laſts 
not any long time, but quickly 
goes away of its Own accord. 

XXXVII. In both theſe kinds 
of Small Pox, the Fever is pre- 
ſent from the beginning to the 
time of the breaking out, from 
which to the time of the ripe- 
neſs of the Wheals it abates, and, 
that being finiſhed, vaniſhes a- 
way. 

Salmon.] The Fever is not 
only preſent from the firſt, to 
the time of beaking our, bur | 
continues in its Vigour, till the 
compleat excluſion is over, af- 
ter which, it indeed abates: If 
it vaniſhes before that time, it 
is commonly fatal to the Pati- 
ent; for if the Heat is languid, 
the Malignity, inſtead of mo- 
ving outwards to the Circumfe- 
rence, retires inwards to the 
central Parts, and contaminates 
the vital Powers. 

XXXVIII. The bad ordering 
or Government of the Sick Per- 
lon, occaſions ſeveral irregu- 
lar Symptoms; ſuch as the Flac- 
cidity and falling down of the 
Pox, Phrenſy, Coma, or conti- 
nual Sleepineſs, Purple Spots 
ſcatter'd between the Wheals, 
and little black Spots on the tops 
of them, with a kind of falling 
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dle, piſſing and ſpitting of 
Blood about the beginning of 
the Diſtemper, Suppreſſion of U- 
rine, &c. | 

Salmon. } Not only the bad 
ordering of the Nurſe or Per. 
{ons about the Sick, may be the 
cauſe of theſe ill Symptoms; 
but alſo, the ill or unskilful 
Proceſs or Directions of the 
Phyſician, in doing, or cauſing 
to be done; ſuch Things as are 
diametrically oppoſite to the In- 
dications of Cure, of which we 
ſhall have occaſion to ſpeak 
more largely in what follows: 
For tho' ſometimes the Diſeaſe 
may be ſo malign and contu- 
mac1ous, to produce theſe dan- 
gerous, if not mortal Symp- 
toms ; yet it often times hap- 
pens, that where the Patient, in 
reſpect to the Diſtemper itſelf, 
might be ſafe enough, and would 
have done well if nothing had 
been done to them, ſuch Symp- 
toms as theſe may enſue or be 
produced, by the ill or unskilful 
Practices of the attending Phy- 
ſician. 

XXXIX. The Separation of 
the Morbifick Matter, and Fe- 
bril Ebullition or Fermentation, 
are 1n the firſt three or four Days. 
The Expulſion or coming forth 
1s perfected in the . 


Days by means of little Abſce 


ſes or Wheals ariſing in the Skin. 

Salmon.] This Fermentation 
continues not only far the firſt 
four Days, but even to the end

As to any thing of an Opiate, 
which is given in this Diſeaſe, it 
ought to be given with great 
Care and Caution; and if you 
find that the ſame Doſe being 
continued, will not do what 1s 
deſired, you ought to increaſe 
it; but it muſt be gradually, 
and by very ſmall Additions : 
If it be a ſolid Laudanum , the 
Augmentation at a time ought 
to be only a quarter of a Grain, 
or half a Grain at moſt ; if an 
Electuary, then only two, three, 
or four Grains; if our Guttæ Vi- 
tz, from four to eight Drops at a 
time; but if the Liquid Laudanum 
in this Book, from 2 Drops to 
four only : And this Obſerva- 
tion you are to take notice of in 
the Uſe of Oplates, of what kind 
ſoever directed in this Diſeaſe, 
that you may not err in your 
Preſcriptions, which unawares 
may prove fatal to the Sick.

Our Author ſays, that if 
giving the reſting Medicine 
twice a Day be not enough, that 
then it ought to be given thrice 
a Day, that 1s, once every eight 
Hours. But if any of the Opi- 
ates we have preſcribed in the 
former Sections be given, it is 
poſſible that twice a Day may be 
often enough, and in moſt Con- 
ſtirutions, once a Day ; but as 
to this of the Number of Times, 
the Patient ought to be guided 
by the Direction of the Phyſt- 
Clan.

LV. But of what ſort ſoever 
the Pox are, and in what time 
ſoever of the Diſeaſe a Phrenſey 
is induced, it is truly neceſſary 
to curb the irregular Motion of | 
the Spirits; and therefore if the 
former reſting Doſe prove in- 
effectual, it muſt be reiterated 
again and again, till the Diſ- 
order be wholly aſſwaged. 

Salmon. ] If the reſting Doſe 
is prepared with an Acid, it will 
ſcarcely ever fail of the deſired 
End, and the induced Phrenſſe 
wil] vaniſh as if it was done by 
Inchantment; for Acids reſiſt 
the Flatus aſcending to the 
Brain, full as much as Op/ares 
cauſe Reſt : And therefore if 
there is a Neceſſity of reitera- 
ing of the Opiate or reſting 
Doſe, it will be done with ſo 


much the more Safety, as that

and underſtand very well what

This limping and 
manner of going, is either at 
the firſt Invaſion of the Diſeaſe, 
or at the going off of the ſame : 
And this I ſpeak becauſe (tho' 
] have ſeen about eight or ten 
Perſons affected therewith) yet 
I never ſaw any thing in it pe- 
riodical, or hke the return of 
Paroxyſms, bur in leſs than an 
Hour after its firſt beginning it 
al ways continued the fame Night 
and Day, till ſuch time as by the 
force of Medicines it began to 
be profligated; and then as the 
Diſeaſe yielded to a ſtronger 
Force, the Symptoms and Con- 
torſions gradually abared, and 
they. drew their Legs after them, 
or uſed them after the manner as 
our Author does expreſs it; but 
not only the Legs, but alſo the 
Poſtures of the Hands would be 
much after the ſame rate, and 
beſpeak from thoſe unuſual and 
prepoſterous Actions, rather I-

Salmon. ] Where the Patient 
bas been well cured, I never 
law any Relapſe afterwards, nor 
the Appearance of any danger 
of it; but if at any time any 
ſuch Fears ſhould be, I think to 
go over again with the whole 
Courie of the Cure, before 
preſcribed, would be much the 
beiter prophy lactick Method; 
foralmuch as it muſt be reaſo- 
nably ſuppoſed, that thoſe Re- 
med jes which had ſuch a Poten- 
cy to reſiſt and overcome the 

eaſe, when it was in its Acme 


or exalred Strength, would 


much more reſiſt and prevent 
it in its Approaches; and de-

XV. It ſeems probable to me, 
that the Falling- ſickneſs in ſuch 
as are of ripe Years might be 
cured by this Method, which 
nevertheleſs I have nor yet ex- 
perienced.

I am fully perſwaded of, that if 
they were uſed either con jun- 
ctively, or as Concomitants 
with the Poteftates Antepileptice 
in Chap.

I. Tr is like a moſt profound 
Sleep, and total Privation 
of Senſe and Motion, excepting 
only Reſpiration or Breathing, 
which is yet done, but with 
Difficulty and Snorting. 
Salmon.] The Cauſe of this 
Diſeaſe, as Platerus ſays, is either 
from Blood or Water, f. e. 
Lympha ; or from a Grumous 
Subſtance made of both, mixed 
together, and filling the Ven- 
tricles of the Brain: How the 
Blood or Lympha can come to 
fill the Ventricles of the Brain, 
can no ways be conceived but 
by a Diæreſu, or Rupture of 
ſome of the Sanguiferous or 
Lymphatick Veſſels, to wit, 
thoſe of the leſſer ſort, or Ca- 
pillaries; if the Sanguiferous 
Veſſels be broke only, Blood is 
the cauſe of the Diſeaſe; if the 
Lympatick only , then Water 
alone : But if both be broken, 
then from a Mixture or theſe 
two Subſtances, a grumousthick 
atter, not much unlike to 
thick Milk for Subſtance, is 
8 which is the Cauſe.

not, fills the Ventricles total! 
or in part; if totally, the fi 
Fit is always fatal, and the Sick 
never comes to himſelf again;

Salmon. ) Why Bleeding ſhould 
be inſtiruted here I cannot ap- 
prehend ; for the Diſcaſe wea- 
kens the Sick enough, there is 
no need to deſtroy the Strength 
by Bleeding, whereby Nature 
(made utterly unable to en- 
counter with the Diſeaſe ) is 
overcome. Vie oppoſe here againſt 
Bleeding the Firſt Indication 
Cure, which is from the Eſſence 
or Nature of the Diſeaſe, to 
wit, the extravaſating of the 
Juices ; for unleſs by Bleeding 
they can be cauſed to regurgi- 
tate or intravalate again, Bleed- 
ing is wholly in vain, becauſe 
the Strength is much thereby 
diminiſhed, the whole Morbi- 
fick Matter remaining. It is a. 
gainſt the Second Indication, which 
15 from the Cauſe; for thereby 
the Blood and Juices are made 
thinner, and more watry, and 
therefore more apt to flow 
through the Breaches, to the 
increaſe of the Matter already 
made. It 4 againſt the Third Indi- 
cation, Which is the Paroxyſm 
or Fit ; for by diminiſhing the 
Blood, you diminiſh the Ani- 
mal Powers, and ſo the Strength 
of the Fit is increaſed.

' It is againſt the Fourth Indication, 
which has reſpect to the Strength 
of the Sick ; for that this mani- 
feſtly proſtrates the Strength of 
the Patient, and can cauſe no re- 
gurgitation of the Matter into 
the Veſſels, whereby an Amend- 
ment can be hop'd for.

Let a large and ſharp Ve- 
ſicatory be applied to the Nape 
of the Neck. 

Salmon] Veſicatories can do 
no more good here than Bleed. 
ing can ; they only weaken the 
Patient, caufing a great deal of 
Pain and Trouble, to no pur.

And it is manifeſt, that they 
abſtract the Lymphatick Juice 
as well as the Serum , which 
weakens the Sick beyond what 
can at firſt thought thereof be 
apprehended: And this 1s ſeen 
in ſuch who have had many 
Bliſters drawn upon them at 
once; who have been ſo debili- 
tated in their Limbs, that their 
Legs have ſcarcely been able to 
ſupport them, tho' they before 
had been ſtrong luſty Men ; and 
ſo much the nervous Tone was 
hurt, as not to be reſtored by 
the, Power of any Medicament: 
And alſo fo craz'd in their Un- 
derſtandings and Memories, 25 
to be reduced almoſt to the 
State of Idiotiſm ; and theſc fad 
Effects of Bliſtering I have le- 
veral Times ſeen, 

IV. While theſe Things arc 
doing, let the Sick fit vpright 
in his Bed, not cumbred with 
too great a Burthen of Cloaths. 

Salmon.] This is underſtood. 
in a partial Apoplexy, (for a 
Perfect is always Mortal) you 
need but ſet the Sick upright

dicine, and cures by bringing 
the Morbifick Matter through

Salmon | As an Apoplexy is a 
ſudden Abolition of all the Ani- 
mal Actions both of Senſe and 
Motion, with the hurt of the 
Principal Faculties, and Depreſ- 
lion of the Powers of the Ani- 
mal Spirits; fo all the Med ica- 
ments propoſed for the Reſtau- 
ration of the Sick, ought to be 
ſuch as may reſtore the depreſ- 
ſed Spirits to their priſtine Vi- 
gor; and therefore there ought 
to be as well an Abſtraction 
of the extravaſated Juices or 
Humour, (as we have before hin- 
ted) as a Refocilation of the 
ſaid Animal Powers: Except 
the firſt be done, it is in vain to 
expect a Cure to ſucceed, for 
that the new Cauſe or Morbi- 
fick Matter is ſtill preſent : We 
do not ſay, but that what our 
Author has here preſcribed, is 
excellent good to refreſh and 
revive the profligated Spirits ; 
it gives a preſent Relief, if the 
Diteaſe is not total, and may 
be a Paliative for the time, but 
it will indeed do nothing to the 
Cure: This being ſaid, we are 
to conſider, that beſides the uſe 
of Errhine, which abſtract the 


Morbifick Matter, you are to 
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uſe Incraſſatives or Thickners, 
ſuch as may hinder the Juices 
from being ſo apt to flow, or 
extravaſate them for the future; 
if this is not done, notwithſtan« 
ding the Abſtraction of the pre- 
ſent Mucus, there will be a per- 
petual renewing of the Evil, 
and a continual Courſe of the 
Juices to the affected Parts, till 
ſuch time as the Strength of the 
Patient ſhall be exhauſted, and 
the Animal with even the Vi- 
tal Powers ſhall meet rhe ulti- 
mate Conflict, and be totally 
overcome: The Patient is as it 
were Thunder-ſtruck, without 
any ſign of Reaſon remaining, 
the Mind is ſtupid as well as the 
Body, and the whole Man ſcems 
in all Appearance to be dead, 
and it is next to a Miracle, if 
he ſurvives this dreadful Pit: 
But if by the Goodnels of God, 
and the great Skill of the pru- 
dent Phyſician, ſomething can 
be done to retrieve the poor 
Patient out of the Jaws of the 
Grave, yet we muſt conclude, 
that his Condition 1s dangerous, 
and that ſurviving this almoſt 
fatal Paroxyſm, he will always 
live after it Paralytick.

VIII. Salmon.] The Brain with⸗ 
out doubt is a Part affe ed in 
this Diſeaſe, ſo alſo the Rete M.

Throat, breathe difficulcly, fall 
ſuddenly to the Ground, and 
ofreatimes with a Shriek, upon 
which preſently the difhculty 
of breathing is ſo great, that 
the Sick can ſcarcely be percei- 
ved to breathe, but lies as if he 
was ſtrangled, and his Breaſt 
feels as if it was tied down with 
a Cord and hindred from 
breathing: All the Animal 
Actions are for the preſent ob- 
literated, Reſpiration only re— 
maining, as not being quite a- 
boliſhed, becauſe the Nerves 
through which the Animal Spi- 


rits flow, being more open, are 


not ſo apt to be obſtructed ; and 
the Reſpiratory, by reaſon of 
their great openneſs, are ſcarce- 
ly to be ſo obſtructed, but that 
lome Pores will ſtill remain o- 
pen: Some froth at the Mouth, 
others ſnivel at the Noſe, and 
ſend forth thence what is taken 
in by the Mouth: The Urine 
is uſually thick, ſometimes of 
an zruginous Colour, with a 
icttling like Meal; and the 
Pulſe is ſometimes great, une- 
qual, and intermitting, ſome- 
times Janguid, and ſometimes 
Iwiftt: Their Eyes are ſhut as 
it they did ſleep; but yer they 
tleep nor, but lie dull and ſtu- 
pid as Stocks; and tho' they 
izem to look on the By-ſtanders, 
yet they neither ſee nor hear, 
nor do they feel, tho' they be 
burnt or prickt, ſo that not any 
gn of nowledge or Under- 
ſtanding appears: The Limbs 


hang lank, and if they be lifted 
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or ſet up, they fall down like 2 
dead thing, rattle in the Throat 
as aforejaid, breathe with their 
Mouth open; and in ſhort, are 
{o fully like to a dead Man, that 
they are only known to be alive 
by their Breath, When the Pati- 
ent can ſcarcely be perceived 
to breathe ar all, it is a ſtrong 
Apoplexy, and is for the moſt 
part fatal : But when they take 
tome Breath, tho' unequally and 
diſorderly, and Senſe is left, and 
now and then Motion, tho' ſtu- 
pid, the Diſeaſe is milder, and 
the Patient is in more hopes. 
IX. Salmon. | The remote 
Cauſes of this Diſeaſe may be 
Crudities of the Stomach, Sur- 
feit, Gluttony and Gormandi- 
ſing, Drunkenneſs, long Watch. 
ings, extreme Coldneſs of the 
Air, and taking vehement Colds, 
and the overmuch uſe of Venus,; 
all which are ſaid to cauſe an 
Obſtruction of the Paſſages, and 
a Diſſipation of the Animal Spi- 
rits : So alſo a Fall or Blow on 
the Head, may cauſe a Flux of 
Humours to the Brain; which 
if they fill the principal Ventri- 
cles of the Brain, will cauſe an 
Apoplexy. But the new or 
immediate Cauſes, are ſaid to 
be the hindrance of the Influy 
of the Animal Spirits into the 
Nerves, by Humours, extrava- 
ſated Blood, or condenſated Va- 
pours; alſo tough, thick, and cold 
Flegm, becauſe theſe things 
obſtru& the Ventricles of the 
Brain, and compreſs the Origi- 
nal of the Nerves, the Arteries, 
and Rete Mirabile; for that it is 
the Animal Spirits do in the or- 
der of Nature paſs or flow thro' 
theſe into the Ventricles of the 
Brain, and are diileminared 
thro' the whole Nervous Sy- 
ſtem; And therefore if the a- 
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forenamed Veſſels and Ventri- 
cles be filled and obſtructed, of 
neceſſity the Animal Spirits and 
Faculties will be hindred from 
being diffuſed into the Organs 
of Senſe and Motion; by which 
the Cauſe why the Patient is 
deprived of Senſe and Motion is 
manifeſt, Galen aſcribes the 
Impotency of Motion to the 
Obſtruction of the Ventricles 
of the Brain : Hippocrates aſcribes 
it to the Stagnation of the 
Blood; for, ſays he, from its 
Stagnation, there is extream 
Chilneſs, Vertigo, and loſs of 
the Voice; and in this Diſeaſe, 
People are Epileptick and half 
Paralytick : And in another 
Place he ſays, the Stagnation of 
the Blood cauſes the Body to be 
without Motion and ſtupid : 
Ad indeed both theſe Cauſes 
aſcribed by Galen and Hippocra- 
tes, may be true Tachenins lays, 
the remote Cauſe is a coagula- 
ting Acid, or wild Gas, drawn 
in extrinſically with the Air, 
which ſixes the Spirits, and 
checks the Motion and Fermen- 
tation of the Blood. SY 
makes the proximate Cauſe the 
Defect or Obſtruction of the 
Animal Spirits: The Leficien- 


cy ariſes, ſays he, by reaſon of 


the Straitneſs or Obſtruction 
of ſome Nerves compreſſed by 
Flegm, or an Acid ; or cutting 
of ſome of the Nerves, or from 
ſome Fault in the Blood being 
coagulated or repleat with a 
Narcotick Spirit. The Obſtru- 
Etion is Cauſed from a Rupture 
of the Arteries (I ſuppoſe he 
means in the Brain) or when 
the Spinal Marrow is any waz 
preternaturally ſtraitn'd or con-

he true Cauſe is either from 
the 


1. Eicod coagulated in 
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Veſſels, as alſo the Lymphatick 
Juice : Or, 2. Blood, Lympha, 
or Serum, or all of them extra. 
vaſated, compreſſing the Me. 
ninges of the Brain, and Ori- 
gination of the Nerves. 3. The 
cutting of large Nerves aſun- 
der. 4. The dividing of the 
Spinal Marrow. 


X. Salmon.] As to the Prog. 
noſtick Part, it is manifeſt from 
manifold Obſervations that old 
People, ſuch as are very fat, 
and apt to be drowſy and {leepy, 
who have a Heavineſs of their 


Heads, have ſwoln Eyes, and 


have a Miſt or Darkneſs come 
over them; and ſuch as are hea- 
vy and lazy, are moſt common- 
ly overtaken with this Diſeaſe ; 
but more-eſpecially they, who 
have been for ſome conſidera» 
ble time conſtant and extrava- 
gant Snuſh or Snuff. takers: For 
this Snuff being frequently and 
long taken, has this Property 
to draw away from the Ven- 
tricles of the Brain a thin or 
watery Humour, leaving that 
which is thicker behind; this 
being conſtantly done, the 
thicker Recrements of the 
Brain are made unfit to pals 
thro' the Os Erhmoides or Cribro- 
ſum, where ſtoppiug they con- 
tinually multiply and increale ; 
and by reaſon of their Craſſi- 
rude, they not making their 
way thro', they begin to ob- 
{rut the Ventricles, and in 
proceſs of Time fo preſs upon 
the Meninges, as to cauſe ma- 
nifold Obſtructions in the Vel- 
{els belonging to thoſe Parts, by 
which the Influx of the Animal 
Spirits become ſtopr, and the 
Blocd not having its Liberty of 
paſſing as ir ought, the capilla- 


ry Blcod-veſlels ſwell, and con- 


ti nue 
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tinue ſwelling till they many | 


times break, and ſo that vital 
Juice is extravaſated, and thære- 
by induces an Apoplexy. The 
daily matter of Fact proves this 
thing beyond all manner of 
Exception; for conſidering the 
vaſt Numbers of People who 
die here in England, ſince Snuff 
has been taken, to the inconſi- 
derable Numbers which died be- 
fore, cannot but be very re- 
markable, they being by my 
Obſervation above an hundred 
to one; and tho' ſome one here 
and there are taken with an 
Apoplexy who are no Snuft- 
takers, yet where one dies of 
that Diteaſe who is not a Snuff- 
taker, above an hundred die of 
it who are vehement and extra- 
vagant Snuff-takers: I believe 
within this laſt twelve Years, 
I have known between two and 
three hundred die of Apople- 
xies; and among all this I do 
not remember above one Per- 
ſun who was not a SnulFtaker, 
all the reſt being perpetual Fol- 
lowers of the Trade. And in 
France, Where Snuff is much 
more taken than in England, the 
Numbers of {uch as are taken 
with this Diſeaſe very much 
exceed what they do here; and 
by relation of ſuch as know and 
have lived ſometime in the 
Country, there are daily above 
two hundred to one which die 
of this Diſeaſe now, than did 
tormerly in like Space of time: 
Aud in Spain, where the Diſ- 
cute was much more uſual than 
n any other Nation; yet it is 
believed, that ſince Snuff has 
been ſo univerſally and extra- 
vogantly taken there, that there 
1»nearly a thouſand die of this 
Diſcalg now to one who died 
or it formerly, in like Number 


— 
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of Months. This Truth is too 
notorious to be obſcured; I 
leave the farther Conſideration 
of it to all ſuch as are Lovers of 
their Lives and Healths. 

XI. Salmon. ] The other Prog- 
noſticks are taken from the Ve- 
hemency of the Diſeaſe, ac- 
cording as the Symptoms are 
more or leſs dangerous. In a 
Total Apoplexy the Diſcaſe is in- 
curable, nor does the Patient 
ever come out of the Paroxylm ; 
and this is diſcovered from the 
manner of the breathing; for 
in a Total or Violent Apoplexy 
the Breath is ſo far gone, or is 
ſo faint and weak, that it is 
ſcarcely to be perceived, or it 
is with a rattling in the Throat 
like that of dying People; for 
breathing, as it 1s the chiefeſt 
and moſt abſolute or neceſſary of 
all the Animal Functions, ſo when 
it is quite gone, Life is gone: 
For which reaſon no Phyſician 
ought to do ſo much Injury to 
his Art, as to promiſe to cure a 
Total or ſtrong Apoplexy ; tho' I 
own he oughr not ſo to deſpair, 
but that he ought io try all 
things, and leave nothing un- 
attempted which may ſeem to 
be a probable means for the 
Cure. A Partile or milder Abo- 
plexy, is not without its hopes 
of Cure, or at leaſt without 
hopes of outhving the Paroxyſm; 
for I my ſelf have cured above 
twenty of them: Yet Hippo 
crates ſays, that to cure a ſlight 
Apoplexy it is not eaſy ; and 
they who have the Brain gan- 
gren'd die within three Days, 
but if they outlive them they 
recover. He alſo ſays, that in 
an Apoplexy which 1s curable, 


ariſing on a ſudden, if a Fever 


comes upon it, it is mortal. In 
a Total Apoplexy, if all the Ani- 
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mal Faculties are ſunk, and 
there is a continual rattling in 
the Throat, there is no hopes 
of Recovery; ſo alio, if Sweat 
breaks forth upon the Straitneſs 
and Difficulty of Breathing , 
Death is at hand. Coldneſs of 
the Body, and Numbedneſs of 
the Limbs, with an unequal and 
intermitting Pulſe, perſage pre- 
ſent Death; for in theſe Cafes 
the Diſeaſe has gotten deep 
rooting, and therefore will hard- 
Jy be overcome. In a Parti! 
Apoplexy, if the Hemorrhoids 
happen, or a Bleeding at Noſe 


or Ears, they are good Signs of 


Recovery: A rattling and loud 
Reſpiration is ſometimes mor- 
tal, and ſometimes not; but 
when it is not, the Diſeaſe is 
apt to be converted into a Pal- 
fie of one ſide. And many 
who recover of an Apoplexy, 
are apt to fall into ſome other 
Diſcaſe of a long continuance, 
as a Palſie, ſometimes of one 
ſide, and ſometimes of the 
whole Body : Or they loſe their 
Memory to that degree, that 


they cannot remember the leaſt 


thing, and grow mere Children 
again. If they fall naturally 


1nto a Salivation, or an Extra- 


vagancy of Spitting, it many 
times cures them. If ſtrong 
Sternutatories are uſed without 


\ 
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of Chickens, young Pullets, 
young Capons, Cock-broth, 
Veal- broth, Knuckles of Veal, 
Sheeps-rrotters, Soles, Floun- 
ders, Whitings, Cc. and let 
every thing be dreſt with good 
Sauces, and made pretty hot 
with Spices : Let their Drink 


be a thin, clear, and ftrong 


Wine, which ſometimes may 
be diluted with ſimple diſtilled 
Angelica , Baum , Borage , La- 
vender, or Mint-waters, or with 
a cold Infuſion of Roſemary, Sa- 
vory and Thyme; but the daily 
drinking of Brandy , and other 
ſtrong Spirits, 1s to be avoided: 
Ler all the benumbed Parts bs 
daily uſed to Frictions, twice 
a Day at leaſt, and for half an 
Hour at a time, or longer if 
convenient; let the Meaſures 
of Sleeping not exceed, becauſe 
it is apt to indulge the Dil- 
eaſe; too much Watching is 
alſo bad, becauſe it is apt to 
profligate the Spirits : The Bel- 
ly ought always to be kept ſo— 
luble, becauſe by that means 
the Diſeaſe is many times Cat- 
ried off; and therefore looſen- 
ing Broths, as of Chickens and 
Veal, are to be commended, ſo 
alſo Barley-broth, or Water- 
gruel made with blue Currants, 
and made ſavory with Salt, and 
ſometimes ſweetned well with 


effect, viz. ſo as that the Pa- 
tient neither ſneezes, or is ſen- 
ſible of it, it foreſhews that 
Death is a coming. 

XII. Salmon.] The next thing 
we are to conſider, is the Die- 
teticx Cure. Let the Sick be 
Placed in a hor and clear Air, 
not in that which is moiſt, cold, 
cloudy, or ſmoaky : Let their 
Food be always hot and eaſy 
of Digeſtion ; let them eat ſpa- 
ringly, but often; as the ILleſn 


Sugar ; Panads alſo made with 
white Bread, or white Biſcuit, 
ſalted or ſweetned , and made 
ſtrong with ſome generous ſort 
of Wine. Let the Patient, if 
poſſible, and the State and Habit 
of Body will permit, be carried 
abroad in the Air in an caſy 
Coach, or Chariot, or Horlc- 
litter, and be made to walk a- 
bout their Chamber (if they 
can walk) as much as they can, 


by which means the whole *

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dy is moved, and the Blood and 
Humours are continually put 
into Motion. 
repreſented to, or come near 
the Patient, which may cauſe 
Anger, Grief, or Sorrow, or put 
him into any Fears or Frights, 
nor indeed into any exceſſive 
Joy; for the reſult of all Paſ- 
ſions, of what kind ſoever, are 
in this Diſeaſe always detrimen- 
tal ro the Sick : And if the Bo- 
dy is apt to be bound, it ought 
to be kept open and looſe by 
giving half an Ounce more or 
leſs of the Sal Mirabile, two or 
three times a Week (as the Phy- 
ſician ſhall adviſe) in thin Bar- 
ley-broth, Water-gruel, or ſome 
other proper Vehicle. All theſe 
preparitory things being thus 
faid, we come now. to purſue 
the Medical Proceſs, or Phyſical 
Method of Cure, as our Author 
has laid it down. 

XIII. Or a Spoonful of compound 
Spirit of Lavender may be given 
two or three times by it ſelf, 
during the Fir, letting the Space 
of an Hour, or half an Hour, 
be between the Doſes. 

Salmon. | Or inſtead of thoſe 
you may give theſe things. 
Take Halte Port-wine ſix Spoonfuls, 
Powers of Lavender, Roſemary, and 
Limons, of each half a. dram; 
white Sugar two ounces; mix for a 
Doſe. Or thus : Take Milk-wa- 
ter three ounces, Powers of Amber 
two rams, white Sugar enough to 
ſweeten it; mix for a Dole, to 
be given in like manner. 

Or this : Take Powers of La- 
vender Penny-royal, Roſemary and 
Safe, of each four drams ; Powers 


of Saſſafras two drams, Angelica-\ 


water. a pint, dulcifie it with S- 
rup of Citron-peel d let th 
P 0% Citron-peets, an et TC 
Patient take a Spoonful or two 
of it every two Hours, Or 
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Lavender, of Limons and of Oran- 
get, of each an ounce; Spiritus Au- 
riafthmaticus , or in place thereof 
Spirit of Hariſhorn ſix drams ; 
Pawm-water a pint gnd a half; 
mix and make it pleaffint with dou- 
ble refined Sugar ; of which let 
the Sick rake a Spoonful or two 
every two or three Hours, 
either alone, or mixt with a 
Glaſs of Generous Wine : Or 
let the Sick take 25 or 30 drops 
of Our Sal Folatile Oleoſum, eve- 
ry ſix or eight Hours in a Glaſs 
of Wine; and alſo often times 
ſmell to the ſame. 

XIV. Obſerve alſo carefully, 
that Cordials ought not to be 
given too often, and ſuch as are 
too hot not at all, as it is the 
manner to do: For, after all, 
whatever Specifick Vertue they 
may ſeem to be endued withal, 
they do more hurt than good 
to the Sick by melting the Hu- 
mours, and conſequently increa- 
ſing the Difeaſe ; which Ilcon- 
venience alſo ariſes no leſs 
from too great a Burthen of 
Cloaths. 

Salmon. ] I am glad that 
ſomething is acknowledged, that 
ſuch things as melt the Humours 
and make them thin, are naught 
for the Diſeaſe; and if this be 
true, it muſt be granted that 
Bleeding does do that in 
the higheſt and moſt exquiſite 
Senſe that can be; ſo alſo that 
barbarous way of melting the 
Brain with red-hot Frying-pans 
held over the Crown of the 
Head, which infallibly deſtroys 
the Patient, and puts them 
paſt all hopes of Recovery for 
ever. 

However, the common Cor- 
dials ought not to be given 
conſtantly, after the ordinary 

| way 
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way of Tippling, which have 
no relation to the Cure : Yet 
fuch ſpirituous things as are 
ſpecifick Cephalicks and Neuro- 
ticks, are not to be forborn, 
but daily given at Medical 
Hours, according to the Pre- 
ſcription of the Phyſician, ſuch 
as are the things before enume- 
rated in the former Section: 
Beſides, the whole Body almoſt, 
eſpecially the Head, and Verte- 
tre from the Nape of the Neck 
ro the Hips, and other extreme 
Parts, which ſeem to be affected 
with the Diſeaſe, are daily 
Morning and Night to be bathed 
with this following Mixture. 
Take Powers of Amber twenty oun- 
ces, Powers of Turpentine twelve 
eunces, Spiritus Attiaſthmaticus 
eight ounces, Spiritus Coſmeticus 
fox ounces : mix them, and keep the 
mixture for uſe: With this let 
the Parts affected atore-named 
be very well bathed cold, (by 
the Fire's fide if Winter- time, 
otherwiſe not) twice a Day at 
leaſt, viz. Morning and Night; 
2nd if the Convenience of the 
Sick and Attendants will admit 
it, at Noon-time of the Day alſo; 
from the conſtant doing of this, 
with a Continuando, you will fee 
admirable Effects. 

XV. After the Fit is over, to 
prevent a Relapſe, theſe things 
are preſcribed, 

Take of the Pills Cochiæ, the 
greater, two ſcruples for 4 Doſe, 70 
be repeated [ix times, once every 
third Day, at Four of the Clock 
in the Morning, flecping after 
them. 

Salmon. | I do not ſay but 
that theſe Pills preſcribed by 
cur Author may be good, and 
may do in ſome ſtrong Conſti- 
tutions, and where they may 


agiee wich the- Habit of the | 
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Body; but they will not be fi 


Beſides in the Cure of this Dif. 
eaſe, I. am for ſuch Purges ag 
may actually enter into the 
Maſs and Subſtance of the 
Blood; ſuch as this following: 
Take choice Alexandrian Sena ten 
ounces, Cremor Tartari in fine Poy- 
aer one ounce, Spring-water a quart, 
dpirit of Wine a pint, mix and in. 
fuſe in a large Veſſel cloſe covered 
down, or rather in a Glaſs Alem- 
bick, with its Receiver luted to in 
Balneo, for three or four days ; then 
unlute the Receiver, and put what 
is in it upon the Ingredients, and 
add thereto White Lisbon Wine, yr 
choice Canary three pints more: 
Let them ſtand together ( ſhaking 
the Glaſs well) cloſe flopt for three 


or four days more, then decant or 


uſe : Of this the Patient may 
take one, two, or three Spoon= 
fuls at pleaſure, according as 
you find its Operation, and to 
be repeated every third Day, as 
the Phyſician ſhall ſee requiſite. 
But in ſome Habits of Body Sal 
Mirabile will exceed all other 
Catharticks; for it not only 
actually enters into the Blood, 
but purges incomparably well, 
without griping or making the 
Patient ſick, and is withal a 
ſpecifick Cathartick in this Dit- 
eaſe, for which reaſon we here 
recommend it: It may be given 
from three to ſix Drams, or «1 
Ounce, as the Phyſician {31 
direct. 

XVI. Take Conſerve of Sage. 
fowers, and of Roſemary-flowers. 0 
each one ounce ; Conſerve of the 
Y-llow of Orange-peels, ſix drams, 
candied Nutmeg, and candied Cn. 
ger, of each half an ounce; 0's

Salmon. ] This Preſcript of 
our Authors, is indeed deſigned 
for the Stomach ſake, where it 
is weak, and in which Caſe it 
may do much good : But the 
Eclegma Stomachicum, in £5 x. 
Cap. 1. Seck. 27. of this Work, 
may poſſibly be more agreeable 
to the Patient; becauſe it not 
only warms and comforts the 
Stomach, but gratiiies it to the 
Jaſt degree. If it is good and 
well made, it is a moſt excellent 
thing for this purpoſe; it may 
be taken not only in the Morn— 
ing faſting, and at Bed-time, 
but alſo at any time of the Day, 
if the Patient finds himſelf ill, 
or ſick, griped, or affliced with 
Wind, or in Stomach or Bowels 
finds himſelf any other way 
oppreſſed. 

XVII. Take of Ambergriſe half 
a dram, diftilled Oils of Aniſceds, 
Cinamon and Nutmegs, of each t wo 
drops ; Ofl of Cloves one drop. Su- 
gar diſſolved in Orange-flower Water, 
as much as is ſufficient to make 
Taviets according to Art: Let the 
dick take one at pleaſure. 

Salmon, ) That the ſpirituous 
Things, and other Corrobora- 
ters, are to be given in the 
Courſe of the Cure, there 15 no 
doubt; but yet theſe things will 
not do the Work alone; ſome- 
thing ought to be firſt propoſed, 
which may remove the proxi- 
mate Cauſe in Subſtance. For 
this purpoſe Authors preſcribe 

omits : Helmont is for a Vomit 


of white Vitriol, Which is to be 
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given about the beginning of 
the Diſeaſe ; and, he ſays, it 
cures a recent Apoplexy : And 
afrer that, Volatile Salts, and 
Cephalick and Stomachick A. 
romaticks, as of Cinamon, La- 
vender, Marjoram, which, ſays 
he, will do the Buſineſs. Sylving 
1s againſt Vomits, unleſs the 
Diſeaſe proceeds from a Nar- 
coſts, or drinking too much 
Wine, in this caſe only he ad- 
mits them. He is againſt them 
for this reaſon, becauſe a Vo. 
miting cannot be raiſed unleſs 
the Animal Motion of the Dia- 
phrazma, and eſpecially of the 
Muſcles of the Abdomen be aſ- 
liſting in the Operation, which, 
ſays he, in an Apoplexy are 
quite aboliſhed, and therefore 
nothing can be expected from 
Vomits but a vain Endeavour, 
and poſſibly ſome ill Effects 
ſucceeding the ſame. Yet not- 
withſtanding all that Sylvizs has 
ſaid, Experience has confirmed 
the good ult of them, eſpeciall 

in the beginning of the Diſeaſe ; 
and in a milder Apoplexy it is 
certain, that thoſe Offices of 
the Anima} Spirits in the Dia- 
pharsma, Abdomen, Oc. are not 
quire aboliſhed, bur ſuch a 
Power of Life and Motion is 
remaining as is ſufficient to aſ- 
ſiſt in the Operation of the 
Vomit; and therefore among 
thoſe which we ſhould com- 
mend in this Caſe, are YVinum 
Beucdictum, Vinum Rubellum, Vi- 
num Antimmialc (of which he 
hath ſaid lomething in Lis. 1. 
Cap. 5. Sect. 10. of this Work: ) 
and Tartar Emeticum, than which 


nothing ſcems more excellent: 


For that with theſe things, the 
Difeaſe is very often prefliga- 
ted and overcome; but herein 
reſpect is always to be had to 


the 
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the Strength of the Patient, leſt 

the Medicine becomes alſo a 
Diſeaſe too, and then Nature 

will have two Enemies to con- 

tend withal at once. 

XVIII. Salmon. ] But that 
every thing may be done me- 
thodically, and according to 
the Rules of Art, you are forth- 
with to come to the Uſe of 
Errhines, which may abſolutely 
remove the morbiſick Matter 
or proximate Cauſe, which 1s 
the extravaſated Blood or Hu- 
mours, of which we have alrea- 
dy diſcourſed ; for {this purpoſe 
we commend the Pouaer of Aſa- 
rabacca Leaves, than which no 
Vegetable ſeems to be more ex- 
cellent, a little of which ma 
be blown up each Noſtril SE 
a Quill : Fine Pouder of Reſinous 
Scammony is an admirable one; 
fo alſo this: Take Scammony in 
fine Pouder two parts, Cambogium 
in fine Pouder one part, white 
Hellebore in fine Pouder half a 
part, mix them for uſe. Tartar Vi- 
triolate is a famous thing, and 
has been found of extraordinary 
Effect. Theſe following ſolid 
Errhines I have oftentimes pro- 
ved both in Apoplexies and 
Palſies, and in many other Ca- 
ſes with very great Succeſs : 
Take Confection Hamech what quan- 
tity you pleaſe : Make it into a 
Conſiſtency for Pills, with Reſinous 
Scammony and Cambogium , both 
in fine Pouder, of each equal parts. 
Of this form long ſlender 
Rouls, about an Inch and a 
quarter Jong, more or leſs, one 
of which let be put up each 
Noſtril, and fo muffled up that 
they may not fall out, which let 
remain there about an Hour and 
2 Quarter, and then let them 


be blown or taken cut: Theſe; 
will evacuate ſuch a Plenty of; 
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Humour thro' the Os Erhmoiges 
and Noftrils, as may well be 
wonderd at; after which, at 
fit Diſtances of Time, and as 
often as the Phyſician ſees rea. 
ſon for it, they are to be apply'd 
again. 

XIX. Salmon. ] I have fome. 
times upon great Exigencies 
fortified the former ſolid Er- 
rhines, or Rouls, by adding to 
the Pouder of Scammony and 
Cambogium, an eighth part of 
Turpethum Minerale, which 
then have had indeed wonder 
ful Effects. But however we 
cannot ſufficiently enough com- 
mend the Learned Deckers his 
Compoſition, which for the Ex- 
cellency thereof we ſhall here 
give you. Take Turpethum Mi- 
nerale one ounce, Roſemary-flowers 
in fine Pouder an ounce an a half, 


' fine Flower or Pouder of Liquorice 


three ounces ; mix them: Of which 
a ſmall quantity is to be blown 
up each Noſtril : His Words 
are theſe, Minima ( hujus pulve- 
ris) fere quantitas ſufficit, mul- 
tumque pituitæ wiſcide educit; 
cum ſucceſſu preſcribitur hi: pulvis 
in Apoplexia, Epilepſia, Lethargs, 
capitiſque affetibus ſoporoſis onni- 
US, nec non in quibuſdam capitis 
affeFibus reccntibus, & inveteratis, 
Vertigine, gravedine, &c. Decke! $ 
Exercitat. de Errhinis, cap. 1. 
pag. 15. This following Com- 
poſition is not inferior to the 
former : Take Roſemary and La- 
venaer-flowers in fine Pouder, Ma- 
rum in fine Pouder, Florentine O'- 
rice-roots in fine Pouder, of each 
half an ounce ; Liquorice in fit? 
Pouder an ounce and a half, of tht 
Princes Pouder an ounce; W's 
them, and keep the mixture for 
uſe : Tt has all the Vertues 61 
that of Decker's, nor do ] think 
it any ways inferior to it, and

is to be uſed in the ſame man- 
ner. 

XX. Salmon.] But ſometimes 
by reaſon of the Vehemence of 
the Diſeaſe, and great Stupidity 
of the Patient, being almoſt 
like Death it ſelf, Sternutato- 
ries are rather adviſable for 
the firſt Application, for which 
purpoſe very few exceed theſe 
of the learned Decker's : Take of 
the beſt Tobacco-leaves, ſweet Mar- 
joram , Roſemary, Sage, of each 
half a dram ; Roots of White Hel- 
lebor, Ginger, of each a ſcruple, 
Musk two grains; make each into 
a moſt ſubtil Pouder, and then mix 
them together, and keep the Mix- 
ture for uſe; a very little of 
which being blown up each No- 
ſtril, will excite ſneezing. Or 
this, 1akhe Roots of White Helle- 
bor, and of Pellitory of Spain, of 
each half a ſcruple; Flowers of 
Marigzolds, of Lavender, and of 
Lillies of the Valleys, Nigella-ſeeds, 
of each two ſcruples ; Caſtoreum 
half a ſcruple, Ambergriſe three 
grains : Make each apart into a 
very fine Pouder ; then mix them, 
and keep the Mixture in a Bottle 
cloſe (opt for uſe. In my Opini- 
on, theſe Errhines and Sternu- 
tatories are the Medicaments 
which truly perform the Cure, 
which are infinitely beyond all 
other Forms of Medicines of 
what kind ſoever, preſcribed by 
Authors : Theſe Medicaments 
being able to do more in this 
Caſe than a Cart-Joad of all 
others; and may poſſibly re- 
trieve Life, when other uleleſs 
Medicines ſhall etther do no- 
thing, or give up the Cauſe, 
and ſo be the Introducers of 
Ruin and Death. 

XXI. Salmon. |] In the Interim 


or Spaces of time between the 
81V1ng or uſe of theſe things, 
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Exciters of the Animals Spirits 
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and Corroboraters ought to be 
given. Among Galenick Me- 
dicines theſe are commended, 
viz. Aurea Alexandrina, Auacar- 
aina, Mithridatium , Venice Treas 
cle, Diamoſchum Dulce, Diaco- 
rum, Diamira , Acorus condited , 
Green Ginger, Conſerves of Betony, 
Marjoram, Sage, Tinctures of Aro- 
maticks in ſtrong Wines, CC. as of 
Spicknard, Nutmegs , Cloves, Mace, 
Ginger, Stæchas, Origanum, Ca- 
momil, Bawm, Bay-leaves, Marum, 
Penyroyal, Roſemary, Rue, Sage, 
Savory, &c. Among Chymical 
Preparations , thoſe are to be 
uſed inwardly, which powerfully 
rouſe up the drouſie and ſleep- 
ing Animal Spirits ; ſuch are all 
Volatile Spirits and Salts, as of Sal 
Armoniack, Hartſhorn, Amber, Soot, 
Horns and Hoof, of Animals, Sculls 
of Animals, Man's Blood, and 
Bloods of other Creatures, which 
may now and then be given in 
ſome Cephalick, Hyſterick, or Neu- 
rotick Fulep, or other prope 
Vehicle : To theſe things add 
Elixir Vite Quercetani, Spirit 
Lavender, Treacle-water, Spirit of 
Angelica the greater Compoſition, 
Spiritus Camphoratus, Spiritus An- 
tiaſthmaticus, Jinctura Bexoartica, 
Nnctures of Amber, Anti mony, Co- 
ral compound, Caſtor, Peony-ſeeds, 
Spiritus Salis Armoniaci ſuccinatus, 
&c. Spirit of Wood-ſoot, and 
Volatile Salt of the ſame, are 
commended as the moſt admira- 
ble things; ſo that it is faid, 
thar if their Vertues and Ex- 
cellency were but well known, 
we ſhould not need to fetch 
Drugs from the Indies. 

XXII. Salmon] Theſe fol- 
lowing things are admirable 
Corroboratives: Take Salts of 
Wormwood, Scurvy-graſs and Car- 
duus, of each a ſcruple; 2 
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Salt of Amber ſeven grains, Am- 
bergriſe in fine Pouder five grains ; 
mix for three Doſes, which may 
be given in this Water. Take 
Scordium, and Mint Waters, of each 
an ounce, Spirit of Black Cherries 
half an ounce, Spiritus Cornu Cerwi 
ſaccinatus two darams, Powers of 
Savin two drams, Syrup of Citron- 
peels an ounce and a half; mix 
them to give the Salts in,andalſo 
to give now and then a Spoonful 
of it by it ſelf. Take Volatile Salt 
of Amber, and of Elks-horns or 
Sculls, of each a dram; Antimony 
Diaphoretick, or rather Cinnabar of 
Antimony half a dram ; Oils of Li- 
mon- peel, and of Lavender, of each 
fix drops; Oils of Peny-royal and 
Savin, of each four drops; Flowers 
of Benjamin a dram, Treble reſß- 
ned Sugar three ounces ; mix them. 
Doſe half a Dram at ten in the 
Morning, and at fix in the Af- 
ternoon. Seeds of Muſtard, Rock- 
et, and Garden-creſſes, which a- 
bound with a Volatile Salt, 
are much commended; ſo alſo 
Spirits of Scurvy-graſs, of Muſtard- 
ſeed and Radiſh-ſeed, which have 
a kind of Vital Potency : Spirits 
of Lilly's Convally, and of Black 
Cherries, fortified with Spirit of 
Hart ſporn and Camphir, well digeſ- 
ted together, make a Specifick 
in this Diſeaſe: But ſcarcely 
any thing in the World exceeds 
our Sal Volatile Oleoſum, of which 
we have already diſcourſed in 
Lib. 1. Cap. 1. Sect. 24. of this 
Work, to be given as is there 
directed. 

XXIII. Salon.] This follow- 
ing Compoſitum is of ſingular 
uſe. Take rectißed Spirit of Hart s« 
horns, of Harts-skulls, of Elks- 
hoofs, ard of Goats-blood, of each 
a aram; Volatile Salt of Amber, 


= 


Caſtor, and of dried Goate.- Blood, 
of each half a dram ; Eſſence of 
Ambergriſe a dram, Spirit of La- 
vender, of Oranges and Limons, of 
each two drams ; Scordium and An- 
gelica-water, of each twelve oun- 
ces; Syrup of Citron-peels two or 
three ounces, or enough to make it 
gratefully ſweet : Mix them to 
be taken Morning and Night, 
about an Ounce and a half, or 
two Ounces at a time. Thisis 
good. Take Spiritus Coſmeticus, 
Spirit of Man's Blood, Spirit if 
Harts-ſculls, Spirit of Goats Blood, 
of each a dram ; Spirit of Orange 
and Limon-peels, and of Lavender 
and Reſemary, of each two drams: 
mix them. Doſe twenty or thirty 
arops in any proper Vehicle. 

XXIV. Salmon. | Between 
whiles, asonce or twice a Week, 
the Patient may purge with our 
Family- Pills: But in ſuch Con- 
ſtitutions where they are not 
agreeable, I commend the Sal 
Mirabile, which indeed not on- 
ly purges the Bowels, but en- 
tering aQually into the whole 
Maſs of Blood, which ſcarcely 
any other Cathartick in the 
World beſides, does, it perfe&- 
Iy purifies the whole, and rein- 
ſtates the Humours in their pri- 
ſtine Purity, redintegrates the 
Tone of the Viſcera already 
hurt, and perfectly reſtores the 
Blood to its due Crafis. In the 
Intervals of Purging, the Sick 
may take any of the Compoſita in 
the two laſt Sections, or Our 
Sal Volatile Oleoſum, or ſome of 
the following Specificks. Mu- 
ficht's Tuſuſion of Saſſafras is much 
commended: The Spirit of Black 
Cherries, or Spirit of full ripe 
Bramble-berries, cohobated upon 
Hungarian Vitiiol or Witriol of 


and of a Deers ſcull, of each two 
ſcruples; TinfFure of Amber, of

Iron, becomes a potent Remeay a- 


gainſs this Diſeaſe. Cinnabar of 
Antimon 
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Antimony is a thing much com- 
mended by many Authors ; but 
Native Cinuabar ver y much EX 
ceeds it, and next to this laſt is 
our Artificial Cinnabar ; any of 
theſe three being finely leviga- 
ted, may be given from a Scru- 
ple to a Dram every Morning 
{aſting in a Spoonful of Syrup of 
Citron-peels, or Syrup of Green 
Ginzer. An Apoplectick who 
had loſt his Speech, was reſto- 
red to it again by the uſe of Spi- 
rit of Caſtor, and Spirit of Mo- 
ther of Thyme. 
XXV. Salmon, | If the Fit 
laſts long, ſharp Clyſters are to 
be exhibited, ſuch as this fol- 
lowing: Take Mutton-broth a pint, 
Wera Diacolocynthidos a dram, Sal 
Gem two drams ; mix, and let it 
be given warm. Or this: Take 
Poſſet-drink a pint, Infuſion of Cro- 
cu Metallorum two, three, or four 
ounces ; mix and exhibit it Blood- 
warm. Or this: Take Barley- 
broth a pint, Hera Picra, from 
one to three arams, Sal Gem a aram 
and a half; mix and exhibit it 
Blood-warm as before. Or this: 
Take Water-gruel a pint, Cambo- 
gium, fine Aloes, of each half a 
ram, brown Sugar three ounces ; 
mis for a Clyſter to be given as 
eforcſaid. Some Authors com- 
mend the Infuſion of Volatile 
daline Liquors into the Veins 
o the Apoplectick, becauſe , 
iy they, the congealed and ſtag- 
nating Blood is thereby the more 
caſily diſſolved; but of this 
thing I have had no Experience, 
and therefore can ſay nothing 
of it upon my own Knowledge; 
but Etmullerus approves it. 
XXVI. Salmon. ] Externally 
the Spina Dorſt, and other Parts 
alkekted, ought to be bathed 
with ſubtil and volatile things, 
tuch as will immediately pierce 
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thro' the Cuticula, Cutis, Muſcles 
and nervous Parts, even to the 


Bone it ſelf; which by their 
ſpeciſick Property may reſtore 


the Tone of the Parts being 
hurt, and ſtrengthen them, be- 
ing much weakened by the Dif- 
eaſe. The following Compoſi« 
tum 1s of good uſe tor this pur- 
poſe : Take Powers of Amber ang 


Powers of Caraway and Camomil, 
of each three ounces ; Powers of 
Roſemary two ounces ; mix them, 
and herewith bathe the Back- 
Bone, and other affected Parts 
twice a Day. Or this: Take 
Powers of Amber and Roſemary, of 
each ſix ounces; Spiritus Coſmeti- 
cus and Antiaſfthmaticus, of each 
four ounces, Spirit of Hartſhorn twp 
ounces; mix them. With this 
you may bathe twice a Day the 
Parts affected, according to the 
former Directions. Or this x 
Take Spiritus Coſmeticus twelve our 
ce, Iincture of Balſam of Peru eight 
ounces, Elixir of Angelica four 
ounces ; mix them to bathe with- 
al, as aforeſaid, 

XXVII. Let him forbear all 
ſorts of ſtrong Drink, and take 
Broths made of Barly, Oats, or 
of Chickens; and ſometimes the 
Fleſh of Chickens and Lambs, 
and ſuch other like Meats ot 
ealy 1geſtion, eſpecially whilſt 
Carharticks are given. 

Salmon] The Dietetick Part 
of the Cure wie have already 
handled, in what has gone be- 
fore; yet we think it requiſite 
to add theſe few following Di- 
rections. 1. That theſe kinds 


of Broth and Diet which make 
{lippery the Bowels, ought to 
be uſed ſome time before the 
Adminiſtration of Catharticks, 
becauſe they add to the Opera- 
tion of the Purge, making it 


the 


Turpentine, of each eight ounces ; 
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the more eaſy and ſpeedy. 
2. Becauſe they are apt to keep 


the Belly ſoluble, by which 


means the ſharp Humours are 
continually a carrying off. 3. Be- 
cauſe they help to keep the Bow- 
els cool, and precipitate the 
Juices downwards, and ſo hin- 
der Vapors from aſcending up 


to the 
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Head. As for ſtrong. 


Lib. Il. 
Drink and Wines, they ought 
to be forbidden, or to be drank 
ſparingly, becauſe of the Hear 
and Volatility of the Medica. 
ments, which are uſually given 
in this Cure; which both toge. 
ther might either cauſe a Fever, 
or create an Inflammation of 
the Viſcera, to the very great 
damage of the Patient.

I. OTH the Faculties of | 


Senſe and Motion, or 
one of them ſingly, are wholly 
Joſt, or at leaſt very much di- 
miniſhed and vitiared in the 
Parts affected. 

Salmon. ] It is called in Greek, 
Tlaggaucis, a T4r9, ad, Of Ate 
shes, enerwvare, ſolwere, to looſe ; 
and it is Reſolutio Nervorum, a 
looſening or enfeebling of the 
Nerves ; and is a Privation or 
Abolition of Senſe and Mo- 
tion, or one of them, either 
in the Body (which does not 
often happen) or in ſome Parts 
from a Relaxation of fome par- 
ticular Branch of the Nervous 
Syſtem, or Spinal Marrow ; 
which being obſtructed by ſome 
Morbifick Matter, hinders the 
free acceſs of the Animal Spi- 
rits to thoſe ſeveral Parts affe- 
Qed with this Diſeaſe. This 
Spinal Marrow 1s divided into 
two Branches, wiz. the right 
and the left: If this Morbifick 
Matter falls upon, or obſtructs 
but one Branch only, then a 
Palſie is cauſed on one Side on- 
Iy, either. the right or the left, 
accordingly as it is the right or 
left Branch which is obſtructed ; 
but if it inſinuates into, or ob- 


ſtructs both Branches, tlien a 


C HAP. II. Of the Palſie. 
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total Palſie is cauſed on both 
Sides of the Body. A Palſie 
may happen in the Head, Eyes, 
Jaws, Tongue , Lips, Arms, 


Hands, Fingers, Hips, Thighs, 


Legs, Feet, Sphincters of the 
Anus and Bladder, &. accord- 
ing to the particular Branches 
affected, which repleniſh thoſe 
Parts. And it may ſo happen, 
that any part may be deprived 
of Senſe, the Motion being un- 
hurt; and it may alſo be depri- 
ved of Motion, the Senſe re- 
maining entire. 

IT. Salmon.] A Palſie is either 
True or Baſtard: A real and 
true Palſie is, when the Parts af- 
fected neither feel nor move A 
Baſtard Palſie is, when the Parts 
affected have Feeling without 
Motion, or when there is Mo— 
tion without Feeling; and this 
is cauſed by the leſs or more 
Influx of the Animal Spirits in- 
to the Conduits of the Nerves. 
Where Motion remains, and the 
Senſe is obliterated, or very 
dull, or depraved, or in ſome 
meaſure diminiſhed, it is called 
a Sleepineſs of the Limbs, and 
there is a kind of Pricking (as 
ir were) in the Parts affected ; 


[ and this is many times a Fore- 


runner of a true Palſie. AP ro 
* 
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ſie on both Sides of the Body, 
called Paraplegia, is more rare 
to be ſeen; which if it be old 
and confirm'd, ſcarcely admits 
of Cure ; nor if it be recent, 
does it eaſily admit of help, 
tho' ſomerimes by applying pro- 
er Medicines Health 1s reſto- 
red. But if one fide of the Spi- 
nal Marrow is affected, called 
Hemiplegia, (which is often ſeen) 
if it is recent, eaſily admits of 
Cure, if a wiſe Phyſician has 
it hand; but if it is invete- 
the Cure is more deſperate, 
zud it many times degenerates 
into a true Palſie. 

Salmon. But if the Pal- 
fie js univerſal, which is not of- 
ren to be met with, the origina] 
or primary Beginnings of the 
Nerves are vehemently affe. 
Qed : Some ſay the Corpora Stri- 
ata the Medulla Oblongata, and 
Nerves, are the Par-s affected; 
and this doubt ie: i true, be- 
cauſe theſe Bcod'-; form the 
Functions belci gg to 
and Motion; for Khich en 
it is neceſſary to underſtana A- 
natomy ſo well, as to know the 
Diſtribution of all the Nerves, 
and from what part of the Spi- 
nal Marrow each part of che 
Body has its repletion of Nerves, 
without which it will be hard 
to determine where the Root 
of the Cauſe may lie. But how 
theſe Nerves and Animal Spi— 
rits, lowing in their Conduits, 
ſerve for Motion and Senſe, Car- 
teſrus tells us, viz. from a conti- 
nual Heat implanted in the 
Heart, which is a kind of Fire, 
by which the whole» Body and 
all its Parts are put into Action. 
Slvius will have the Muſcles or 
Animal Spirits to be the Subject 
of the Palſie: Without doubt 
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the proximate Seat of the Diſ- 
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eaſe is in the Nerves, they be- 
ing primarily affected, and next 
to them the Muſcles maintain d 
every ways by motive Fibres, 
which are deprived of Motion 
and Senſe, not ſo much thro? 
their own Fault, as thro' the 
Fault of the Nerves inferred in 
them. 

IV. Salon.] There is then a 
Hurt of Senſe or Motion, or 
both; a Numbneſs, with ſome- 
times a Senſe of pricking in the 
Limbs; and many times a Ver. 
tigo and a Miſt before the Eyes, 
of 
Hearing go before an approach. 
ing Palſie: The Parts affected 
many times grow lean for want 
of Blood, loſe their natural 
Heat and Colour, and become 
cold and flabby to the Touch; 
ſometimes a Swelling may be ob- 
ſerved, and ſometimes a Contra- 
ction of the Fingers, whilſt ſome 
Senſe is yer remaining ; and if 
the affected Limb is lift up, it 
falls down again by its own 


Weight, and tho' warmed with 


hot Cloths and other Things, 
caſily grows cold again: The 
Urine is white and thin, and the 
ſide affected is often cold, and 
the other hor, and the Eye, 
Mouth, and Lip of the fide af- 
fected, are contracted and drawn 
upon ont Side; and if the Jaw, 
or any part of the Face be para- 
litick, it is drawn to the ſound 
Side: The Pulſe is flow, lan- 
guid, little, and ſometimes none; 
and if rhe Sphincter of the Anus, 
or Bladder, is Paralitick, the 
Excrements go away from the 
Patient involuntarily. 

V. Salmon. | The Cauſe is 
ſaid by ſome Authors to be from 
a cold and moiſt Intempera- 
ture; or from pituitous, ſerous, 


and watery Recrements, which 
L flow 
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flow in upon the Nerves, which 
being incraſſated obſtruct them, 
and fo hinder the Influx of the 
Animal Spirits: Or it is from 
Obſtruction of the Nerves of 
the Spinal Marrow, by ſerous 
and thin Humours derived fiom 
the Brain ; which infinuating 
themſelves into the ſaid Nerves 
by their Pores, make them ſoft, 
and fo looſen and relax them; 
and ſo by imbibing too much 
Moiſture, ſtop or obſtruct them, 
not only in their Original, but 
ſometimes thro' their whole 
Syſtem, whereby the Pallage 
of the Animal Spirits from their 
Original in the Brain is hin- 
dred. Others ſay, that it is 
from a conjunct Cauſe, v/z. the 
Obſtruction of the Paſlages, and 
the Impotency of the Animal 
Spirits, as they are either nar- 
cotically affected, or being ſmall] 
in quantity, do not exert them- 
ſelves with Vigour enough : 
Therefore in a general or uni- 
verſal Palſie, (which, for the 
moſt part, follows an A poplexy 
or Lethargy, or ſome other like 
Diſeaſe, from a Tranſlation of 
the Morbifick Matter) the Ani- 
mal Spirits are obſtructed in 
their Influx into the Whole 
nervous Syſtem, and ſo all the 
Limbs muſt of neceſſity be af- 
fected with this Diſeaſe; and 
not only the Obſtruction of the 
Nerves, but the Obſtructions 
alſo of the Corpus Striatum and 
ſometimes of the Medulla Ob- 
longata and Spinalis, are Cau— 
ſes of this Affection, by hinder- 
ing the Irradiation of the Ani- 
mal Spitits from falling by the 
Nerves vupcn the Muſcular 
Parts of the Body: And ſome- 
times it is cauſed by extiancous, 
Vapours, which being malignant 
do as it were {mite and de ject 
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| neceſſity ſuccceds; and thus 70!

the Animal Spirits, and ſolike 
blaſting hinder their Motion 
and Influence, like as it Cauſes 
ſometimes blaſting in Trees. 
VI. Salmon] Sylwius ſays, that 
the Caule of the Diſcaſe is ei- 
ther fiom want of Animal Spi— 
rits in the Muſcles, or from 
Straitneſs of the Paſſages of the 
Nerves, or from the Immobili— 
ty of the Animal Spirits caufed 
by a Lethargy, Slecpineis or 
Stupidity : And he farther ſays, 
that all thoſe things which can 
obſtruct or ſtraiten the Nerves, 
are apt to produce this Diſeaſe, 
as Flegm falling on the Root of 
the Spinal Marrow, which will 
cauſe either a Paraplcgia or He- 
miplegia: Alſo that Wounds, 
and all other things which cut 
the Nerves, and all Narcoticks 
which render the Animal Spirits 
turpidand immoveable, do con- 
tribute to it; and among re— 
mote.

VI. Without doubt Convul- 
ſions, whether general or parti- 
cular, proceed immediately 
from the Fury and Difcompo- 
ſure of the Animal Spirits, but 
in ſomewhat a leſs degree than 
in an Epilepſy : For as all Mo- 
tion comes principally from the 
Spirits, thro' the help of the 
motive Fibres; fo when ever 
any part, and thoſe ſenſible 
Fibres are affected with Pain, 
thro their inordinate Vibra- 
tion, the Spirits in their own 
Defence are excited to a kind 
of Violence, and ſo ſtirup ſpaſ- 
modick Paroxyims. For the 
Conduits of the Muſcles being 
obſtructed, the Humours ſtop 
there, which hindering the Spi— 
rits from entering in, they vio- 
lently ruſh into the Fibres, near 
to, or about the Obſtruction, 
and by that violent and irregu- 
lac Motion twitch or pull the 
Nerves: The principal or firſt 
Cauſe of a Convulſion ſometimes 
lies in the Brain, but very often

'the Brain which are hurt, the 
Memory and Reaſon are chief, 
which are the particular Offices 
of the Cerebellum, to which may 
be added the Animal Spirits, 
But Sylvizs thinks not the Brain 
to be the affected Part, but ra- 
ther the Veſſels which carry 
the Blood : For (ſays he) tho? 
the Head in a Lethargy is heavy, 
yet that may proceed from the 
Humors which are carried with 
the Blood to the Brain; ſo that 
we need not have recourſe to a 
peculiar and primary Faulr of 
that Part. And then from this 
| Conception of Sylvlus, we may 
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bring in the Stomach, becauſe 
the Root of the Matter is lodg- 
ed there, and that is the Place 
where thoſe evil Humors are 
originally bred. From what 
has been ſaid, the Pores and 
Paſſages of the Cerebrum and 
Cerebellum, thro' which the Ani- 
mal Spirits move, to perform 
their Duties, may be eſtimated 
to be the primary Subject; and 
the Medullar Part of the Brain 
to be that which is chiefly con- 
cerned ; becauſe this is rather 
the Concentration of the Spi- 
Tits, than the Parts where they 
are bred; including allo the 
Cortex Cerebri, which diſpoſes 
the generated Anima! Spirits 
to the Nerves : And as it is ſup- 
poſed to be the Seat of Remim- 
niſcencle arid Dormiſcencie, ſo 
withour doubt it cannot but 
Mare withthe otherParrs affected. 

V. The Signs by which theſe 
Diſeaſes are known, are in part 
declared in the Deſcription. 
There is an inſuperable Incli— 
nation to Sleep in the firſt of 
theſe Diſeaſes, and a moſt deep 
or profound Sleep, like as it 
Were, a dead Sleep in the lat- 
ter; the firſt with a Fever, 
and great Oblivion, ſo great 
ſometimes that the diſtemper- 
ed Perſon cannot remember his 
own Name ; and ſometimes it 
is alſo with a Delirium, but 
ſometimes without: But this 
Delirium, which is faid to go 
along with this Malady, can 
hardly be ſaid to be a true Deli- 
rium, but rather akind of Dote- 
age; for the R and 
fooliſh Replys which the Sick 
make, are >ur like thoſe of a 
drowſie Perſon, who being ſpo- 
ken to when between {ſleeping 
and waking, or before he is 


throughly awake, (in whom 
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the Senſe of the Words are 
ſcarcely carried to the Brain: 
or if it be, it is but obſcurely 
and brokenly, whereby are raj. 
ſed confuſed Thoughts and Per. 
ceptions, ) always, or for the 
moſt part makes abſurd or foo]. 
11h Anſwers, or ſpeaks Words 
which are nothing to the pur. 
poſe : And this Impertinence 
and Folly is the ſame in this Di- 
ſtemper ; ſo that it need not be 
aſcrib'd to the Malignity in the 
Brain, but to the Incogitancy 
of the Soul, whoſe Animal Fa- 
culties are new wonderfully 
clouded. The Lethargick Per. 
ſon by reaſon of this vechemext 
Drowſineſs, and great Hcavi- 
neſs throughout the whole Fo-

I being called, 
preſcribed this Clyſter : Take 
Rue, Leſſer Centory, Wild Marjo- 
ram, Sage, Ana, a hanaful ; Roots 
of round Birthwott, of black Hel- 
lebor, of each three drams ; Som- 
bread two drams ; Seeds of Car- 
thamum, and Agrick tyed up in a 
Bag, of each two drams ; Pulp of 
Colocynthis half a dram ; boil all in 
4 ſufficient quantity of Water; 
firain, and take ſeuen ounces there- 
of, in which diſſolve Hiera Picra 
with Agrick one ounce ; Salt of 
Rue one ram ; Caſtor one ſcruple, 
Honey of Roſemary-flowsrs an 
ounce; mix and make a Clyſter. 


And preſently after I applied p 


the following Medicine to his 
Noſtrils: Take Vinegar of Rue 
2 Ounces; Caſtor poudered one 
Dram : Spirit of Sal Armoniack 
half a Dram; mix them. With 
this he awoke, and fell to ſleep 
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again; and the third Day after 
I was ſent for, I preſcribed 
theſe Pills : Take of the Catholick 
Extract a ſcruple ; Caſtor in Pouder 
half a ſcruple; Oil of Amber 
2 drops; mix, and make 7 Pills: 
Being awaked, he took them 
preſently ; and immediately af. 
ter, his Wife gave him a Spoon. 
ful of the following Mixture: 
Take Waters of Penny-royal and 
Betony, of each an ounce and half; 
of the Prophylacticł-Mater an 
ounce; Nncture of Caſtor a dram; 
Spirit of Sal Armoniack half 4 
dram; Syrup of French Lavender 
ſix drams ; mix them. The Pills 
gave him fix Stools, with a 
great deal of eaſe : The fifth 


and ſixth Day the Fever was en- 


creaſed, and he complained of 
a heavy Pain, of his Head, and 
again could ſcarcely be awake- 
ned. I therefore preſcribed 
the following Errhine : Take 
Turbith Mineral half a ſcruple; 
fine Pouder of Liquorice half 4 
dram; mix them well. A little of 
it being blown up his Noftrils, 
he was moved with a little 
ſneezing. On the ſeventh Day 
he complained of a great heavy 
Pain of his Head, and 2 little 
burning. Again, a little of 
the Pouder was blown up into 
his Noſtrils, upon which there 
followed ſo great a quantity of 
Pus mixt with Blood, not only out 
of bis Noſtrils, but alſo from 
his Jaws, that unleſs I had ſeen 
it with my Eyes, I could not 
have believed it. The heavy 
ain of the Head thereupon 
decreaſed, and in a ſhort time 
vaniſhed : And uſing the ſaid 
Mixture all the time, he was in 
a very little while (by the Bleſ- 
ſing of God) recovered.

Brain with an Acute Fever; 
wherein there is a Dotage, with 
loſs of Underſtanding and Me- 
mory, which is for the moſt 
part from the Aſcenſion of the 
Animal Spirits. 

A Delirium is called in Greek 
creęggecονn, and in Engliſh 
Dotage, wich is a being out of 
one's right Senſes. It is always 
accompanied with a Fever, and 
is Symptomatical, ever ceaſing 
when the Fever ceaſes: And 
herein it differs from a Phren- 
zy, for that the latter conti- 
nues when the Fever is gone. 
And now becauſe the Method of 
healing theſe Diſeaſes differs 
not much, and the Medicines 
are much one and the ſame, 
we ſhall proſecute the Cure of 
both in this preſent Chapter. 

II. And it is either a True 
Phrenſie, which with the Fever 
and loſs of Underſtanding has 
an Apoſtem either in the Brain, 
or in the Meninges thereof; or 
it is a Baſtard Phrenſie, which ha- 
ving a Fever, with loſs of one's 


Wits, vet it is always without 


an Apoſtem in the aforeſaid 


Parts: And this is commonly 
followed with a Cholerick Fe- 
ver, accompanied with great 
Thirſt, ſo great, that the 
Tongue is extraordinary dry 
and rough; the Ravings are 
not ſo violent nor frequent ag 
in the true, and moſtly hap. 
pens at the Criſis of the Fever 
or a little before it, being more 
violent in the Fit, than in the 
Intermiſſion. In a True Phren- 
ſie, the Patient never comes to 
his Wit or Underſtanding a- 
gain; and ſo far loſe their 
Memory, as not only to forger 
their daily Buſineſs, but many 
times their Names, and the Du- 
ties of Nature. vs 

III. As to the part affected, 
ſome Authors ſay it is the Glo- 
bous Part, or Subſtance of the 
Brain, which is the Seat of the 
Fantaſie and Memory: Others 
will have it to be the Meninges 
or Membranes of the Brain; 
others again, in the Ventricles 
of the Brain; and ſome in the

VII. A. to the Prognoſticks , 
we ſay, A Phrenſie is a very 
acute and dangerous Diſeaſe ; 
and that for the moſt part it 
kills in ſeven Days time, if not 
before-hand cured. Hippocrates 
ſays, that a Phrenſie is moſt dans 
cerous in which the Urine is 
white and clear: So alſo when 
it is pale and clear. it is a bad 
Symptom. Trembling and Shi- 
vering are evil Signs, becauſe 
they ſhew Obſtruction of the 
Nerves and a defect of Spirits. 
When the Excrements are 
white, it is alſo an evil Sign, 
becauſe the Ductus Choledorbus is 
obſtructed, ſo that the Choler is 
not carried to the Inteſtines to 
tinge the Excrements, but to 
the Brain. If the Stools are 
red, it is alſo an ill Preſage, for 
it ſhews, that either Blood is 
mixt with them, or that the 

Heat 
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Heat of the Fever is in an Ex- 
tremity. Conſtant watching, 
and a laſting or continual Phren- 
fie or Maaneſs, are for the moſt 
part mortal Symptoms. A cho- 
Jerick, violent and black Vo- 
miting is an ill Sign, and the 
Prodomus of Death. If the 
Phrenſie is attended with a 
Hectick, or a hot and dry Habit 
of Body, it is rarely cured, for 
that the Animal Spirits are lan- 
guid and expended. Often re- 
miſſions of the Paroxyſm, with 
many Intervals, is much better 
than when it is continued. It 
is alſo ſooner cured, and leſs 
dangerous in ſtrong or young 
Perſons, than in weak Perſons 
or old People; for thoſe who 
are young have more vigorous 
and ſpirituous Blood, ſo that 
their Animal Spirits are more 
Potent, and able to reſiſt the 
Force of the Diſcaſe. If a 
Phrenſie or Delirium are ac- 
companied with Laughter, it is 
not ſo daygerous as that which 
is accompanied with Melancho- 
Iy or Fury. If the Hemor- 
rhoides break forth, good is at 
hand, becauſe they evacuate 


the morbid Blood, If it comes 


from drinking Wine, Brandy or 
Strong-waters, and a good Criſis 
is made in the Fever by Urine 
and Sweat, it is not fo dange- 
rous, but that there is hopes of 
Cure. 

VIII. Me now come to the Die- 
tetick part of the Cure. Let the 
Air be temperate and clear, 
rather inclining to cold, avoid- 
ing that which is hot and dry, 
which is apt to irritate the Ani- 
mal Spirits, more-eſpecially in 
theſe Diſeaſes.

til nor volatile a Poiſon as that 
of a Viper or Rattle-Snake, ap- 
pears by this; that the one if 
proper Remedies be not pre- 
ſently applied, kills in ſo ſhort 
2 time, it being rare that the 
Patient lives 24 Hours after it;

VI. Salmon.] As to the Prog. 
noſticks, it is manifeſt by Ex. 
perience, that this Canine Mag. 
neſs happens to ſome ſooner 
to others later, according to 
the Magnitude of the Wound 
the place wounded, and the 
quantity of the poiſonous Sali. 
va: In ſome where it operates 
more ſpeedily, the Madneſs 
comes within 3o, 40, 50, or 69 
Days, ſeldom exceeding the laſt 
Number; yet in ſome I have 
known, that it has not appear. 
ed till about the goth Day : In 
others where it operates more 
ſlowly, the Madneſs has not at- 
tack d them 'rill a Year or two, 
and ſometimes three have been 
paſt: And this comes to paſs 
either from the Quantity, 
Strength or Weakneſs of the 
Poiſon ; or from the Conſtitu— 
tion of the Patient, and Scaſon 
of the Year, or fromthe Part, 
as being more or leis Noble; 
or from its Proximity or Re- 
moteneſs to the Heart, the Foun- 
tain of Blood, and of the Vital 
Spirits. There will be ſmall 
hopes, if the Poiſon be not im- 
mediately waſht off, or ſtrong 
AttraCtives be not preſently ap- 
plied ; or if ſighing and ſob— 
bing happen thereupon ; or if 
feir of Water be preſent, the 
danger in all theſe Caſes is 
great.

Salmon, | Our Author here 
comes to the Curarive Part, in 
which he is indeed very ſhort. 
We ſhall purſue it with reſpect, 
1. To the preventive Cure, before 
the Patient has delayed, or loſt 
any Time. 2 To the perfetive 
Cure, after the Patient has loſt 
Time for two or three Weeks or 
more, and that there 1s appa- 
rent Danger. As to what our 
Author has here adviied, we 
ſay, that it is true, it is an A- 
jexipharmick in its own Na- 
ture; but a Medicament of too 
weak an attractive Force in ſuch 
i dangerous Accident as this is, 
for the poor Patient to truſt his 
Life upon. 

VIII. Salmon.] The Preventive 
or Preſer vat ive Cure. That the 
boiſon may not penetrate into 
e Body or Part, and ſeize the 
Viral and Animal Spirits. A 
Ligature is firſt to be made up- 
an the Part (where it can be 
lone) to ſtop the Motion of 
ne Blood and Juices: Bur if it 
3 INconvenient, or cannot be 
done, things Interceptive and 
\ſtringent are then to be appli- 
ed, ſome ſmall ſpace above 
aud below, or rather round a- 


| 


bout the Wound : Then, if the 
Wound is ſmall, Cupping-Glaſ- 
ſes with Scarrification, are to 
be afhxed to it; but if the 
Wound is large, then withour 
Scarrification, ſuffering it to 
bleed long and much, hat there- 
by the Poiſon, as much as may 
be, may be drawn out of the 
Fleſh: But if the Wound is 
ſmall or narrow, it ought to be 
enlarged with an Inciſion-Knife, 
that the Poiſon may with the 
Blood, the better flow forth. 

IX. Sa/morn.] But if the Pati- 
ent is in a Place where no Chi- 
rurgion is near, or where theſe 
things cannot be done, apply 
to the wounded Part ſome ſtrong 
drawing Emplaſter or Cata— 
plaſm; it matters not much 
of what kind it is, provided it 
does but draw ſtrongly. Take 
Black Pitch two ounces; Campnir 
half an ounce; Euphoroium in fine 
Pouder, Common Salt decripitated, 
of each three drams ; mix for an 
Emplaſter, Or, Take Green Bears 


foot-leawes ; heat them in a More 


tar, add Poudcr of Staveſacre ; 
mix and make a Cataplaſm, which 
apply with Caution. This 1s 
allo to be obſerved, that the 
Wound is not to be healed up 
under Fourty Days at leaſt. 

X. Salmon. | Or, for want of 
theſe things, you muſt apply ei- 
ther a Bliſtring Emplaſter, Or an 
Actual Cautery; and you muſt 
hold the red-hot Iron to the 
Part, as it were to burn it, 
for by theſe means, the Vola- 
tile Poiſon will be effectually 
drawn forth, ſo that no future 
Danger need be feared 

XI. Salmon.] A Fomentation of 
Hops is ſaid to be an excellent 
thing: So alſo 4 Cataplaſm of 
Rocker or Muſtard ſced, mixed with 
Salt and Turpentin?, is of good 
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force to be applied; Or a Fo- 
mentation of Spirit of Wine, in 
which a little Pouder of Euphorbi- 
um, or Mit hridate has been diſ- 
ſolved, rabbed on ſo hard, till 
the Blood follows : Or a Cata- 
plaſm F Orobus Meale with Salt 
and Mithridate: Or aCataplaſm of 
raw Onions beaten up with Salt and 
Twrpentine, Which is admirable, 
and has cured many. But above 
all theſe things yet named, is 
a ſimple Cataplaſm of raw Garlick, 
applied upon the Spot to the 
Wound, tor this will immedi- 
ately draw forth the Poiſon, e- 
ven from the moſt deep and re- 
mote Parts, whereſoever it has 
Fenetrated ; and upon the Force 
and Ciedit of this alone Appli— 
cation, the Patient may ſafely 
depend. And now here our Au- 
thor's Preſcription may take 
place. 
XII. Salmon.] The External 
Part of the Work being thus 
juſtly performed, we come 
to the Internal. Let the Sick 
ſweat plentifully, by giving 
ſome proper Antidote and Su- 
dorifick: Of which kind, Our 
Theriaca Chymica is no - mean 
thing : Or you may give a Doſe 
of our Laudanum Specificum, or 
rather of our Laudanum Volatil; 
over Night, and a Dole of the 
Theriara Chymica the next Mor- 
ning, to compleat the D:aphoreſs. 
XIII. Salmon. ] But where 
thoſe things cannot be had, let 
the Patient eat Garlick with 
Bread, and drink a Glaſs of 
ood Wine after it, becauſe this 
defends the Noble and Vital 
Parts from the Poiſon.

VI. Salmon.] The cauſes of 
this Diſeaſe come from aduſt or 
over-heared Blood. aduſt Melan- 
choly, and burning hot Choler, 
by which the Animal Spirits and 
Jrain become hot and intempe- 
rate; ſo that if it is cauſed by 
hot yellow Choler, a Delirium 
ſucceeds, with an exertion of 
vehement Strength: but if from 
aduſt or vehemently hot Blood, 
changed into Choler, and made 
Volatile, then it cauſes a laugh- 
ing, ſinging or merry Madneſs. 
Or it may proceed from the con- 
ception or riſing up of ſtrange 
Ideas, which come from pertur- 
bations of the Mind, which 
have their incentive Cauſes go- 
ing along with them, cauſing ei- 
ther a furious, merry, or me- 
lancholy Diſtraction. And this 
again may be cauſed by means 
of the degeneration of the A- 
nimal Spirits, from their mild 
and benign Nature, from their 
being corrupted in their Paſ- 
ſages with ſome Saline, or 
ſharp, Acrimonious, Poiſon- 
ous, or Arſenical Sulphur or 
Quality latent in the Blood 
and Lymphatick Juice, or Suc- 
and this 1s 
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Mad Dogs, drinking of Poi- 
ſon, ec. 

VII. Salmon. ] But without 
doubt, this Diſeaſe is promoted 
thro' the irregular Motion of 


the inflamed Animal Spirits; 


for while the Fermentation of 
the Blood is gentle, and accor- 
ding to Nature, ſo long the Mo- 
tions of the other Juices, as alſo 
of the Animal Powers, are gen- 
tle alſo, and ſo long the Soul or 
Mind is quiet. But when the 
Motions of the Blood and other 
Juices become Torrid and Vio- 
lent, the Animal Spirits be- 
come fo likewiſe; and being 
carried with Violence into the 
Brain, they no longer obey the 
Soul or Mind; as the Soul it 
ſelf is no longer ſubſervient to 
its own Oeconomy, but is pro- 
voked and made furious, by the 
torrid and too vehemently mo- 
ved Animal Spirits, which ex- 
cite Paſſion, Fear, Terror, An- 
ger, Wrath, Violence, & c. But 
this withal we ſay, that ſome 
external Cauſe raiſing Paſſions 
in the Soul, may be the firſt 
or remote Cauſe of the præter- 
natural Ferment in the Blood, 
and other Juices; which raiſing 
acrimonious and ſharp Particles, 
by their violent Motion towards 
the Brain, kindle the Spirits, 
and cauſe them to rove up and 
down the whole Brain; but 
more particularly about the 
Glandula Pincalis, which ſhoot- 
ing violently into, and thro' 
the Prain and Muſcles, like as 
it were a Thunder-bolr, make a 
perfect Alienation cf the Mind, 
which being thus conquer'd (as 
it were) loles all its command 
over the Body, ſo that it can 
no longer govern the Attention, 
but lers all the diſorderly Paſ- 
ſions of Madneſs appear. 
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VIII. Salmon.] And theſe in. 
flamed and enraged Animal Spi- 
rits, furiouſly ruſhing into 2 
Parts of the Body, chiefly the 
Muſcular, (as aforeſaid ) they 
irradiate the ſame with a migh. 
5 Power and Force, (for it ig 
the mighty Spirit which makes 
the Body ſtrong) and this is the 
Reaſon why ſuch as are Mad 
are ſo vehemently Strong, an 
can endure the ſharpeſt Cold, 
Stripes, Prickings, Hunger, and 
other Inconveniencies, withou: 
the leaſt ſenſe of Hurt or Pain. 
And ſo ſome ſort of Poiſon in. 
wardly given, or externally re. 
ceived by bitings of poiſoncus 
Creatures, as alſo ſeveral other 
things, may ſtir up this preternz- 
tural Ferment in the Blood, Cr. 
whereby either Volatile , bi. 
lious, or Sulphureous Particles, 
or a Volatile Acid being exci. 
ted, they ſet the Anima! Spi- 
rits on fire, and continually add 
Fuel to them ; whereby running 
violently through every little 
Channel of the Brain, they form 
all kinds of JTaea's, eſpecially 
ſuch as lead the Soul cr Mind 
out of its way; and Anger or 
Wrath being preſent withs dds 
to the Vehemency of the Mo- 
tion, and gives a double Lite to 
the Fury. 

IX. Salmon. ] The Prognft ali. 
Hippocrates, Sect. 2. Abh. 2. lays, 
T hat if Sleep mitigares the be. 
lirium, it is a good fign : And 
Sect. 6. Aph. 21. If Mad People 
have Varices, or the Hemer 
rhoids, the Diſtemper will be 
cured. And Sc. 6. APP. FL 
That Madneſs is leſs dangerous 
which is attended with Lavgh- 
ter, than that with Serioutnels. 
Young and middle-Aged Fe 
ple are moſt ſubject to this Di 


eaſe ; yet old People are not . 
: | t9ge! E

together free; but when it 
ſeizes ſuch , it ſeldom admits 
of Cure, for the Animal Spi- 
rits ſeem to be as hot as Fire. 


If it is Inveterate or Heredi- 


tary, or cauſed by the biring 
of a Mad-Dog, or other Mad 
Creature, it is ſeldom perfectly 
cured; for the old Impreſſions 


of the Brain (which were be- 


fore Madneſs) will be worn 
out, and the inflamed Spirits 
being degenerated from their 
natural Temper , are fcarcely 
ever reduced to their former 
State. That Madneſs which is 
attended with great Raſhneſs 
and Vehemency, 1s more dan- 


gerous than that which is Mild. fi 
That Madneſs which is cauſed 
by a certain Ferment, which 
may at Jength be ſpent, may 
have lucid Intervals ; yet it 
cannot be ſo obliterated, but 
that fome Reliques will be 


lefr in the Muſcular and Ner- 
vous Parts; which by ſome ex- 
ternal Cauſe , may be excited 
again, and ſo the Madneſs re- 
turns, the Animal Spirits be- 
ing a-freſh inflamed with the 
n:w incentive Ferment. If the 
Viſeaſe has taken deep root, it 
is difficult, yea, ſcarcely to be 
cured ; for the Impreſſions for- 
merly made in the Brain being 
roſed out, and totally oblitera- 
ted, and new irregular Impreſ- 
ons made after them, being 
firmly rooted , it will be im- 
poſſible ever to remove the lat- 
ter. Sometimes the Diſeaſe will 
turn to Melancholy and Folly, 
but in ſuch, upon new occaſions 
of Fear or Anger, a new incen- 
tive Ferment may be excited, 
which inflaming the Animal 
PUritS again, a new Paroxyſm 
of Madneſs will again appear. 
If the Mad Perſon is fick at Sto- 
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mach, apt to Vomit, or is able 


to retain nothing within him, 
has breakings out in the Face, 
or a great Hoarſneſs, with ob- 
ſtructions of the Lungs, or has 
Ulcers in the Arms, Feet, or 
other Parts, the Caſe is very 
Dangerous. 

X. Salmon. ] As for the Diet, 
ler the Sick be rather in a cold 
Air inclining to moiſtneſs, than 
in a hot; and decline the heat 
of the Sun, and going abroad in 
hot Weather, or in the Dog- 
Days, or in windy Weather; 
for windy and ſtormy Weather 
diſturb the Humors in the Bo- 
dy, making them ſwell and 
erment: in which Condition, 
being carried to the Brain, they 
diſturb the Animal Powers, and 
increaſe the Confuſion and Di- 
ſtraction of the Mind. Let the 
Sick avoid hot and windy Meats, 
and uſe ſuch as are cooling and 
moiſtning, and a little Acid, 
as Panada, Barley-broth, Bar- 
ley boil'd and eaten with Salt, 
a little Juice of Limons, and 
Sugar, boiled Wheat ſo pre- 
pared ; alſo Broth of Chickens, 
Partridges, Hens, Pullets, made 
with cooling and moiſtning 
Herbs; ſharp Aromatick Spices, 
Muſtard, and other Volatiles are 
to be avoided. Let the Drink 
be Barley-water, or Spaw- wa- 
ters, Decoctions of Lettice, 
Purſlanez and Pimpernel: De- 
coction of Swallows, with Lapis 
Prunellz, has been found good 
by Experience: So alſo Spring- 
water made pleaſant. with Oil 
of Sulphur, and double refin'd 
Sugar, of which the Sick may 
Jrink at pleaſure; but all ſorts 
of Wines, Brandies, Spirits, 
and hot Cordial-waters, Cc. 
more eſpecially, if they be 


Spiced, are to be avoided as 


Poiſon. 
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Poiſon. Exerciſe ought to be 


moderate ; Running, Leaping, 
Dancing, Riding, whether on 
Horſe-back, or in a Coach, Cc. 
are to be avoided. Long Sleeps 
are to be induced by both In- 
ternal and External Soporite- 
rous Medicaments, which are 
cooling and moiſtning; and 
Watchings, and all ſuch things 
as occahon them, .are to be 
avoided. The Belly is to be 
kept always looſe, and the 
Courſes and Hemorrhoids, if 
ſtopt. are to be provoked : So 
alſo Fiſtula's and old Ulcers, it 
ſtopt, muſt be made to flow 
again. And let the Mind be 
kept as much as may be, free 
from all Paſſions, by letting 
none but Friends, and ſuch as 
the Sick loves, to be preſent; 
and by bringing before him 
whatever may be pleaſant, and 
ſcems to divert the Mind, avoid- 
ins all the contrary things. 
We now come to the Medici- 
nal Cure. . 

XI. You muſt therefore pre- 
ſcribe high Cordials, fuch as 
are Venice-Treacle, Electuari- 

um de Ovo, the Counteſles 
Pouder, Sir Walter Rawleigh's 
Pouder, in Plague-water, T rea- 
cle-water, or ſome other fit Ve- 
hicle; and alſo preſcribe a re- 
ſtorative Dier. 

Salmon.] If the Madneſs comes 
from a Superfluity of hot Blood, 
the Cure ought to be begun 
with Blood-lctting, to be ſo of- 
ten repeated, and in ſuch Quan- 
tities as the Phyſician ſhall ſee 
cauſe for; Afterwards, the Sto- 
mach is to be emptied with pro- 
per Emeticks, ſuch as Vinum 
Bened ictum, Vinum Antimoni- 
ale, Crocus Metallorum in Sub- 
ſtance, Tartar Emetick ; which 


Doſes are ſo often to be repeated, | 
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till the Stomach is well cleanf. 
ed, and the Sick even weakened 
by teking them. Bur all Phyj.. 
cians have a mighty Opinion of 
the Roots of black Hellebor, be. 
cauſe by the taking thereof 
many mad People have been 
perfectly cured. Helmont declares 
it ro be an Excellent Thins 
becauſe it alleviates or takes 4. 
way the uneaſineſs which nu. 
merous and troubleſome Phan. 
taſms give the Patient: And a. 
mong other things he commends 
dipping over Head and Ears in 
cold Water, by which he fays, 
he has ſeen many cured. 

XII. Salmon] But if the Sick 
1S not very raging, and takes 
his natural Reſt, you may be. 
gin the Cure with Purging; 
for which purpoſe we commend 
the TinFura aurea nova in Lib, f. 
Cap. I. Seck 16, of this Work, 
or the Pulvis Catharticus at $8, 
20. Or Pilulæ Panarcæ, ot Sc. 22. 
or Our Tinitura C thartica, any 
of which may be repeated fix, 
eight, or ten times; after 
which you may give a reſting 
Dole of ſome Opiate, cither 
liquid or ſolid. But among Ca- 
tharticks none exceeds Sena, as [ 
tor a long time have proved, and 
by mamitold Experience I can 
juſtly affirm: Bur if the Stomach 
is tou], or the raging Madneſsis 
ſo great that none of the former 
Courſes will prevail, you muſt 
Vomit with Mel Helleboratum, 
given from one Dram to three; 
and weaker Perſons with Syrupus 
Roſacens Solutivus cum Helleboro, 
which is two, three, or four 
times to be repeated, or oftner, 
as the Phyſician ſhall fee fit, ot 
need may require. If the ra- 
ging Madneſs is with extream 
Violence, together with a con- 


tinual Watching, you muſt then

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begin with Opiares, which are the Arm, ſometimes in the Neck, 
cautiouſly to be exhibired ; for ſometimes in the Fore-head, 


| fomerimes in the Foot ; for b 
this means, the Soul or Mind is 

made calmer, for that new 
Blood isevery Day bred of freſh 
| Chylous Juice, and ſo its Dif. 
craſy is amended, According 
to the Age and Strength of the 
Patient, Blood may be taken a- 
way from 8 to 16 Ounces at a 
time. 

XIV. Salmon. ] Veneſection be- 
ing performed as before dire&- 
| ed, Transfuſion of Blood from o- 
ther Animals, as from an Af, 
Colt, Calf, Lamb, Sheep, &c. has 
| been of extraordinary Uſe in 
this Cure ; and by this means I 
have known ſeveral Mad Peo- 
ple ro be cured, and that with 
good Succeſs. And ſome Au- 
thors ſay, that the Infuſion of 
ſeveral Medicaments, eſpecially 
| Op7ates, into the Mcſeraic Veins, 
wil] not be unprofitable. 

XV. Salinon.] What Emetich; 
and Catharticks Our Author has 
here preſcribed, may do in ſome 
Patients; but in a vehement 

ladneſs, and in very ſtrong 
People, I am doubtful of their 
Operation. Mallis has theſe fol- 
lowing Preſcriptions, whichare 
of good ule : Take Su!phur of Au- 
timony from eight to ten grains; 
Cream of Tartar half a ſcruple; 
mix them for a Doſe, which is a 
pretty ſtrong one. Or this: 
Take Mercurius Hitæ two grains; 
Conſerve of Red Roſes a dram; 
mix them for a Doſe. Or this: 
Take Emetick Tartar two or three 
grains ; Salt of IWormwood two 
grains; mix them for a Doſe. He 
wonderfully crys up Aurum V- 
te, as allo Mercurial Medicines, 
for as much as they are apt to 
work both by Vomit and Stool; 


this may be done ſometimes in 


| allo by Sweat, Urine, and Sali. 
vation: 
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vation: And for this purpoſe 


we commend either the Princes 
Pouder, the Preparation of which 
you may have in Our Pharmaco- 
pæia Bateana, the Second Editi- 


on; or Our Impetus Mercurij Au- 


rigue in Lib. 1. Cap. 1. See. 21. 
of this Work. Andthele things 
we commend the more, for that 
Willis ſays, he had ſeen ſome 
Madmen perfectly cured b 

XVI. Salmon.] Paracelſus com- 
mends his Gila or Grilla, ſaying 
it is a Specifick Cephalick, and 
crys up its hidden Virtues. He 
orders it to be Diſtilled in 77- 
num Vite, and to be Circulated 
ſo long, 'till it cannot touch 
the bottom, and to be given in 
Malmſey. This many of his 
Followers ſay, is Nitre diſtilled 
with Refified or Alchoolizated Spi- 
rit of Wine, which is afterwards to 
be Circulated ſo long till it becomes 
altogether Volatile and Spiritual, 
Others think it to be a Prepara- 
tion of Vtriol, viz. White Vitriol 
depurated ; and this Paracelſus 
himſelf ſeems to ſay , in his 
Book de Rebus Naturalibus, Lib. 1. 
Cap. 8. where he treats of the 
Virtues of Crude Yitriol and Col- 
cot har: See all the Preparations 
and Uſes of it in the Second E- 
dition of our Pharm. Bateana, Lib. 
1. Cap. 9 Sect. 65. where you may 
receive abundant Satisfaction. 
Other Authors chiefly commend 
Vomitaries prepared from An- 
timony, as Tartar Emetick, Aqua 
Benedicta Rulandi, &c. of which 
we have already diſcourſed in 
Set. XI. afore-going. 

XVII. Salmon. ] Others cry up 
Black Hellebor and its Extract. It 
grew plentifully in the Ifland 
Anticyra, and was anciently of 
Repute for this purpoſe ; whence 
the Proverb ſpoken to Mad or

Anticyras. "Willis as a Cathartick 
commends this: Take Extras of 
Black Hellebor, Calomelang; 97 
Mercurius dulcis, of each a ſcrupl , 
mix and make a Bolus for one Doſe, 
Bur interior to no Purge jn this 
caſe, are the Cryſtals of Lung 
or the Pilulæ Lunares, which 
may be given from 3 to 10 or 
12 Grains, as the Phyſician ſhall 
adviſe, This Medicament is ;

Diſeaſes of the Head and Brain 
Or this: Take Magiſtery or CryPalr 
of Lune five 1 grains ; Magi- 


ſtery of Amber ſeven grains ; Buty- 


rum Perlarum (which is made i; 
Butter of JArſenick) 10 graing ; 
Nitrum Antimoniale a ſcruple; 
mix and make a Pouder for one 

XVIII. Salmon. ] Paracelſus ſays, 
that in this Cure we muſt re. 
ſpect two Things, viz. to Refri- 
gerate, and to Condenſe the 
Peccant Matter ; and for this 
purpoſe he commends Narrcoticks 
and Anodynes; of which the moſt 
excellent of his, are the Eſſence: 
of Henbane, Mandrake, and Poppy, 
alſo his Laudanum Opiatum,which 
is beyond Compariſon. S 
commends alſo the ſame; like- 
wiſe Laudanum Cydonietum, and 
aſſerts that Cooling Clyſters are 
of very good uſe. And in- 
deed almoſt all Authors com- 
mend the uſe of Opiater, as the 
moſt proper thing in this Cure, 
for they preſently compoſe the 
furious and raging Animal Spt- 
rits ; but they are not to be 
given at firſt in too Jarge 2 
Doſe, leſt the Spirits being 
much exhauſted by the violence 
of the Diſeaſe, and long conti 
nued Madneſs, the Fermenti- 
tion of the Blood ſhould be ſo 
much enfeebled , as to hazard

a Stagnation, upon which Death 
would certainly enſue : Bur firſt 
begin with Anodynes, as A Doſe of 
Camphire, ( inſtead of Opium ) 
which will a little ſtop the vio- 
jent Motion of the Blood, and 
Fury of the Spirits; then come 
to the uſe of Laudanum, firſt 
in a {mall Doſe, then to encreaſe 
it gradually: For in a word, 
from Opiates (well prepared) the 
only and certain Cure of this 
Diſeaſe is to be expected; be- 
cauſe they wonderfully lay a- 
ſleep the furious Animal Spirits, 
which are violently moved, 
and abſolutely regulate their 
Courſe. | 

XIX. Salmon.) Various Au- 
thors, have as various Prepa- 
rations of Laudanum which they 
preſcribe ; but among them all, 
either that of Our Author called 
Laudanum Liquidum, or that of 
Our Preſcription made with an 
Acid , as we have taught in 
Lib, 1. Cap, 1. Sef. 14. of this 
Work, are of ſingular good 
uſe : Or you may exhibit Ecleg- 
ma Sudorificum at Sect. 28. which 
may be given from 10 Grains to 
a Scruple, halfa Dram or more, 
To theſe things you may add 
Our Gutte Vite, to be given 
from 30 Drops to 60, 80, or 
more, once every Day, in any 
convemient Vehicle. Alſo Our 
Laudanum Volatile, to which a 
few Drops of Oil of Sulphur may 
2 added, in making it up into 
Pills, and may be given from 
2 Grains to 6 or 8, once every 

ay: And inferior to none of 
theſe things is Our Laudanum 
Pceificum, approved by a long 
deries of Experience. 

AX, Sa/mon.] But there are 
Mineral Laudana, commended by 
Chymical Writers, which are 


lad mych to exceed all others, 
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Helmont mightily praiſes the 
Narcotick Philoſophick Sulphur of 
Vitriol, which is Soporiferous, 
and ſweter (in its effects) than 
Honey; which he ſays is a 
Sovereign thing in all Paſſions 
of the Hypochondria, and Aliena- 
tions of the Mind, preventin 

the aſcending of thoſe wild * 
malign Exhalations or Vapors 
ariſing from the Womb, Spleen 
and Præcordia, to the Head and 
Brain. And nothing inferior 
to this is Our Impetus Martis, 
which is a noble Preparation 
from the Sulphur Vitrioli Martis, 
and operates in a very ſmall 
Doſe: It may be given daily 
from 40 to 80 Drops in Decoction, 
Juice, or Efſ:nce of Pimpernel, or 
of Hypericon, or of Purſſane; and 
after ſome time it may be giv- 
en twice a Day, viz. Morning 
and Evening, in the ſame man- 
ner. It is a generous Medica- 
ment, and will not go without 
its deſired Succeſs; exceeding 
any Vegetable Laudanum what ſo- 
ever. 

XXI. Salmon.] But ſometimes 
while Opiares are in courſe, ei- 
ther Emeticks or Cathartich; ought 
now and then to be given, to 
cleanſe the Stomach and Bow- 
els of thoſe Heterogeneous Hu- 
mors, which either breed or 
contribute to the Diſeaſe ; as 
alſo by way of Diverſion, to 
recal back from the Head and 
Brain, the offending Matter 
there preſent. What theſe 
Medicaments are, we have al- 
ready enumerated in ſome of 
the former Sections of this 
Chapter. However, in my 


Judgment, the Tartar Emetick 1s 


a much better V omit to be given 
in this caſe, than this of our 
Author's, made of Cambogium ; 


hey may be both given 
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alternately, for Variety ſake : 
And many times we ſee that 
change of Medicines do good, 
tho' it be to one leſs proper or 
effectual. The Emetick Tartar 
may be given from three to fix 
Grains in a little Poſſet-drink, 
ſweetned with Syrup of Clove- 
gillifowers or of Violets, giving 
them much Poſſet- drink to take 
after it. And as for Cathartichs, 
the afore- named 7/nfura Cathar- 
tica is of ſingular uſe; ſo alſo 
the Pulvis Cornachini ; Or, the 
Extra? of Black Hellebor, from a 
ſeruple to half a dram, mixt with 
10 grains of Diagredium, which 
is a Specifick in this Difcaſe : 
But the Inſuſſon of Sena (being 
ſtrong, and well made) ought 
now and then to be adminiſtred, 
as being inferior to none of 
them. 

XXII. Salmon.] Having gone 
thus thro' the Methodical Courſe 
of the Cure, nothing more re- 


ſome Specificks againſt this 
Diſeaſe, which the great Maſters 
of Our Art have from time to 
time left us. Paracelſus com- 
mends the uſe of the Spirit of 
Saturn, Mars and Mercury, Extract 
of Camplir, Aurum potabile, Tin- 
cure of Luna, &c. Polypody of 
the Oak is good, given in Infuſion 
or Decodtion: But to bring the 
Blood to its due Craſie, all Chaly- 
beat Meaicines are of ſingular 
uſe; for they allay the Fury, 
and ſtop the Motion of the 
raging Spirit, and relax the 
violent Fermentation of the 
Blood. This is eſteemed: Tate 
Sal Prunellæ four ounces; Pearls 
prepared half an ounce; Crocus 
Martis aſtriugens two drams ; 
Camphir a ſcruple ; Sugar-candy 
four ounces ; mak? all into a fine

Salmon, ] Add to the 
former things, TinFure of Me- 
conium, extracted with an Aid 
Menſtruum, as Spirit of Sulphur, 
Lime-juice, Juice of Limons, or 
Juice of Quinces, or with Canary 
made Acid with Spirit of Vitriol os 
Salt. The Blood of an Aſs taken 
from behind the Ears is a Speci- 
fick, and has a ſingular and won— 
derful Virtue, in overcoming 
this Diſeaſe : Of which Miba 
a famous Phyſician has given 
us this Preſcript: Take à Linnaæn- 
Cloth, and ſoak it a ſufficient time 
in Aſſes Blood, taken from beſind 
the Ears; then put it in à conv 
nient quantity of Pimpernel: water, 
and Water of Flowers of Hypericon, 
tufuſmag it ſo long till the Mater is 
tinged ; of which let the Patient 
drink: With this Medicine the 
faid Michael affirms, he has cu— 
red ſuch as has have been Mad. 
Hartman s Antepileptick Spirit, 
made of a mixture of Salt of U- 
rine and Acid Spirit of Vitriol is 
much commended. Sal Prun:ls 
aifolved in Goats-whey, has 2 
peculiar Virtue of curbing the 
Fury, appeaſing the enraged A- 
nimal Spirits. 

XXIV. Salmon.] Spirit ef Lu- 
na drawn after this following 
Method, is ſaid to be an excel, 
lent Specifick : Take Filings f

Of Vege- 
table Laudana, we commend 
theſe following, viz. Laudanuin 
Liquidum Authoris, or the Liquid 
Laudanum of our Preſcription, or 
Our Eclcema Sudorificum in 116. I. 
cap. 1. ſect. 14, & 28. and in 
want of them, Our Guttæ Vite, 
all which are admirable in their 
Kinds. Among the Mineral Lau- 
dana, nothing is ſuperior to Hel- 
mont s Philoſophical Narcotick Sul- 
phur of the Nitriol of Mars ; and 
next to that is Our Impetus Mar- 
tis, prepared from the ſame 
Sulphur, which may be given 
to Infants and Children, from 
6 to 12 0r 14 Drops, every Night 
at Bed-time, in a Glaſs of Ca- 
nary and Water mixt in equal 
proportion; and to elder Per— 
tons, from 25 to 50 Drops, in 
the ſame manner during the 
whole time of the Cure.

Blood is extream, or if it can- 
not be ſtopt, Life is deſpair'd 
of; and this is ſo much the more 
dangerous, if it happens in Cho- 
lerick Bodies, or where Choler 
is inflamed, where the Face is 
of a yellowiſh Colour; or in 
Phlegmatick Bodies, where it is 
of a Leaden Colour; or in Me- 
lancholy Conſtitutions, where 
the Colour is dusky or blackiſh. 
Ir is allo dangerous and of evil 
Conſequence, where there is pre- 
ſent a Palſy, or great Trem- 
bling or Weakneſs, Difticulty 
of Breathing, or Pains in the 
inferiour Parts, or where Chil. 
neſs or Stifneſs follows it, be- 
cauſe it ſhews the Spirits and 
Natural Heat to be exhauſted : 
So alſo if it is attended with 
weak, faint, and cold Sweats, 
or with great ſweating of the 
Breaſt and Head, with other 111 
Symptoms. If the Blood pro- 
ceeds from the Veſſels of the 
Noſtrils, it comes eaſily, ſmooth.

ly intend to diſcourſe of in this 
Chapter, is an Afhwma, gene- 
rated of Flegm, and obſtruct- 
ing the Bronchia or Wind-pipe , 
and this 1s either true or Ba- 
ſtard. 4 true Aſthma is that 
which comes from crude Hu- 
mours, or Pituitous Matter, 
brought by the Arteria Venoſa 
into the Lungs, which lowing

and in ſome meafure in the Dia- 
phragma it ſelf; becauſe in Scor- 
butick Perſons, how difhcultly 
ſoever they breath, yet they 
complain nothing of their 
Breaſt, but point to the Place, 
where they feel] their Grievance, 
to wit, under the Diaphragma: 
Others add alſo the Muſcles of 
Reſpiration, becauſe they give 
their Aſſiſtance in Inſpfration, 
by enlarging the Thoraz or 
Breaſt. But in truth, the Parts 
centrally affected are the very 
Lungs themſelves, becauſe we 
cannot ſubſiſt ſnot for ſome few 
Minutes, without their Motion, 
which without Inſpiration will be 
void, and then a Coagulation 
of the Blood about the Heart 


will ſucceed : But then the 


Lungs are not affected in all 
Parts alike, for ſome ſuffer more 
nearly, others more remotely.

XI. Salmon.] It may alſo be 
cauſed from a Defluxion of Hu- 
mours into the Coats of the 
Nerves, or motive Parts of the 
Lungs, which if it is in any con- 
ſiderable quantity, and poſſeſſes 
the Nervous and Muſcular Fi- 
bres of that Yiſc:s, ſerving for 
breathing, it diſturbs the inha- 
biting Animal Spirits, it brings 
convulſive Motions, and ſo in- 
duces an Aſthma. It is ſome- 
times cauſed alſo by extravaſa- 
ted Blood, or a thick and puru- 
lent Matter, Swellings or Scir- 
rhus, or a violent Fermentation 
of the Blood, thro' Anger, Heat, 
vehement Motion, & And 
indeed whatever can hinder In- 
ſpiration, or keep the Air out 
of the Lungs, may cauſe an 
Aſthma.

XII. Salmon] In Hypochon- 
driack and Scorbutick Perſons 
an Aſthma is not dangerous nor 
incurable, ſimply conſider'd in 
it ſelf; but if one conſiders the 
Nobleneſs of the Part, and the 
Coagulation of the Blood in the 
Heart, it is not without dans 
ger; yet by uſing proper Re- 
medies, may be kept at a ſtay 
or paliated for a long time. A 
Scorbutick Aſthma 1s apt to be con- 
verted to ſome other Diſeaſe, as 
an Apoplexy, Epilepſy, ſuffo- 
cative Catarrh; Cachexia, or 
Conſumption, as Timeus lib. 2. 
has obſerved. Tho' an 4thma 
in young Men is often cured, 
yet in general it is dangerous, 
and is ſcarcely ever cured in old 
People. Sometimes it 1s acute 
and violent, and then many 
times the Patient dies in the Fit. 
Such as have an ill Conformity 
in the Lungs, and its Veſſels and 
Parts belonging to Reſpiration, 
viz. where they have naturally a 
ſtrait Breaſt, ſmall Lungs, and 
narrow Veilels, as alſo thoſe 
who have very large ones, are 
apt to be Aſthmatick, An Aſtk- 
ma, in ſuch as are very low and 
weak , being attended with a 
trembling Breath, is dangerous, 
and ſo much the more, if the 
Shoulder Blades and intercoſtal 
Muſcles riſe and fall, at the 
taking in and letting out of the 
Breath.

XIII. Salmon.] Let the Sick 
be placed in an Air which is 
temperate, clear, ſerene and dry ;

from all which Places by violent 
coughing it is expettorated, 
which is ſomerimes Rheum, 
ſometimes Matter or Pus, fome- 
times Blood: In many there is 
a vehement Catarrh, in others 
Hoarſneſs or Wheezing, and 
ſometime Shortneſs of Ereath. 

VII. Salmon. ] The Cauſes of 
a moiſt Cough ariſe from the 
Acrimony or Sharpneſs of the 
Lymphatick Juice plentifully pou- 
red out of the neigLouring 
Glands, upon the Jaws, Aſpera 
Arteria, and Pectoral Nerves; 
it may alſo be cauted from a 
ſharp Serum flowing out of the 
Arteries into the vpper parts of 
the Throat or Larynx, which 
Lympha or Scrum, by irritating 
and vellicating as it were thoſe 
Nervous Parts, induce a fre- 
quent and troubleſome Cough, 
and ſometimes not without con- 
vulſwvwve Notions. Thele Hu- 
mours. if they all over beſmear 
the Aſpera Arteria, or quite fill 
up the Holes of the ſaid Aſpera 
Arteria, they then cauſe a Hoarſ- 
neſs. Sylvins alſo thinks that 
Blood or Phlegm. or a coagu- 
Jated Scrum tranſlated out of 
the Subſtance of the Lungs into 
the Aſpera Arteria, may cauſc a 
Cough.

This irritating Matter may L 
an acrid, ſharp or falr Shmm 
flowing out of the Maſ; or 
Blood (from its too looſe Con.

by the Tracheal Arteries. Or it 
may be from a Catarrh very 
viſcous, or very thin and ſharp, 
or from a Fat ariſing from the 
Int ſtinum tenue, and Stomach, 
which may be either drawn 
with the Air into the Lungs, or 
aſcend from an Efferveſcence of 
the Bile and Pancreatick Juice, 
which thro' the La#eal Vim, 
inſinuating into the Heart, and 
thence into the Veſſels of the 
Lungs, and to the Trachea, may 
lo affect the Larynx, as to cauſe 
a Cough. 

IX. Salmon.] The Cauſes of 
a Covgh by Conicnrt, as from

thognomick ſigns of a Phthiſis, 
are theſe ſeven following, 1. A 
frequent Cough.

But this laſt Sym- 
ptom has been obſerv'd by very 
learned Phyſicians to have been 
ſometimes wanting, even in 
thoſe who have a Phthiſis. Now, 
in this caſe, if I may ſpeak my 
Opinion, I do believe it has been 
Wanting in ſuch only, who have 
been for a long time a waſting, 
have not only ſpit up almoſt the

X. Salmon. ] The cauſes of 
ſome of the Symptoms, 1. The 
cauſes of the Cough are from 
the Acrimony of the Juices flow- 
ing into the Lungs, or the Par- 
ticles of the vitiated and ſharp 
Flatus or Steem drawn in by the 
Mouth and Noſtrils, and ſeve- 
ral other Accidents, largely re- 
lated in the foregoing Chapter. 
2. Difficulty of breathing is 
caus'd ufually from abundance 
of pituitous Matter, Tartarous, 
Mucilage or Pus, ſtuffed up in 

he Lungs, which ſo oppreſſes 
them, as to hinder natural re- 
ſpiration , and prejudice the 
Voice. 3. The Cauſe of the 
putridity of the Blood 1s either 
1. Remote from the evil Way 
of living in former Times, or 
by Hereditary induction from 
Diſeas'd Parents. Or, 2. Proxi- 
mate, from the Blood paſſing 
through the ulcerated Lungs, 
whereby it becomes contamina- 
ted with the putrid and acrid 


roſive and putrid Heterogene- 
ous Particles, with its other 
homogene Subſtance , deriy'g 
continually from the Ulcer al- 
ready made in the Lungs 5. The 
melting Night Sweats ate fom 
the putrifactive febritick Hear, 
which melts and diflolve: not 
only the Juices filling and re- 
ſiding in the Pores, but all the 
, Juices in the parts adjacent to 
the ſame; by which means be- 
ing made thin and fluid they 
inceſſantly flow forth without 
interruption, whence comes an 
univerlal waſting and conſum- 
ing of the Subſtance of the whole 
Body. 6 The waſting !ooineſs 
or Flux of the Belly (which is 
generally fatal, and a Token 
of incurability) ariſes from the 
univerſal depravation and acri- 
tude of the Juices, attended 
with an univerſal poorneis of

XI. Salmon.] The Progneſticks. 
Hippocrates de morb. lib. 2. has 
this Paſſage, If he who is ſciz'd 
with an Inflammation of the 
Lungs, purge not at the Cri- 
tical Days, but the froth and 
pituitous Matter remains there, 
ſo as to be ſuppurated, the Sick 
if he be preſently taken into 
Cure, for the moſt part, does 
well; but if he is neglected, 
then the Apoſtemated Matter 
corrupts, and by its remaining 
there putrifies within; which 
breaking afterwards, becomes 
an Ulcer, and continually ge- 
nerates Pus or purulent Matter, 
after which the Patient ne- 
ver gathers any Nouriſhment 
worth ſpeaking of : Nor does 
he raiſe any thing by Spittle, 
but he is as it were tuffocated 
and continually oppreſs'd with 
greater difficulty of breathing ; 
and when he does breath , he 
rattles and wheezes, from Mat- 
ter ſticking in or ſtopping the 
Upper part of the Breaſt, and at 
length, when the Paſſages are 
all ſtopt up for want of Ex- 
pectoration, or by the viſcid, 
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purulent Matter ſticking there, 
he dies. N 
XII. Salmon.] A Phtihifs or 
Ulcer of the Lungs is a Chro- 
nical Diſeaſe, which, tho? it is 
thought to be eaſily cured in its 
beginning , and in proceſs of 
time becomes uncurable, yer it 
Wi not be imprudent to follow 
the Advice of Galen, viz, To 
predict the Danger, and adviſe 
the Sick to have Thoughts of 
their approaching End, for there. 
by we ſhall clear our ſelves from 
all manner of Blame and Diſ- 
grace. And this ſo much the 
more for that Timeus a Gulden- 
Rlee, Lib. 2. Ep.2. tells us in theſe 
or the like words, viz. In all 
my Practice (ſays he) and I have 
practis'd above ſeven and thirty 
Years, I never could reſtore any 
one who had an Ulcer in his 
Lungs, to perfect Health, tho” 
I have left nothing unattempt- 
ed, which could any ways con- 
duce to the Cure of this Diſ- 
eaſe. Bur tho' ulcerated Lungs 
are diſhcultly cured, partly in 
reſpect to the tenderneſs and 
rarity of their Subftance, and 
partly by reaſon of their con- 
tinual Motion which hinders 
their Conſolidation, for which 
cauſe Parents often exclaim a- 
gainſt their Phyſicians, as be- 
ing either unjearned or igno— 
rant, or cateleſs and unſucceſs. 
ful; yet I am not altogether 
of Guldenklee's Opinion, but can 
affirm from my own Experience, 
that a Phthiſis or Ulcer of the 
Lungs is truly curable, if taken 
in hand, before it becomes in- 
veterate, and the mortal or fatal 
Symptoms attend it; and IJ have 
ſome Hiſtorics of this Cure by 
me, perform'd by my ſelf, which 
evince it. But this I fay, that 


the ordinary of common Medi- 
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cines, us d by the vulgar Phyſi- 
cians in this caſe, will do no- 
thing; whereas the exalted an- 
tiphthiſical Arcana, and ſuch as 
I can produce, will indeed do 
Wonders. 

XIII. Salmon.] If the expe- 
Ctorated Matter is equal, white, 
and eaſily raiſed, the Symptoms 
be few and mild, the Appetite 
good, and the ſtrength not much 
diminiſh'd, and the Morbifick 
Humour be tranſlated to the E- 
mundtories, or ſome other Parts, 
there is hopes of recovery. But 
if there is a Want of Appetite, 
and the Hypochondria be withal 
tumified with Wind, and the 
Stomach ſwell'd up with much 
311 Humor, the Pulſe is flow 
and weak, the Cough frequent 
and violeat, melting Sweats, 
Fluxes of the Belly, oily or 
fatty Urine, with Cramps or 
Convulſions and Faintings, the 


danger of Death is not ſmall. 


If the Diſeaſe is inveterate, the 
Spittle ſtinks much, or is here- 
ditary; if there is alſo a ſup- 
preſſion of Spitting, a Coldnels, 
or ſomething like an Ague Fir 
ſuddenly ſeizes the Sick, Death 
is then near at hand. If the 
Diſeaſe 1s caus'd by Faſcination 
(as ſome Authors are of the Opi- 
nicn) as it is very difficult to be 
known, fo it is as hard to cure, 
becauſe it is ſcarcely ever to be 
diſcoverd till the Patient be- 
comes paſt Cure, If it happens 
in old Age, it is incurable : 50 
alfo, if there is a failing of the 
Hair, a Swelling of the Feet, 
or a great breeding of Lice; 
for then Death will quickly fo]- 
low after. Hippocrates, Sect. 2. 
Aph. 1. ſays, In wharſoever Dil: 


eaſe, if Sleep does diſturb, it is 


Mortal ; but if it reficfhes, it 
ſhews Safety: So ina PHI, 
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if the Sleep is diſturb'd, and 
that it rather afflicts than re. 
freſhes, it ſhews the Diſeaſe to 
be incurable. Hoarſneſs alſo is 
an evil Sign in this Diſtemper: 
So alſo where the Tone of the 
Viſcera is deſtroy'd, the Habit 
of the Body ſhews a perpetual 
waſting of the Subſtance, 

XIV. Salmon. | As to the 
Dictetick Cure; let the Air be 
remperate and ſerene, rather 
inclinable to Cold; as a very 
hot and dry one is to be avoid- 
ed, ſo one vehemently cold, or

Pace of thoſe things, adding to 


of Peale, Rice, Wheat, Barly, 
hull'd, &. Among Fruits, ſweet 
Almonds, Raiſins, Figs, &c. are 
excellent good, many having 
been cur'd by the eating of thoſe 
things alone. 

X VI. Salmon.] As for Drink, 
Maulted i iquors, as Ale and 
Beer, are co be avoided, and all 

arp and acid Liquors, as Ci- 
der, ſharp and prickt Wines, 
&c. becauſe they encreaſe the 
Acrimony of the Humors. Bur, 
where the Body is not much 
waſted, Water 1s the principal 
Liquor which the Patient ought 
to drink, or the white Decotti- 
on, or a Barly-broth made with 
K aiſons of the Sun, and China- 
root; alſo Whey clarified, with 
Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned; and 
ſometimes Milk in which Steel 


has been often quenched. But 


if ſuch purſue a Milk Diet, 
New Milk from the Cow may 
then be Meat and Drink too. 
if the Patient cannot ſtick to 
Milk alone, he may uſe this 
mixture. Take Spring- water, New= 
milk from the Cow, of each 4 
quart ; double refined Sugar, or ra- 
ther white Sugarcandy in fine Pou- 
der, two ounces, more or leſs, to 
make it agreeable to the Palate of 
the Sick ; diſſolve, and let the Sick 
arink of it cold, at pleaſure. If 
the Sick has been accuſtom'd to 
drink Wine, and cannot abſtain 
from it whilſt in his Milk Diet, 
it is to be a little permitted and 
born with; but it ought to be 
drank when the Milk is perfect- 
ly gone off the Stomach ; and it 
ought to be a ſpirituous, gene- 
rous and ſtrong bodied Wine, 
(nor eager, ſharp, acid, or over 
hard) tor ſuch a bodied Wine, 
being very moderately drank, 
ſtrengthens the Tone of the Sto- 

mach, 
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mach, preſerves the Appetite, 
encreaſes the Spirits, and con- 
tributes to the Nutrition of the 
Body : Whereas being too large- 
Jy drank, it, on the contrary, 
depraves, if not deſtroys, the 
Tone and Fermentation of the 
Ventricle, palls the Appetite, 
enrages and weakens the Spi- 
rits, thins and ſharpens the 
Blood, and ſo makes it unfit for 
the conſervation of the humane 
Frame. Some ſay, thar even 
choice Brandy or Sugar Spirits are 
to be avoided as Poiſon; and 
yet by experience I know, thar 
fair Water drank with the ad- 
dition of a fixth or ſeventh part 
of Brandy, &. and dulcified 
with a little double refined Su- 
gar, has contributed to the Cure 
of a Phthiſs, when all other 
things have failed. 

XVII. Salmon] Motion of 
the Pody, eſpecially if it is 
violent is to be avoided, be- 
cauſe in ſome meaſure ithinders 
the free Reſpiration 5 and then 
conſequently the Circulation of 
the Blood in the Heart, will 
be ſo encreaſed, and violently 
torced thence, as to hazard the 
breaking of ſome one little 
Veſſel or other: Ar leaſt it 
may cauſe ſuch a Concuſſion 
or ſhaking of the Parenchyma 
of the Ulcerated Lungs, as 
may conſiderably hinder the 
healing.

To anſwer the 
firſt Indication. Tho' Teſta- 
crous Medicaments are good 
in general, becauſe they abſorb 
the Acid; yet Crabs Eyes levi- 
gated exceed them all, becauſe 
they have a tendency to the Uri- 
nary Parts, and withal carry off 
the acid Recrements of the 
Blood by Urin, being given 
from two Scruplesto a Dram in 
ſome proper Vehicle.

It is made ſeveral ways, but you 
may uſe one of the following

Or this; Take Chio Tur- 
pentine three ounces ; whitned Bees 
Wax one ounce ; Chymical Oil of 
Angelica fix drams ; Oil of Nut- 
megs two darams; Oil of ſweet, 
Fennel. ſced one dram; recti ed Spi- 
rit of Wine enough to bring it to a 
Conſiſtence ; give it in the ſame 
Dole and manner as the former. 
Authors commend the Pzlſam of

mix them ; doſe a Spoonful twice | 
or thrice a day as you ſee occa- 
ſion. Or this; Take Chio Tur- 
pentine, Balſam of Peru, of each an 
ounce; blood red Oil of Hypericon, 
eight ounces; mix them; of which 
let the Sick take half a Spoonful 
Morning and Evening. If the 
Oil of Hypericon ſhould go a- 
gainſt the Stomach of the Pa- 
tient, you may ſubſtitute in the 
place thereof the ſame quanti- 
ty of Honcy of Roſes or Juice of 
Alkermes. So excellent 1s the 
Balſam of Peru in this caſe, that 
I have known three or four in 
this Diſeaſe given over as in- 
curable, which have been per- 
fectly reſtored by the uſe of 
that thing alone. For cleanſing 
and healing the Ulcer, the Ra- 
bicund TinFure alſo, in Cap. 12. 
Sect. 13. juſt aforegoing, is very 
much to be valued, its excellen- 
Cy appearing from a long ſeries 
of Experiences. Or this; Take 
Fitriol of Mars one ounce ; Saccha- 
rum Saturni an ounce, made liquid 
with a ſufficient quantity of Vine- 
gar; mix theſe very well together, 
and let them ſtand in a warm dige- 
ſtion for twenty four Hours, then e- 
waporate to drineſs ; affuſe thercon 
refificd Spirit of Wine, a ſufficient 
quantity, and by digeſtion extratf a 
Tinfure for vſe ; doſe ten or twen- 
ty Drops in Auscelica- water, Bar-

In ſhort, as it has an Anodyn, ſo 
alſo it has a Yulnerary and Balſa- 
mick Energy, by which it heals 
more than all other things in 
the World ; and the which, if 
it is rightly managed, becomes 
highly reſtorative beyond what 
the Vulgar Phyſician conceives:

which do Wonders: This laſt 
ough® to be given in ſome Laxa- 
tive or Diuretick Vehicle, that 
the Recrements both of the 
Blood and Ulcer may be ſepa- 
rated from them, as well asfrom 
the Lungs, and that the Lungs 
may be cleanſed from the puru- 
lent Matter ſticking in them. 
The Impetus may be given from 
ten, to twenty, thirty, forty, or 
ſixty Drops, as Age, and other 
Accidents may permit; begin- 
ning with a ſmall Doſe firſt, and 
increaſing 1t two Drops every 
Night or Morning (according 
ro the Patient's Courſe of ta-

is which a Catarrh ſeizes, the 
greater the Danger, and there- 
fore a ſuffocative Catarrb, or that 
which falls upon the Langs or 
Præcordia, always threatens im- 
minent danger of Death, and 
kills the Patient, juſt as if he 
was taken with an Apoplexy. It 
is alſo to be noted, that Ca- 
tarrhs are moſt obnoxious to the 
Autumnal Seaſon, becaule of the 
frequent alteration of the W ea- 
ther, and coldneſs and moiſture 
of the Air. 

VIII. The Dletetick Cure. The 
Particles of an ill Air drawn in- 
to the Lungs, are in a great mea- 
ſure the prime Cauſe of this Diſ- 
eaſe, and therefore a good Air 
is principally to be choſen. A 
Windy, Rainy, Cloudy, Raw, 
and Cold Air, alſo Northern, 
North-Eaſt, and North-Weſt 
Winds are to be avoided ; for 
exceſſive cold, if it is moiſt with- 


2], does vaſt miſchief; for by 
9 2 coagu- 
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coagulating or thickning the 
Lympha or Serum, and the Juices 
in the innumerable Glands of 
the Skin, and cloſing the Pores 
thereof, Perſpiration is hinder'd. 
As for the Focd, it ought to be 
drying, and eaſy of Digeſtion, 
and ſuch as breeds a fine', equal 
and gocd Juice: Of Bread, Man- 
chet and Biſcake are beſt, and 
ſometimes Mackroons, and a 
fine ſort of Ginger-bread may 
be eaten. Rice, and Broths 
made of Rice are profitable, al- 
ſo Eddoes, Parſneps, Potatoes, 
Skirrits. Of Mear, tho' Lamb, 
Veal, Mutton and Beef may be 
good, yet the Fleſh of Birds, as 
Larks, and other ſmall Birds, 
Chickens, Pigeons, Partriges, 
young Pullets, young Capons, 
Cc. are rather to be choſen, but 
yet Roaſted rather than Boiled. 
Drink 1s to be pure and fine, as 
Wine mixed with Water, and 
ſometimes pure Red Port, or 
Bar. a- lar Wine unmix'd; Smiths 
Forge Water filtred through 
brown Paper, and Water in 
which red-hot Iron has been of- 
ten quenched, and Quinces ſli- 
ced thin have been infuſed. Sleep 
ought to be moderate, not long, 
and to be avoided in the Day 
time. Moderate Exerciſe ought 
to be be us'd, and Slothfulneſs 
and Idleneſs to be avoided, 
which are apt to create a Stag- 
nation of the Juices, or make 
them to flow up to the Saliva- 
tick Glands. The Paſlages of 
the Reins ought to be kept o- 
pen, and the Belly foluble, be- 


cauſe by thoſe ways much of 


the Catarrhous or Morbifick 
Matter is carried off. Fear, 
Sadneſs, Grief, Melancholy and 
Diſpair are to be avoided, be- 
caule they hinder the fluidity 
or motion of the Blood, mph 
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and Spirits, and ſo engender Se. 
roſities; on the contrary, the 
Patient is to be chearful, plea. 
ſant and eaſy, and by ſome 3. 
greeable Diverſions, put his 
whole Body into motion. 

IX. The Indications of Cure, 1. 
The Humor as much as may be 
is to be carry'd off with proper 
Emeticks or Catharticks. 2. The 
Diſcraſie of the Blood and Lym- 
pha is to be remov'd or alter'd, 
3. The Fluxion atſelf is to be 
ſtopt. 4. The parts weakned are 
to be ſtrengthned, that the re. 
turn of the Fluzion may be pre. 
vented in ſuch Patients, where a 
Relapſe may be feared. 

X. The firſt Indication is, the E- 
vacuat ion of the Morbifick Humor. 
If there is a great repletion of 
the Stomach, or a heavineſs 
thereof, or a nauſeouſnels and 
want of Appetite, or an aptneſs 
to Vomit, let the Stomach be 
cleanſed with an Emetick, as 
with Emeticum Commune, Or With 
Mynſicht's Emetick Tartar , which 
is a thing without compare, and 
many times Carries off the Hu- 
mor both upwards and down- 
wards, which may (if the Phy- 
ſician ſhall ſee neceſſary) be re- 
peated again. Afterwards the 
Bowels may be cleanſed either 
with Sal Mirabile, or Sal Panare— 
tum, Which powerfully evacuate 
the Morbid Matter: If that 
nauſeouſneſs or fulneſs of the 
Stomach be not preſent , the 
Emetick may be pretermitred, 
and Catharticks only us'd.

Greek and Latin Names are 
taken from Swine, becauſe that 
kind of Beaſt is often troubled 
with theſe Diſeaſes. 
II. It is a Tumour of the 
Glands or Muſculous Subſtance 
of the Fleſh ariſing from the 
Lymphatick Juice depraved, plen- 
tifully affuſed upon thoſe Parts, 
which ſuffering a Congelation, 
ſtays there, and continually en- 
creaſes with great Pain ſome- 
times, and Deformity of the 
Part, till it comes to a putrid 
Ulcer, vitiating not only the 


Parts ad jacent, but many times 


even the whole Body, conta- 
minating even the Blood, and 
all the other Juices thereof, and 
oftentimes corruptingthe Nerves 
and Tendons of the Joints, and 
rotting the very Bone it ſelf. 
III. The Parts affected are ge- 
nerally the Neck, and the Glan- 
dules thereof, with parts adja- 
cent thereto : The Tumour is 
contained ſometimes in a Cy- 
ftis, or Bag, ſometimes not; 
nor ſometimes do the Swellings 
concrete into the formal Sub- 
ſtance of Glandules, or Ker- 
nels; bur ſometimes affecting 
the Muſcular Parrs are diſtend- 
ed, and increaſed by Congeſtion, 
as in thick upper Lips, Swel- 
lings in the Brawny Parts of the 
Arm; Nervous and Tendinous 
Parts of the Joints, Hangs, Feet, 
Back, c. and ſometimes affe- 
Eting the lone, may caule a 
Spina Ventoſa, in which the Pe- 
rioſtion it ſelf is affected, cor- 
rupted, and many times. de- 
ſtroyed, with a rottenneſs of the 
Bone under it. 

IV. The Parts uſually af. 
fected, are either Glandules , 
Muſcles, Viſcera, Membranes, 
Tendons, or Bones. The Nerves 
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are very rarely affected imme. 
diately, by the acrid Humour: 
if they be, their Juices are ra. 
ther corrupted and diſſolve 
and their Fibres corroded by 
the Acidity, as the Bones mz. 
ny times are, and then Tumi. 
he, to the very great Danger 
of the Patient. The Glandules 
are indeed the moſt eminent 
Seat of this Diſeaſe, and the 
Glandules, in what part of the 
Body ſoever, tho' chiefly thoſe 
of the Neck. But in ſtrumouz 
Patients, tho' the more viſible 
Glands may remain ſafe, as to 
outward Appearance; yet for 
the moſt part the inward ones, 
thoſe eſpecially of the Meſenter 
are obſtructed and tumified. 
And this you may be ſure of, 
that when ever the external 
Glands appear ſwell'd, the 
Glands of the Meſentery are {0 
too, they being the firſt which 
are affected in this Diſeaſe.

Thoſe who live in an Air too 
thin and ſharp, are very apt to 
have this Diſeaſe, as on che Alps, 
and ſome of the Mountains of 
Sitzerland, where the Diſeaſe is 
laid to be Endemical ; ſo alſo 
where the Air is too Cold, Thick 
and Foggy, as in Low Lands, and 
Ten. Countries. A conſtant Diet 
of ſalt and ſower Things, and 
grols, ſlimy Meats, alſo over Eat- 
ug, and Drinking, and Surfeit- 
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Impha, made Acid and Acrimo- 


ing the Body with Food, lay the 
Foundations of Screfulæ, or Stru- 
mæ. Many Heats and Colds, al- 
ter the habit of the Body, ſower 
the Blood and Juices, and ſome- 
times at once ſo over-turn the 
rectitude of the humane Frame, 
as to be the firſt Cauſe of this 
Malady. Want of Exerciſe is 
likewiſe a great Cauſe of the 
Blood and Lympha's growing A- 
cid, Mucilaginous and Acrimo- 
nious. And many times external 
Accidents, as Blows, Falls, Brui- 
ſes, Over-ſtrainings of a Part, or 
of a Joynt, aWrench of the Hip, 
Knee, Ancle, Shoulder, Elbow, 
Wriſt, Fingers, Oc. are Cauſes 
of the King's Evil ; but we al- 
ways ſuppole a Prediſpoſition of 
the Natural Habit of the Body 
to the ſame. And laſtly, it may 
proceed from the relicks, or re- 
mains of ſome former malign, 
or ill Diſtemper not well cured, 
as a long and tedious Ague, 
chiefly a Quartane; the Mealles, 
or {mall Pox, which when not 
throughly protruded as they 
ought to be, always leave the 
Seeds either of the King's-Evil, 
or Leproſie, ec. To theſe add 
the Rickets in Children, where 
the heat being but little for 
Concoction, the Lympha is apt to 
a Congelation, whence we find 
crude Tumors to ariſe, which 
are quickly follow'd by viſible 
Symptoms of the Evil, as glan- 
dulous Tumors in the Neck, 
Tumors in the Muſculous Parts, 
Tumors on the Bones, Ulcers 
and Fiſtula's on the Back-bone, 
Shoulders, Arms, Thighs, Legs, 
Finges, Toes. &c. 

XVI. The Proximate, or near 
Cauſes, are a want of Spirits and 
Volatility in the Blood and Lym- 
Pha, as allo an Acidity, ſo great

ceptacles of the Glands ; where, 
by their thickneſs and clam- 
mineſs, not moving and ſliding 
ſwiftly on in their natural 
Courſe, as they ought to do, they 
are found to ſtagnate either in 
the Conglomerates, or in the Con- 
globates, or in the Interſtices 
of the Muſcles, or other Parts, 
which being weak by Nature, 
are apt to receive a Fluxion of 
Humors, where not paſſing off 
they encreaſe, grow ſtill more 
Acid, ſtagnate in many Places 
by their Mucilaginity, then form 
Jumors of ſeveral kinds, accor- 
ding to the places where the un- 
natural Ferment has protruded 
the Morbid Matter, which are 
either mild and gentle, and with 
little or no Pain; or elſe, very 
hard, inflamed, and painful, ac- 
cording to the Nature of the 
Matter offending, as being either 
leſs or more Mucilaginous, Acri- 
monious, Malign, Oc. 

XVII. The Prognofticës. If the 
Diſeaſe is Hereditary or by De- 
ſcent, it is ſcarcely ever cured, 
or with much difficulty: So alſo, 
if it is ſuckt in with the Nurſes 
Milk, becauſe then by its early 
mixing with the Blood and Lym- 
pha, it makes ſuch a perfect or 
intimate Unition, as 1s hardly 
ever to be deſtroyed,by the Pow- 
er of the moſt exalted Remedies. 
If it is changed into a Schirrhus, 
the Cure will be very difficult: 
but if it degenerates into a Can- 
cer, it becomes abſolutely uncu- 
rable, or at moſt, admits of no 
more Cure, than a Cancer Uoes. 
If it happens in the Neck, or un- 
der, or near the Jaws in Perſons 
of above 40 Years of Age, they 
ſeldom recover, becauſe they ge- 
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nerally labour under great Ob-

times a tedious Cough, in which 
caſe, they always dye in a co.

XVIII. If Strumous Tumorz

This J take to be a 
miſtake, for if the Strength and 
Conſtitution of the Body will 
admit of it, and it may be mo- 
derately taken, it will ſweeten 
the Blood and Lympha, beyond.

Bodies which are hor, dry and 
Conſumptive, may drink Aſſes 
Milk, Cows or Goats Milk, if 
it will agree with their Sto- 
machs, and they may uſe it 
ad libitum; alſo Whey, or ra- 
ther Whey clarified with Fumi- 
tory, which has a Specifick Vir 
rue in this caſe. And a ſmall 
Decoction of Coriander Seed,

XXIII. As to the Air, it ougl- 
te be mild and gentle, as that 
of Kenſington near London, which 
1s very Salubrious ; it ought ng 
to be very cold, nor very hot 
nor over much piercing, as are 
thole of Hampſtead and Hizh. 
gate, but rather moderately 
heating and attenuating, nud 
and gentle; and the farther 
removed from the Smoak of the 
City ſo much the better. The 
Patient ought to uſe due Exer. 
Ciſe, becauſe that keeps the 
Pores open, and perſpires a 
great part of the Morbifick 
Matter. The Body ought al- 
ways to be kept open, rather 
Soluble than Coſtive, that the 
Bowels may daily have their 
due cleanſing. Sleeping in the 
Day-time is naught, becauſe it 
makes the Blood and Juices 
thick and mucilaginous, unleſs 
in caſe of Pain, which in ſome 
ſort it alleviates. Laſtly the 
Patient ought to ſtifle all ſud- 
den and violent Paſſions of the 
Mind, becauſe they diſorder the 
Body, and ſtir up new and pre- 
ternatural Ferments in the Hu- 
mors to the great Detriment of 
the Sick.

But if the Strumæ are 
large, or lye deep, and near great 
Veſſels, there (if Extirpation is 
ſafe) the beſt way will be to 
perform the Work by Cauſticks 
and Eſcaroticks: This tho' ir 
requires more time, yet it is 
more ſafe and ſure, and not ſo 
frightful to the Patient as the 
Knife is. In order to this Work, 
the Body ought to be often Pur- 
ged, and during the Extirpation, 
our Angelus Mineralis, Panacea Au- 
rea, or Pilule Angelice, or other 
proper Antiſtrumaticks ought to 
be exhibited, otherwiſe new Ker-

XLV. You are therefore to be 
furniſhed with ſuch Eſcaroticks 
as may penetrate deep into the 
Gland, and do their Work with 
leaſt Pain: But ſuch is the un- 
happineſs, that all Medicaments 
of this kind, are vehemently 
Painful.

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| XLVII. This is eſpecially to 
be obſerved, that all Zſcaroricks 
and Cathereticks which have Sub- 
li mate in them, are fo exceed- 
ing Painful, that they ore 
ſcarcely ro be endured in the 
ſtrongeſt Bodies; for when ta- 
ken off, the Salts having pene- 
trated the Glands, the vehe- 
ment Pain will continue many 
Hours after, and affect the ad- 
jacent Parts with great Inflam- 
mation and Tumor, fo that of- 
ten times new Kernels will a-

V. The Cure. A Wound be- 
lng the ſolution of Unity, the 
intentions of Curing, require 
the Uniting of what are ſo di- 
vided, which is to be done as 
Vell] by the aſſiſtance of Nature, 
as ot Art, otherwiſe the Artiſt's 
labour will be all in vain. We 
will firſt treat of the Cure of 
ſimple Wounds, which has the 
following Intentions, viz. 1. To 
remove all extraneous Matter, as 
Dod, Hair, Sand, Duſt, pieces 
K Weapons, Rags, or whatever 
lie may be in the way to hinder 
Agglutination or Conſolidation 


of the disjoyned Parts. 2. To 


is only to be done, when 
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bring the ſeparated Lips of the 
Wound evenly together. 3. To 
keep the Lips ſo brought toge- 
ther, ſo cloſe that they may U- 
nite, and be reſtored to their 
former State. 4. To conſerve 
the equal Temperament and na- 
tural Hear of the Part, in or- 
der to their Uniting, and alſo 
to prevent a Gangrene. 5. To 
prevent ill Accidents, and to 
correct or remove ſuch as are 
already preſent. 

VI. The firſt Intention is the re- 
moval of things Extraneous, in 
which you are to conſider whether 
the thing can be done or not; 
and if it can, how it may be 
done with ſafety. If the Wea- 
pon ſplinters, or other Matter 
ſticks ſo faſt, that it cannot at 
preſent be extracted, it is then 
to be left to Nature, which 
many times does that which 
Art cannot do: For at length 
the Wound may Apoſtemate, 
and then the foreign Matter 
may be thruſt forth. Bur if 
the Weapon or other Matter 
may with ſafety be taken our, 
and you think the Patient 1s re- 
coverable, remove it as faſt as 
you can, for fear of Inflamma- 
tion. If the Weapon has pier- 
ced deep, or thro' great Veſ- 
ſels or Nervous Places, or if 
the Parts oppoſite be repleat 
with Veins, Arteries, and 
Nerves, or that a Bone lyes in 
the way, and no great fear of 
Laceration, take it out the ſame 
way it went in: But if the point 
of the Weapon has pierced a- 
bove half way thro” that part, 
and no Bones or great Veſſels lye 
in the way to hinder you, then 
either thruſt the Weapon thro'; 
or by Inciſion on the contrary 
ſide make way for it; but this 
the 


part 
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art of the Weapon is ſmall, 
Tet you make two great Wounds 
for one. If it ſticks in a Bone, 
move it up and down to looſen 
its point, but if it will not 
move, cut away the Bone before 


you extract it. 

VII.The Weapon being drawn 
out,cleanſe the Wound from any 
'other extraneous Things which 
may be in it, and permit it to 
Bleed a while, (if no great Veſlel 
be hurt) as in reaſon you may 
think fit, with reſpe& to the 
Strength and Habit of the Body 
Let the Blood in the ſmall Veins 
flow out, as well to hinder In- 
flammation, as to prevent the ge- 
neration of much Pe or Matter: 
Then the Bleeding being ſtay'd, 
Mave off the Hair growing about 
the Wound, if there be any; wipe 
away the clotted Blood with the 
Sponge dipt in red Wine, Oxy- 
crate, or Water mixt with Bran- 
dy : But if the clotted Blood be 
deep in the Wound, remove it 
not, leſt you excite the bleeding 
afreſh; for that this concreted 
Blood, is as a healing Balſam to 
the Wound, keeps it warm, de- 
fends it from the ambient Air, 
and induces Digeſtion, by which 
means Nature will caſt it forth. 

VIII. The ſecond Intention ig the 
bringing the Lips of the Wound exact- 
ly together ; without this a defor- 
med Scar will remain after heal- 
ing: This is the work of the Artiſt 
not of Nature : A Pledgit 1s not 
to be laid, or a Doffil of Lint, 
crouded, or a Tent thruſt into a 
little Wound, leſt the Wound 1s 
thereby kept open, Pain be exci- 
ted, Defluxions be attracted, the 
native Heat weakned, and the 
Cure prolonged : If Inflamma- 
tion and Tumor by any of theſe 
means ſhould happen,foment the 
Wound with warm Milk, and 
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dreſs it up with Digeſtive made

freſh and bleeding Wounds. 
The Matter or Subſtance of 
your Rowlers muſt be made of 
good ſtrong even Cloth, white, 
| clean, and gentle, without Hem, 

Seam, or Thread hanging by. 
Let their length be ſuch as the 
Member affected, and the mul— 
titude of Circumvolutions re— 
quire, and longer in Winter 
than in Summer, to row] on 
and on again in Winter for 
warmth ſake; but no oftner 
than needs mult in Summer. Let 
the breadth be, for the Shonlders 
about ſix Inches broad; for the 
Thighs, five Inches, for the 
Legs four Inches, for the Arms 
three Inches, for the Fingers 
and Toes one Inch broad : But 
theſe Proportions you may al- 
ter, as your Judgment and Rea- 
lon ſhall direct you, and the 
Conformation , Shape and Po- 
ſture of the Parts may require. 
Theſe Rowlers are to be faſt- 
ned, not by tying of a Knot, 
nor yet by ſowing, where you 
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in ſhaped Wounds cannot eaſily come at it again, 


without hurting the Patient.

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This being ſaid, the Rowler is 
to be rowled up hard at both 
ends, to the middle, then 1a 

the middle part of the Rowler 
on that part which is oppoſite 
to the Wound, to prevent Pain 
and Inflammation ; make a turn 
upon the Wound, with both 
ends of the Rowler, going up 
with the one, and down with 
the other, and take fo many 
turns about the Part, as may be 
requiſite for ſtopping the Flux

XII. The Faſcia Retentrix, or 
Retentive Bandage is uſed to 
keep your Dreſſings on, cloſe a- 
bout the Wound; and this is 
chiefly in uſe in Wounds of the 
Head, and is not to be wound 
on too hard, but with a mean 
Preſſure. The Faſc? Expulſiva, or 
Expulſive Bandage, is perform- 
ed by a Rowler of but one 
Head. And the ſpecial uſe of 
this is to preſs forth the Matter 
out of Fiſtula's or Sinous Ul- 
cers, as alſo to prevent a Deflu- 
xion of Humours ; and to force 
our ſuch as have already reple- 
niſhed the part; and this is 
done in the manner following. 
Begin on the ſound part, be- 
neath the Seat of the Humours,

2, Re- 
ftriftive, or Reſtringent, and this 
is the Glovers Stitch, it is of 
uſe in bringing an Artery, or 
Vein to its wounded Fellow , 
to make the Work more ſecure, 
and ſeemly: And is much in 
uſe among the Spaniards, who 
ſtitch almoſt all ſorts of Wounds 
with it: In the Forehead and 
Face, they bring the Wounds 
very cloſe ; the third Day they 
commonly cut the Knors off, 
and draw the Thread out, then 
with dry Stitches keep them ſo 
brought together, and in two 
or three Days more they do the 
Cure. 3. Conſervative, and this 
3s of uſe in great Wounds, and 
thoſe of the Ocſophagns, &Cc. to 
hold them forcibly together, 
and this is performed with Pins 
or Needles, as in Hare-Lips.

Parts without any Medium, as of

For which rea- 
ſon great care is to be taken, 
that the Blood may not offend 
neither in quantity, nor quality. 
Too much induces looſe or proud 
Fleſh, and too little may cauſe 
an Atrophia of the Limb, or 
Part : And if the Blood and 
Lympha be evil, they cannot ge- 
nerate good Fleſh, for ſuch #s 
they are, ſuch will the Fleſh 
be. The means by which this 
is performed is, 1. Univerſal, 
relating to the Diet. 2. Parti- 
cular, relating to the Part woun- 


ded it ſelf. 


XVII. Firſt, As to Univerſals 
relating to the Diet, the Patient 
ought to uſe a ſparing, not a 
full Diet, becauſe the latter is 
apt to breed Humours, excite 
Inlammations, cauſe Fevers, and 
other Symptoms; and yet a- 
gain ſometimes when the Bod 
is exhauſted thro' loſs of Blood 
and Spirits, it is reaſonable that 
a greater Liberty ſhould be al- 
!ow'd, as to take ſtrong Broths, 
Gellies, new-laid Eggs, &c. in 
allowing all which things the 
Artiſt ought to uſe his Reaſon. 
Conſideration alſo is to be had to 
the Patient's uſual manner of 
living ; for ſuch as have been 
accuſtomed to the drinking of 
ſtrong Liquors, Punch, Wine, 
Oc, cannot well live without a 
{mal}, or proportionable Allow- 
ance of the ſame. As to the 
Medicinal Part, ſtrong Cathar- 
tricks are not to be uſed, left the 
Matter or Humours ſhould be 
provoked to flow to the weak 
part, but Lenitives, and Salines 
may be uſed : As Sena, Rhubarb, 
Ca/lia, Tamarinde, Manna, Electu- 
arium Leniti dum, Diaprunum, Sy- 
rupus, Roſarum, Salutivu, Sy- 
rupus de Cichorio cum ang 
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Sal Prunellæ, Sal Panaretum, Sal 
Mirabile Glauberi, &c. alto Broths 


in which Bugle, Bugloſs, Bo- 
rage, Cichory, Endive, Lettice, 
Purſlane, Spinach, Sorrel, &c. 
have been boiled. Mound Drinks 
alſo may be given eſpecially in 
Wounds of the Thorax, and 
Abdomen, and in all great 
Wounds in any other principal 
part of the Body. 

XVIII. The chief Simples of which 
our Wound Drinks are made are 
chiefly, Adders Tongue, Agri- 
mony, Angelica, Avens, Bar- 
ley, Bawm, Beets, Berony, Bi- 
ſtort, Blood wort, Borage, Bug- 
loſs, Bugle, Centory, Cichory, 
Cinkfoil, Comfrey, Daiſie, Dan- 
delyon, Dock, Endive, Fluel- 
ling, Fumitory, golden Rod, 
ground Ivy, Harts Tongue , 
Herb Trinity, Horſe Tail, Hy- 
pericon , Knot-grals, Ladies 
Mantle, Lettice, Mouſe Ear, 
Mugwort, Orpine, Parietary , 
Perwinkle, Plantain, Harts- 
horn, Poplar Buds, Purſlane , 
Ribwort, Red Roles, San- 
ders of all ſorts, Sanicle, Shep- 
herd's Purſe, Scordium, Smal—

XIX. Secondly, as to Particulun 
relating to the Part, for Preſerus. 
tion of the natural Heat and In: 
thereof. Now as a Wound, even 
the leaſt rub off of the Skin, litt 
Cur, Prick, or Scratch, &c. can- 
not be without Pain; and the 
greater or deeper the Wound, 
the greater the Pain ; fo this 
Pain excites preſently a fermen- 
ting Hear, in the Serous or Lym- 
phatick Part of the Blood, which 
directing its way to the Wound 
(if not prevented, ) diſtends and 
raiſes that part into a Tumor 
with Inflammation, which is ſo 
much the greater if it happens 
in a Plethorick, Cachochy mich, 
Corpulent, or in Habit of Bc- 
dy; and yet {till greater, if it 
be in a depending Part, 3 
Thighs, Legs, Feet, &c. Nov 
the part being weak, and noti 
ble to aſſimilate, or expel them, 
the natural Heat decays, and ei 
ther a Phlegmon is produced, 0!

XX. To prevent all this, if the

IV. The Prognoſticks. A. Contu- 
ſon is either more or leſs dan- 
gerous, according as the place 
in which it is, is more or leſs 
Noble, and according as it is 
greater or leſſer; or as it may 
tend to Putri faction, or admit of 
Diſcuſſion : If the matter will 
diſcuſs, it is without danger: If it 
Viſcuſſes not, but Coagulates, and 
is long detained in the Part, an 
Apoſtem will ſucceed : But if it 
neither Diſcuſſes. nor yet comes 
to duppuration (where the Con- 
tuſion is great) but becomes di- 
ſtended, hard, painful, and in- 
llamed, a Gangrene is at hand, or 
a Shacelation may be induced, 
which ſometimes may colt the 
Patient his Life. 

V. The Curs. A ſimple and 
mall Contuſion is generally cu- 
Id by Repercuſſives or Diſcuſſives, 
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Recent. In this caſe a Cloth 3 

or 4 fold double, being dipt in- 
to Juice of Houlleek, and apply- 
ed is of good uſe: So alſo dipt 
into Frog-ſpawn Water, or Wine 
Vinegar, or the Juice of Fumi- 
tory or Plantane,orintoa Smith's 
Forge Water, or for want of 
theſe into cold Well-water; theſe 
things have done admirably, ha- 
ving been immediately applyed; 
for by reaſon of the reſtriction 
and coldneſs of the Application, 
the flux of Humors to the part 
have been hind red, and the Blood 
and Humors flowing from the 

Breaches of the Capillary Veſſels 
have been forthwith coagulated, 
whereby their evaſation being 

hindred, no Tumor has ſucceed- 
ed, but a preſent Cure of the 

bruiſed part; and the extravaſa- 
ted matter has in a ſhort time af- 
ter vaniſhed through the Pores of 
the Skin, having been afterwards 
for ſome few times fomented 

with warm Water. A Cataplaſm 

of Houſleek, Purflane,Fumirtory, 
or Plantane Leaves has cured 
many. 

VI. But where, (for want of 
an 1m mediate or timely Appli- 
cation) Repercuſſives have been 
in a manner uſeleſs, there Diſ- 


cuſſives take place; theſe cauſe 


an Evacuation of the extravaſa- 
ted Humor by inſenſible Tran- 
ſpiration; and thele allo are to 
be applyed in due time, vix. while 
the Matter is thin and fluxil, and 
the Skin thin and porous, other- 
wiſe they are applyed in vain. 
Now becauſe all Diſcuſſives are 
hot in quality, they are not to be 
applyed in the beginning of the 
Contuſion, but only Repercuſ- 
ſives as aforeſaid: But after- 
wards the Matter which is alrea- 
dy evaſated, is by theſe to be 
attenuated, and by their mode- 
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rate heat to be reſolved and con- 
verted into Vapors; now theſe 


Medicaments are of two Sorrs, | 


ix. 1. Internals, which are cal- 
led Diaphorericks, which provoke 
ſweating, and ſo he p forwards 
the Operation cf the Topical. 
2. Externals which we call D 
cuſſives,which by their ſweat and 
ſpecifick Virtue, attenvate and 
thin the contained Marter, con- 
vert it into Vapors, and cauſe a 
Peripiration of it through the 
Pores of the Skin. 

VII. The Internals or D/aphorce 
ticks chiefly uted for this pur- 
poſe are Volarile Sal Armo- 
niack, of Ha:rſhorn, of Urine, 
and of Blood, Tinctura Diapho- 
retica Paracelſi, Mixtura Sim- 
plex; Mithridate, Venice Trea- 
cle, Diaſcordium,Spirit Saffron ; 
Our Tinctura Anodyna and Gut— 
tæ Vitæ; to which you may add 
Our New London Treacle, Vola- 
tile Laudanum, Specifick Lauda- 
num, all the Philonium's, with 
moſtorher Opiates not mixt with 
Catharticks. 

VIII. The Internals for this 
uſe are of two Sorrs, 4/2. 1. The 
Gentle, or Miid, which are to be 
made ule of when the Contuſion 
lies nor deep, and happens in a 
Part which is ſofc and pliant ; 
and theie are chiefly Cammomi! 
Melilot and Elder flowers; Al— 
thæa and White Lilly Roots Co 
bus, Lupine, and Bean Flower, 
Gooſe Greaſe, Oils of Cammomil 
and Dill, Leavened Bread, &c. 

IX. 2. The ſtronger, which 
are to be uſed, when the Matter 
lies more deep, and where the 
Parts in which the Contuſion 
is, are more hard and cloſe: 
And theſe are chiefly Angelica, 
Bawm, Dill, Fennel, Fetherfew, 
Hyſſop, Lavender, Mint, Ori- 


ganum, Pennyroyal, Rue, Sou- 
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thern wood, Sage: Aniſe, C. 
raways, Cumin, and Fennel. 
ſeeds: Orice and Elecampane 
Roots: Gums of Ammoniacum 
Galbanum, Opopanax, Sage. 
num and Tacamahacca : Heng 
and Ducks Greaſe : Oils of Nad 


and Rue : Ointments of Arragon 


and Martiatum ; Empl. Oxy. 
croceum, Reſolutivum Forreſti 
or de Ammonisco, de Galbang 
Crocatum Mynſichti; Carzp!;. 
ma de Fermento, Pigeons Dung 
Hens Dung; Mithridate and Ve. 
nice Treacle, &. Of theſe O, 
Ointments, Balſams Caraplaſms, 
Emplaſters, Oc. may be made 
an{werable to the Intention; 
but of this you are to be cau- 
tioned; that you uſe them with 
diſcretion, leſt they ſhould dif. 
cuſs and reſolve the thinner 
Parts leaving the thicker behind, 
making the Tumor become hard, 
and difficult of Cure. 

X. But this may be prevented, 
if in compounding them, you 
make a Mixture of the Gentle 
and Mild Diſcuſſives, with the 
ſtronger; Or if with ſuch things 
as forcibly diſcuſs, you! kewiſe 
mix ſuch things as moiſten and 
mollifie, of which kind is Palm 
Oil, which is purely ſweet and 
of an excellent Golden Colour. 

XI. fut when you find that 
the Contuſion will not be cured 
by Reperc uſſives, nor yet by bit 
cuſſives; but that, by the gen- 
neſs and vehemency thereof it 
will Apoſtemate, and tend to 
Suppnration, then you muſt en- 
deavour to compleat the Work 
by applying Digeſtives or Mi- 
turatives, ſuch as Roots of Al 
thæa, White Lillies, Onions, 


Garlick all roaſted or baked; 
Figs, Raiſins, Dates, Currants; 
Ducks, Geeſe and Hens Greaſe ; 


Bafilicon, Greater and Leſſef; 
Mithn-

Mithridate, Venice Treacle, Di- | 
iſcordium; Gum Elemi, Opopa- 
nax, Sagapenum, Tacamahacca; 
Turpentine, Balm of Gilead; 
Balſams of Chili, Capivi, Peru 
and Tolu, &. Out of all or 
ſome of which Cataplaſms, Oint- 
ments, Balſams, &c. may be 
made at pleaſure ; The Apoſtem 
being ripe, if it breaks not of it 
ſelf, it is to be opened by Inci- 
ſion, and then cured after the 
manner of other Apoſtems , of 
which we have no more to ſay 
in this place. 

XII. Our Author's Advice 1s 
to bleed and repeat bleeding; 
now I cannot for my Life ſee the 
reaſon thereof ; for ſince the 
Principles of our Art are all of 
them built upon Reaſon , we 
ought not to act in any fingle 
thing, without the force of Rea- 
fon with us. Now in External 
Cent uſions, I pray, to what end 
does letting Blood Anſwer? It 
cannot intravaſate, nor yet take 
away the extravaſated Blood and 
Juices; for they either Diſcuſs 
and Perſpire thro' the Skin; or 
Apoſtemate, and ſo come to Sup- 
puration. In both theſe Cates 
Externals are chiefly of uſe; and 
only ſuch Internals as provoke 
ſweating, and open the Pores ; 
but Bleeding can anſwer to none 
of theſe Ends. 

XIII. And in Internal Contu- 
eus, it does as little for the ſame 
Keaſon ; for in thoſe Caſes we 
chiefly give Turpentines, Bal- 
11ms, Rofins, Opiates, Treacles, 
Mithridate , Vulnerary Deco- 
dtions, and ſuch like Things, 
which are apt to mix with the 
Hood, and paſs thro' it with the 
Serum ; by which means the Bal- 
Jamick Particles of the Medi- 
nes thus taken, are conveyed 
the Parts bruiſed, which in 
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this Caſe, do either diſcuſs, or 
ſuppurate; and then the ſuppu- 
rated Matter is caſt off, or diſ- 
charged, by the ſame ways, and 
in the ſame manner as the Puru- 
lency of a Pleuriſie. 

XIV. As to Purging, Leni- 
tives are only proper, and ſuch 
as have a Diuretick Property 
with them, as Electuarium Leni- 
i vum, Diacaſſia , Syrup of Roſes 
ſalutive, &c. but theſe things 
are not to be given at firit, bur 
after Opiatcs, Balſamicks and Trau- 
maticks,have been firſt exhibited; 
I ſay Opiates, becauſe (whether 
the Contuſion is in the Inter- 
nal Parts, or in the External) 
they immediately thicken the 
Blood and all the Juices, and ſo 
by that means ſtop the Flux of 


the Humours to the contuſed 


Parts, beſides their giving a pre- 
ſent eaſe in the Pain, and ſo pre- 
venting Convulſions, Aſthma's, 
Phthiſis, Conſumptions, Fe- 
vers, . Then Balſamicks are 
to be uſed for ſometime, as 
the White Potion made either 
with Turpentine or Balſam Ca- 
pivii; or Pills made with Chio 
Turpentine, or Balſam of Pe- 
ru, or Pills made with Bals 
{ſam of Toln. Palſam of Chili 
may be daily Morning and 
Night given to 30 Drops in 
any convenient Vehicle; Bale 
ſam of Peru may be given in 


like manner Morning and Night 


from one Dram to two Drams ; 
and Lucatella's Balſam has been 
approved of, to ſuch as have 
not been able to go to the 
charge of the other. But above 
them all we commend our Pa- 
nacea Balſamina, which is a tran- 
icendent Remedy in all theſe 
diſaffections, and may be given 
to a Dram or two, twice a Day, 
as we have adviſed in the others.

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XV. Whilſt theſe Balſamicks 


are in uſe, Trammatick Deco- 
Qions may be diank by the Pa- 


tient in the Day-time, becauſe 


by their fluidity, and ſubtilty of 
Parts, and entering in like man- 
ner into the Subſtance of the 
Blood and Juices, and circula- 
ting with the Blood thro the 
contuſed Parts, they diſpoſe the 
ſame to a ſpeedy healing: Theſe 
vulnerary Potions may be made 
uſe of more eſpecially when 
you perceive great ſtore of 
Matter to be from Day to Day 
generated, either from evil Di- 
et, or ſuper-abounding of vi— 
tious Humours in the whole 
Body, or ſomething amiſs in 
the contuſed Part; and they 
may be continued for many 
Days together, until you ſee 
the Matter wholly conſumed. 
Leaves and Roots of Agrimony, 
Angelica, Avens, Bugle, Bur— 
net, Birthwort, Cinkfoil, Flu- 
ellen, Harts-tongue, Herb Tri- 
nity, Hypericon, Ladies Man- 
tle, Mouſe-ear, Plantane, Per- 
winkle, Ribwort, Sanicle, Sca- 
bious, Scordium, Sage, Self- 
heal, Solomon's Seal, Speedwel, 
Tanſy, Wild Tanſy, Vervain, 
Yarrow, &c. may be made in- 
to Decoctions or vulnerary 
Drinks by boiling in Water, 
or Water mixt with Wine, ac- 
cording to Art, But a great 
number of Examples of this 
kind you may find in our Pharm.

XI. Medicaments of thin and 
volatile Parts, which may eaſily 
be diſſipated, as Oils of Turpen-

ly differs according to the Mag- 
nitude thereof, as it may be in- 
conſiderable, leſſer or greater. 

If the Burning is very 
light, ſo as that there is only 
Heat and Pain, if Remedies be 
timely applyd, they prevent 
Bliſtering, and ſo there is no 
further Miſchief : In this caſe 
Salt or Ale or Beer Yſt, are the 
firſt things which are apply'd, as 
being readieſt at hand ; And 
they indeed do the Buſineſs, for 
they preſently take out the Fire, 
and eaſe the Pain, preventing 
Bliſtering. Or the Place burnt 
may be held near the Fire, or 
Flame of a Candle, and as it

there be a Bliſter, it ought to be 
cut, (not taken off) and the Wa- 
ter let out; then to draw out the 
Fire. this Cataplaim may be ap- 
plyd. Take ſoft Soap, Lard, of 
each 2 ounces, Onions cut and bruiſ- 
ed, Nſt, of each an ounce and half, 
Turpentine half an ounce, Salt two 
arams : Mix, and make a Cataplaſm. 

VI. Ifthe Skinis burnt,Jeaving 
it black, and void of Senſe, an E- 
ichar will be be made; or if the 
Burn is yet deeper in the Fleſh, 
the force of the Fire will make 
a hard Cruſt, with a Contraction: 
In all theſe the Pain is exceſſive, 
and when the Eſchar or Cruſt 
Mall be removed, a deep Ulcer 


VIE. The Cure of theſe kinds 
of Burnings is two-fold, v/z. ei- 
ther withRefrigeratives, or with 
Calefactives. If with Refrigera- 
tives, you are to bathe or anoint 
the Parts with them till the Fire 
is taken out, and the Heat re- 
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to be ſeparated, the Ulcer dige. 
ſted, cleanſed and then cicatriz'q 
The chief Refrigeratives are di. 
ſtilled Waters of Ducks Meat. 
Henbane, Hemlock, Houſſeck. 
Lettice, Plantane, Purſlane, Night. 
ſhade, Thorn-Apple-Leaves, 25 
alſo Water diſtilled from Whites 
of Eggs, Frog-ipawn, Cucum. 
bers, Melons, Pompions, Emul. 
ſions of the four greater cold 
Seeds, Butter- milk, as alſo the 
Frog-ſpawn itſclf: To theſe 
things add all the cooling Juices, 
Oils and Ointments, as Linſecd 
Oil, Unguentum Album, Nu. 
tritium, Populeum Roſatum, Oil 
and Ointment of Adders-Tongue, 
Ceruſe, White Lead, Saccharum 
Saturni, &. and Il theſe things 
muſt be uſed warm, till the Ene 
is taken out, or the Heat and Pain 
ceaſes; for other wiſe they will 
rather encreaſe the Smart and 
Burning. 

VIII. This is an excellent 
thing. Take freſh Butter fix oun- 
ces; new white Hens Dung tive 
ounces, Plantane, Houfſleck, Sage 
cut ſmall; of each 2 handfuls, Her- 
bane one handful, fry them togetber 
for a quarter of an hour er more, til 
the aqueous Humidity is conſumed, 
then preſs out the Ointment for uſe. 
Anoint the Burn often there- 
with, and lay over it a freſh 
Colewort or Plantane-leafe, ora 
fine, ſoft, double Linnen Cloth 
or Rag dipt in the fame. Ol 
Roſes and Whites of Eggs beat toge- 
ther, are alſo of good uſe to em- 
brocate the Parts about, or adja- 
cent to the Burning, in oder P 
prevent a Fluxion of Humors. 

IX. If the Cure is to be dene 
by Calefattives, or hot Medica- 
ments, then it is done by attra- 
ction, and ſo the Fire is drawn 
out, or taken away by Fire, ot 


moved, after which the Eſchar is 


by kolding a red Fire hot en 


or the like, to the Part. The 
common Remedy is to apply Salt 
and Onions beaten together : 
But this ſome will not allow of, 
if the Bliſters be riſen : This 1s 
certain, that it cannot be admit- 
red, where the Part is raw; and 
if the Burning is in tender Parts, 
you muſt abſtain, not only from 
Salt and Onions, but alſo from 
Garlick, Soap, and other like 
ſnarp Medicaments, and that E- 
ſchars may not be left, the uſe 
of ſtrong drying Medicines muſt 
be forborn. 

x. Where there is an Eſchar or 
Cruſt, you may apply Mel Sapo- 
nis; or Mel cum ſucco Ceparum 
& Pulv. Iridiis mixt together, 
fomenting the Parts about with 
a Decoction of Henbane, Night- 
hade, and Fleawort Seeds, mixt 
with a third part of Butter-milk. 
You muſt alio haſten the Fall or 
Removal of the Cruſt or Eſchar 
dy application of Emollients for 
the firſt or ſecond Day; but if it 
{ſeparates not, Inciſion muſt be 
made in the ſound Fleſh : And 
vien the Eſchar, &c. is ſepara- 
ted, the Sore muſt be cured, as 
other common Ulcers. 

XI. When the Eſchar or Cruſt 
is thrown off, you may digeſt 
with the Yolk of an Egg 
mixt with a little Turpen- 
tine, adding a little Barly- 
20werand Oil of ſweet Almonds 
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Abſte rſives for cleanſing of the 
Ulcer, after which Incarnatives 
(if need be) and Deſiccatives are 
to be uſed with Epuloticks to 
the end of the Cure. 

XII. In large Burnings, and 
where many Parts are hurt, vari- 
ety of Intentions of Cure are re- 
quired at one and the ſame time. 
Some Parts require Anodyns, 
ſome Emollients, others Dige- 
ſtives, ſome Incarnatives, and 
others again Deficcatives, & c. 
ſome of the Parts require to be 
dreſt twice a Day,ſome bur once, 
each part, according to the na- 
ture thereof, and the Quality of 
the Burning. 

XIII. You ought alſo to take 
care that no proud Fleſh grow 
up in theſe Ulcers, leſt the Ci- 
catrize thereby be deformed : 
In the Face great care is to be 
had, as alſo in the Neck and 
Breaſts of Womenkind : You 
muſt alſo be very careful of the 
Eyes, that they be not beſmear- 
ed with greaſy and ill-temper'd 
Applications; and that their 
Lids be not dreſt with ſuch as 


are over-drying, leſt they ſhould 


be contracted, and fo cauſe a 
Blearedneſs. Pigeons and Goats 
Blood, Breaſt Milk, alſo Cows 
Milk, and diſtilled Waters of

Fe- 
epd; and in Latin, Ulcus Renum. 
An Ulcer of the Blader, is called 
in Greek alſo,” ar 7:5 nucres ;

are known one from another by 
the Place where the Pain is felr,

III. The Caufes.of Ulters in tht: 
Parts may be cither from ſharp 
Stones lodged in them, which 
may prick, hurt, biuiſe, . 
wound and ulcerare them; cr 
from taking of Canthar:des, cr 
otherlike ſharp Medicines, or 
from a Flux of acrid and in! 
Humours to the Part; or from 
an Apoſtem bliecding there be- 
ing occaſioned hom ſome lov, 
Fall, Overſtraining, Cc. winca 
coming to Suppuration, becomes 
an Ulcer, yielding corrupt 
Matter, 

IV. The Pronnoticks. All U 
cers in theſe Parts are dangerous, 
at leaſt of very difficult 
becauſe of the conſtant Flux 0- 
Humours to them ; for tho' 
ſerous Humour has a kind of ab- 
terfive Quality with it, yer br 
ing mixed with other hetero? 
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its own Nature; for if ſalt, a- 
cid, and ſharp or acrimonious 
Humours be mixt with it, they 
will continue, and nouriſh or 
increaſe the Ulcer, not hinder 
it. Arecent Ulcer in theſe Parts, 
if Skilfully and prudently ma- 
naged, is curable; but 1Ff ill 
handled, may be made incura- 
ble: But when they become in- 
veterate, or happen to elderly 
perſons, they are ſeldom or never 
cured, for the Pain and other 
Symptoms which accompany 
them, cauſe Watchings, Anxic- 
ty, waſting of the Fleſh, and a 
Conſumption of the whole Bo- 
dy, and then terminate in Death. 
If they proceed from the Stone, 
they are utterly impoſſible to be 
cured, unleſs the Stone be firſt 
removed and taken away. 

V. The Cure. In the firſt Place 
Revulſion is commended : Both 
Avicema and Etius commend 
Vomiting, becauſe it cleanſes, 
emptics, and draws back the 
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a- | ther way, and carry off part of 
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the morbifick Matter by Stool. 
This is chiefly to be done by 
our Sal Panaretum, or Sal Mira 
bile, which beſides their purg- 
ing Properties, have a cooling 
Quality withal, as they who have 
tried them in Wounds and UK 
cers, even of long ſtanding have 
experimentally proved. If other 
Purges be made uſe off, they 
ought to be Lenitives, ſuch as

VII. The next thing in order 
of Cure, is a Traumatick or 
Vulnerary Diet, which in this 
Caſe is indeed very good; this 
Diet ought always to be made 
with the Addition of Spirit of 
Wine, for according to Yalerio- 
Ius, (tho' it does not much, be- 
ing uſcd ſimple or by it ſelf, yet) 
being mixt in due Proportion, 
with other things, it has admi-

cers of the Reins, or any other 


Evil ariſing from them, may 


happily be cured : You may 
with good Succeſs, give Emeti- 
cum Communc, Or Tartar Emeticum 
Mynfichti, or fome other Antimo— 
mal Vomit, becauſe Antimony 
has a Specifick Virtue to cure 
Liſealcs of the Reins.

IV. The Names. It is called in 
Greek T νuαν,ꝰn, i. e. Morbus 
Stomachicus, becauſe its Original, 
or Foundation and Beginning is 
in the Stomach ; and Zx4ad/:Cn, 
1. e. Crurum turbatio, vel difſulu- 
tio, a diſſolving or weakning of 
the Limbs, or of the Powers and 
Forces of the Body; alſo Oſcedo, 
Oris Vitium, the Soreneſs of the 
Mouth or Gums, becauſe the Diſ- 
eaſe manifeſts it ſelf very early 
in thoſe Parts; in Latin it is 
called Sromocace, and Scorbutus; 
and in Engliſh the Scurvy, which 
is a Contamination of all the 
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Lib. Il. 
Juices of the Body. Hippe, 
ſeems to deſcribe ir in chi — 
ner. It is a Diſeaſe which cauſe 

a ſtinking Month or Breath, a looſe. 
neſs of the Teeth, or ſeparation 
the Gums from them, a bleeding 4 
Noſe ; and ſoreneſs or breaking; aut 
in the Legs, ſome of which ars 
healing whilſt others are yet a breab. 
ing out ; with a kind of withering 
and diſcolouring of the Skin, and ;, 
it were turning blackiſh, 

V. Iris without doubt a Dyf. 
craſie, or rather a Contamainz. 
tion of the Blood, Lympha, and 
other Juices, from ill generated 
Chyle, or a Succus Nutritius vitia. 
ted, from the Weakneſs of the 
concoctive Faculty of the Sto. 
mach, and Relaxation of it; 
Tone, whereby a certain Puri. 
dity is generated, Which with 
that ill elaborated Chyle, by its 
Mixtion with the Blood, is uni- 
verſally diſſeminated over the 
whole Body. It is ſometimes 
hereditary, ſometimes adventi- 
tious ; ſometimes primary, ot 
an original Diſeaſe, and ſome- 
times derivative, as proceeding 
from ſome prior Diſeaſe. It 1s 
alſo either recent, or ſo eaſily 
cured ; or inveterate, or of Jong 
ſtanding, and ſo with much 
difficulty overcome. 

VI. The Parts affected. From 
what has been ſaid the Stomach 
ſeems to be primary; then the 
Liver and Spleen, though the 
Ancients held the Spleen to be 
affected above all other Parts. 
But as we take the Root of the 
Diſeaſe to be in the Stomach, 
and ſo in the chylous Juice, ſo 
it is manifeſt, that thereby the 
Maſs of Blood and Lympha are 
corrupted , and defiled , which 
diſperſing the Putridity over the 
whole Body, make the univerſal

VII. The Signs. Beſides the 
Sions Which our Author has gi- 
en us, there are many other 
attending Symptoms, as Head- 
ach. Megrim , and ſometimes 
the Vertigo, which many times 
ends in an Apoplexy, or Palſie 
of one Side; the Face breaks 
our with Pimples, Scurff, and 
ſometimes a kind of Anthonies 
Fire; the Teeth are black or 
diſcoloured, affected often with 
Pain and Uneaſineſs in eating 
with them, or with Looſneſs, fo 
much ſometimes that they fall 
out, The Gums are ſore, ma- 
ny times looſe from the Teeth, 
and ſwell much, ſo that if they 
be but touched they will bleed, 
and are many times eaten away, 
or waſted by the Sharpneſs of the 
ſcorbutick Humour. A conſtant 
Catarrh, much, or little attends 
the Patient with much Spitting; 
which is many times ſalt or ill- 
taſted, whence proceed à rank 
or ſtinking Breath. Sometimes 
there is a Palfie of the Tongue, 
or little troubleſome Tubercles 
growing out of it at the Root 
and Sides thereof, and many 
times it is affected with mani- 
fold Chapings. Sometimes by 
reaſon of the Heat and Sharpneſs 
of the Humour the Patient is 
troubled with Contraction of the 
Limbs, and convulſive Motions, 
end can hardly get any Sleep; 
and ſometimes becauſe of the 
Coldneſs and Sluggiſhneſs of the 
Humours, ſome Parts become 
numbed, or paralytick, and the 
atlent is always in a drouſie 
Condition, or enclined to ſleep. 
The Stomach is weak, the con- 
coltive Faculty very much hurt, 
the Appetite very much profli- 
rated, or the Sick is apt to de. 
lire unnatural things, whereby 
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there is a Shortneſs of Breath, 
and many times a Difficulty of 
Breathing, and ſometimes a Pal- 
pitation of the Heart, by which 
many times a Pining is induced, 
and thereby a Conſumption of 
the whole Human Frame. In 
weak Habits of Body, there is 
many times fainting and ſwoon- 
ing away, Looſneſs of the 
Bowels, or in a hot Conſtituti- 
on, a great Coſtiveneſs; and if 
the Humours are ſharp Gripings 
in the Guts, and Cholick Pains. 
Spots for the moſt part appear 
in many parts of the Body, 
chiefly in the Face and Limbs ; 
as Arms, Hands, Thighs and 
Legs, with Humors in the Hands, 
Fingers, and Feer, which very 
much {well them ; Theſe Spors 
are ſometimes red, livid, blue, 
black, or purple; and ſome- 
times Wheals and Puſhes ariſe 
which degenerate into Ulcers, 
Sores, or Scabs, or elſe turn in- 
to Scurf, Morphew, or Leuce, 
which is a ſpotted Leproſie. 
There are wandering Pains o- 
ver the whole Body, chiefly in 
the Shoulders, Arms, and other 
extream Parts, which the Vulgar 
call a Rheumatiſm, which Pain 
is either ſharp or dull according 
to the Humour cauſing it, Num- 
bedneſs and Tingling in the 
Fleſh and Skin, with a general 
Weakneſs of the Body, Dulneſs 
of the Spirits, and Waſting of 
the Fleſh. The Urine has ſome» 
times a Scum upon it, many 
times taken for Fat; and it is 
very thin, or very thick, and as 
it were purulent, and of a Co- 
lour White like Whey or Pof- 
ſer-drink, or Red, as if in a high 
Fever. 

VIII. The Cav/es. The Anci- 
ents ſay it ariſes from Mean» 


the Viſcera become obſtructed, 


choly, and Tenacious, groſs, 
crude 
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crude Humours: Or from a pi- 
tuitous Juice mixt with the 
Blood, which obſtructing the 
Liver and Spleen, cauſes a Ca- 
chexy, and all the fore-enume- 
rated Symptoms. But we ſay 
the Scurvy ariſes firſt from a 
Diſcraſie and Corruption of the 
Blood and Lympha , through a 
hurt of the Concoctive Faculty, 
and depraved Tone of the Sto- 
mach ; which by Degrees en- 
creaſing, the Blood caſts forth 
its Recrements into the fleſhy 
Subſtance, paſling thro' which 
it makes its Appearance in the 
Surface of the Skin, and ſo uni- 
verſally defiles and enervates 
the whole Man. See more of 
the Signs and Cauſes of this 
Diſeaſe in the Third Edition of 
our Synopſis Medicine, Lib. 6. Cap. 
3. Sect. 3. ad 32. where we have 
handled the whole Matter very 
largely. 

IX. Our Author adviſes in 
this Cure to bleeding : Now 
bleeding being a Revulſive A- 
ction, calling from the Circum- 
ference to the Center ; and Na- 
ture having caſt forth part of 
the Corruption into the fleſhy 
Subſtance: it follows, that to fill 
up the Veins again, for they 
will not be wanting in their due 
Quantity, if Blood is taken a— 
way, they will recall that pollu- 
ted Matter, which the Blood 
had before caſt forth; by which 
mtans, the Contamination, or 
Defilement of the Blood and Lym- 
pha will be made much greater, 
and that pretended Remedy will 
be found to be worſe than the 
Diſeaſe. 

X. Tye Proznofticks. As it is 
a Chronical Diſeaſe, fo it ſeems 


to be of long cure; but if it is 
known, whilſt recent, Health | 
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it is Hereditary, .it is ſcarcely 
ever cured, at leaſt the Patient. 
will at times feel ſome Reliques 
of it. In ancient People, and 
in all ſuch as lead dedentary 
Lives, it is cured with much Dif 
faculty ; ſo like wiſe in ſuch wh, 
are of a melancholy Habit cf 
Body. If the Malignity of the 
Putridity is communicated tg 
the Vſcera, it is ſcarcely cyr. 
ble, but is apt to degenerare into 
a Droply, or Aſthma, or ſuffo. 
cative Cattarrh, or Dylcntery, 
or a Phthiſis, or a pining Con. 
ſumption, or a Leprous Sch. 
and ſometimes tho' rarely, into 
a Palſie, or Apoplexy. If the 
Viſcera grow Scirrhous, or the 
Lungs become Ulcerated, the 
Danger is truly great; fo alſo 
when the Pains are about the 
or become Periodical, 
and the Ulcerous Puſtules or 
Sores become Livid or Black; 
and the Shortneſs of Breath and 
Difhculty of Breathing, is ſuch 
that the Patient cannot lie down 
upon his Back. 

Al. The Patient ought to live in 
a pure ſerene or clear Air, not cold u 
ſoggy ; eat Change of Diet, and 
Meats eaſy of Digeſtion, aud 
ratherlittle than much, for that 
this Diſeaſe is cauſed moſily 
from too much Fullneſs, Glut 
tony, Gormandizing or Over 
eating; fait Things and Pickles 
are to be avoided ; and Water's 
rather to be choſen for din. 
ing, unleſs a Dropſie be feared; 
if Wine is at any time drank, 1 
ought to be fortified with An- 
ti ſcorbuticks: Moderate Lei- 
ciſe contributes to the Cure, 
but Sloathfulneſs fixes the Du 
eaſe.

XII. The Indications of Cure.

To ablorb the 
Acidity of the Humours, and 
open the Obſtructions of the 
Viſcera. 3. To reſtore the Tone 
of the Parts hurt. Now in this 
Cure, you are to Conſider, whe- 
ther the Scurvy is in a cold or 
hot Habit of Body; if ina cold 
Habit, hot Antiſcorbuticks are 
proper to be made uſe of, as 
ſhall be after directed, which

heat, warm, and enliven' the 
Blood and Lympha , and alter 
the Diſcraſy of the Humours : 
ut if it is in a hot Habit, then 
thoſe hot Antiſcorbuticks will 
be abſolutely naught, and only 
add Fuel to the Fire; and here 
cooling Antiſcorbuticks are on- 
y to be adminiſtred, which may 
ailay the Preternatural Hear, 
deſtroy the Acrimony of the 
Jumours, and fo reſtore the Bo- 
dy to itspriſtine State of Health. 
XIII. From what has been ſaid, 
it appears, That the Cure of the 
Scurvy in @ hot and cold Habit of 
Body, very much differs, which not 
being obſerved by moſt Phyſi- 
Jans, may porhbly be the va- 
Ion of the many Failures in this 
Cure; whereas, if what is here 
prenoted, be obſerved, there is 
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and Patient may meet with 
much betrer Succeſs. Such as 
refuſe our Inſtructions, we leave 
them to their Fate, and to their 
Quacking with Opium, Cortex, Steel, 
and Mercury, till they as happily 
kill themſelves, as they have ig- 
norantly murthered Hundreds 
of others; being certainly aſſu- 
red, that any meer Mechanick 
may attain the Knowledge of 
ſuch a kind of Practice in one 
Weeks eaſy Study, without pre- 
tending to fetch it from the U- 
niverſity, whether by Mandamus, 
Proxy, Grace, or Caution Money. 

XIV. The firſt Intention which 
is to evacuate the Morbifick Matter, 
whether in the Stomach or Bowels. 
Now to begin the Cure in or- 
der, the Patient ought firſt to 
Vomit, which is beſt per form- 
ed with the Tartar Emeticum giv- 
en from 3 Grains to 6, accord- 
ing to Age and Strength; and 
it will be ſo much the better, if 
it be repeated at due Diſtances of 
Time once or twice more. If 
you have not the Emetick Tar- 
tar, you may give two or three 
Doſes of the Emeticum Commune, 
as we have directed in Lib. 1. 
Cap. I. Sect. 2. of this Work, 
by which the Stomach and up- 
per Parts will be ſufficiently 
cleanſed. 

XV. This being done, you 
muſt come to the uſe of Cathar- 
ticks, and then you may Purge 
either with the Potio Communis, 
Purgati va, as our Author adviſes, 
or with Tactura Purg ant, which 
may be taken every other Day, 
or letting two Days be be- 
tween for ſome time; The

The Cauſes, There 
is a Weakneſs of the Blood, 
which nor being able to aſſimi- 
late the Nutriment, which is 
brought into it, Joſes it by the 
ways of its Pallage in the fleſhy 
Subitance, and extream and de- 
pending Parts of the Body; 
and at length many times lers 
it fall into the Cavity of the 
Abdomen, where Nature forms 
little Veſicles to receive it ; till 
increaſing to a mighty Quanti- 
ty, it fills alſo the Cavity of the 
Belly. Now the Blood is weak- 
ned by manifold Bleedings , 
which is a mighty cauſe hereof ; 


for we daily fee, ſuch as looſe

Al- 
ſo, by long and tedious Diſeaſ- 
es, wherein the Acid ſo much 
prevails, as to make a ſeparation 
of the Serum, from the Grumous 
Parts; whereby it becomes un- 
able to carry it along with it 
to the Emulzents: To theſe 
things add, drinking of over- 
much Water, and other {mall 
Drinks; as allo great drinking 
of Wine, aad ocher ſpirituous 
Liquors, as Ale, Beer and the 
like, by which the Natural Fer-

ſus ſays, the Cauſe of a Dropſie 
is an Aluminous Tartar difſol.

Sylvins ſays, 
That an Anaſar:a comes from a 
thin Water, and ſalt Scrum, 
poured our of the Lymphatick 
and Lacteal Veſlels, by reaſon 
of Obſtructions from a viſcous 
Humour, attended by a Stagua- 
tion of the Iympha or Chyle, or 
Driuk in the Veſſels; which 
breaking, there is an Effuſion of 


the contained Juices, into the 
Parts adjacent, or any other 


Place which is capable of it. 
Willis ſays, That the Serum too 
much ſeparated from the Ni; 
of Blood, and poured out of th: 
Mouths of the Arteries into the 
Skin, as alſo the Chylous Juice 
poured out of its proper Vel- 
ſels, are the Cauſes of an As- 
ſarca. Others ſay, It is cauſed 
from a Rupture of the Lympas 
ducte, whereby the Lympha is 
poured forth into the ileſhy 
Subſtance of the whole Body. 
The Ancients ſay, That the An- 
tecedent Cauſe is the Fruſtrati- 
on of Sanguification, proceet- 
ing from the Coldneſs of the 
Liver; and the Coldneſs of ths 
Liver inay proceed from over:

The External 
Cauſes are doubtleſs a cold, 
moiſt, and evil Air; lying alſo 
in cold and moiſt Places; to

bout, or do any Work. The 
remote or antecedent Cauſe is 
from Obſtruction, ariſing from 
the Thickneſs and Viſcidity of 
the Chylous Juice; and the 
Compreſſion or Apertion of the 
Parts ſerving for Chylification, 
or Sanguification. And the 
proximate or immediate and 
near Cauſe is the unnatural Se- 
paration and Diviſion of the 
Serum from the Blood, by rea. 
ſon of the Weakneſs thereof, 
ſo as it is not able to carry it 
along to the Emulgent Veſ- 
ſels, but in its Paſſage lets it 
fall into the Subſtance of the 
Fleſh, as we before hinted. 

X. Salmon. The Prognoſticks, In 
an Anaſarca, Thirſt is an ill 
Lign, foreſhzwing Danger of the 
Dileaſe changing into an Aſci- 
res, If it proceeds from a 
Scifrbue of the Liver, or any 
other Bowel, or from Oedema- 
ten: Tumors of the Meſentery, 
or Omentum, it is ſcarce cura- 
ble, Difficulty of breathing 
ſhews the Diſcaſe to be dange- 
rous, becauſe it ſhews the Hu- 
mours to be incraſſated; and the 
Danger is greater, if they be 

acrimomous, for then they may 
eaſily corrode the adjacent Parts. 
A Cough in a Dropſie is bad, 
for it ſhews the Acrimony 
comes thro' the Diaphragma to 
the Lungs, 


fills the Veſſels of the Parts; 
and when the Matter cannot 
apoſtemate, it makes its way out 
at the Sore, ſo that it makes the 
Sick reſtleſs, which hinders the 
curing of Sores, feF. 6. Aph. 
14. If the Water in a Drop- 
fie, runs out of the Veins into 
the Belly, the Diſcaſe will pre- 
ſently end. This may have a 
double Conſtruction ; if the 
Water is poured into the Guts, 
the Diſeaſe will be cured, or 
end by means of a Dlarrhea: bur, 
if it falls into the Cavity of the 
Abaomen, the Anaſarca, tis true, 
will preſently end, but an A 
cites will forthwith begin, ſeck. 

A Dropſie coming 
after Madneſs is good; becauſe 
it diverts the morbifick Matter 
from the Brain, fed. 7. Aph. 55. 
If the Liver is full of Water, 
and it breaks forth into the 
Omentum, the Belly fills with 
Water, and the Sick dies. Of 
all the kinds of Dropſies, an 
Ana ſarca is the eaſieſt to be cu- 
red. There is leſs danger alſo 
if it happens to one who is not 
old, and has naturally a ſtrong 
Habit of Body. There is hopes 
therefore of a Cure, if the Pa- 
tient is then in the Prime of his 
Years and Strength, and no fe- 
brile Diſpoſition attending. 

XII. Salmen. As to the Dles 
of the Sick: The Food oughr to 
be dry, of good Juice, and eaſie 
Digeſtion : Roaſt Meats are 
better than boiled, and Biſcake 
rather than new Bread, or any 
other Bread. Broths are to be 
avoided, unleſs very ſtrong of 


| the Meat, and boil'd with o- 
| 1 pening 
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pening Roots. Drink ought to 
be ſtrong, not ſmall, and well 
made with good ſtore of Hops, 
or ſome Wormwood ; or Juni- 
per Berries: Strong and Diu— 
retick Wines may bedrank ; but 
Water is to be avoided, or Wine 
mixt with Water: In all that 
the Sick drinks alſo, the Oil of 
Vitriol or Suſphur, or rectified 
Spirit of Salt may be dropt to a 
pleaſing Acidity, becauſe by 
their Diuretick Force, they di- 
rect the Serum to the Keins. 
Reſt and Lazineſs is to be avoid 
ed, and ſome Exerciſe or Work, 
or Journey ought to be done 
every Day, almoit all the Day 
Jong. to induce Sweating, and 
to put the Blood and Humours 
Into a gentle Fermentation. 
Sleep ought to be moderate, and 
in the Night-time only, not in 
the Day. The Body ought to 
be kept always ſoluble, and 
a Diarrhea is rather to be ad- 
mitted of, than a Coſtiveneſs of 
Body, becauſe much of the wa- 
tery Humour 1s carry'd off that 
way. Care, Thoughtfulneſs , 
Paſlion of Mind, and Grief, 
are to be avoided ; for Grief 
alone, as Helmont has obſerved, 
is able to cauſe a Dropſie; and 
therefore the Mind oughr to be 
eafie, and the Patient ro be kept 
pleaiant and chearful.

bition of Purges in this Bil- 
eaſe, three things are to be 9- 
ſerved.

for one Ounce of the $Syr:Þ 
of Buckthorn, being given by 
it ſelf, to ſuch as are eau 
wrought upon, will empry the 
Water very plentifully ; wheic- 
as in others, the fironget: 
Purges above preſcribed, WII 
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operate but very meanly. 2. 
duch Purgatives as work flow- 
ly, do more Miſchief than good ; 
and therefore ſuch as work 
fronoly, are always to be pre- 
ferred before thoſe which are 
Weaker. 3- The Water ought 
o be empried our as ſpeedily 
as may be, or as the Strength of 
the Sick can poſſibly bear; leſt 
by letting too long Intervals be 
between the ſeveral times of 
Purging, we ſhould give Op- 
portunity for the Water to ga- 
ther again. 


XV. Salmon. Phyſicians gene- 
rally give ( before Purging ) 
ſuch Medicaments as they call 
Provarcys, Which are Aperitives 
and Diuveticks ; by the firſt they 
open all the Obſtructions of the 
body; by the ſecond they re- 
%ife the Diſtemper of 
Reins, and make them fit to 
receive the Serum, being made 
to flow freely, ,and directed to 
them. Of fimple Medicaments 
theſe are moſt in repute, ws. 
All the opening Roots, inward 
Barks and Leaves; both of El- 
der and Dwarf- Elder; Tama- 
risk. Agrimony, Camomil, Hore- 
hound, Germander , Ground- 
Pine, Wormwood, Scordium, 
Parſly, Smallage, Seeds of Fen- 
rel, of Parſly, and Daucus, 
Hops, Onions, Garlick, Mu— 
ſterd-ſerd, Waters of Parſly and 
H. £r0piper, Salts of Brooms, 
or Pot-aſhes, and of Tartar , 
Poucers of Cochinele, of Hog- 
Ice, and Crabs Eyes ; Winter- 
Uictries, Juniper-Berries, Oils 
of Vitriol and Sulphur, Oil 
and Spirit of Salt, Ge. of al! or 
ome of which liquid. ui ces. El- 
ences, Decoctions, Ih fuſions, 
inks, Poudets, or Electua— 
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ing as the prudent Phyſician ſhall 
direct.

XVI. Salmon. Now we come 
to Evacuators ; and theſe are 
either Emetick, Catharrick , 
Sudorifick, or very ſtrong Diu. 
reticks. It 1s good indeed to 
begin this part of the Cure with 
Vomits, that the firſt Paſſages 
and Bowels may be immediate- 
ly emptied; and then to have 
Recourſe to Catharticks; and to 
uſe in ſgme Habits of Body, 
ſomerimes Emeticks and ſome- 
times Purges, Among Vomits, 
one of the moſt Famous is Cam- 
bogia, and it is the great and 
moſt celebrated Remedy in the 
IWeſt-Indies, which they give to 
their Negro's, for that it ſel- 
dom or never fails, if it be 
timely given. Dole is from gr. x. 
ad xv. and in ſtrong Bodies to 
| a Scruple. You may make the 
Pouder thereof up into Pills, 
witha Drop or two of Water ; 
and ſo give it. Or you may 
mix the Pouder with any pro- 
per Pulp, and fo give it in the 
Morning faſting, continuingthe 
uſe of it for ſeveral Days as you 
ſee need requires ; it works both 
upwards and downwards. 


XVII. Salon. Another which 
may be called a Specifick, is 
Wine or Vinegar of Squid, a Spoon- 
ful or two, or more at a time, 
given in White or Rheniſh 
Wine, every Morning faſting 
for three Weeks, more or leſs, 
it does Wonders, and TI houſands 
have been cured by it. Bur the 
chief of the Emeticks is thoughr 
to be Vinum Benedictum, or Infuſion 
of Crocus Metallorum, given to an 
Ounce and half; and if the Sick 
is hard to work upon, to two 
Ounces ; it may be g ven in the 
NMcruing Talking, and repeated 
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every Day, or every other Day, 
as the Strength of the Sick can 
bear it. To theſe things add 
Tartar Emeticum, which may 
be given from gr. 11j. to vi. and

ther Day, asthe former. 
VIII. Salmon. Paracelſus a- 
bove all adviſes to expel Wa- 
ter by AMercurialia Arcaua, for 
which purpoſe he commends 
his Precipiolum, or Mercurius e 
ſua miners mortuus educta, above 
other Remedies; becauſe (ſays 
he} Mercury is only able to ex- 
pel the Water, which lies in the 
Pores of the Skin, to which no 
other thing can come but Mer— 
cury : I have found my Impe- 
tus Mineralis, to be of wonder- 
ful Force in this caſe, and have 
done the Cure ſeveral times 
with only three or four Doſes 
thereof. ; | 
XIX. Salmon. Theſe things, 
tho' they ſeem only to empty 
the Stomach, yetſomerimes, at 
length, they free even the Ab- 
domen it ſelf from the Water 
contained in it; for they work 
many times as well downwards 
2S upwards. And tho' it is not 
known by which ways the Wa. 
ter is conveyed out of the Bel. 
ly into the Guts; yet it is cer- 
rain, thar jt is powerfully caſt 
forth by the Vomiting, which 
is cauſed by the aforenamed 
Medicines both downwards by 
Stool; and upwards, by the 
Stomach and Mouth ; where 
after Vomiting two or three 


times, the Water ſeems not in- 


deed to come forth ſo much by 


the force of the Medicament, 


as to guſh forth of it ſelf with a 


Fall Stream, many times break- 


ing forth violently, in the very 
Intervals, between the ſeveral 
Vomitings.

dicine ought to be changed 
you may mix with the Emctich |

which daily encreaſes , eip cially 
after eating; The Pubes, Thighs 
and Legs, ar engih ſwell in both 
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which I have ſometimes ſeen as 
large as che biggeſt Mans Head in 
Nature; and one who being open- 
ed in that part voided above four 
Gallons of Water: In an Aſcites 
before it is come to the heighth, 
che Patient finds a Fluctnation of 
che Water, by turning from one 
fide to another in his Bed; but 
afterwards, when the beily is 
comp'ear'y full, they find no ſuch 
thing. And in a Tympanites, if 
the Belly is ſtruck upon wi h ones 
Hand, ic has a hollow it much 
[ike that of a Drum, (whence came 
che name.) In both theſe l ca- 
ſes, there is a difficulty of Brea:he 
ing, becauſe the Diaphragma can- 
not have irs Play, or natura Moti- 
on. The Urine is gerera'ly ſictle, 
red, and with a thick Scdiment, 
becauſe it is diverted another way. 
They are inſatiably Thirſty, and 
the more they drink the Drier they 
are, becauſe che Humidities are per- 
petually a drawing away from the 
stomach, which many times cauſes 
a kind of Slow Fever. Many times 
the Apperire is ſoſt, and there is 


ſometimes a Looſneſs wir: al. There 
is always a Cough, ſometimes dry, 
ſometimes myviſt, becauſe now aud 
then, the Water gets into the 
Lungs. Sometimes they have Ul- 
cers in their Legs, and Arms: 
And their Face looks yellow, as if 
they had the Jaundice. But in 2 
Tympanites, the Face does not re- 
cecd fo far from its natural State 
as in the ocher kinds of Dropſies; 
but the ſwelling of the Abdomen 
is with Wind and an Extravai-red 
Serum; ſo that 4 Tympanites ſeldom 
ges alone but with an Aſcites attend- 
ing it; And ver ſometimes a pure 
Tympanites has been ſcen, in which 
there has not been a Drop of Wa- 
tet in che Belly, and both the A6-

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domen and Guts were diſtended; 
But this is very rare. 

VI. The Cauſe of theſe Diſeaſes. 
1. In Gereral there is a Weakneſs 
of the Blood; which nor deing 
able to aſſimulate the Nutriment 
brought into it, caſts it off again 
preſently to the Extream parts of | 
the Body. and then to the Abdomen, 
where Nature forms little Veſicles 

to receive it; till encreafing to a 
prodigious quantity, it is included 
only in the Peritonaum. 2. The 
Blood is weakned, by immoderate 
Blecdings ; or by that evil Cuſtom 
ot Drinking Spiricuous Liquors, by 
which the Narural Ferments of the 
Body are deſtcoyed, and the Spi 
rites diſſipated : So that tho' the 
Dropſie is a cold Diſeaſe, ver Drun- 
kards are more obnoxious to it 
chan others. 3. The Drinking of 
Water, by ſuch as have been long 
accuſtemed ro the Drinking of 
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ſtrong Liquors, which is a very 
pernicious thing, and equally De 
trimental to the Blood. 4. There 
is alſo another cauſe in Women; 
for one of the Teſticies being ob- 
firuFed, and irs Conrexture gra- 
dually preverted, by the marter 1n- 
cluded in ir; the Coat which ſur- 
rounds it, is at length wonderful- 
ly diſtended, and when it is juft 
ready to break, Nature prepares 
certain Veſicles to receive the Hu- 
mor; one or more of which break- 
ing, and Diſcharging their Serum 
or Water into the Cavity of the 
£bdomen, produce the ſame Symp- 
toms before related, 

VII. There are two other kinds 
of Tumors in the Abdomen, com- 
monly happening to Women, and 
reſemble the Dropſie. 1. A Mola, 
or Prenatural Excreſcency of Fleſh 
in the parr within the Abdomen, 
which ſwells the Belly to as great 
a Bulk, as when it is full of Water

I 
gave her an Ounce of the above-na» 
med Syrup of Buckthorn before Din- 
ner, according to the cuſtom of 
choſe times; and 'ris almoſt incre- 
dible what a vaſt quantity of Wa- 
ter it expelled by Stool, without 
either diſordering or weakning the 
patient in the leaſt: Encouraged 
by this Succeſs, I ordered the ſame 
Doſe to be repeated daily, inter- 
mitting only a Day or two ſome- 
times, when ſhe ſeemed to be weak- 
| er than ordinary= 3. Thus the 
Water being gradually evacuated, 
the ſwelling of che Belly daily aba- 
red, and the Patient recovered her 
perfect Health: The happy Iſſue of 
this Cure flatrer'd my early Confi- 
dence; and with all the raſhneſs of

and compaſted ; but I think, ſays 
he, that thoſe things which are ſaid 
ind written of Nature by ſuch Men, 
more properly belong to the Art of 
Painting than to the Art of Phyſick. 
4. But I declare from my ultimate 
Thoughts about Practice, that is is 
abſolutely neceſſary for a Phyſician 
to underſtand well the Structure of 
che Humane Body, that he may be 
che better able to conceive and form 
crue Lfeas of the Natures and Cau- 
ſes of ſome Diſeaſes ; for he that is 
ignorant of che Fabrick of che Reins, 
and of the Paſſages tend ing to the 
Bladder, cannot imagine whence 
choſe Symptoms ariſe which proceed 
from the Stone in che Reins, or from 
its being thruſt deep into the Ureters, 
And Chirurgeons ought alſo ro under» 
ſtand the Structure of the Humane 
Body, that in their Operations they 
may the better avoid ſuch Veſlels 
and Parts, which if they ſhould be 
violared, would deſtroy the Patty 
ent.

Both theſe Me- 
thods are dangerous; for by the 
firſt, the purging torce of the 
Ingredients does ſometimes pierce 
ſo deep into the Muſcles and 
Membranes, that an Hyperca- 


therſis, or over Purging is Cau- | 


ſed, ſo great, as can never be 
ſtopt by any Remedies. 4. And 
the Veſicatories which are ap- 
phyed to the Legs by Empiricks, 
quite extinguiſh che natural heat, 
which before was almoſt over- 
come by the Water; whence it 
comes to paſs (the Animal Spi- 
rits being alſo deficient) that a 
Gangrene many times follows, 
which is too frequent in this caſe. 
5. For the leaſt Wound or Sore, 
in the Fleſh of Hydropicks, more 
eſpecially if it is made in a de- 
pending part, is very difficult to 
be cured; becauſe the very ſub- 
ſtance of the Fleſh in thoſe parts, 
dces fo abound with Water, 
that if the ſmalleſt hole be open- 
ed, the Humour flows continu- 
ally, whereby the healing is hind- 
red.

XLVII. Salmon. It is my Opi- 
nion, that there is no danger in 
the Paracentheſis, no more than 
in the opening ot a Vein; for the 
Patient i ever does ill by the uſe 
thereof, if the Viſcera be found 
and not Vitiated, and that it is 
much the eaſier, better, and ſa- 
fer way to extract the Water that 
way, than by the ted ious, violent, 
yea, and dangerous way of Eme- 
ticks and Catharticks, which is 
always fo to the Poor Patient, it 
he is of a weak or conſumprive, 
or ill habit of Body.

time; and in ſuch as are broken, 
or much weakened, either by 
their Years or long continu. 
ance ot the Diſeaſe, it com- 
monly continues till the heat of 
Summer, 2. For the firſt fout- 
teen days, the Urine isof a higher 
Colour, with a red Sediment, and 
abound ing with ſmall Sand, and 
the Belly almoſt bound up; the 
Appetite alſo is much dejected, 
and a coldneſs ſeizes the whole 
Body about Evening, which laſts 
out the whole Fit. 3. And in 
the going off of the Fit, an icch- 
ing (lo great as ſcarcely to be 


born) comes between the Toes of 


the affected boot, from whence 
falls a kind of Leprous Scurff, ſo 
that the Feet, ſeem to be ſcaled. 
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4. Neicher does the pain ſeem 
only to inteſt che Feet; but when 
from an unskilful application

of redneſs. 

III. 1. Sometimes it affficts the 
Thigh, making it uneaſie, as if 
there was a heavy Weight hung 
there, but without any notable 
Pain, which being derived to the 
Knee, is there made mote acid, 
and the Sick have their Joints 
almoſt every where contracted 
and weakened, 2. The colour 
of the Urine looks almoſt like 
that in a Diabetes ; the Back and 
other parts extreamly itch, chiet- 
ly about Bed - time. 3. Alter ma- 
ny and cruel Torments, the fol- 
lowing Paroxyſms or Firs (Nature 
being oppreſſed, partly by the 
weight ot che peccant Matter, 
and partly wich Age) make the 
patient weak, tho the pain be 
more gentle. 4. And in the 
place ot the uſual pain, there

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tude, or Feebleneſs, and ſome- 
times a propenſion to a Diarrhea, 
or Flux of the Belly, which Symp- 
roms vaniſh, as oft as the pain 
returns into the Joynts.

is with Redneſs an Iaflamation;

no Inflamation nor Red neſs, but 
the Tumour has the natural co- 
lour of the Skin. Some affected 
wich this Diſeaſe have a light 
Fever, with Headach , loſs of 
Apperice, Thirft, and grear faint- 
nels, and in the Urine there is

In the Sciatica there is a pain 
on thar ſide; it begins with a 
coldneſs, is dull or heavy, and 
gradually encreaſes for three 
four, or five, or fix days, till 
it comes as it were to the height, 
ſo chat the Patient cannot ſtir that 
Leg. 

Moreover, when 
the Diſeaſe becomes inveterate,

Bur if it 
happens to young Perſons, net 
much given to Wine nor Venus, | 
nor ot a Scorburick, Cachectick, 
Strumous or Tabifick habit of 

Body, and who will be ſubject to 
follow Rules, it will admit of 

Cure by proper Remed ies. 

XIV. Salmon. As to the Diet | 
and way of Living, he ought to 
dwell in a clear, pure and ſerene 
Air, Bot £00 hot, nor too cold. 
His Meat ought to be eaſie of 
Digeſtion, and of which he 
cughr to ear ſparingly; tor cram- 
ming che Sromach and Pelly feeds 
and ncuriſhes the Difeaſe : All 
ſair and pickled Meats, and food 
of vaſt Nouriſhment is to be 
avoided. Ris Drink ought to 
de Medical, or Water impreg- 
nated with Arthriticks, but all 
Wines arc to be avoided as 
Poiſcn. 
thriticks ſometimes does well, 
bur in other People it palls the 
Stomach, and is apt to deſtroy 
the Appetite and Digeftion, and 
cauſe Fluxes. Venus ought to be 
avoided ; Sleeping and Watch— 
Ng ought to be moderate; Exer- 
cile, as Riding in a Coach or 
Horſe-Back, if the patient can 


| 


Milk and Water in Ar- 
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bear it, is good; ſo alſo other 
moderate Exerciſes; but he 
ought not to confine himſelf to 
his Chair, or his Chamber, if 
he can avoid it. The Body 
ought to be kept ſoluble, not 
bound, and the Urine to paſs free» 
ly and plentifully, becauſe, ſome- 
times che Morbifick Cauſe or 
Matter is piſt away. Laſtly, the 
Mind is to be kept pleaſant, 
eaſie and chearful, and he ought 
to have pleaſant and good Com- 
pany, for Grief alone I have 
known ſomerimes to caufe the 
Gout. 

Xv. The Indications of Cure 
have reſpect, 1. To the Sto- 
mach, that the Concoction may 
be ſtrengthened, and the indi- 
geſtion removed by Medicines, 
or Diet, or Exerciſe. 2. Or 
to the uſe of ſome of the ſix 
Non-naturals. 3. Bleeding, Purg- 
ing, nor Sweating, will ſimply an- 
ſwer the end; bur ſuch as have, 
rogecher with the Gout, the Stone 
in che Reins (from whence comes 
piſſing of Blood) may purge 
once a Week with Manna, giv- 
ing every Night after the purga- 
tion is over, ſome Anodyn, or 
eaſer of pain. 4. Such Medi- 
cines which are thought to 

uad rate with the aforemention- 
ed Indication, are ſuch as mode- 
rately heat, and are either bit- 
ter, or gently ſmite the Tongue; 
of which kind are Roots of Arge- 
lica, of Elecampane; leaves 
of Wormwood, of leſſer Centory, of 
Camomil, of ground Pine, &c. To 
which may be added Antiſcor- 
buricks, as Roots of Horſe Radiſh 
leaves of Garden Scurvy graſs, 
Water-Creſſes, &c. 5. But theſe 
hot things are more ſparingly 
to be uſed, (becauſe they are 
apt to excite the Morbifick Mat- 
a 44 ter) 
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ter) than thoſe other , which 
more gently warm, and by their 
bitterneſs ſtrengthen the Sto- 
mach. 6. The Electuarium Di. 
geſtiuym, or that following it, 
both of which are deſcribed in 
the aforegoing Chap. III. Seck. 
XXXIX. may be of xocd uſe 
here, of which the Sick may 
take a quarter of an Ounce twice 
a day, vx. Morning and Night, 
drinking -afrer it five or fix 
Spoonfuls of this following diſ- 
tilled Water. 7. Tale Horſe Ra- 
diſh Roots fliced thin, three Oun- 
ces; Garden Scurvygraſs, tweive 
handfuls ; Brooklime , Water- 
Creſſes, Sage, Mint, of each ſix 
hand fuls; yellow of Orange Peels, 
N. vj. Nutmegs bruiſed, N. 
ij. Brumſih Beer, or Mum, ſix 
Quarts ; mix them, and diſſil 
off in a common Still, three Quarts 
of Water, which leep for uſe. 

XVI. I. Now theſe digeſtive 
Remedies are conflantly, aſſidu- 
cuſly, and with a diligence to 
be taken; bur mote eſpecially 
to be brought into uſe in the 
intervals of the Paroxyſms. 2. 
A mean is alſo to be obſerved 
in Diet, that more Faod may 
not be taken in than the Sto- 
mach is able to concect; nor 
on the contrary, too little; ner 


is Abſtinerce or Faſting gocd, 
becauſe thereby the Parts are | 


robbed of their proportion of 
Nutriment , which ſhould pre- 
ſerve and keep their Strength 
and Vigour. 3. But as to the 
quality of Food, the Palate of 
the Sick is in ſome meaſure to 


be conſulted ; he may eat of one 


kind of Food every mea! (Fleſh 
excepted,) he may eat of cther 
things at pleaſure, but let them 
not be ſharp things, nor things 


pickled with Salt or Spices, 4. 
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Ic is good for him who is troub. 
led with the Concretion of the 
Stone, to eat a Dinner, but not 
a Supper; in place of which 
he may drink a draught of ſome 
ſort of ſmall Beer. 5. Thoſe 
are ſaid to be the beſt fort of 
Liquors, which are neither ſtron 
like Wine, nor yet weak like 
Water, nor by their coldnef; 
hurt the Stomach; of which 
kind is our London ſmall Beer, 
or Water mixt with a little 
Wine; bur ſimple and crude 
Water is dangerous. 6. And 
when the whole ſubſtance al. 
moſt of the Body degenerateʒ 
into the Gout, or a Gouty ſtare 
and Habit, he muft abſtain from 
fermented Liquors, of what kind 
ſoever. and ute as his conſtant 
Drink the Decoctum Dieteticum 
(in Lib. 1. Cap. 1. Sed. 5. of 
this Work,) as ſoon as he ſhall 
be freed from the Paroxy/m, and 
daring the whole Courſe of his 
Life. 

XVII. 1. But if the Sick from 
a long and too liberal uſe ot 
inebriating Liquors, or from 2 
more advanced Age, as being 
ſomeching in Years, or from 
an exceeding debility or weak 
neſs of Body, cannot digeſt his 


Food without drinking Wine; 
then a draught of Spanith Wine, 
as Canary, Sherry, Madera, . 
muſt be allowed him at Meals, 
rejecting the Decoctum Dieteti- 
cum, 2, In Winter time ler 
the Sick go to Bed ar ſeaſona- 
ble Hours, and riſe early in the 
Morriing ; let him be quiet and 
eaſie in his Mind, not intent too 
much in Studies, nor too ſeri- 
ous, bur cheerful and pleaſant. 
3. And with all other things, 
ſer him daily uſe Exerciſe ©

cuſtom 
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cuſtom himſelf ro) which let 
be moderate and conſtant , 
never exceeding a due meaſure, 
as to the kind of Exerciſe, 
when neither the greatneſs of 
Age, nor the being afflicted 
with the Stone do forbid it, 
Riding on Horſeback is to be 
done before all others, and to 
de conſtantly and daily uſed in 
a healchful Air; or at leaſt ri- 
ding out in a 418. Let 
him not indulge himſelf to Laſ- 
civious and Venereal Pleaſure ; 
nor ler any External Medicines 
be applied. 6. And altho' no- 
thing of moment is to be at— 
rempred in the Paroxyſm, yet 
perhaps it may conduce to the 
Cure, when chiefly dy the Diſ- 
eaſe it 1s forbidden, to abſtain 
for ſome days from Fleſh, and 
to uſe Grucl, or ſome other 
like Food. 7. But if the Ani- 
mal Spirits are apt to run into 
Confuſion and Diſorder, the 
Abſtinence from Fleſh muſt 
not be longer than the Stomach 
may be averſe to the uſe there- 
of, nor ought you to err in the 
quantity or quality of the Meat 
or Drink received in. 8. If 
thoſe Symptoms ſhall happen in 
a Fit, whereby the Sick is, or 
ſhall be in danger of his Life, 
the chief of which are Pain and 
Sickneſs at the Stomach , grip- 
ings and torment in the Bowels, 
4 ic were from Wind: there 
is nothing better in this Caſe, 
tan forthwith to drink a little 
oiaſs of Canary, and to exer- 
ciſe upon it. 

XVIII. I. But if the Symptoms 
by reaſon of their violence, will 
not admit of a Truce, or give 
any reſpite to the Sick, Death 
1 threatned, 2. In 
this caſe, (the Diſeaſe not hav- 


ing yet ſeized the Head) you 
muft immediately fly ro your 
Laudanum, giving of the Liquid 
Laudanum , twenty Drops in a 
draughr of Aqua Epidemica , 
the Patient being in Bed and 
repoſing himſelf ro Reſt, 3: 
By this very method, the Au- 
thor delivered himſelf from im- 
minent Death, which he fell 
inco the danger of, through an 
error in the uſe of ſome of the 
ſix Non-naturals, whereby he 
was taken with a wonderful 
ſickneſs at Sromach, with vo- 
miting, and ſome kind of gri 
ing or pain in the Belly; his 
Joints in the mean time (by the 
retroceſſion of the Gouty Matter) 
being void of pain, and more apt 
and eaſie to move than former- 
ly, 4. He drank a Gallon of 
Poſſet Drink, or ſmall Beer, and 
preſently after vomited it all 
up again; he then took a little 
draught of Canary, into which 
he pur eighteen drops of Liquid 
Laudanum. 5. If the Symptoms 
give not place to this means, 
Sweating is to be provoked, 
with fuch a Method, and with 
Medicines as are proper for this 
purpoſe, for two or three Days, 
Morning and Evening, and for 
two or three Hours together. 
6. But if there ſhall be a Tran- 
ſlation of the offending Matter 
into the Lobes of the Lungs, 
the Joints being ſreed from their 
pain and Swelling, you muſt then 
manage this Symptom in the 
ſame manner, as if it was an 
abſolute Per ipneumonia, or In- 
flamation of the Lungs, viz. by 
repeated Bleed ings, by Diet, and 
by Medicines cooling and thick 
ning the Humors. 7. It is alſo 
to be noted, that in the inter-

vals of Bleeding, the ſick is to 
| be 
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be purged with Lenitive Poti- 
ons, bur to refrain Sweating.

To theſe things add 
our Authors Elefuarum Digeſti- 
vum, or that following it: But 
that which is inſtead of all is 
Buch- bean or Marſh Trepoil, 
which may be conſtantly taken 
Morning, Noon and Night, ei- 
ther in Decoction or Infufion in 
Wine and Water, or rather a 
Tindture thereof made with Spi- 
rit of Wine. I have known ſe- 
veral Arthritichs preſerved ma- 
ny Years from the Gout, by the 
conſtant uſe of this alone Me- 
dicament; taken allo Spring 
and Fall one or two Doſes of 
an Emetich, and as many cf 
2 Cathartich, to cleanſe che Sto- 
mach and Bowels from Tarta« 
rous Slime, which might any 
ways hang or ſtick to their Tus 
nicles or Coats, Their Drink

XXIII. If ic is gotten into 
the Stomach, you muſt imme- 
diately give this, Take of ou 
Cute Vite, or elſe of Liquid 
Laudanum from twenty to thirty 
Drops; Powers of Funiper, and 
of Angelica, of each one Dram; 
Canary two or three Ounces , mix 
Jor a Doſe, which repeat as of. 
ten as need requires. But if 
there is a Tranſlation of the mat- 
ter to the Lungs, you muſt give 
chis, Take Spirit of Sal Armo— 
mack, of our Gutte Vite, of each 
thirty or forty Drops; ſimple An.

Grains, according to Age and 
Strength, and repeated two, 
tarec, or four times, with fir- 
ting Iutervals: An cquivalene 
to ic is our Author's Emeticum 
Commune, or the Vinum Benee 
dictum, or Vinum Antimoniale,

If the Diſeaſe is be- 
come inveterate, and fo obſti- 
nate as to reſ1:t the ordinary Me- 
dicines before preſcribed, ve 
rnuſt come to the greater Reme- 
dies, ſuch are our PM Du Valens, 
the Princes Pouder, Impetus Mine- 
ralir, Intetus aureus, and other

made other paſſages and ways 
by which the Difeaſy Matter 


of Vomir and Stool, wiz. thoſe 
of the Urinary Parts allo; tg 
we ſhouid be very cefettive in 
our Method and Preſcriptions 
if we ſhould be wanting in thoſe 
diſcoveries. Therefore in the 
intervals of Vomiting and Purg. 
ing, and after the times when 
Vomiting and Purging are al 
over, Dinretichs are to be ex. 
hibited, ſuch as theſe following, 
1. A firong Decoiom or Infuſi- 
on of Hops in biiling Water, 
which at time of drinking may 
be mixed with an equal quan- 
tity of choice Whit?

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XXX. As to the Application 
of Topicks, we clearly diſſent 
from our Author, for they may 
be, and ought to be applied; 
and I have oftentimes profitably 
applied chem : Bur you ought to 
beware of Repercuſſives, leaſt by 
driving the Humour back you 
ſnould lend it up to the Stomach, 
and fo kill che patient. But 
things diſcuſſtre or attractive, 
viz. ſuch things as open the Pores 
of the Skin, or draw forth, are 
of mighty uſe. For this Reaſon 
it is that Moxa is alſo uſed with 
ſucceſs, which by the atractive 
force of its Fire or Flame, raiſes 
1 Bliſter, and ſo draws out the 
Morbifick Matter. This does not 
ſeem to be a new thing, for 
ſomechiog to the like effect Hipps- 
crates did of old; for tho' he 
never heard of Moxa nor never 
knew what it was, yet he burnt 
Hurds of Flax upon the grieved 
place, which pertormed che ſame 
work, and did it full as well; 
and | have cured many ot the 
Gout by applying a Ve ſicatory 
upon the Gouty * { have 
done wonders with Epiſpaſtichs, 
tor they draw forth the Humour 
admirably ; and when after their 
uſe the Paroxyſm gos off, it 
many times returns no more, 
or it it does, it is not til! a 
long time after. 

XXXI. I have known a Gout 
periectly cured with a Cataplaſm 
of raw Comfrey Roots, ſo as it 
never returned any more, tho' 
the patient had been betore 
troubled with it for eight or cen 
Years, This has cured many, 
Take Frankincenſe, Ship Pitch, 
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of. each ſix Ounces, Turpentine, 
Oil Olive, of each one Ounce and 
half, mix and male an Em- 
plaſter. I cured the Miſtreſs of 
the Cajtle Inn by Smithfield Barrs, 
ſome Years ſince, by this very 
means, (afrer others had given 
her over as uncurable, and fhe 
had wholly loſt the uſe of her 
right Arm,) ſhe was perfe@- 
ly cured, and the uſe of her 
Hand and Arm returned again. 

XXXII. And in a cold Gout, 
or a Gout in a cold habit ot Bo- 
dy, Diſcuſſives, and healing Ano- 
dyns, and Anodyns mixed with 
Opium, are to be uſed.

ments. 4. The Urine is of a 
Saffron colour, and dies Cloths, 
which are dipt in ir, of the ſame 
colour. 

II. f. Exhibit the Potio commu- 
nis Purgativa, and then give the 
Medicaments which are here ſub- 
joyned; and during che uſe of 
which, let the Potio Purgativa 
be repeated every fourch day, 
2. Tu be Conſerve of Roman Vorm- 
wood, Conſerve of the yellow part 
of Orange Peels, of each an Ounce ;

III. Ic is called in Greek 
Ixr SHD, in Latin alſo Ieterus, 
ſuppoſ.d to be ſo called trom 
ix vel lIxTIv©-, Miſvus a kite;

quod ea oculos aurei coloris halet, 
Celſus, Apuleius and Scribonius 
call it Aurigo, and Aurigino/a Sufe 
fuſta, from its Gold- like Colour;

IV. The Kinds, Authors make 
bur two Kinds of this Diſeaſe, 
viz. the yellow and the black 
Faund ice; but have ſcen a third 
Species, viz. a Green Faundice, 
all which may be promcrcd ot 
may ariſe from differing Salts 
diffuſed chrough the habit of the 
Body.

Zacchias obſerved 
the Lungs in this Diſeaſe ro be 
ringed of a Citron colour, and 
ſometimes ſome other of the

Vi, The Signs, Our Author 
has given you the moſt remark- 
able Signs of this Malady, to 
which we may add, that the 
Urine (beſides its yellowneſs) is 
generally thick, turbid, and Jit- 
tie in quantity. The Ordure is 
many times whitiſh and hard; 
and the Belly is generally Coſtive, 
through a defect of the Anima 
Salt, diffuſed to the ſuperficies of 
the Skin. There is a decay of 
Appetite, and oppreſſion at Heart, 
and in the right Hypocondre, the 
Sleep is troubleſome, the Hair 
falls, and the breath is fhorr. 
The Blach Faundice is known by 
all che ſame Signs, ſaving that 
the colour of the Skin is a black, 
or brown, or livid Colour; and 
there is a heavy Pain or Swelling, 


— 
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after much walking, more eſpeci- 
ally in the left Hypocondre, 
Sadneſs, Fainting, c. The Green 
Jaund ice has alſo all the Symp- 
roms with the former, ſaving 
that the Colour of the Skin 
is Green, or of a ycilowiſh 
Green, 

VII. The Cauſes, In this mat- 
tet we cannot but diſſent from 
all Authors both Ancient and 
Modern, who have wrote before 
us, There is but one, which 1s 
Paracelſus, who has ſeemed to 
glance at the Truth; he has right- - 
tully endeavoured to overthow 
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the Galenick Pathology of rhis 


Diſeoſe, which aſcribes irs Cauſe 


to Choler, for that neither Sick - 
neſs nor Colour come from that 


for he denies that the Gall gives 


the yellow Tincture; but that 
the Colours ariſe ſrom the mix- 
ture of the Salts according to 
their Kinds; bow this is done 
he has not told us, which we ſhall 
endeavcur to explicate in ſome 
of the following Sections. Theſe 


Cauſes we have explicated at large 


in the Third Edition of our Sy. 
npſis Medicine, Lib. 2. Cap» 12. 
Sect. 2. where we have fully and 
evidently proved it to be the 
Diminution, loſs or decay of the 
Animal Salt in Mans Body; and 
that no doubt is the reaſon, that 
Saline Medicines uſed by Syluins 
and others, are ot ſuch a mighty 


force in the curing of this Dii- 


eaſe. But becauſe that Book 
is not in every Man's Hand, and 
that it may be neceflary to un- 
derſtand, this Doctrine, in or- 
der to the better encountering 
wich this Diſeaſe, we will take 
the pains to tranſcribe that ſnort 
Diſcourſe into this preſent 
Book. | 
VIII. Sylvins thinks that the 
colour in the Faundice proceeds 
from Choler roo plenteouſly con- 
fuſed with che Blood, which, ſays 
he, is evident from the natural 
Colour of Choler, and pale colour 
of the Stools; he ſays alſo, that 
Choler in the Fauna ice ſeems not 
to be increas d in ſharpneſs, be- 
cauſe neither pain nor pricking 
is felt in any part of the Bo- 
dy, unleſs when it begins to be 
cured; but rather that it is moſt 
intirely mixed with the Humours it 
meets with, both in the ſmall Gut 


and in the Blood, or right ven- 


tricle of rhe Heart, and that ſo 
25 
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is it is impoſſible to be ſeparared 
from them again ; which is per- 
formed by an Effervefcency with 
an acid Humour in bork places, 
meeting with an Alcalious or 
Lixivious Humor; and that Cho- 
ler helps on this Efferveſcenty 
by virtue of its Lixivious Salt, but 
very much allayed to make the 
Efferveſcency milde and friendly 
to Nature, and not vehement in 
the Body; which Allay comes ſrom 
the oilineſs and fatneſs of Choler ; 
by reaſon of which, as making 
its ſalrneſs dull, a fierce Efferveſ- 
cency in one in Health cannot 
be obſerved; as alſo by means 
of its volatile Spirit, which alſo 
tempers it, and makes it mix 
with other Humcurs. 

IX. And although he does not 
think that the ſtoppage of Cho- 
ler from paſſing into the ſmall 
Gut, is of neceſſity requiſite to 
cauſe a Faundice , yet that it 
may oftentimes occaſion the Jaur- 
dice; for that by ſtopping Cho- 
ler in its natural motion co the 
Gur, Choler grows more Spiri— 
ruous, by the greater acceſs of 
Spiriruous Parts thither, and by 
che farther heightning of the Parts, 
of which Choler is made; and fo 
he thinks that the 7aurdice may 
alſo be bred, without a ſtoppage 
of the paſſage of Choler into the 
ſmall Gur, by Cholers being 
made too Spirituous or Volatiliz d, 
and therefore unfit to make an 
Eflerveſcency, being not embodi- 
ed, but confuſed wich the Blood. 

X. But we are not of Sy/viys's 
Opinion in this point; ard we 
mall now plainly prove by good 
Arguments, that there is no ſe. 
paration of Choler from the 
Blood in the Liver, but that it 
is perpetually degenerated in 
the Gall Bladder itſelf, only of 
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Lib 3. 
a Iymphatick Juice, ot viſcuous 
ſweer Water, ſeparated from the 
Blood in che Liver, and fer; 
into the Gall-Bladder through 
its proper Strainers. 

XI. This, I ſay, being unde. 
niably proved, we come noy 
to ſhew the Riſe of the Fam 
dice, and how that the Aﬀec. 
tion or Diſaffection of the Cho. 
lerick Humour is not the cauſe 
thereof. It was the Opinion cf 
Galen, and others of the Anti. 
ents, that it was cauſed from 
the Regurgicating of Choler, by 
reaſon ot ſome Obſtruction in 
the Cyſtich Paſſage, or Meatu 
Hepaticus, or in both; or in the 
Duttus Communis, by Stones, 
Flegm, or ſome viſcous and glu- 
tinous matter. 

XII. To which we anſwer, 
Thac by reaſon of the Valves, 
looking from without inwards, 
ro hinder this recourſe of the 
; Choler to the Liver, this Re- 
gurgitation is impoſſible; and 
tho' the Meatus Hepaticus is 
without Valves, yet ſeldom in 
a Taundice is either that Paſlage, 
or the Ductus Communis ſtopped, 
bur for the moſt part they are 
found rather the wider. 

XIII. Beſides, if ſuch an Ob- 
ſtruction ſhould be ſupposd; 
neither could the Chylus be du- 
ly fermented, nor would the Pe- 
riſtalrick motion of the Guts 
be excired ; nor laſtly, would the 
Blood be kept from Congelation: 

XIV. If with Willis you ſup- 
poſe that it is cauſed from che 
ſeparation of Choler from tlic 
Blood in the Liver, nor ſuff- 
ciently, or enough conveyed t0 
the Gall, by reaſon of certain 
Obſtructions in that Viſcous, 
whereby the whole Maſs of Blood 
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| ſhould be contaminated. We 


anſwer, 
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that there is no ſuch 
—_ of Choler from che 
Blood; and that Choler is ge- 
nerated of the ſanguinous Se- 
rofiries of the Blood in the ve- 
ry Gall-Bladder icfelt ; the which 
e demonſtrate after this manner, 

Ny. How the Gall or Choler 
is degenerated, or how (as Au- 
thors ſay) it is ſeparated from 
the Blood, I have met with none 
who have declared, bur all con- 
clude (with Willis) that it is 
ſeparared from the Blood in the 
Liver, through the Strainers lead- 
ing (rom the Liver to the Gall- 
Badder, Now here we think 
one Query neceſſary to be an- 
ſwered, why theſe Strainers ſhould 
Jer through inco the Gall.Blad- 
der only Gall, and not equally 
Unpha and Serum? And why 
thoſe Strainers which ſeparate 
the Lympha and Serum, ſhould 
not alſo promiſcuouſly let through 
all the rhree Juices ? 

XVI. This queſtion no mor- 
tal has ſatisfactorily anſwered 
that we know of; and the moſt 
ingenious Pacquet, a late Wri- 
ter of Anaromy, has declared 
his Ignorance thereof in theſe 
words, How the Tranſcolation 
of ihe Bile from the Blood into 
the Gall-Bladder is performed, 
and the cauſe of ſo great a won- 
der, I confeſs are hid from me, 
wileſs that we ſhould admit for 
a ſufficient Reaſon, the diverſity 
ef kigures which is in the ſtrain- 
ing Bodies, and in the Bodies to 
te ſirained. And of this Opi- 
nion was Regnerus de Graaf in li- 
bro de ſucco Pancreatico, where he 
undertook to give a reaſon for 
the ſeparation of the Lympha- 
tick Juice from the Blood. 

XVII. Bur into how great 
an ror theſe Men have run 
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themſelves, eſpecially de Graaf, 
we will leave to be ſhown by 
the moſt famous Franciſcus Sy[= 
vius; and the Errors of Graaf 
were ſo much the greater, be- 
caufe he had beforehand the 
unanſwerable refutation of Sy- 
vius his Quondam Maſter, the 
which we will here deliver ver- 
batim, Tranſlation only except- 
ed, as you may find it in his 
new racticalildea of Phyſich, Lib. 
I. Cap. 49. Sett. 25. 

XVIII. The Figures of Pores 
( ſays he) undetermined , and 
yer very pleaſing to irs Author, 
does not ſatisfy my Mind deſi- 
rous of Truth, becaufe ir is not 
proved by forceable Reaſon, nor 
ſo much as ever made proba- 
ble by any Man from manifeſt 
Experience; for that which is 
ſaid of ſeveral dry or ſolid Bo- 
dies ſent through a Sieve have 
ing holes of a differing ſhape, 
does nothing urge, as to liquid 
and moiſt things; nor is it true 
as to Corpuſcles, which are car- 
ried equally through round holes, 
Spherisal, Cylindrical, or of 
any other Eliptical or Oval 
Form ; yea, any Corpuſcles, of 
whatſoever Figure they be, may 
paſs through thc holes of any 
Figure, it che ſaid Corpuſcles 
are leſs than them. Bur cake 
ic for granred according to plea- 
ſure, I know nor, through what 


Figures of Pores, likewiſe feign- 


ed, becauſe nor determined, by 
any, in the Parts or Bowels of 
our Bodv, that ſome Particles 
of the Blood ſhould paſs, and 
not others; ſince all the parts 
and Particles thereof are fluid, 
and continvally flowing through 
inſenſible little Arreries and 
Veins. Whether this be not 


to obtrude new Chimara's (in 
| R b ſtead 
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ſtead of find iug things out) to 


be believed by credulous Men, 
let ſuch as are judicious and 
ingenious judge, Thus Syl- 
VIUS. 

XIX. The Figures of Pores 
being thus demonſtrably refu- 
ted, and no other Caufe, Rea- 
ſon, or way declared or known, 
it follows, that as to the perfor- 
mance of this ſeparation , the 
Sons of Art are yet in Igno- 
farce. However being defirous 
of the Truth, we have applied 
our Thoughts to the fearchiog 
out of chrs Myſtery ; and doubt 
nor, but in what follows, to 
inveſtigare the ſolution of che 
Problem, to the ſatisſaction of 
all the lovers of Learning. 

XX. In order then to the 
clearing of this thing, we ſhall 
firſt do our endeavour to prove 
that there is no ſuch thing in 
Nature, as the ſeparation of 
Bile from the Blood, and then 
we ſhall ſhew what that Humour 
is, which is ſeparated from che 
Blood; and how therefrom 
the Gall, and other Juices ot the 
Body, are generated 

XXI. That there is no ſach 
ching as che ſeparation of Bile 
from the Blood, appears from 
the following Reaſons; Firſt, 


From the unaſwerable Refuta- 


tion of the Figures of Pores 
above declared by the moſt ex- 
cellent S uius. Secondly, From 
the ingreſs of the Gall into the 
Jejunium, and its mixture with 
the Chylous Juice, in order to 
its better fermentation; from 
whence we conclude, that as 
Nature does none of her acts 
in vain, ſo ſhe does nothing up- 
on defign to undo it again, as 
the muſt do here, if any Gall 
be ſeparated from the Blood, 
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| alchoꝰ in the leaſt meaſure. Th 
ly, Becauſe that a meaſurable 
and fix quantity of Bile being 
mixt with the Blood, is in cr. 
der to keep it from Congelati. 
on. Fourthly, That no more 
than is neceſſary for that pur 
pole, is received in by the 
Blood, becauſe , chat tho the 
Chylus may be made yellow a; 
Saffron by the Flux or Choler 
from the Ductus Communis ing 
the Jejunum, yer nothing of 
that yellow colour 1s drawn in 
by the Lacteal Veins, na ſo 
much as ro make the Lagen! 
Juice bitter. This Lacteal Juice 
(out of a defire of knowing che 
truth) we have ſeveral times 
both ſcen and taſted; but ne- 
ver ſaw it of any other colour 
than white almoſt like Milk, 
nor ever found 1t to have an 
other taſte than a milkiſh ſweer.

and in its due Craſis, as 3 
for other Ends and Intentions d 
Nature before declared. Ti: 
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Realons we think ſufficient © 
nough at preſent, in oppoftid 


to the vulgar Error, not * 
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the Ancients, bur of all our Mo- 
dern Phyſicians 

XXIII. It may then be demand- 
ed what Juice that is which is fe- 
parated trom the Blocd in the 
Liver, and how Nature perform: 
the generation of the Gal]? To 
which in ſhore, we thus anſwer, 
That that Juice which is fepara- 
ted from tie Blood, is only the 
ſerous and watery part thereof; 
and this we have proved by ocu- 
jur demonſtration. For it you 
bind any of thoſe ſmal! Veins or 
Srainers going from the Liver 
to che Cyſtis of the Gall, you 
ſhall in a little time fee them 
{well towards the Liver, and 
bevond the Ligature towards the 
Gall co be empty; which ſhews 
te Flux of the Humor from the 
Liver ro the Gall. Now (if alter 
the ſaid Veins or Strainers are 
ſuFiciencly filled) you make a 
prick and let our the Juice, you 
will find it to be clear as Cryſtal, 
and in a manner) as inſipid as 
Water, but with a little kind of 
vilcolity. From whence we con- 
clude, that no Gall 1s feparared 
from the Blood, but only a Lym- 
phatick Juice, or Viſcous Wa— 
ter for the generation of Cho 
ler; this thing we have cen 
in 6% or ſeven ſeveral Exam- 
ples. 

XXIV. And being d eſirous to 
veligate Truth, we have made 
levera Trials in the Lympharick 
Velſeh, boch ar their greateſt | 
diſtance from, and when they 
hve approached near to their 
reſpeti.e Gland ules; wher. in 
ve bave not only diſcover- 
ed the mericn ot the Lympha, | 
but alſo the Qualirics of its 
dubſtance. which (by thebeſt of 
Our Senſes and Diſcernings) 


aiffered nothing from the 
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afore· mentioned viſcous Juice 
ſent into the Ga!-Bladder. The 
like we proved in che Renal 
Strainers, whereby we cvidently 
ſaw, thac the Juice ſeparated in 
all rhofe ſeveral Parts, was but 
one aud the fame. Hence the 
matter of the Generation, rot 
only of che Gall, but alſo of the 
Lymphatick Juice and Urine, yea 
and the Milk in Womens Breaſts 
(which is the Sanguinous Sercſi- 
ties) are apparent; bur how that 
Generation is made, we now 
come to ſhew.

And the ame 
thing comes to pats in the lame

XXVI,. This being undenia- 
bly proved to the Senſes, it 
is clear that thoſe remaining Por- 
tions of Gall, Lympha, Spittle, 
Milk, and Urine contained in 
their proper Receptacles, act 
each of them the part of a Fer- 
ment, and by their own proper 
power , convert the Sanguinous 
Seroſicies, each into their own 
Narures. So the ſi'd Aoueous 
faice of the Blood being ſtrain- 
ed into ſalival Glands, it be 
comes Spittle; into the Mam- 
mary Giands, it becomes 
Milk; into the Conglcbared 
E&anduics, it becomes Lym- 
Pha; into the Pancreas, it be- 
comes acid Fleegm ; imo the 
Reins, ic becomes Urine ; 
and into the Gall-Bladder, ir 
becomes Bike or Choler; all 
winch various Finids, ic is tranſ— 
muted into by the proper Fer- 
ment (as aforeſaid) oi cach part. 


Thus the Problem is tolved, and 


that Great /y/tery hid from the

XXVII. It with the renowned 


Sylvius de la Boe, you ſuppoſe 
it to be from che volatilizing 
of Choler, by a Spirit too vo. 
hte, being plentifully mixt 
with it, which he affirms by two 
Inſtances, viz. rhe Biting of a 
Viper, and the too much drink 


zug of Wine and ſtrong Waters, | 


which many times cauſes the 
Famigice, To this we anſwer. 
That the Biting cf a Viper is 
no demonſtration of any fuch

that heavy Juice ſo univerſally 
over che whole Body; much 
leſs do we think, that either 
the drinking of ſtrong Liquors, 
or any violent Exerciſe, ſhould 
| at all fo operate upon the Bi- 
lious Humour, as to volatile it 
in ſuch a manner, as fo imme- 
diately ro diſperſe it univer- 
ſally over the whole humane 
Frame. 

XXIX. It it ſhould be ſuppo- 
ſed to ariſe trom the too libe.

This Salt 
by the extream heat of the Parts, | 
and violent motion of the Spi- 
rits, is forced out of its Do- 
micil, into all the exterior Parts, 
and from them wauld fly away; | 
bur meeting with the cool vif- 
cous Juice of the Cutis, it is 
there ſtopt; and being diſſol- 
ved, and mixt with the Cura- 
neous Humidities, it excites that 
yellow colour. 

XXXII. And this is ſo much the 
more probable, for as much as 
this Armoniack or Animal Salt, 
is diſtribured with the Blood, | 
through the whole Bady of Man;

of the Proximity of the faid 
Satine Principle co the Cutis, or 
cxterior Parts? 

XXXIII.

who (being in appearance in 
good health) ran a Race of a.

his Fingers or Toes excepted. 

XXXIV. I hope none can im- 
agine, that this colour came 
from the diſtriburion of Choler 
over the Superficies of rhe Skin, 
But in theſe Caſes, tis poſſible, 
there may be a pred iſpoſition 
of the Conſtitution of the Body. 
to ſo notable a Mutation or 
Change. And the fame thing 
may come ro paſs, from the 
biring of a Viper, or the immo- 
derate Drinking of hor or ſtrong 
Liquors, Spirits, and the like ; 
or from the vehement heat of 
burning Fevers, tho' not to all 
Perſons alike, for want of ſuch 
4 pred iſpoſition. 

XXXV. Now that we may 
make this Opinion ſeem more 
than prebable, we will ſhew 
you ſome of thoſe Reaſons in- 
ducing us thereunto, Firſt, The 
almoſt impoſſibility that the 
thick, clammy, and glutinous 
Subſtance of Choler, ſhould be 
diſperied from irs Receptacle 
in ſo ſhort a time, to all the 
tuperacial Parts of the Body, 
yea, preſuppoſing Sylvins his 
volatilizing thereof. 

XXXVI. Secondly, The Prox- 
imity of the Volatile Animal 
Salt to the Cutis, the whole 
ſuperficjial Part of the Body, 
as well as the internal Parts, 
being repleniſhed therewith, as 
Sylvius ſeems to affirm ; from 
which nearneſs of the Skin, not 
only che probability, but alſo the 
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poſſibility of the Argument ſeems 
to be confirmed. 

XXXVII. Thirdly, The Na- 
ture of all Armoniac or Ani- 
mal <airs, is of themſelves roo 
Sublime, and fly away, and 
that without iny hear, if the 
be diſſolved, and freed from 
a thick compacted Matter. This 
you may prove, if you diſſolve 
5% Armon'ac or Salt of Urine 
in fair Water, and pur it 
into a gazed Earthen veſſel; 
the Salt, near its upper Super- 
ſicies, ſhall vaniſh into Air; 
and that by the ſides of the 
veſſel ſhall pierce through the 
ſubſtance of the Pot (altho' it 
be glazed, and an lach or 
two thick) in pure fine and 
white Flowers, and this with 
our any heat; which Sublima- 
tion (as it were) ſhall never 
ceaſe, till the whole quantity of 
the Salt is waſted out of the 
Water And this kind of Eva- 
niſhing, if it meets with any 
thiag of hear, will be fo much 
the lconcr abſ.;;ved. 

XXXIX. Faxrthly, Becauſe it 
is the Nature of moſt Salts, up- 
on their mixtion with other fir 
Bodies, to excite or ſtir up 
newappearances of Colours, ac- 
ccraiiis to the Nature of rhe 
Sac: So à clear and limpid ſo. 
lution of Vicriol , mixed with 
an Infufton of Gals, excites in 
a m ment an Opacous black. 
A blood-ed Tincture of Cechi- 
nele, mixt with Sacchurum Sa- 
turni, or e- water, gives a 
glorious Purple. A glortuus re 
Tincture o red Roſes mixed 
with Oil or Salt of Tartar, gives 
1Mmcdiateiy a Green, Alum diſ- 
ſolved in a decoction of Brafſil, 
Flo, or Madaer, makes a moſt 
glorious Red. A ſolution of 
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84. of Tartar in fair Water, 
mixt with a ſolution of Corro- 
fre Sublimate in fair Water 
gives (tho both the ſolurions 
are clear as Cryſtal) in a mo. 
ment a reddiſh Yellow, or O. 
range Tawney colour, and Spi- 
ric of Nitre changes the whcle 
ſubſtance of the Cork which 
ſtops the Bottle into a perfect 
yeliow colour, 

XXXIX. And with Armoni. 
ack Salts in proper Liquors, we 
have made man) Colours to ap. 
pear, as Yellow, Black, Green, 
Tawny, Purple, Cc. Frum whence 
che poſſibility is apparent, thar 
a fir Salt ſeizing upon, and 
| being diflulved with the Cuta. 
neous Juice, fſfould excite the 
Faundice, whether Yellow, Black, 
or Green (of which laſt Colour 
we have had fix fevcia! pati- 
| ents,) and be the cauſe of Pur- 
pie Spots in the Spotted Fever, 
and of Livid Spots in the Plague 
or Peſtilence; as alſo be the

Living, Let the Patient live in 
a temperare Air, for too much 
heat may ſtill make the volatile 
galt more flexible, and fo en- 
creaſe the Diſeaſe: And too 
much cold may ſhut up the ex- 
ternal Pores, and ſo render the 
Humours viſcous, being depri- 
ved of their volatile Salts. 
The Diet ought to be ſparing 
and eaſy of Digeſtion, made 
ot the opening Roots, and pro- 
per Inciders; Brandy, ſtrong 
Vines, and ſtrong Waters are 
to be torborn, becaule they vo- 
latilize, and ſtill looſen the re- 
mains of the volatile Salts. Mo- 
derate Exerciſe ought to be u- 


led, becauſe it opens the Pores 


at the Skin, and fo cauſes the 
peripiration of the Morbiſick 
Marter lodged in it. When they 
lep let ic be only in the Night 
in Bed, and not in the Day 
time. Let the Body be kept 
loluble; if it be not ſo natu— 
rally, let it be made fo by Art. 
Let Anger and Grief, and all 
violent Paſſions be avoided, be- 
caufe they provoke and ſtill vo- 
latilize thoſe Principles which 
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reſt, and by which the Diſcaſe 
is made to encreale, 

XLII. The Cure, 1. Revulſi- 
on is to be made by Evacua- 
tors, either Emetichs or Cathar- 
ticks. 2. Snecificks are to be 
given, which may reſtore and 
and fix the Animal Salt. 3 Co- 
roboratives are to be adminiſ- 
tred, which may ſtrengthen the 
Blood and juices, and all the 
parts which are weakned. 

XLIII. Vomits are the prime 
evacuators, but they are to be

And if the diſeaſe be very vehe- 
ment, a Spoonful in the Morning, 
and another at four or five in 
the Afternoon in like manner. 
This will, I affure you, do more 
in ten days time, than a thouſand 
other Medicines will do in a 
Month. But wichal it will be 
neceſiary, in all the Drink the 
Sick takes, to give Volatile Salt 
of Harts-hoin a gr. v. ad viij. or 
x. This will reſtore the loſt Ani- 
mal Salt, and the Tin&are of Steel 
will remove the Diſcraſy of the 
Blood and Humours, ſtrengthen 
them, and the Viſcera, but iin a 
more eſpecial manner the Stomach; 

L. Many times upon taking 
theſe and orher Specificks, the 
Body will be bound, which 
ought to be kept open, becauſe 
it is contrary to the Nature of 
the Cure. Purges wich Sena, 
I own may do good, yer no 
Purge is ſo excellent in this 
caſe as Sal Mirabile, becauſe that 
Salt, not only clears the Bod y 
of the Recrements of Humours, 
bur incimately mixing with the 
Blood, and entering into all 
che other Juices, it will ig part 
generate the Animal Salt, and 
reſtore its due quantity; and 
this Salt is, to my knowledge, 
the one half of the Cure. It 
much exceeds the Spam Waters, 
and therefore ought rather to be 
uſed in their ſtead. 

LI. And if any figns of a Dro- 
jy ſhould appear, you muſt then 
che more earneſtly apply to che 
Sal Mirabile, as an excellent 
Purger of Water; and it is fo 


much the better a Purge in this 


caſe, 
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caſe, becaufe it diſſolves the Co- 
agulum of the Blood, and makes 
it of an equal thickneſs, car- 
rying off the ſupertluous Sero. 
Gicies the natural and right ways, 
which are by Urine and Stool. 
And then at due Intervals the 
Tinctura Marti is to be uſed 
to reſtore the Blood to its due 
Craſis, and make it allo to car- 
ry along with it, its Serum, till 
ic comes to the Emulgents, where 
it is to be delivered up to the 
Reins, as alſo to coroborate and 
ſtrengthen the Stomach, and the 
reſt of the Viſcera. 

LIT. If the Diſeaſe has its riſe 
from Poiſon of Vipers, Rattle. 
inakes, Cc. Sylvius adviſes to 
Sudorificks abounding with a 
Volatile Salt, ſuch as Mithridate, 
Venice Treacle, made with rich 


Troches of Vipers, alſo Antimo- 


nium Diaphoreticum, Bezoarticum, 


Minerale, &c, And for taking 


away the yeliowneſs of the Skin, 
he commends this mixture. 
Take Waters of Graſs and Worm- 
wood, of each 2 Ounces + Tinc- 
ture of Saffron, Spirit of Sal Ar- 
moniach, of each half a Dram: 
Bernarticnm Minerale ene Scru— 
ple + Laudanum Opiatum 3 Grains : 
Syup of Fennel one Ounc?, Give 
a Spoonful of it often. It Sweart- 
ing ſucceeds the uſe of theſe 
things, the Cure may be ſo 
much the ſooner expeted ; bur 
if much red Natter is voided 
by Trine, which after a while 
Jert'es, 'twill be fo much the 
longer. | 

LIII. The ſame Sy/luius has 
other Medicaments which he 
calls Sprecifichs, as 1. Hempſeed 
boiled in Coms Milk till it burſt, 
and the Decoction Rrained from 


it : Of this the Patient may 


drink five Ounces at à time,

have cured an Inveterate Jaun. 
dice, (thought by all other Phy. 
ſicians to be incurable, and 
of which I deſpaired my felt, 
who was all over from the Crown 
of the Head to the Sole of 
the Foot, as yellow as it dipt 
in Saffron) by the only uſe ct 
my Volatile Laudanum given e- 
very mighr at Bed time, begin- 
ning wich three Grains, and 
gradually increaſing it hall 2 
Grain every other night till the 
Doſe came to ſix Grains: Lis 
the Sick continuing thirty Cays 
together, (but unknown to me 
till afcerwards) became perictty 
well, ro my great admiration. 
LV. Authors have alſo theſe 
following Specificks, as Sheeps, 
Aſſes, Goats, Dogs, and Horſe 
Dang, infuſed or boiled 1n Wine, 
they being all filled with a Vo- 
latile Animal Salt, by Digeſt!

Dram; And it is remarkable, 
that the Fleſh of the green Tor- 
toiſe eaten, or its Liver bruiſed 
and diffolved in Ceſand ine Wa- 
ter and drank, cure a Jaundice, 
when many other things fail. 

LVI. An Infuſion of Celandine 
in Hire, drank every Morning 
is commended. Or, a Decotion 
of three handfuls of Strawberry 
[eaves with the Roots, in a ſuffici- 
ent cuantity of fair Warer- Or Re 
Gooſe-dung gathered in the Spring 
time and aryed in the Sun, Chickens 
Durg, of each one Dram : Salt 
of Wormwond , or of Carduus , 
two Scruples : Salts of Amber, 
and of Hartſhorn , of each ten 
Grains, Cloves in Pouder twen- 
ty Grains, Sugar two Drams * 
Aale a Pouder for four Doſes, .

CHAP. V. Of Hyſterich Dſcaſes. 


J. Here are no kinds of Chro- 
nical Diſcaſes ſo frequent 
as the Hyſterical Paſſion; and if 
any beliet may be given to my 
Obſervations, I am of Opinion 
that as Fevers with their attend- 
anrs, make two thirds of the Dif- 
eaſes which afflict Mankind; fo 
Hyſterical Diſtempers come up to 
half the other third part of thoſe 
which we call Chronical; and 
as there are but few Women 
which enjoy a perfect freedom 
from Hyſterical Diſeaſes (except 
ſuch only as are accuſtomed to 
hard Labour) ſo it is as manifeſt, 
that ſeveral Men are obnoxious 
to theſe perturbations, eſpecially 
uch who lead a ſedentary Courſe 
of Life. 
Salmon. Taking Hyſterical Ma- 
lad ies in ſo large a Latitude as 


| our Author does, I think he may 


be in the right to eſteem them, 
as one fixth part of all thoſe 
Diſeaſes which afflict humane 
Kind. But I cangor be brougit 
ro ſuch a belief, that all Hypo. 
chondriack Diſtempers in Men, 
which much reſemble Hyſtericks 
in Women, are of the fam: 
Speices or Kind, or proceed from 
the ſame Cauſes, for Reaſon: 
hereafrer to be given, except 
they ariſe in both Sexes from tit 
Ardor Seminis, or ſuprabundant\ 
and turgency of the Spermatick 
Humor. ] 

II. The Antients, «5 Oh 
unanimouſly judge the whore 
train of Hyſterical Symptoms ie 
ariſe from the Womb, bet i 
they be compared with thoſe

fins, which are ſaid to 
— from Obſtructions of the 
Spleen, and I know not what o- 
ther Viſcera, we may eafily ſee, 
that one Egg does not more re- 
ſemble another, than che Symp- 
toms of cheſe Diſeaſes do each 
other. But we muſt acknowledge 
chat Women are more common- 
ly affected with theſe Diſtempers 
than Men, bur there is no reaſon 
to blame the Womb for that un- 
happineſs which proceeds from 
other Cauſes, as ſhall be hereafter 
declared. 

Salmon. Every like is not the 
ſame, and there is a great deal 
of difference berween Hyſterick 
Diſcaſes in Women ariſing from 
the Womb, and Hypocondriack 
Diſeaſes in Men, ariſing from Ob- 
ſtructions of the Spleen, or of the 
Meſentery, or both ; bur if there 
bean Ardor Seminis joyned to the 
other Cauſes, it may then have 
a great reſemblance to the H- 
fterich in Women, otherwite they 
yery much differ according ro 
the Parts affected, and the origi- 
nal Cauſes. 

III. Hyſterick Diſeaſes being 
ſo very common, ie is not more 
remarkable than the great variety 
of che Symptoms which give 
theſe Peſtempers a reſemblance 
to almoſt all other Diſeaſes, with 
which humane Kind is affected. 
For what part of the Body ſocver 
| 15 affected with the yſtericł 
Paſſim, the Symptoms which are 
peculiar to that part are preſently 
maniteſt, And if the Phyſician 
5 not well furniſhed with a great 
proportion of Wiſdom and Pru- 
cence, as well as to be skilful in 
lis Art, he may eaſily be deceiv- 
ed, by ſuppoſing that ſign to be 
due Symptom of ſome eſſential 
biſcale in the affected part, which 
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is only an effect of the Hyſterick 
Pa ſſion. 

Salmon. And for this reaſon 
it is that the Phyſician ought to 
be known in Anatomy, and well 
to underſtand the Conſtituti- 
on of the Humane Frame, that 
he may thereby be the better en- 
abled to judge truly of the Symp- 
roms when they do appear, and he 
ought leiſurely to conſider every 
thing, and not haſtily deliver his 
Oracle, that he may ſpeak truth, 
according to the ſtate of the Caſe, 
and nor build upon a Fallacy, 
ro the prejudice of his Pati- 
ent. 

IV. As ſuppofing the Diſeaſe 
to exert its force into the Head, 
it may induce an Apoplexy, which 
may end in a Hemiplegia, or 
Palſie of the one half of the Bo- 
dy, which perfectly reſembles 
that fort of Apoplexy which in- 
tefts Aged and Corpulent Per- 
ſons, tho* ir ſeems ro proceed 
from a different Cruſe. For 
whereas in orher Perſons it is 
cauſed by pituĩtaus Humours or 
Flegm, ſtagnating in the Cortex 
of the Brain, and intercepting 
the Paſiage of the Animal Spi- 
rits; In Hyſterick Women, whom 
ir frequently aſſaults, preſencly 
aſter che Birth of a Child, and 
the avoiding of a great quantity 
of Blood, it is excited either 
by hard Labour, or ſome ve- 
hemenc Commotion of the 
Mind, 

v. At other times it produces 
dreadful Convulſions, reſembling 
the Epilepſy, or falling Sickneſs; 
the Belly and Entrails ſwelling up- 
wards towards the Throat, and 


accompanied with ſuch vehe- 


ment Perturbations or Strugglings, 
that even Women of a mean 


Strength can ſcarcely be _ 
ed, 
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ed, or held within Compaſs b 
the utmoſt ſtrengch ot che By- 
ſtanders; the Patient in the mean 
ſeaſon crying and ſhreeking our, 
rearing and bearing of her Ereaſts. 
Such as are ſubje& to this kind 
of Hyſterick Paſſion, common- 
Iy called Suffocatio Vteri, or Fits 
of the Mother, are generally 
of a Sanguine Complexion and 
Maſculine Conſtitution of Body. 

VI. Sometimes the Ditcaſe 
ſeizes on the external Parts of 
the Head, between rhe Pericrani- 
um and the Scull, cauſing an al- 
meſt intolerable pain, which con- 
tinues fiat in cne place, not 
much exceeding the bigneſs 
of a mild Shilling cr halt 
Crown, and is accempanied 
with vehement Vomicings. 
And this is that which I call 
the Hyſterical Clawus;, and it 
moſtly afflicts ſuch as have got 
the Green Sickneſs, 

Salmon. In ſome this Head- 
ach is by fits and Gird:, 
and rhe vehemency thereof 
is ſuch, that ar cvery blow or 
twitch, it goes to the Patienrs 
Heart, and makes the Eyes 
almoſt ſtrike Hire; I can com- 
Pare it to nothing fo much as 
the firixiiz of a Nail with a 


ammer into the Head through 


the Scull. 

VII. Sometimes the vehe- 
mency of this Diſeaſe affauirs 
the vital Parts, and then 1t 
makes ſuch a violent Palpi- 
ration of the Heart, that the 


fick really thinks that the 
noiſe which the Heart makes 
by knocking againſt her 
Ribs, muſt be heard by ai. 
who are about her. This 
Species of Hyſterick Paſſion 


generally affects Women ot a 
weak and infirm Canſticy- 
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and

Salmn. I ſpeak it from n 
own Knowledge and Obſervy, 
tion, that I have ſometime; 
found this Palpiration jo ſtron 
loud, that laying my 
Ear upon the Stomach I could 
hear it beat every Pulſation 
diſtincty; and ſometimes it 
has been ſo loud, that 1 could 
eaſily hear it with my Far 
ar a4 pretty diſtance from 
the Stomach, which upon any 
accidental Paſſion of the pi. 
tient, would yet be ſtronger 
and Jouder , and ſo more eaſily 
heard. 

VIII. Sometimes it poſſeſſes 
the Lungs, in which caſe the 
Patient coughs almoſt withour 
ceaſing, and expectorates no- 
thing; and if the Cough is Con- 
vulſi/e wichal, it is yet more 
violent, and the Exploſions are 
much more frequent, This 
Hyſterick Cough is very rare, 


aud chiefly affects Flegmatick 
Women,

Salmon. In this Cough the 
Patient is generally affiided 
with much Wind, and by 


reaſon the pituitous Matter is 
Bot brought upwards, it is 
generally carryed downwa! ds, and 
many times cauſes Gripings,

IX. Sometimes the Tragedy is 
acted in che Gur Colon, and in 
che patts under che bollow of 74?

ling the Leek coloured Choler, 
or elſe it is of ſome other un- 
uſual colour. And ic often hap- 
ens, that after tne to be deplo- 
red patient has for ſcveral Days 
endured ſuch vehement Tor- 
ments, enough to bring the moſt 
reſolute Courage to Peipair, be- 
ſides the continued provocati- 
on to Vomit; the Paroxy/m ar 
length terminates in a profound 
aundice, the whole Skin of the 
Lody being tinged of a Saffron 
colour, In the mean ſeaſon che 
wretched Patient admirs not of 
the leaſt hopes of Recovery; 
and this deſpondency of Mind, 
or rather Deſpair, I have ob- 
{erved ro be a conſtant attendent 
of this kind of Hyſterich Paſſion. 
And this happens chictly to ſuch

Salmon. It is deubriefs in rhe 
Ihſterick Paſſion, as it is in the 
Gout, that as there may be a 
Tranſlation of that from the 
Limbs to the Stcmacii; ſo in 
this there may be a Trauflatt- 
on of this from the Womb to 
the Meſentery and Guts, where 
tho” ic ſeems to be the Chcolick. 
yet is only a Tran ſlation of that 
Diteaſe from the Womb to thoſe 
parts, Where being rarifted by 
the larente heat from the ſharp- 
nels of the Humors, and joyn- 
ing alſo wich Wind contained, 
or already in thoſe parts, it ex- 
cices thoſe intolerable Paroxy/ns

X. Sometimes this Diſeaſe ſeiz- 
es one of their Kidnies, indu- 
clug a moſt linarp aud vchemeut

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pain, very much reſembling a 
Fir cf che Stone: not only in 
the quality and place of the 
pain, but alſo in its being at- 
tended with ſtrong and conti- 
nual V mitings; the pain alſo 
ſometimes extending itſelf to 
the Paſſages of the Ureters, So 
that it is very difficult to dif- 
tinguiſn, whether theſe Symp- 
toms ariſe from a Stone con- 
cained in the Reins, or are on- 
ly the effects of the Hyſterick 
Diſeaſe, unleſs we learn ir to 
be the latter by the batients re- 
lation, as that they had been 
diſordered by ſome fore Acci- 
dent going before; or, by its 
being accompanied by vomi- 
ting of green Matter. 

Salmen. It is an eaſie mat- 
ter to diſtinguiſn berween the 
Stone or Gravel in the Reins, 
and the Trarflation of the Hy- 
ſterick Diſeaſe from the Womb 
thither; for in the firſt caſe, if 
the Symptoms arite from the 
Stone, Gravel, Sand, or Tarta- 
rous Matter contained in the 
Reins or Ureters, beſides the 
common Symptoms of a dull and 
heavy pain, but vehement in the 
Part, iickueis ar Stomach, pro- 


cation to Vomiting, there will 


always be a certain Obſtruction 
or ſtoppage ct Urine and Paroa- 
ms of the Strangury preſent, 
which it they proceed original- 
ly from the Womb, will always 
be wanting: Betides, it the Pa- 
tient be Caiculous, there muſt 
have been iome contiderable 
time allowed before-hand tor 
the breeding ot che ſaid Stone 
or Ta;tarous Matter, with many 
previqus fits of he ia me. 

XI. Nor is che B dder ex- 
empted frem the Excurſions of 


chis Paſion; which cautes nor 


only 
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only a pain in that purt, but 
even a ſuppreſſion of Urine, 
when the paſſages of it are not 
in the leaſt obſtructed by a Stone. 
This ſore of Hyſterick Diſaffec- 
tion is indeed very rare, but 
that which affects the Reins is 
much more common, both ſorts 
are wont to affect thoſe Women, 
whoſe ſtrength has been alrea- 
dy much waſted by repeated 
Hyſterical Paroxy/ms, and the 
health of their Bodies violated 
and decayed. 

Salmon. I am hardly of our 
Authors Opinion here; for it 
is ſcarcely poſſible for a pain 
and ſuppreſſion of Urine to be 
in thoſe parts, without there 
be a ſtone or Tartarous Matter, 
or tome Tumour, Ulcer, or A- 
poſtem there, or in thoſe Paſ- 
fages, and therefore he did 
well to ſay that indeed it is ve- 

rare, 

XII. When the Diſeaſe ſeiz- 
es upon the Stomach or In- 
teſtines, the Patient is troub- 
led wich continual Vomiting , 
or with a Diarrhea; either of 
which Symproms 
with pain; 
very often accompanied with 
Vomiting of green Matter, be- 
fore mentioned, affecting thoſe 
chicfly who have been weak- 
ned by frequent Paroxyſms. 

XIII. Sometimes alſo the 
Limbs or erterral Parts of the 
Body and Muſculous Fleſh are 
affected, and the Diſtemper 
affecting the Jaws, Shoulders, 
Hands or Legs, produces ſome- 
times Pain, and ſometimes Tu- 
mors, The ſwelling of the Legs

XIV. Sometimes the very 
Teeth can't eſcape (which is 
ſcarcely credible) the fury of 
this Diſtemper, and even when 
there is not the leaſt hollow. 
neſs in them, nor defluction 
of any Humour; yet the pain 
is as violent and obſtinate, as 
that which proceeds from an 
evident Cauſe. Theſe Pains 
and Swellings are commonly 
found to affect thoſe wretched 
ſort of Women, who can be 
hardly ſaid to enjoy that ſmall 
portion of Life and vigor, 
which the Diſeaſe has left 
them, by reaſon of the frequen» 
cy and violence of the Parox- 
y/ms. 

Salmon. How ail this can 
proceed trom an Hyſterick Cauſe, 
I know not; I think our Au- 
thor ſtretches Hyſterick Symp- 
roms and Cauſes roo far. It 
I may freely deliver my Opt- 
nion, I judge all this in the 
Teeth , to be only one of the 
Symptoms of a confirmed Scur-

XVI. And it is very worthy 
of our Obſervarion , that all 
theſe Symproms are oftentimes 
introduced by a remarkable 
coldneſs of the Extremities of 
the Body, which for che moſt 
part laſt as long as the Parox- 
ſm : And I have ſeveral times 
found this Coldneſs ro be lit- 
tle leſs intenſe than that of a 
dead Carcaſe, tho' the Pulſe 
in the mean ſeaſon continued 
to beat regularly, I have al - 
ſo obſerved in almoſt all the 
Hyſterick Women, who have 
been commitred ro my care , 
that they have complained of 
a certain Failing, or to uſe 
their own Phraſe, A /inbing 
of their Spirits, which they felt 
in their Scomachs, or about 
the Region of the Lungs, 


XVII. It is alſo a vulgar To- 
pick concerning thoſe Women 
who are ſubje& to this Diſeaſe, 
that they are wont to burſt 
our into immoderate Laugh- 
ter or Tears, without atiy ma- 
nifeſt cauſe. But the moſt 
peculiar and almoſt inſepara- 
ble Symprom of this Diſeaſe, 
is the clearneſs of the Urine, 
waich from time to time the 
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bacent voids in great abun- 
dance, And by ſearching out 
of the matter, I have found, 
mut this is the diſtinguiſhing 
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ſign of the like Diſtempers 
which we call Hypochondriack 
in Men. I have alſo obſerved 
ſome inſtances of Men, who 
having made Urine of a Citron 
Colour, and their Minds chau- 
cing to be troubled by ſome vi- 
olent Commorions 4 they did 
preſently, and almoſt the very 
ſame moment piſs a great quan- 
rity, not inferiour to Chriſtal 
in clearneſs, continuing indiſ- 
poſed, till their Urine reſumed 
its former colour, at the end 
of the Paroxyſm. 


XVIII. Alſo, when theſe Dif 
eaſes are of long ſtanding, both 
Hyſterical and Hypochondria- 
cal Perſons, are troubled with 
a ſtinking ſort of Wind ari- 
ſing from the Stomach after 
Meals, tho' they have fed bur 
moderately, and in proportion 
to their Appetites; and now 
and then they bring up ſome- 
thing like Vinegar. 


Salmon. This ſtinking ſort 
of Wind is properly Belching, 
and the ſavor of the Food cor- 
rupted, riſing again in the Sto- 
mach, which is offenſive to 
moſt People who are troubled 
with it: Tis cauſed * 
through Obſtructions of the 
Viſcera, the hurt of the Tone 
or rectitude of the Stomach, 
and a depraved Ferment con- 
rained rhercin; for if rheſe 
things were not the cauſe; 
choſe things which rife again 
in one Scomach, would rife a- 
again in ail Stomachs, which 
we ſce do not, fo that the fault 
is not ſo much in che things 
caren, as in the eater, and the 
Sromach digeſting. That o- 
ther which they bring up ſower 
and like Vinegar, is what we

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call Heart. burning, and pro- 
ceeds from the ſuperabound- 
ing of a depraved Acid; and 
this is manifeſt, becauſe if the 
Patient takes now and then 32 
few Doſes of ſome fixt Alkaly, 
as of Coral, Pearls prepared , 
Crabs Eyes, Terra Sigillata, fine 
Bole, Tobaccopipe Clay, , Chalk ,

Now 
they love a Perſon to exceſ, 
and preſently hate the fame 
as vehemently, They refolyg

XIX. Nor does their un- 
happineſs conſiſt only in the 
decayed and ruinous condition 
of their Bodies; but Deſpair 
alſo, that incurable Diſeaſe of 
their Minds, poſſeſſes them ſo 
abſolutely, that they will not 
ſuffer themielves to be affected 
with the leaſt probability of 
their recovery, They fancy 
themſelves ro be obnoxious to 
all the unhappineſſes incident 
ro human Nature, and tor- 
ment themſelves with terrible 
preſages of the moſt adverſe 
futurities. They give them- 
felves up a Prey to the moſt | 
Inſulting Paſſions, as of Anger, 
calouſie, Suſpicion, c. and 
indulge thoſe cruel! Enemies 
of their Tranquility, within 
their troubled Breaſts, They | 
are Strangers, and even Ene- 
mies ro Joy, Hope, Gladnets, 
very rarely admitting thoſe 
chearful Gueſts, nor ever long 
entertaining them within the 
eompais of their review; and 
they diſturb their Minds no 
leſs with the thought of them, 
than with the moſt diſmal 
train of Paſſions. They ob- 
terve not a mean in any ching, 


perſtitious Perfons, may be ff. 
ly applied to theſe diſturbed 
Souls; Steep feems to be the re. 


| fuge of the Anxious and Diſtye- 


fed, but it fills theſe with Care; 
and Fears. Nor do they dream 
of any thing bur of Sepul- 
chers, Graves, and the Fantoms 
or Ghoſts of their dead Acquain- 
tanee. 


XX, Thus they torment them. 
felves both in Body and Mind, 
and make their whole Life 
ro be a kind of Purgatory for 
the expiation of ſome oe 
crable Crime committed in 2 
former ſtate,» Nor does this 
happen only to mad and fur 
ous Perſons, but even to ſuch 
who in all other reſpetts are 
prudent and judicious ; and n 
profoundneſs of Contemp!ati- 
on, Wiſdom of the Mind, or 
Eloquence of Speech, far ex. 
ceed thoſe whoſe Minds cr 
Souls have not been accuſtom- 
ed ro Thinking. So that 4%. 
ſtotle had reaſon to affirm, Th 
the Wijer Men were moſt ſubiel 
to Malancholy. Bur this deſcrip- 
tion of ſo deplorable a flare, 
agrees only ro thoſe who attef 
being long afflicted with ts 
Diſeaſe, are ar Jaſt overcome 
by it; more eſpecially when! 
ſeries of unhippy Accident, 
and like Vinegar, is what we

tion of a Perſon' under a Pro- 
found Melancholy; fo that I am 
atraid our Author exrends his 
Hyſterick Theory or Hypothe- 
ſis, to too great a compaſs. 
and includes thoſe things wich 
in his Pale, which ought to 
be conſidered wichout. A ra- 
dicated Scurvy, and dee Means 
choſy, will rake off a great deal 
ot what he ſays in this Chap 
ter. But this I ſpeak oaly 
that young Artiſts and Stu- 
dents might not be involved in 
a Maze betore they are aware, 
and ſo loſe themſelves, as ne- 
ver to get out again. 


XXI. The External Cauſes of 
this Diſeaſe, Theſe are either 
violent motions of the Body, 
or more frequently vehement 
Conturbations of che Mind by 
the aſſaults of Anger, Fears, 
Grief, and ſuch like Paſſions. 
When therefore my Advice is 
deſired concerning a Diſeaſe 
whoſe Nature and Qualities I 
cannot underſtand chrougi1 the 
aſſiſtance ot the vulgar Pre- 
cepts of Phyſicians; I then 
caretully enquire whether her 
Diſeaſe is not exaſperaced , or 
put into a kind of Ferment, a: 
otten as her Mind is diſturbed

by any Paſſion; if the anſwer 
is Affirmative, I am then fully 
ſatisficd, that her Diſtemper 
adheres to the Hyſterick kind, 
eſpecially if withal it be con- 
firmed by that other ſign (be- 
fore. mentioned at Sec. 17.) 
viz, the avoiding of large 
quantities of Urine at certain 
times, To theſe Commorions 
or Perturbations of Mind, which 
are the moſt uſual Anteceden 
Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, I add 
alſo, an emptineſs of the Sto- 
mach after a long faſting, im- 


moderate evacuations of Hu- 


mors or Blood, and the violent 
operations of too ſtrong Medi- 
caments, | 


XXII. The Internal Efficient 
Cauſe of theſe Diſeaſes. After a 
ſtrict Examination cf all the 
various Symptoms and Acc1s 
dents with which they are at- 
tended, I am apt ro believe 
that they proceed from the ir- 
regular motions of the Animal 
Spirits, which ruſhing violent- 
ly, and as it were in Troops 
upon the parts which are the 
dowed with a quick ſenſe, pro- 
duce Convulſions and Pain; 


and at the tame time, the Or- 


ganical Functions of the Body 
are preverted, as well thoſe 
which are over run by the tu- 
mulruary or perturbed Spi- 
rits, as thoſe which are depriv- 
ed of their Influence and 
innate Power; ſo that by 
this unequal diftriburicn of 


the Spirits, the : whoie Oecc- 


nomy of Nature is put into diſ- 
order- 


XXIII. The Antecedent Caite 
ſes. Theſe irregular Motions of 
the Spirirs, conſiſt either in 2 
Native 
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neſs of their Contexture, on the 
Score of which, they are apt 
to be diſſipated by every Ac- 
eident, and their Frame en- 
tirely broken. 
ward and viſible Man is com- 
poſed of fenſible parts; ſo there 
is an Internal Man, which 
conſiſts in the orderly Con- 
ſtitution of the Spirits, and 
can only be diſcerned by che 
Lighr of Reafon. Now this 
being intimately joyned and 
united ro the Temperament 
of the Body, or Corporeal 
Man, is more or leis eaſily 
diſturbed and overturned, ac- 
cording to the ſtrength of 
choſe Principles which Narure 
nas endued us with: and this 
is the Reaſon thar Women 
are more ſubje& to theſe Dif- 


eaſes than Men, as being fram- | 


ed with a finer and more de- 
licate Conſtitution of Body than 
Men are, who are fitted by Na- 
ture for a more Laborious and 
Active Life. And that this is 
the true cauſe of tlieſe Diſeaſes, 
I could eafily prove by running 
over the various Symptoms and 
Phenomena which have already 
been deWMibed; and at the 
ſame time evidently prove that 
they do not proceed either from 
the Corruption of he Seed, or 
Menſtrual Blood, or the Subli- 
mation of Malign Vapours 
from thence to the effected 
Parts; or from I know nor 
what Depravation of che Juices;

Now it is manifeſt 
from what has been ſaid, that

4 fortifie the Blood , which | 
is the Spring or Fountain of | 
the Spirits; that ſo the Spirits 
y alto be invigorated, aad 
chereby be preſerv'd in ſuch a 
State or Condition, as may be 
moſt agreeabſe to the Oeco- 
nomy or the whole Body, and 
che Conformity of its parti- 
cular parts. And fince the 
Humours or Juices are viti- 
ared by rhe long continuance 
of theſe Preturbations of the 
Spirits, it will be convenient 
to leſſen that vitiated Matter 
by Bleeding and Parging, be- 
fore we attempt rectifying 
the Diſcraſy of the Blood, it 
ſo be that the Patient is able 
to ſuffer theſe Evacuarions 
for it is almoſt impoſſible to 
perſorm the main deſign of

Salmon. Bleeding is for the

things, you are before-hand

XXV. Bur ſince that the 
Patient is many times cruelly tor- 
mented with Pains, Yomiri 
or Looſeneſs, and not able to 
endure till che principal Inten- 
tion of che Cure is regularly 
gone through; it will be fitting 
in ſuch caſes, to begin che 
Courſe by alleviating the Symp- 
roms by Anodyns, or compoſi 
Medicaments, neglecting the Cau 
till ſame more convenient time; 
and chen is the next place, 
to prevent the tetutn the 
Symptoms, by invigorating the 
Spirits, the Weakneſs of whoſe 
Conſticurion is the Cauſe of 
the Diſcaſe: And fince we 
experimentally find there are 
variety of Remedies, which by 
an experimental or fœtid Smell 
repreſs che Vapors or repel che 
perturbed Spirits, (which phy- 
ficians call Hyſtericks,) we 
muſt in this Exigency have 
recourſe to their Aſſiſtance, 
during the whole progreſs of 
the Cure. 


XXV1. In order to purſue 
theſe Indications, I cauſe 2 
Vein co be opened in the Arm, 
and then preſcribe a Purging 
Medicine, to be taken every 
Morning for three or four 
days; During which time the 
Patient may poffibly be ſo far 
from receiving any Benefic by 
thoſe Evacuations, that freſh 
or new Perturbations are ex- 
cited, and ſo make the Sick 
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ſeem to be in à worſe Condi- 
tion than © before: I rheretore 
take care to prepoſſeſs them, 
that” they may not be diſcou- 
raged at theſe Effects, which 
are uſual in this Diſeaſe.

Remedy; for ſeeing that it is 
my chief buſineſs ro bring the 
Spirits into order, and to re- 
eſtabliſn, reſtore and ſtrengthen 
their Contexture, the moſt gen- 
tle Purgation would ig one Day 
undo all that j could poſſibly 
do in cight Days by the uſe 
of Steel, And the ſame Cuſtom 
having alſo prevailed in the 
uſe of Mineral Waters, which 
are impregnated with Iron, I 
am ſatisfied that it makes cheir 
Operation rhe leſs effectual. I 
am not ignorant that ſome 
have been cured by this Me 
thod; but that is rather an 
Argument of the great Et- 
ficacy and mighty Power 
of Steel or Iro, than of 
the Prudence of the Phyſician ; 
ſeeing the Cure might have 
been performed more ſpeedi-

XXX. If any one ſha!l ob- 
ject, That the Filings of Steel 
may ſtick ro the Guts, and pro- 
duce ill Effects, unleſs they 
be prevented by adminiftring 
Carharicks from time to time, 
I'aniwer, That I never found 
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Lib. z. 
or perceived theſe ill Conſe. 
quences' in any of my patients: 


is much more probable, that 
the Steel being entangled in 
the Slime, and excrementitiouz 
Humors of thoſe Parts, ſhould 
be voided at laſt together with 
cheſe, than when it is agita. 
red by Catharticks, which 
cauſe many times Contractions 
or Convulſions and Gripings 
of the Guts; for thus the Pax.

XXXI. In the mean time, 
during the uſe of the Steel, 
you ought not to neglect h.

There are ſome 
women, who when they are 
Sick of the Small Pox , cannot 
bear the uſe of Syrup of Meco- 
nium, or Diacodium, withour be- 
ing ſeiz'd with Giddineſs, Vo- 
miting, and ſuch other Hyſte- 
rical Symptoms; and yer at 
the ſame time can take Liquid 
Laudanum, both ſafely and with 
advantage. And this thing 
] very lately obſerved ( even 
whilſt I was writing of this) 
in a young Woman , a Perſon 
of Quality, who was fick of 
the Small Pox, ro whom I ex- 
hibired the Syrup of Meconium, 
or Diacodium on the ſixth and 
ſerentn Nights of her IIIneſs, 
who after each Doſe was in— 
vaded with the atorenamed 
Symproms, the Protruſion of 
the Puſtles being alſo hin- 
dered : Afterwards Laudanum 
was exhibited to her, and by 
the uſe thereof, all choſe Symp- 
toms vaniſhed, and the Puſ— 
tules were daily increaſed in their 
magnitude; and the Anxiery 
and Reſtleſsnefs boch of Body 
and Mind (which may be cal- 
led the Paroxyſm of the Small 
Pox) was perfectly removed, 
and by the repeated Doſes of 
this Anodyn the Patient was re- 
viv'd and ſtrengthned: Bur this 
by the way. 


XXXVII. Aſter this manner 
not only the Ayſterich Paſſion, 
or Fits of the Mother, but al-

if at any time Chalybeats ſhould 
prove unſucceſsful, the patient 
oughr to have recourſe to the 
Mineral Waters, which are im- 
pregnated with the Virtues | of 
lron, ſuch as thoſe at Tunbridge, 
and others lately found out.

XXXVIII. But above all, this 
Caution is to de obſerved, du- 
ring the Drinking of the Waters;

any Sickneſs, that may be thought 
to proceed from an #yſterich 
Cauſe , 
drinking of the Water for a day 
or two, till that Symptom goes 
away, which otherwiſe would 
Hinder the paſſage of the Waters.

for ſeveral We men who have been 


long afflicted with Hyſterick Fits 


(after all the ſucceſsleis Preceſſes 
ot Phyſicians through the Obſti- 
nacy of the Diſeaſe) have been 
reſtored to Health, by uting a 
ſtrict Milk Diet for tome time. 
Thoſe chietly who have becn 
affected with that Species of the 
Diſeaſe which I call an Hyſterich 
Colich ; who had loug ulcd chem 
ſelves ro Doſes of Narcotick Me- 
dicines, and repeating the lame, 
upon the Pain's returai ng, alccr 
the force of the former Dole 
was ſpent. Bur that Which is 
moſt admirable in this Method is, 
that che Spirits ſhould be corrobo 
rated and invigorated by the 


uſe of Milk, which yet yields but 


a crude and cold Nouriſhment. 
However it is the more caſie to 
be believed to be ſo, if we con- 
ſider how much more eaſily Na- 
ture, is able to digeſt ſuch ſim-

and that an Equality of Tempe.

It is not the 
bare Languidneſs of the Spirits 
abſolutely conſidered, but with 
relation to the State or Diſcraſy 
of the Blood, which induces

XLVI. It is acknowledped that 
Milk is a mean and weak Food;

Yer nocwithſtand ing all the Ad- 
vantages of ſuch a Diet, there 
are ſome perſons who are not 
able to encounter with the Incon- 
vemencies which it brings to 
them, when they firſt begin to 
drink it; becauſe of irs Coagu- 
lating or Curdling 1n the Sto- 
mach, whereby ir is rendred 
inſufficient ro give to the Body 
a due meaſure of Strength and 
Vigour,

And what prerernacural 
Subſtance, or depraved Juice can 
flick ſo faſt, or be fixed ſo deep 


in any part of che humane Frame, 
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bas a notable Sweerneſs in it, 
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which may not be made agreeable 
to Nature, or diſcuſsd and: ex- 
pell'd by the frequent uſe of 


this Exerciſe, This is indeed leſs 
proper for Women who are ac- 
cuſtomed ro a lazy and ſedentary 
Lite; but it is of mighty uſe 
for Men, and tranſcends all 
our Remedies or Expedients 
whatſoever. 


XLVIII. I ſhall confirm this 
thing by Example, in a Relation 
of a very extraordinary Cure, 
which I performed by this Me- 
thod, on the Perſon of a Reve. 
rend Biſhop of this Land, famous 
for Prudence and Learning: Who 
by an imoderate Application of 
his Mind to Study, and ſerious 
Contemplations, fell into an Hy-

| of his Body were depraved. He 
in vain paſt chro” ſeveral redious 
Courſes of Chalybear Remedies

neral Method of curing of 
Ayſtericks, which is applied 
to the original Cauſe, viz. 
The weab Conſtitution of the 
Blood, and therefore is only to 
be uſed in the Intervals between 
the Paroxyſms or Firs. Bur 
if the Fir is attended with 
ſuch violent Symptoms, as 
may threaten preſent danger 
if not fpeedily prevented; 
We muſt then forthwith 
have recourſe ro the uſe of 
Hyſtericks, which by their 
emitting of a ſtrong or ra- 
ther Feecid Smell, 
rally repel the noxious Va- 
pours, or reduce the difor. 
derly and tumultuous Spirits, 
being either inwardly taken, 
or. outwardly applied, b 
hoſding them to the Noſe 
and ſmelling to them, of which 
kind arc Aﬀa-ſctida , Caſtor, 
Galbanum, Spirit of Sal Ar- 
monjack, and whatever elſe 
has a very ungrateful and of-

L. If the Paroxyſm or Fit 
is attended with a very great 
Pain in any part of the Bcdy, 
cr with a vioſenc Vomiting , 
or waſting Diarrhea , you 
muſt adminiſter, betides the 
alore enumerared Hyſterichs , 
ſome Preparation of Tauda- 
num „ which is only able to 
maſter and overcome thoſe 
Symptoms; bur unleſs che Pain 
which cauſes the Vomiting, 
be very vehement, neither Lats 
danum nor any other /ypnotich, 
or Compoſing Medicine, mult 
be exhibited, without premt- 
ſing convenient Evacuations;

ſions, is our Mineral or Sulphur 
Vitridli Martis, of which our Im- 
fetus Martis is prepared, (a Medi- 
eine never enough to be cemmen- 
ded) of which the Sick may take 
thirty drops, or more, Morning 
and Evening, in a Glaſs of Canary. 

LIL I freak and believe what I

{ FIT. Bur if the Sick has been 
Arcady troubled with Vomiting, 
ſome conſiderable time, before the 
Phyfician is called; he ovghr to 
fear. chat if an Emetick ſnould be 
exhibired. it might irritate and 
enrage the Spirits, and extream- 
ly weaken the Patent; and theres 
kore he cuglit to give Laudanum 
without delay; and o to proporti- 
on the Number ard Quantity ot the 
Doſes, according to the Continu- 
ance and Violence of the Symptom, 
that the Remedy may be equal or 
rather ſuperior to the Diſeaſe. 
LIV. After what has been ſaid 
concerning this Caſe, 1 ſhall add 
two conſiderable Obſervarions, 1. 
That when after neceſſary Evacuati- 
ons, you proceed to the uſe of 
Laudanum, you muſt continue to 
repeat the Doſes till the Symptom 
does diſappear, with convenient 
Intervals between each Doſe, that 
you may perceive the Effects of the 
former Doſe, before you give ano- 
ther.

LV. The Ufe of FYypnoticds or 
Compoſing Medicines is not indi- 
eared from Pain only; but alſo by 
reaſon of vehement and inceſſant 
Vomitings, which requires large 
and often repeated Doſes of them; 
for the Periſtaltick Motion of the 
Ste mach, which fhould convey 
what is contained in it downwards 
over the Pylorus, being inverted 
rhe Medicine is caſt forth through 
rhe 0efop,.:gns or Gullet, before it 
can exert its force, or produce 
any Effect, unſeſs + new Doſe be 
given after every Vomiting. and 
eſpecially in a ſolid Form. Or if 
it is ad miniſtred in a liquid Form, 
the Vehicle ought to be ſo little in 
quantity, that it may only moiften 
the Stomach, that its being caſt up 
again my be prevented Ex. gra- 
bia. A fem drops of Laudanum may 
be given in & Spoonful of ſtrong Cin- 
na mon-water. 

LVI. The Patient muſt alſo be 
adviſed to be quiet and reſt her ſelf 
after the reception of the Lau- 
danum,, more eſpecially ro keep 
her Head unmoved, for the leatt 
motion of the Head, is apt to bring 
or cauſe a new fit of Vomiting: 
and to prevent a- Relapſe, twill be 
EOavenient to cxhibit Paregoricks 
or a Doſe of a compoſing Med i-

Diſeaſes as have fome reſembiance 
rothe Hyſterick, for the ſame, which 
are the Colich and Stone, boch 
which proceed from different Cay 
ſes which produce that Diſeaſe, 
chough their grand Symptoms are 
much rhe ſame, and therefcre re. 
quire a different Merhod of Cure, 
| am certainly perſwaded, that 
chere is no orher caſe, in which 
che Miſtakes of à Phyſician are 
more fatal and deſtructive to the 
Patient. 

LVIII. There is another dange- 
rous Failure generally attending on 
Women in Child bed. which they 
are obnoxious to; and are mere:

I have been long ſince of 
an Opinion, that of all thoſe Wo- 
men whodie in Child-bed, not One 
in Ten (to ſpeak within compal-) 
dies, becauſe ſhe has not Strength 
enough for the Delivery or from 
the Pains which accompany the 
Labour: Bur the Faral Cauſe of 
ſo many Deaths is this; The Sick 
Woman's leaving her Bed roo 
ſoon, upon which, by reaſon of 
the Motion of her Body, ſhe is 
ſfeiz'd with Hyſterical Fits, which 
preſently or by degrees, ſtop the 
Lichia, upon which a numercus 
Series of dreadſul Symptoms fol- 
lows. | 
LX. Wherefore let ſuch as are 
willing to tollow my Advice, bc 
confined to their Beds for the firſt 
Ten Days, more eſpecially if ſhe 
is a Woman of a weakly Conſtitu— 
tion, and has been of a long time 
troubled wich Vapours; for beſides, 
that the Reſt which ſhe enjoys in 
her Bed, ſhe is preſerved ſrom the 
alore enumerated Symptoms ; the 
warmth cf the Bed not interrupted, 
lixewiſe cheriſhes and refreſhes the 
Spirits, which have been weakened 
and exhauſted by the Pangs of La- 
borr, and the uſual Evacuations cf 
the Birth; and withal recruits Na- 
ture ic ſelf, and digeſts and removes 
al thoſe Crudities, heap'd up, du- 
ning the whole time ot her going 
wich Child. | 
LXI. But if by reaſon of this 
ror committed, any one of the 
laid Symptoms ſhould be induced, 
the Curacive Indications are to be 
directed fo, that the Spirits pertur- 
bed or diſquieted by this motion 
may be appeaſed, and that the 


Lichia ſhould be provoked to flow 
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theſe Symptoms; but we are not 
obſtinarely to inſiſt upon this Me- 
thod; but having given a while 
thoſe Medicines, which are wont 
to be uſed ſucceſefully in this caſe,

it the Patient paſſes the twentietl

SALON Comment. 


Tl. The Names. It is called 
NXawpiors Cbloraſis a Xawggs (from 
a whitiſh green colour,) alſo, Mor- 
bus Virgineus, Morbus albus, Color 
pallidus, Virgirium, and 1terus 
albus; in Englith, the Greer-fichneſs, 
and the Virgins Diſeaſe. It is a 
Diſeaſe ariſing from Obſtructions 
of the Veflcls, not only of rhe 
Womb, but alfo of the Stomach, 
Liver, Lungs, Spleen and Meſen— 
etry, which cauſes a Weakneſs in 
the Limbs, Palpitation of Heart, 


Shortneſs of Breath, Dulneſs of 
the Animal Spirits, together with 
an Apperite to filthy and unnatural 
things, and a mighty Paleneſs of 
the Countenance. 

III. The Parts affeet are prin- 
cipally the Stomach and Womb; 
and after chem ſome other Eowels, 
as the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Me- 
ſenrery and Guts, 

IV. The Sus. Our Author has 
given you the principal diagnof- 
ticks; bur the Colour of the Face 
is not only pale and whitiſh, bit 
ſometimes of a livid , or leaden 
and greeniſh Colour; and ſeems to 
be much of the Nature of a Lec: 
phleymatiz or Cachexy: They ar 
generally Cold, unlefs when they 

have a Fluſhing , which 1s very 
common to them. They are ſo 
ſtop'd up that they can ſcarcely 
walk about the Houſe, or go up? 
pair of Stairs, bur they are our 
breath,andas if they would prefent 
tall down dead. There i many mes 
a Palpitation of the Heart, and ve. 
hemenc Beating of the Temporll 
Arteries, and rhe Pulfe is ſome- 
times ſo quick, that they ſeem 5 
be in a Fever, from which Symp. 
tom ſome Authors have called it 
Febris alba, there is ſometimes“ 
| Flatus or Wind from the Hypochvre 
dria, and a ſpontaneous Laſſirvde 
of the whele Body, with Weak: 
neſs, and either a fwelling r Clab- 
bineſs of rhe Legs and Ancles, and 
even of the whole hamane 1 
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They have ſomerimes a tedious | 
Beadach, and are very ſleepy and 
dull abour every thing they do, 
The Belly ſwells after caring, and 
they are ſometimes troubled with 
Felching and rumbling of Wind 
in che Guts. And tho they are 
miny times Coſtive, yet all their 
Excrerions are generally Crude and 
pituitous. Their Courſes are al- 
moſt always ſtop'd, and by reaſon 
of the depraved Acid in the Sto- 
mach, they either loath their Food, 
or elſe long for hurtful, filthy, cr un- 
natural things, and that to a ſtrange 
degree of Longing, ſo as not to be 
ſatisfied without eating the ſame. 

v. The Cauſes. It is cauſed in 
general from a vicious Acid of 
pituitous Mitter, by nature Vit- 
cous or Glutinous, bred originally 
in the Scomach, and degenerating 
in the Womb and other Viſcera, 
which diſturbing che Oeconomy of 
Nature, and .caufing a Diſcraſy in 
the Blood and Lympha, hinder- 
ing their proper Morions, and Fer- 
mentation, induces Obſtructions in 
the Stomach and Womb, which 
oppreſſing the formarive Spirit, 
cauſes that Symptom, which makes 
them look as pale as Death. The 
Pain of che Scomach, and depra-' 
ved Apperite, proceed from a pre- 
ternatural viſcous Acid, cauſed by 
groſs, viſcid, and crude Humcurs, 
bred uſually from bad Diet, Sur- 
feicing, gc. as alſo from the evil 
Nature and Qualicies of the bad 
and unw holſome things which are 
etten. Belching and rumbling 
Wind in the Guts is cauſed ſome- 
times by reaſon of a great Coſtive- 
nels of the Bowels, and ſometimes 
by too hard lacing, by which vio- 
lentCompreſſion Wind and Humours 
are ſnut and pent up in the Body. 

VI. Swelling of che Stomach, 
md Pain and Inflation of the Va 


ſtructed, diſtending the Cavities 
ot the Abdomen ; which by forcing 
the Diaphragma upwards, cauſes 2 
Shortneſs ot Breath, and ſometimes 
a difficulty of Breathing, which 
by much Motion, or Exerciſe more 
than ordinary, is increaſed ; for 
by thoſe means the Humours grow- 
ing hot, are rarificd and dilated, 
for which reaſon the ſtraightneſs 
is made the greater. The Weak- 
neſs ard Laſſitude alſo of the whole 
Body, ariſes from the Obſtructions 
of the Animal Spirits in the Chan- 
nels of che Nerves in all the Muſcles 
of rhe Body, by which the Limbs 
are made unable ro move, or ſtir 
with caſe; as alſo from che defect 
of Animal Spirits, and their be- 
ing clog'd with the Viſedity of the 
Nervous Juice, by which they are 
hindred tromexerring their natural 
Power and Fcrce. 

VII. To the former add the uſual 
External Cauſes, as taking of Colds, 
eating and drinking to Exceſs, La- 
zinefs, too much Sleeping, Coſtive- 
neſs, Sroppage of the uſual Excre- 
tions, Suppreſſion of the Terms, 
eating immeaſurably of Pickles, 
Sugar, and of Sweat-meats, which 
breed viicid Humors, alſo eating 
of Heterogene things, as vaſt quan- 
tities of Pepper, Ginger, Nutmegs, 
Chalk, Brick-duſt, Cinders, Aſhes, 
Sand, Dirt, Salt, Vinegar, Li- 
mons, burnt Cruſts of Bread, old 
Rage, brown Paper, Ockam, Rice, 
raw Wheat, Oatmeal, Cocaoa- 
Nuts, Coffee-berries; with many 
other things alike unnatural, 

VIII. The Prognoſtichs. This 
Diſeaſe rarely kills any, and ſo not 
dangerous; nor very difficult to 
be cured, if it has not been of 
any long continuance, Bur if it 
once becomes 1nvererate, the Cure 
is more hard; or it may degene- 
rate into ſome other worſe Diftem-

per, as a Conſumption, Cachexia, 
| D d 3 Leuco- 
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Leucophlegmatia, Dropſy, TJaur- 
dice, Uterine, Rage, &c. and at 
length be the cauſe of Barrenneſs. 
If in Virgins, it proceeds from Ob- 
ſtructions of the Veſſels of the 
Womb, it may then be cured by 
Marriage, as well as by Medicines. 
Tf the Menſes can be eaſily provok'd. 
the Cure will come ſpeedily on; 
bur if there is a difficulry in pro: 
ducingthem, the Cure will be pro- 
longed beyond Expectation. 

IX. The Cure. 1. Cleanſe the 
firſt Paſſages and Bowels by gentle 
Emetichs and Cathartichs, if the Bo- 
dy of the Sich will tear them. If 
there is an Acid Load clogging the 
Stomach, you may fafely Vomit 
with Infuſion of Crocus Metallorum, 
or Vinum Antimoniale; or Tar— 
tar Emetich, or with our Author's 
Emeticum Commune, accord ing as 
the Body of the Patient can bear 
it. 

EX. Then it may be good to purge 
the Sick, either with our Family 
Pills, or wich our Pilule Cathar- 
fice (deſcribed in our Pharm, Chi- 
rurgica.) Ti the Sick cannot take 
Pills, you may give Pulvis Cor na- 
chini from a Scruple ro half a Dram : 
Or our Cathartick Tire, any of 
which Purges are to be taken, two, 
three, or ſour ſeveral times, at due 
Intervals, and alſo ſo long time be- 
fore the expected time, that the 
laſt Purging may be over; for by 
this means nct only much of the 
Morbifick Matter is carried off, 
bur the Viſcid and Hetercgene Hu- 
mours of the Body are fo much 
ſhakea and looſen'd, that Nacure 
with much eafe breaks the Chains, 
and caſts off the offending Caufe. 
Or you may purge with this, Take 
Savin, Pennyroyal, of each a hand- 
Ful; roots of Angelica, Birth. wort 
round, Bryony, Elecampane, Black 
Helle bor root prepared, Caſſia Lignea, 
of each two Drams; Grains of 
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| P aradice, Cardamoms, of each a 
Dram; White Agaric, half an Ounce ; 
Sena, an Ounce; Filings of Steel 
tyed up in a Rag, an Ounce, bruiſe 
and breah them, and put them into 
| 4 Baz, for two Quarts or five Pints 
of Rheniſh Wine, Doſe three Oun- 
ces in a day upon occaſion. 

XI. 2. After due Evacuation 
and cleanſing the firſt Paſſages, 
you muſt give powerful Aperients, 
which may incide, attenuate and 
open all the Viſcera and Veſ- 
ſels obſtructed by the viſcous and 
glutinous Juices generated by 
means of a preternatural Acid, 
For this purpoſe Steel Prepararions 
are for the moſt part given, ſuch 
as this, Tabe double refined Sugar, 
two Pounds; Filings of Steel, 4 
Pound; Fecula of Aron-roots, three 
Ounces ;,, Cloves, Nutmegs, Winters 
Cinnamon, of each an Ounce ; mix 
them. Dole from half a Dram to 
a Dram or more Morning and 
Evening, drinking after the ſame 
2 Glaſs of Rheniſh, or White Port, 
or Lisbon Wine. 

XII. But though Steel given in 
ſubſtance, often- times does feats, 
yet it will not agree with all Conſti- 
tutions, nor will all Stomachs di- 
geſt it. For this cauſe I many times 
preſcribe either the Tartariz'd 
Tincture of Steel, or the Tinctme 
made with Nitre, to be exhibited, 
the firſt from rwo Drams to four; 
the latter from thirty to ſixty drops 
or more, to be given in the In- 
tervals of Purging, every Night go- 
ing ro Bed, and to be continued 
alſo for a Month after, 

XIII. Or you may give this, Take 
Extract of Mars, an Ounce; Winters 
Cinnamon two Drams ; Black Pep- 
per, a Dram and half; Cloves, Grams 
of Paradice, of each a Dram; Rhe- 
niſh Wine or Canary, a Quart; d igeft 
warm for two or three days; then 
| ſtrain through Hypocrates his og 

: ; or * F all 
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and give an Ource of it Morning and 
Evening. Or this of Crato's, Take 
Hey and Sugar, of each a Pound; 
Filings of Steel prepared with Vine- 
gar, half a Pound; Candied . Nut- 
megs bal f an Ounce; Rhubarb in fine 
Pouder, Aromaticum Roſatum, of 
etch two Drams ; mix and make an 
Fleduary. Doſe haſt an Ounce 
Morning and Evening, with a Glaſs 
of White-wine. Alſo with Puluis 
CacheFicus Riverius cured ſeveral 
of the Green-fickneſs after a ſingu- 
lar manner. 

XIV. 3. Laſtly, to confirm the 
reſtored Health (the acid and 
mucilaginous Humours being thus 
evacuated and corrected) the Viſ- 
cert, the Stomach, Meſentery and 
Womb, more cſpecigily, are to be 
ſtrengchened by proper Intervals. 
Varandeus commends theſe Pills, 
Tale Juice of Herb Mercury, clati- 
fied Honey, of eaoh four Ounces ; boil 
them to a ſufficient Conſiſtency ; then 
add Pouder of Roman Nigella Seed, 
one Ounce ; Mix and make a Maſs of 
Pills. Doſe from a Scruple to 
wo Scruples going to Bed for 
ſome Nights, Juice or Eſſence of 
Kep.1is commended by Faber; all 
bitter things allo are good, as 
Zinctures of Wermweed, of the Leſſer 
Centory, of Gentian, and of Win- 
ters Cinnamon; Scurvy gratis, Brook- 
lime, Water-creſſes, Horſe-radiſh- 
roots, Agrimony, and in an eſpeci- 
all manner the Elixir Proprictatis ; 
and all other things which deſtroy 
or abſorb the preternarural Acid 
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XV. Or Tabe Acidum Tartart 
Mynfichti, Crabs-Eyes, Crocus Mar- 
tis aperitive, of ecch a Dram; Oil 
of Cloves gut. 12, mix them for ſie 
Doſes, one to be given Merning 
ard Evening every day. Or this 
mixture, Take Angelica or Parſley- 
water, four Ounces; Tin@ure of 
Orange-peels, an Ounce; Tinflure of 
Saffron , half an Ounce; Bezoar- 
ticum Minerale, a Dram; Spirit 
of Sal Armoniach, half a Dram; 
Oil of Angelica, ſeven drops; Sy- 
rup of Mint, two Ourcesz mix them 
by ſhaking ; Give of it a Spoonful 
at a time now and then. 

XVI. Or the Patient may take in 
the Morning faſting, at Ten in the 
Forenoon, at four Afternoon, and 
at Bed time, for fourteen or ſixteen 
days, this follwing Tindture of An- 
timonys Take of Antimony, Nitre 
and White Tartar, all in Pouder, of 
each one Pound; mix and detonate

SAL MO N's Comment. 


II. This Di"emper or Diſeaſe 
is called in Greek Exits N 
Eulyvy, and in Latin, Men 
ſium ſuppreſſio, a Stoppage of the 
Courſes; but there is alſo Meiwors 
fy Sulu, nminutio vel Diminu- 
tio Menſiam,a diminiſhing of them, 
wherein they are not fully ſtop'd, 
yer flv nor ſo well, nor ſo much 
in quanticy, nor yet ſv well colou 
red as they ovght to do, but dodge 
as it were, aud many times flow 
wich much pain; it therefore they 
do not flop, but abate, it makes the 
Body pale, aud ihows the evil Con- 
ſtiructon of che whole Body: The 
Womans Health depends very much 
upon the Motion and Meaſure 
of the Blood voided by the 
Womb; ſo that when this Evacua- 
tion is preternatura!ly ſuppreſſed, 


the hole Body is out of order; 


whereas, if they be right, all 
things are generally well. They 
commonly begin to come about 
twelve, thirteen or fouztcen Years 


of Age, but ofrentimes later, and 


ſomeimes are not produced til! 
Jevenrecn, eightcen, uincteen or 
twerl. y, and iometimes later; but 
wen the Maiden comes to tifole 
Years, if they flow not of their 
own accord, they ought to be 
torc'd down by Art. They ceaſe 
ia ſome Women ar 40 of 45, and 
e hate them till 30 or more, 
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and chen they naturally ceaſe of 
their own accord; ſo that tot 
to bring them down then, it is but 
to labour in vain, becauſe it is al- 
ter ing che courſe of Nature. 

III. This Flux when it firſt 
comes upon young Women, does 
not exactly obſerve every Month, 
for at firſt ſometimes they flow bur 
once in two or three Months; but

atrerwards in proceſs of time, the 
Blood increaſes in quantity, and 
grows more plentiful, and then 
they obſerve the Courſe of Nature, 
and keep tothe juſt and due times, 

IV. The part affectel is the Homb, 
but primarily the Sromach, where 
an evil glutinous Chylus is produ- 
ced, which generates a tenacious, 
chick, cold, viſcous Blood ; which 
becauſe irs ſubſtance is fuch, thar 
ic cannot paſs, or run ſmoothly in 
its proper Veſſels, cauſes the Men- 
ſes to ſtop, and ſo find ing no paſ- 
ſage by the way ir ought to run 
forch, ſeeks ſome other places to 
be diſpoſed of or retained in, and 
ſo cauſes: this Suppreſſion. There 
is alſo a proximate cauſe, which 
is an Obſtruction in the Veſle!s of 
the Womb, viz. the Vagina, or 
neck of the Womb; in thoſe 
branches of the Hypogaſtrick Arte- 
ry more eſpecially ; as alſo in the 
Veins thereof: And chis is very 
clear, for that late Diſſections have 
proved, that the Hy pogaſtrick Vel- 
lels are not carried to the Womb 
it ſelf, but to its neck on each 
fide: And this is ſo much the 
more manifcſt, becauſe the Cour- 
ſes have flow'd in ſeveral Women, 
for ſome Months, after they had 
been with Chiid, 

v. The Signs, If it procecds 
from ſome fault in the Blood, then 


| che patient at the expected time, 


finds no Senſe or Propenſion, or 
Pullation about their Genir2!s 
and Loins; che Blood is hay 
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and viſcid, made ſo by a cooling, 


moiſt and glutincus Diet prece- 
ding: there is a weak and flow 
Pulſe, Lazineſs, want of Perſpira- 
tion thro? the Pores, Palenefs and 
chilneſs through the whole Body; 
a Frigidiry in the Geniral parts, 
with an Excretion of pituirous and 
viſcid Humours by them, Sleept- 
neſs, Wearineſs all over the Body, 
racking Pains about the Loins, 
Face livid or white, Breath ſhort, 
more eſpecially when going up a 
pair of Stairs; ſometimes their 
Eyes ſwell, they grow penſive, 
Voice is alrered, with a decay of 
Appetite, and many times Nauſe- 
ouſneſs or loathing of Food, or 
Vomiting ; but che laſt and moſt 
infallible Teſtimony, is the ſimple 
Confeſſion of the Patient. 

VI. If it proceeds from faults 
in the Veſſels of the Womb, there 


are Symproms which ſhew the Ten- | 


dency of the Blood to rhe Uterine 
Veſlels, as Pain in the Loins, dull- 
neſs in the whole Body, Swelling 
in the Belly, loſs of Appetite, Loa- 
thing, Fluſhes of Hear and Cold, 
dithculry of Breathing, a Propen- 


ſion about the Genitals and Pubes, 


Throbbing in divers parts of the 
Body, in the Hypochondria and 
Limbs, and a tendency of the 
Blood another way, as to the Noſe, 
Lungs, Mouth, (c. In a Diminu- 
tion of the Courſes, many of theſe 
Signs are preſent, but more remiſs, 
and fewer in number, 


VII. The Prime or remote Cauſes 


ok this Diſeaſe are, a Weakneſs 
of the Stomach, the Tone thereof 
being much hurt, by the Non-natu- 
rals being irregularly uſed ; Air too 
cold and dry, going into cold Wa- 
ter, or cooling the Hands and 
Feet by dipping them in cold Wa- 
ter, firting upon cold places, lying 
cold and cating Food hard of Di- 
&t{on, or which is Cold, Acid, 
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Auſtere, Styptick, or Binding, 
Groſs, Terrene, Watery, Phleg- 
matick, or Viſcous; taking, by 
unskilful Advice, Medicines whic 
are incraſſating, cooling, or Aſ- 
rringent; too much Sleep, wich 
an idle kind ot Life, Excretions, 
either increaſed, diminiſhed, or 
fruſtrated, vehement Paſſions of the 
Mind, with other things of like 
nature, 

VIII. The conjun Proximate or 
near Cauſes are, The want of Lym- 
pha or Serum in the Blood, by which 
it is made too thick, or groſs and 
viſcid, which hinder its Fluid! 
and Fermentation; rendering ir 
unfit for Motion, and generatin 
of Spirits: And the Conſtitution of 
the Veſſels about the Womb, being 
either not open enough, or totally 
obſtructed; or when they are na- 
turally ſo ſtrait, that though the 
Blood would flow that way, yet by 

reaſon of their ſmallneſs, it can- 
not eaſily paſs, for which reaſon 
it ſeeks a paſſage by ſome other 
unuſual ways, as by the Hemorrhoi- 
dal Veins, Noſe, Lungs, Mourh, 


Teeth, c. as we betore hinted. 
In length of time che Veſſels of the 
Wemb may be obſtructed alſo by 
a mucilaginous or viſcid Matter, 
which by degrees may be fo glew- 
ed up, as totally ro hinder this 
Flux, 

IX. The Prognoſtichs. It is not 
dangerous when recent, or in its 
beginning, or in Summer or Spring 
time, ariſing from External Cau- 
ſes; but if it continues for an 
time, it is apt to become Chroni- 
cal; and tho' at firſt it may not be 
dangerous, yet in length ot time, 
it may prove the Cauſe of many ve- 
hement and affliting Diſeaſes, as 
of a Peripneumonia, Plurifie, Leu- 
cophlegmatia, Dropſie, Cachexy, 
latlamations, Ulcers, Conſumpri- 


ons, Vapours, Hy ſterick Fits, &c. 
| | And 
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And in unmarried Perſons it may 
produce the Green-ficknefs, Palpi- 
tation of the Heart, Pica, Barren- 
neſs, Frenzy of the Womb, Cc. 

X. The Cure. Though you may 
ſafely and profitably take the ſame 
courſe, which we have preſcribed 
in the laſt Chapter of the Green- 


ſickneſs, {for the cauſe of this Diſ- 


eaſe is much one and the ſame 
with that,) yet we ought to direct 
the Fmetichs or Cathartichs more 
peculiarly, and chuſe ſuch, as are 
more particularly Specifick for c- 
pening the Veſſels of the Womb. 


If from the Signs it is manifeſt that 


a Load lyes at the Stomach, and 


that the Patient is eaſie to Vomit, 


an Emetich is to be given; among 


which are Salt of Vitriol, which not 


only cleanſes the Stomach, bur alſo 


has a peculiar Power to open the | 


Veſſels of the Womb, which may 
be once or twice repeated, that the 


' Depravity of the Sromach may be 


removed; thoſe who like not that 
may uſe Antimonials, of which 
kind they think moſt convenient. 
Xl. After the uſe of Emeticks, 
Eathartichs are to be exhibited. 
that all the Viſcera may be cleanſed, 
and by their potency, the Matter 
obſtructing may be looſen'd; in 
this caſe Hyſterick Purges are to be 
choſen; ſuch are our Family Pills, 
which may be ſeveral times repea- 
ted, Extradt of Aloces, made up in- 
o Pills with Pouder of Troches 
Alhandal, Pepper in fine puder,

XII. But if the Patient cannot 
take Pills or Pouders, you muſt 
have recourſe to liquid Catharticks 
or Potions, which you may make 
afrer this manner, Take leaves of 
Pennyroyal, Savin, of each a handful, 
Sena, Saff flower, of each one Ounce; 
Roots of Aſarum, Maſterwort, Bij. 
ony, Rheubarb, Coſtus, of each half 
an Ounce ;, Winters Cinnamon, Ani. 
ſeeds, Caraways, Fennel, Nigella, 
Bay-berries, of each two Drams ; 


fron, of each one Dram; Filings of 
Steel, two Ounces ; Cut and briiſe 
what are to be cut and bruiſed, and 
put them all into a Bag, which put 
into old Rheniſh-Wine a Gallon, 
which let infuſe for a Week er mne. 
Of this the Patient may take three 
or four Ounces twice a day. Or 
the Sick may be purged with E'ixir 

Proprietatis ſimplex, or Peſiiler- 
tiale, taking ir a Spoonful at a time 
in a Morning faſting, in a Gals 
of White Lisbon Wine or Cana- 
ry, which may be taken eight or 
ten days (every day) before tie 
expected time. This is not only 
an excellent Purge in this caſe, but 
a Specifick alſo for the Production 
of the Terms. 

XIII. The next thing to he done af- 
ter Purging or Cleanſing as aforeſaid, 
is to give proper Emmenagogicks 
which may open the obſtructed Paſ 
ſages (already looſned by the ſct- 
mer Mcdicaments) abſorb the pt- 
ternatural Acid (which creates 1 
glutinous and obſtruttive Mucilage) 
and difſulve the Coagulum or Craſſ 
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ing them to remove freely and ea- 
fily.) Sylvius commends Aromatichs 
in a very high manner, whether 
bitter or not bitter; as Roots of 
Angelica, round Birthwort, Fen- 
nel, Madder, Lovage, Orrice Flo- 
renrine and Blew, Parſly, Smallage, 
Spicknard, c. Leaves of Cala- 
minr, Dirrany, Pennyroyal, Rue, 
Gvine, c. Flowers of Cammo- 
mil, Lavender, Roſemary, Saffron, 
dc. Bay and Juniper-berries, and 
the Carminative Seeds. And of 
Gums, Galbanum. Sagapenum and 
Myrrh. He mightily commends 
both Acids andAromaticks abound- 
ing with a lixival Salt, as well 
fix'd as Volatile, and fix'd and 
Volatile Salrs themſelves ; but par- 
ticularly all Volatile and Oily Salts, 
becauſe they do tkeir work kindly, 
and ſucceſsfully, and that they may 
be raken at any time, namely thro' 
the whole compaſs of the Month. 
XIV. The ſame Sylvius adviſes 
ro this following medicated Wine, 
Tale Roots of Elecampane, two 
Drams; of Galangal ard Turmerich, 
of each one Pram; Leaves of Penny= 
roh, Marjoram, red Mugwort, Sa- 
Un, of each half a hand ful; Bay- 
berries, Seeds of Daucus, Lovage, 
of each two Drams; Mace one 
Dram; ſharp Cinnamon, half an 
Ounce; Cut, bruiſe, and put them 
into a Bag, upon which put a Quart 
of Wine; of which ler the Patient 
drink a Glaſs at Dinner and Supper. 
Or theſe following Pills, Take Sa- 
gapenum prepared with Vinegar, half 
a Dram; White Amber, Venice 
Borax, Steel prepared, of each a 
Scriple; Myrrh, Caſtoreum, ana, 
br. xv, Choice Saffron gr. x. Oil of 
Cloves, fix drops ; mix them and 
mate forty Pills; of which let the 
Patient take five every Night at 
bed. time. And above all things he 
commends the Spirit of Sal Armo. 
dach, ro be taken five drops or 
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more at a time; for this perfectly 
d iſſolves the Coagulum or Craſſitude 
of the Blood and Lympha, and 
makes them run thin and eaſily, 

XV. I ccommend upon my own 
daily Experience Sylvius's Volatile 
Oily Salt, as a moſt admirable 
thing which may be given from 
20 to 30 drops twice or thrice a 
day ina Glaſs of White Lisbon, 
Madera, or Canary: Or this, Tale 
Powers of Amber, and of Fen- 
royal, of Each four Ounces, mix them. 
Doſe halt a Spoonful in a Glaſs of 
Wine twice or thrice a day. Or 
this, Take Powers of Amber, of 
| Pennyroyel, Tincture of Coral com- 
| pound, Elixir Proprietatis Peſtilenti- 
ale, of each equal parts, mix them. 
Doſe half a Spoontul two or three 
times a day, ina Glaſs of Wine. 
And Spiritus Vitrio!i Martis is ſaid 
co be a ſingular Specifick 1n this 
caſe; fo alſo the Infuſion of old 
Iron Nails in Rheniſh-Wine, White 
Lisbon, or Canary; cr the TinFurg 
Martis Nitrata, which may be given 
ro thirty drops or more in a Glaſs 
ot Wine two or three times à day. 

XVI. Spirit of Sal Armoniack a» 
romatiz'd wich ſome drops of Chy- 
— Oil ot Cinnamon, Nutmegs, 
Orange-peels, Pennyroyal or Savin, 
is a moſt admirable thing; ſo alſo 
Eflence or Tincture of Myrrh made 
wich the Vinous Spirit of Sal Ar- 
moniack, or wich Spirir of Harts- 
horn, than which few Medica- 
ments are found to exceed it, Or, 
Tale Powers of Oran e-peels, of 
Pennyroyal and of Savin, of each an 
Ounce ; Spirit of Sal Armoniach, or 
of Harts-Horn, half an Ounce; Tars 
tariz*'d Tinfture of Steel an Ounce 
and half; mix them. Doſe 89 drops 
or more Morning, Noon and Night, 
in a Glaſs of Rheniſh Wine. Tale 
a ſtrong Tincture of Aloes, Tinc- 


ture of Saffron, Tartariz*d Spirit of 
Sal Armoniach, Spirit of Hurts Ty 
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of each an Ounce ;, mix them, Doſe 
50 or 60 drops thrice a Day as 
- aforeſaid, 

XVII. This Pouder is approved. 
Tale Troches of Myrrh, Crocus 
Martis aperitivus, Black Pepper in 
fine Pouder, of each half a Dram: 
Venice Borax, Caſtoreum, Saffron. 
of each in fine Pouder gr. xv. NA. 
mess, Cloves, of euch in fine Pouder 
10 Grains ; Oil of Sqavin.gut.xiz. mi:. 
them, Doſe half a Dram Morning 
and Evening, Or, Take Filings of 
Steel, Fxcula of Aron-roots, Poude» 
of Cloves, Nutmegs, Winters Cinna- 
mon and Saffron, of each a Dram;

peels, of each gut. 20. mix them, 
Doſe from a Scruple ro half a'

Pills are alſo of good uſe, Tale fine 
Abbes, an Ounce; Choice Myrrh in fine 
Pouder Fæcula of Aron-roots, Black 
Pepper in Pouder, round Birth-wort

Doſe 40 cr 50 drops in a Glaſs

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XIX. I commend Spiritus Cornu 
Pervi ſuccinatus, Tinctura Caſtorei, 
Tinfura Myrrhe with Coloquintida, 
Tinure of Salt ot Tartar with Po- 
'eftates Pulegii; Tincture of Iron 
Oar ; Juice, Eſſence, and Decoc- 
on of Rue, Camomil, Mother. 
wort, Mugwort, Tanſie, Baum and 
Genrian, which may be given with 
in equal quantity of Elixir pys- 
drietatis Peſilentiale; her daily 
Drink miy. be Elecampane and 
ſuniper Ale, Beer, or Wine. Or 
this, Take Leaves of Calamint, Dit. 
tany, Mint, Nep, Pennyroyal, Rue, 
Savin, Tanſie, of each half a hand- 
ful; Roots of Angelica, Orice, G4- 
langal, round Birthwort, Madder, 
Spichnard, Bar and Juniper-herries, 
of each an Ounce ; Orange. peels, 
Cardamoms, of each half an Ounce ;

5. Inftead of our Author's Flaiſter, 
you had berrer anoint the Back 
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with this, Take Saccharum Saturn, 


three Dram, dliſſolve it in three 
Spoonfuls of Spirit of Vinegar, and 
then mix it with Oil of Pen, one 
Ounce and half, with which anoint 
the Back Morning and Evening. 
It is much beiter thau an Em- 
plaiſter, eſpecially in the Summer 
time; becauſe in ſome Patients, a 
Plaiſter is very apt to hear the Back, 
which by the Uſe of cis Oil is 
prevented. This is in ſhort, Ob- 
ſervations upon cur Arthor's Text, 
but in what follows we ſhall con- 
ſider the Diſeaſe more expliitely 
or at large. 

III. The Names. It is called in 


Greek Tlggxvarg 5” Bupluoy, in

and in Engliſh, the Overflowing of 
the Terms. It is an Excretion of 
too much Blood by the Womb 
flowing throughthe Veſſels thereot: 
and is conſidered 1. when the 
Courſes flow in an exceffive quant;. 
ty, and too long, or are almoſt al. 
ways flowing upon the Patient, 2, 
When they go off, and ſhall return 
again ſooner than the due time 
which Nature requires, 

IV. The Signs. I is chiefly 
known by the great quantity of 
Blood which flows; and irs con- 
rinuing too long a time, or irregu- 
ar returns in flowing, which is at- 
tended ſometimes wich Pain, and 
ſometimes without Pain, a Pain and 
Heat about the Neck of the Womb, 
alteration in the colour of the Blood, 
languiſiing and wearineſs all over 
che whole Body, Coldneſs, loſs of 
Appetite, Thirſt, Pain in the Loins, 
Swelling in the Feet, Paleneſs of 
the Face, and where it has been of 
long continuance, a thin pining 
and conſumptive Habit of the 
Body. 

V. The Cauſes. It ariſes in part 
from the Thinneſs, acrimony and 
exorbitant Motion of the Blood, 
Exceſs of Vencry, Miſcarriage, 
nard Travail, Suppreſſion of the 
Menſes, Excoriaticn or Inflama- 
tion of the parts, by which the 
Blood paſſes; and this is made, as 
Phyſicians fay, either by Anaſtoms- 
ſis, Diapedeſis, Diæreſis or Liabrofes, 
through the exceſhve quantity c 
the Blood, irs Hear, Thinneſs or 
Acrimony, by a Blow, Fall, Wound 
or Ulcer. The remote Cauſes may 


be an over-hot and thin Air, Food 
tor Medicines incid ing and atretil- 
ating, Emmenagogicks, or things 
which provoke the Terms by open. 
ing the Mouths of the Veſſe's, excel: 


ſive Watching, over-much Exerciic

of the Body or thebarts, Rid ing, Run- 
ning, Dancing, ſudden Paſſions of 
the Mind, Fever, Anger, external Vio 
lence by Blows, Falls, Venery, gc. 


VI. The Progmftichs. This Dif. 
ven, which may correct the Sharp- 
[neſs and Acrimony of the Juices 


eaſe is more eaſily cured in young 
Women than in thoſe which are 
elder, becauſe in theſe the Fibres 
of the Arteries and Veins are moſ} 


ſtiff and ſolid, and ſo not capable 


of ſo eaſie an Adſtriction, and in 
ſuch the Diſeaſe is many times in- 
curable. And though this immo- 


derate Flux is not of it ſelf dan-| 


gerous, yet by accident it may be 
of very evil conſequence in the 
more elderly Women. And if it 
continues long, ſo that the Blood 
js very much diminiſhed, and the 
Strength waſted, it may induce 
ſeveral other worſe Diſeaſes, as a 
Cachexia, Leucophlegmatia, Ana- 
farca, or Dropſie of the whole 
Body, Dropfie of the Womb, Infla- 
mation, Exulceration, Atrophy or 
2 pining Conſumption of the whole 
Body, there not being left enough 
behind for the Nouriſhment thereof 
in all its parts, nor Life encugh in ir 
to protrude itſelf into the ſame for 
their continual ſupport. Hipprcra- 
tes, Sect. 5. Aph. 57. ſays, when the 
Menſes ſuperabound, they cauſe 
Diſeaſes from Weakneſs, and 
when they ſtop, they induce Diſ- 
eaſes from the Womb. 

VII. The Dietetich Cure. If the 
Blood is ſharp and thin, the Pati- 
ent is to abſtain from all Non-naru- 
rals which corrupt it, or ſeparate 
its Parcicles, eſpecially when the 
approaching time is near, as alſo 
from all heating, ſpirituous and a- 
roma nick Mears and Drinks, as Ge- 
nerous Wine, Brandy, hot and 
ſtrong Waters, Spices, Carmina- 
tives; from Anger, Grief, Vehe- 
ment Paſſions, violent and long 
Motions of the Body, and from al 
ocher things, as in other Excrecions 
of the Blocd, 
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VIII. The Pharmaceutich Cure. 
1. If the Body abounds with a thin 
and ſharp Lympha or Serum, you 
muſt gently evacuate with Hyd ra- 
gogues. 2. Abſorbents are to be gi- 


3. Things which incraſſate the 
Blood and Lympha by their own 
Virtue and Power. 4. And laſtly, Cor- 
roboratives, which may ſtrength- 
en the Womb, and cloſe the Aper- 
tions of the Veſlels, 

IX. The firſt Indication which 
is to evacuate the over-thin Lymphe 
or Serum of the Blood. This is 
performed, as Sylvius adviſes, by 
Hydragogues, which may be given 
a tew days before the time of che 


it. And for this purpoſe ten or 
twelve Grains of Cambozium made 
up into three Pills with. two or 
three drops of fair Water, is moſt 
excellent, which may be twice 
or thrice repeated as neceſſity may 
require. And this may be the 
| mere requifice, if that by the long 
courſe of this Flux, a DPropfie 
ſhouid be induced; or if it ſhould 
(by any Symptoms preſenr) be 
cared. 

X. The ſecond Indication is ty Ab- 
' ſorbent s to correct the Sharpneſs and 
Acrimony of the Humours. This is 
good, R Pearl and red Coral prepa- 
rel, fine Bole, Terra Si illata, of each 
half an Ounce, Plantare Seeds, 
Amber prepared, of each three 
Drams; Fuory and Harts-hoyn pre- 
pared by a Philofophical Caleinati- 
an, Crabs eyes levigated, of each 
two Drams; Crude Gold in Leaves, 
one Dram, (if the Patient is rich) 
mix them. Doſefrom half a Dram 
ro a Dram Morning and Night in 
Syrup of Juice of Plantane. Or 
this, Tabe Pouder of ved Roſes half 
n Ounce ; Harts-horn Philoſorhical-

Flowing, if the Strength will bear 


ly calcin'd, three Drams; Crocus 
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Martis aſtringens, ſin Sarguis Dra- 
conis, of eech two Dram; Amber 
prepired, Henbane-leel, of each on- 
Dram; Catechu, half a Dram; make 
all into a fine Pouder. Doſe trom 
a Scruple to a Dram twice a day, 
in Syrup of dried red Roſes. Or 
this, The pure white Chatkh in fine 
Pouder, four Drams ; ſicef Marrow- 
bones Philoſophically calcin'd, three 
Drams ; Crocus artis Aſtringers, 
two Drams; Terra Fapanica, 1 
Dram; Blod-ſtone prepared, half a 
Dram; malte a fine Pouder. Doſe 
from a Scruple co a Dram or more, 
in Syrup of Myrtles or of Plancane, 
or dried red Roſes. 

XI. The third Indication is to 
Incraſſate the Bñ; o and Lympha ; 
for by this means an immediare 
ſtop is put to the moſt violent 
courſe of the Flux. And this is 
done principally by Opiates, all 
other Medicaments are 1na manner 
vain and triffing. Our Author's 
Eclegma incraſſans (in Lib. 1. Cap 
1. Set. 7.) is good; and his Ecleg- 
ma fortis incraſſans next following 
it, as alſo the Eclegma in Defluxione 
tenui, alſo Diacodium, which may 
be given to weak Pcople, and ſuch 
as cannot away wich taking Opium 
it ſelf. But where that can be born, 
our Author's Laudanum Liquidum 
exceeds them all; or that prepared 
our way with Juice of Limons, 
The Eclegma Suaori cum (at Sect. 
28. of the ſame Chapter) is a 
thing of admirabie Effects this way, 
being given once a day from gr. 
x. to halt a Dram, as A; e and crthker 
Accidents require, and to be con- 
tinued fo long till the Flux is per 
fectly ſtop'd. 

XII. We have had wornderfu] 
Succeſs in this Cafe by the uſe of 
our Gutte Vitæ, which has been 
given from 30 drops to 60 or 80 or 
more (being gradually increaſed) 
every Night at Bed-time in a Glaſs 
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| of Styptick Red Wine, ſuch as your 
Barabar or Barcelona Wine, Red 
Florence, and the like. To others, 
who rather chuſe a Bolus, we have 
gien a Scruple or more of our 
New London Treacle, to be repeated 
once a day as long as need might 
require. 

XIII. Bur if the patient had 
rather take Pills, then we commend 
our Laudanum Volatile or Cordial 
Pill, which we have a thouſand 
times experienced in this cafe with 
admirable Effects; and in ſuch 
Conſtitutions as could not bear it, 
by reaſon it might ſubject them to 


(ſome ſuch therc are, though not 
many, who cannot bear any of the 
common Opiates) we commend our 
Laudanum Specificum, which being 
artſully exhibited, I never found 
go without the deſired Suceeſs, 
And this difference there is in Opi- 
ates accord ing to the variety of their 
Preparations, that the ſame Perſons 
who cannot cake one ſort of its Pre- 
parations withoutgreat diſturbances 
of the Stomach and Animal Spirits; 
can yet take cther Preparations 
of the ſame with all the pleaſure 
and delight imaginable ; and this 
proceeds from the various ways 
ot correcting and preparing of the 
Opium. 

XIV. Among mineral Preparati- 
ons, Hel mont's Narcotich Sulphur 
of Vitriol is commended, and we 
have uſed it wich great applauſe. 
Bur that which much exceeds it, 15 
our Impetus Martis, which always 
ſucceeded ro expectation; it 
may be given every Night from 30 
drops to 60 in a Glals of Alicant, 
Barabar, or Barcelona, or other 
Styptich red Wine ; and for want of 
any of them, in choice Canary, 
And if the Impetus of the Flux be 
very extream, you may venture to 


give 20 or 30 drops of it alſoin the 
Morning

This 
Pouder is of good uſe, Take Cate- 
chu in fine Pouder an Ounce ; Pom- 
eranate-peels in fine Pouder three 
Drams; Roch Alum two Drams; 
fine Sanguis Draconis one Dram; 
mix and mabe a Pouder, Dole halt 
1 Dram or two Scruples in a Glaſs 
F Sryprick red Wine. But if the 
2arient cannot take a Pouder, you 
may give our Tin&ura Mirabilis, 
which may be given to one or to 
Spoonfuls, more or leſs, Morning 
and Evening, continuing 1ts uſe 
for ten or twelve days together. 
The Compoſicion, Preparation, Vir- 
ues and Uſes of this Remedy, you 
nay fee in our Ars Chirurgica, 
ib. 1. cap. 58, Se&, 2. But where 
hat cannot be had, 4 Simple Tinc- 
ture of Catechu in common Brandy 
may ſerve the turn, which may be 
made afrer this manner, Take 
choice Brandy, or Sugar Spirits of 
equal ſtrength, two Quarts : Ca- 
techn in fine Pouder twelve Ounces ; 
mix and ſha he them well together; 
digeſt cold for ten or twelve days, 
ſhaking the Bottle twice every day; 
then let it ſtand and ſettle; and 
decant it off of the Feces as it is uſed. 
Doſe one Spoonful or more Morning 
and Night in a Glaſs of Wine 

XVI. Authors have alſopreſcribed 
Externals where Internals have not 
had a ſufficient Efficacy. A Peſſa- 
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ry Haked in a Decoction of Swines- 


dung, and beſmeared with the 
ſame, is of good uſe. An Injecti- 
on made of Alum diffolved in red 
Styprick Wine has been approved. 
Boyle cured a Gentle-woman who 
had an Uterine Hemorrhage for 
tour Months, only wich che Sympa- 
thetick Pouder made of Hungarian 
Vitriol, and ſhe was afterwards ſo 
obſtructed, that ſhe was very ill for 
want of that natural Flux of Blood, 
ſo that he was forced to provoke 
them again with Tin&ura Succini. 

XVII. Grulingius commends the 
Fume of dryed Oak-leaves, which 
may be received under the Wo- 
mans Cloaths; ſo alſo the Fumes 
of Leather ſhreds, of Hair, Feas 
thers, and of Amber, conveyed 
up to the Womb by a Funnel, An 
Injection made of Alum and white 
vitriol diſſolved in fair Water, is 
beyond compare; ſoalfothe Fumes 
of the Horns and Hoofs of Beaſts, 
as alſo che Fumes of the Cuticle of 
Geeſe feet dry'd ; more eſpecially 
if the fame Cuticle in fine Pouder 
be given a Dram at a time in red 
Wine. Some commend the Patients 
fitting in cold Water (but nor in 
Winter-time) taking inwardly Sal 
prunellæ half a Dram d iſſolved in 
half a Pint of Styptick red Wine. 
The Juice of Yarrow mixed with 
an equal quantity of Barabar Wine, 
in a Quart of which three Drams 
of Roch Alum is d iſſolved, may 
be uſed as an Injection warm 
twice or thrice a day; it ſtrength- 
ens ad mirably, and contracts the 
mouths of the Veſſels: And this 
it does fo much the more effectual- 
ly, if three Spoonfuls or more of it 
be taken Morning and Evening in- 
wardly, See the Third Edition 
ot my Synopſis Medicine, lib.

v. The Whites differ according to 
the Variety and Violence of the Symp- 
toms : Sometimes they are perfect- 
ly White, and then indicate only 
great Weakneſs: Somerimes Yel- 
low and very much diſcoloured, 
which is from the Defiiement of the 
Lympha and other Juices: Some- 
times they are of ſhore conrinuance, 
as of a Week, Fortnight, or a 
Month; without any great harm or 
grievous Symptoms: And fome- 
times they continue Monchs, yea 
Years, to the great Prejudice and 
Incommodicy of the Sick, 1adu- 
cing at laft a deep Conſumption, 
Rheumatitm, or ſome other worſe 
and Chronick Diſeaſe. 

VI. The Signs, This Diſtemper 
1s beſt known by the relation of 
the Patient, or other Eyc-witnel- 
les; for that when they are mode- 
rate, they are very rarely attended 
with any grievous Symptom. But 
when they are Immoderate or Ex- 
cciſive, the Urine has a Sediment 
Icmerimes like Matter, ſometimes 
thicker and whiter only, a'moſt 
like carded Wool, and without

This Diſeaſe 
may have irs riſe from Excremen- 
tious Humcurs bred inthe Stomach, 
Liver, Spleen, and other parts, 
which may be ſent to the Womb, 
as well as from ſuch Humours bred 
in che Womb it ſelf, through the 
Weakneſs of its retentive and con- 
coctive Faculties, or from an Acid 
auſtere Ferment produced in the 
Womb. Sylvius lays the Cauſe is 
in the Blood, and the more Serous 
or Viſcous the Blood is, the more 
Serous or Viſcous are the Whites, 
and according to the degree of 
Diſcraſy, ſuch is the diverſity of 
che Colour of the Excreta; and he 
derives it from an acid Acrimony,

Take 
Native Cinnabar, an Ounce; Cinna- 
bar of Antimony, and artificial Cin- 
nabar, of each half an Ounce ; Amber 
prepared, Magiſtery of Saturn, of 
each four Drams; Harte. horn pre- 
pared, Crocus Martis Aſtringent, 
ana, 2 Drams and half ; Opium in 
fine Ponder 30 Grains; Levigate 
what is to be levigated, and all be- 
ing in ſubtil Powder, mix them. 
Doſe from half a Dram to a Dram 
Morning and Night, in a Spoon- 
ful or two of Syrup of dried red 
Roſes, Ec 3 XVI. 
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Vomb. This is ſolely to be done 
with Opiates; and without an Opi— 
ate, it is not eaſily to be performed. 
Dolæus ſays, that he often uſed to 
cure this Diſeaſe with one only 
ſlight Remedy, and he would en- 
gage that that Med:icament ſhould 
perform it, unleſs there was ſome- 
thing elſe to hinder the Cure: I: 
is this following Pouder, Tabe Egg- 
ſhels calcin'd two Prams; Vitrio 
of Mars from 24 % 40 Grains;

An 
Emulſion may be made ot the four 
greater cold Seeds, with Smiths 
Lorge-water, firſt fiirred through 
brown Paper. Spiritus Aluminis is 
of extraordinary Effects. Frambe- 
ſurius commends a Decoction of Gua- 
1zcum, to be drank in the Morning, 
above ſeveral other things; but it 
2ughr not to be given to ſuch as are 
emaciated, or in a Conſumprive 
habit of Body. Hieronymus Alercu- 
rialis ſays, he has cured many of 
chis Diſeaſe, by giving a Dram ef 
Hires Rennet, in a Decoction of Oal- 
leaves, for eight or ten days toge- 
cher, Others have cured it witha 
| Decoion of dryed red Roſes, inner 
Hal- bark, Pine and Miſletoe. And

XX. The fourth and laſt Intentin 
is, to reſtore and ſtrengthen the 
Tone of the Parts hurt; and this 
is done, 1. by the uſe of Interna's;

V. This Overflowing of the 
Lochia, or Flooding, as we call 
It, is known by the relation of the 
Patient, having a large Efflux of 
Blood, attended wich Faintneſs, 
Swooning, Paleneſs, Leanneſs, and 
other like ill Symptoms, which 


put the Woman into manifold 


Diſorders, not to be remedied, 
without ſtopping the Hemorrhage. 

VI. The Cauſe is from a Pletho- 
ra, as ſome Authors will have it, 
bur chiefly from the Thinneſs, Acri- 
mony, and violent Motion of the 
Blood, joyn'd with a Perturbation 
of che Animal Spirits; but it pro- 
ceeds alſo from che Anaſtomoſis or 
Rupture of che Arterius Veſſels at- 
ter Delivery, being violently rent or 
torn, becauſe ot the cloſe ſticking 
of the After- birth to the Womb, 
which without great force cannot 
be ſeparated from the ſame, where- 
by the Womb becomes excoriated, 
and many times ſome of its greater 
Veſſels are broken, which is the 
cauſe of ſo great a Profuſion of 
Blood. 

VII. There are alſo External 
Cauſes of this Diſeaſe, as too hot 
an Air, Food and Medicines too 
ſharp, Exhibition of Emmena- 
 gogicks, long Watchings, violent 
Hotions of the Body before Strength 
& recoyered, Excretions ſuppreſ- 
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ſed; together with ſudden and ve. 
hement paſſions of the Mind, which 
confuſe and diſturb the Animal 
Spirits, and put the Blood into a 
Fermentation. 

VIII. The Prognoſtichs. If it is 
not timely ſtop'd, it wonderfully 
weakens the Parient, and is many 
times the cauſe of other Diſeaſes, 
as Convulſions, Card ialgia, Pining, 
Conſumption, Cachexia, Leuco- 
phlegmatia, Dropſie, Melancholy, 
Rheumatiſm, Cc. but if it is fo 
potent, as to reſiſt all Remedies 
and cannot be ſtop'd, till there is 
2 Defect of Blood, Paleneſs, Faint- 
ing and Swocning enſues, and at 
length Deach. 

IX. The Cure. Authors adviſe 
chat the Food ſhould be Incraſſating, 
and their Drink, Water in which J. 
ron, Steel or Gold has been often 
quenched, as Smiths Forge water 
filter'd through brown Paper. For 
a thickner, there are not many bei- 
ter Medicines than Tinctura Terre 
Fapanice, and Tindura Mirabilis, 
which are famous things in this 
caſe, and many times do the work 
upon the Spot, and that when all 
other Remedies have failed; They 
may be given from half a Spoonful 
to a whole Spoonful, Morning Noon 
and Night, (according as the Exi- 
gency may require) in Ale, Tent, 
Alicant, Barabar or Malaga Wines. 
Our Author preſcribes an Hyſter!- 
cal Julep, but that is chiefly of uſe 
in ſuch as are troubled with Byſtc-

VII. External Cauſes may be, the 
receiving up into the Body the cold 
and ambient Air, eating cold, 
thickning and aſtringent Food, 
drinking Styptick or Aſtringent 
Wines, and other like Liquors ; 
taking over-cooling, incraſſating 
and aſtringent Medicines. Opiates, 
and the like; over-much watch- 
ing or ſleeping, lying ccld, putting 
the Hands or Feet into cold Water, 
to which add ſudden and grievous 
Paſſions of the Mind, as Grief, An. 
ger, Fears, ſudden Frights, Fc. 
which cauſe the Blood to recur or 
retire, 

VIII. The Prognoftichs. If there is 
preſent a Stupor, or Unſenſibleneſs, 
paleneſs of the Face, and Convulſi- 
ons, the hope of recovery is bur 
ſmall. And indeed the Suppreſſi- 
on of the Loches is of dangerous 
Conſequence, for that it may be 
the cauſe of many other Diſeaſes, 
not only ſuch as are particular to 
a part, as inflamation of the 
Womb, Pain and inflamation of 
the Breaſts, Plurifies, Peripneumo- 
nies, Cc. bur alſo univerſal ones, 
affecting the whole Body, as Me- 
lancholy, Phrenſies, Mania's, Acute 
Fevers, Convulſions, c. The 
Diſeaſe 3s ſometimes cured by a 
potent and plentiful Sweating, by 
which the Pores of the Body and 
of the Womb, are relaxed and 
opened, and ſometimes by a long 
Hemorrhage in ſome other parts, 
as by the Noſe, Mouth, Hemor- 
rhoids, Cc. 

IX. The Cure. Firſt the Cauſes 
of the Obſtruction of the Viſcera are 
to be removed, chiefly thoſe of the 
Womb, which is done fort by Purging 
with Uterine Cathartichs, The 
greateſt Specifick for this purpoſe 
15, an infuſion or Decoction of Col). 
cint his in Water or Wine, which is 
to be repeated. But this by reaſon 


ot its Violence and Griping, being 
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not ſo eligible, you may give the 


Patient the T:;nfure rhereot made

XI. If the Patient can take none 
of theſe things, you muſt purge 
with our Sal Panaretum, or with 
Sal Mirabile, which being repeated 
rwo or three times, will admirably 
open all the Obſtructions of the Vi- 
cera, and not go without its effects. 


The Powers of Salts in looſening 


and reſolving coagulated Humours, 
and penetrating into the Maſs of 
Blood and Lympha, thereby to make 
them more limpid or fluid, were 
ſcarcely known; yet this is cer- 
ta in, that they will do more in the 
matter ot Obſtructions, than moſt 
other things in nature. ä 
XII. Secondly, by proper Emme- 
nagogichs to induce or promote the 
Eflux. And for this purpoſe you 
may give Sperma Ceti mix d with æ 
quarter part of Salt of Tartar, of 
which two Scruples or a Dram may 
be given ata time. Troches of Myrrh 
may be given a Dram at a time in 
White-wine. You may alſo give

XIII. Or you may give this Tinc- 
ture, Take White Port Wine, a Quart; 
Pure Nitre, Saffron, Myrrh, Cochi- 
nele in pouder, of each two Drams; 
Volatile Salt of Amber a Dram; mix 
and ma be a Tincture by a warm In- 
fuſion for 24 hours; ſtrain out the 
clear, and add to it Tinfure of 
Caſtor, half an Ounce ; mix for ſix 
Doſes; ro be given Morning and 
Night.

II. Ir is called in Greek“ Ag A- 
Fi; ; in Latin, Abortio, & Abortus; 
in Engliſh, Miſcarriage inChild-bear- 
ing: It is a Birth before the full 
length of the time, whether the 
Child is born living or dead. It is 
always accompanied with great At- 
fliction and Pain, and is much more 
vehement and grievous than a na- 
tural Birth, becauſe like to unripe 
Fruit, it cannot be brought forth 
wichout Violence; and Women 
who ſuffer Miſcarriage ſay, that 
they had rather bear Ten Children, 
than Miſcarry Once. 

III. The Cauſes. It ariſes either 
from an Exceſs of Blood, and too 
great an Aflux of it, than to the 
Womb, whereby making its uſual 

aſlage by the Womb, the Fetys 
mes to be looſen'd and expell'd. 
it may proceed from a defect 
Blood and Nouriſhment in the 
other, whereby the Child is alſo 
deprived of its due Nourifhmenr, 
ind therefore violent Fluxes of the 
2owels, vehement Purges, Hema - 
20gues, Emmenagogicks, and plen- 
ful Veneſe&ion, eſpecially in the 
4 oor, as they draw away the Blood 
1d Nutriment firſt from the Mo- 
cr, very much depreſſing her, 
1d then from the Child, fo rhey 
re contributary to this Defection. 
1 Mola, or dead Child together 
wich che living being in the Womb,

| IV. Among External Cauſes, The 
Air contributes much to it, if it is 
roo violently hot; alfo over - great 
Heat, whether of the Sun, Fire, 
Stove, or Baths, may fo diſturb 


— Womb, and ſtimulate it as to 


cauſe an Excretion of the Fætus. 
The exceſſive uſe of Spices, and 
ſpirituous Liquors, as of ftrong 
Wines, Punch, Brandy, ſtrong 
Waters, Cc. and ſuch Drinks and 
Food as have the nature of Emme- 
nagogicks, as Horſe-radiſh, Muſtard, 
Creſſes, Tarragon, Cc. are ve 
prejudicial, for that they diflarb 
the Animal Spirits, d iſſolve the 
whole Maſs of Blood, put it into 
fuſion, and fo faciliare the Flux of 
it by the Womb, thereby cauſing 
Abortion, Sneezing vehemently, 
Coughing violently, Vomiting ex- 
treamly, too violent Morions of the 
Body. as Dancing, Running, Leap. 
ing, Riding on Horſe-back, jolting 
in a Coach, ſtraining out of the 
Arms, lifring of heavy Burthens, 
and beyond the Strength, over- 
much Straining, alfo Falls, Blows, 
and Bruiſes of the Belly, are all 
cauſes ſometimes of this Accident, 
for that thereby the Placenta ſtick- 
ing to the Womb is looſened, and 
parring from the Womb, the 
Child and Secundine are forced 
away. A violent continued Looſ- 
neſs, Bloody Flux, or any notor'- 
ous loſs of Blood, loſs ot Strength 
by any Diſcaſe previous or preſent, 
as an Erytipelas. Stitches, Pleurt- 
fie, Fever, Dropſie, Aſthma, In- 
damation, Cancer, frequent Faint- 
ings, Convulſions, Conſumption, c. 
may be cauſes alſo of Abortion 

V. It is many times cauſed alſo 
from Womens ſtrait Cloths, or 
lacing themſelves too ſtrait, ro keep

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their Bodies ſlender and in ſhape; 
and from their Longing after 
things, which they ſhall ſometimes 
accidentally fee, and either not 
obtain, ar not have fn ſoon as 
they defire. And ſomerimes it is 
canſed from the ill Conformation 
of the Abdomen, or Womb, not 
well conſtituted; where, by reaſon 
of hardneſs or ſtiffneſs, or ſome 
other cauſe, they cannot endure a 
ſuicient Diſtention; or rhe car- 
nous Subſtance of the Womb, is too 
thick or callous, or its Capacity is 
too ſmall, whereby, not being able 
to be ſuffictencly extended, the Fx- 
zus comes to be excluded]; ſo alſo 
if there be roo great a Laxicy, ſo 
that it eaſily falls forth of its own 
accord. 

VI. Too frequent Coition and 
Flux of the Cervica! Humour. which 
may lax the Neck of the Womb, 
its Veſſels and other parts, as they 
are Anripatherical to the Concep- 
tion it ſelf, ſo alſo they induce 
Abortion. To theſe Cauſes add 
moreover, great Frights, Fears, 
Anger, Grief, Sadneſs, and much 
carefulneſs of Mind, by which 
the very Soul, and all the natural 
Powers and Faculties of the Body, 
are ſtrangely diſturbed, to che hurt 
of the Actions, Natural, Vital and 
Animal, by which vehement and 
far greater Perturbations and Diſ- 
ſorders affect and ſeize upon the 
Fetus or Child in che Womb, 

VII. The Progno{tich , It is not 
ſo dangerous, as grievovs and ter- 
rible with Pain, more cfpecially it 
it happens when the Frtus or 
Child is big, for then it is with 
much diffculty and extremity ex- 
cluded from the Womb, more 
eſpecially rhe Secundine or Atrer- 
birth, which ſticking faſt ro the 
ſides of the Womb, by a vaſt num- 
ber of Veſſels, is, like unripe Fruit, 
not eaſily pluck'd from it, but with

violence and much Pain; which 
occaſions many times great Hæ. 
morrhages or Flooding, which 
are often attended whrth Faintings, 
Swoonings, Delirium, and Con- 
vulſions, which laſt if they are pre- 
ſenr, the Womar ſcarce ever reco. 
vers. Aborcion is more dangerous 
in che firſt Child chan afterwards, 
eſpecially when che Woman has 
been accuſtomed or uſed to it. It 
is alſo more dangerous in weak 
Women, and ſuch as are of a ten— 
der Conſtitution, than in ſuch as 
are ſtrong, luſty, and fat. If a 
Fever, Palpitation, Heart-burning, 
Fainting or other ill Symptoms be 
preſent, it is ſo much the worſe. 
And it it is accompanied with 
continual and extream Pains, it 
may be rhe cauſe of Inflamation, 
Eryſipelas, Ulcer of the Womb, 
Barrenneis, and other ill Diſtem- 
pers of chat part. 

VIII. The Cure, The Blood ought 
to be thickned ; and the parts 
through which it flows to be 
ſtrengrhned, both by Internals and 
Externals; and the Viral and Ani- 
mal Spirirs ought ro be ſupport- 
ed by proper Narcoticks and Cor- 
dials, whoſe uſe is ro be continued 
tor ſome conſiderable time.

hement Hzmorrhage has gone be- 
ore, either by the Noſe or Mouth, 
Cc. in all theſe caſes it ought to be 
forborn. 

VII. If the Body is Coſtive, 
there will be no hope of Eaſe, til! 
it be made ſoluble, which ought 
to be with fome Lenitive Cathartich, 
as Electuarium Lenitivum, Diacaſſia, 
ſimple and with Manna, &c. but 
not with Aloetick Med icaments, 
becauſe they are known to cauſe, 
or force down the Piles, 

VIII. But that Purge which moſt 
effectually does it, is the Sal Mi- 
rebile, which may be given (in a 
Piar of warm Water, or warm 
Watergruel) from half an Ounce 
to an Ounce, according to Age, 
Strength, and Habit of Body; 
for this not only looſens the Belly, 
bur cools alſo the body to boot; 
and though it purges, yet it never 
provokes the Piles or Hemorrhotd's. 
Or you may uſe our Sal Panaretum 
in the ſame manner, but in a leſier 
Doſe, which has all the ſame Et- 
lets, if not che mort excellent Me- 
dicine ot the two. 

IX. Theſe Medicaments may al- 
ſo be given in clarified Whey, or 
in Mucron-broch ; and the Dole is 
ſo often to be repeated, and at due 
diſtances ot times, till the whole 
hot and coſtive habit of the Bowels 
is altered. 

X. Outwardly the Patient may 
often (fir over the Fumes of Amber, 
ona Cloſe- ſtool, they aſcending 
up to the Anus or Fundament, by 
caſting pieces or bits of Amber 
upon live Charcole; the ſame thing 
may be done, (tho? it is not ſo pow- 
erful) wich Frankincenſe Olibanum 
or Maſtick uſcd in like manner. 


XI. Authors commend Tapſua- 
lentia, as a Specifick to anoint the 
Piles withal, being uſed two cr 
three times a day; fo alſo ſimple 
Tapſimel, made without the Vitriol. 
But Ithink very few outward Me- 
dicaments exceed an Ointment 
made of Pilewort Roots, which 
cures the Piles to a wonder, It 
may be made of the Roots and 
| Leaves together (though that made 
with the Roots alone is beſt.) Ic 
ſpeedily cures the Piles and He- 
morrhoids, as alſo the Kings-evil, 
by barely anointing therewith two 
or three times a day. The ſame 
things do alfo the Oil and Decoc- 
tion chereof, the parts affected be- 
ing anointed or fomented there- 
with. It grows for the moſt part 
in low and moiſt Grounds, and 
ſuch as are apt to be overflow'd 
wich Warer; and in the borders 
and corners of moiſt Fields near 
Water-ſides; it flowers in March 
and April, and is quite gone in 
May, ſo that if it be not timely 
look'd after and gathered, it can- 
not be had again till the next 
Spring. 

XII. Whether the Piles be ulce- 
rated cr not ulcerated, all the for- 
mer Medicines may very ſately be 
uſed ; but if they be not broken 
there is no application like to that 
of Oil of Amber, with which they 
may be anointed two or three times, 
by which they will certainly be ea- 
ſed and go away. Bur if they be 
broken, that muſt be forborn, be- 
cauſe of the Pain which it is apt 
to excite, by reaſon of its Heat and 
Subtilty. 

XIII. In this caſe you muſt ap- 
ply other things of leſs Heat and

IX. Since therefore this Flux, 
though immoderate, is nor forth- 
with to be totally ſtop'd by Aftrir- 
gents; it is at firſt to be gently dealt 
wich, and the Morbifi-ck Cauſe 
which reſides in the Blood is tirit 
to be removed, and to be reſtored 
to its due Craſis, alter which the 
uſe of Stypticks may be profitable.

Or, 
you may give the Iufuſion thereot 
in Red Wine, as we have in many 
places taught. 

XI. Bur little inferior to any ther 
Medicaments is the Terra Fapani— 
ca, given either in a fubcil Pouder 
from halt a Dram to aDram ; cr in 

1 Lindur. 
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Tincture, which is of admirable Ef- 
fects. Or you may give our Tin- 
Jura Mirabilis(1n our Phar macopœĩia 
Chirurgica) which ſtops the Flux of 
Blood to the part, almoſt to a 
Miracle : this you may repeat fo 
long as need requires. Or, you 
may for Change- ſake (becauſe Na- 
ture loves variety) give alternacely 
firſt rhe Tindtura Mirabilis, then the 
Tindtura Corticis, to be continued 
as you ſee cauſe. 

XII. But if the Flux is ſo Impe- 
tuous, as that none ot theſe things 
will do any good, you muſt come 
to the uſe of Opiates, as the Ulti- 
mum Aſylum, which will never fail 
you, unleſs the Diſeaſe be incurable. 
For this purpoſe you may give our 
Author's Laudanum Liquidum, or 
that of our Pre ſcription, or our Gut- 
te Vite, if you uſe Liquids; but if 
the Patient had rather take Solids, 
ſome Doſes of Philonium Romanum, 
or Philonium Perſicum may be 
adminiftred, or rather our Lau- 
danum Volatile, which anſwers 
to all che Intentions of this Cure.

A violent Pain in ſome 
part of the Body, eſpecially in the 
Loins, Rumbling ard Noiſe in the 
Guts, ſowre Belching, having with- 
al a burnt- like or ſtrong or ſtinking 
Smell and Tatte, Headach, plenti-

VIII. The Signs of the Diſeaſe be- 


Ing preſent. The Sick Vomits what 


is bilious or bitter, ſowre, and 
ſtinking or very ſtrong; the Stools 
are alſo ſharp, ſtrong or ſtinking, 
and theſe are often repeated bath 
ways for ſeveral hours together; 
yea, and ſometimes days, ſo that 
the patient ſeems as if he bad 
taken Poiſon: there is vehement 
Pain, Sickneſs and Pricking in the 
Stomach and Belly, and the Excre- 
ments are at firſt liquid or thin, 
afterwards thicker and better 
coloured, ſometimes of a Greeniſh 
or Leek-green, ſometimes of a Ci- 
trine colour, ſomeimes blewiſh, 
blackiſh, or of a bloody colour, 
and fomerimes whitiſh or Pale, 
and are voided with Wind and 
Gripes; and ſometimes they are of 
an Aſh-colour for a long time, 
which Authors fay, ſhews Malig- 
nity. There is alfo preſent a great

of the, Stomach; or an acrid Hu- 
mour poured out of the Arteries 
into the Stomach and Guts, or 
from Choler and Pancreatick Juice; 
ſometimes from them ſeverally, and 
ſometimes from them all together, 
converting into an acid, auſtere, 
bitter, and pungent Humour, which 
efferveſcing in thoſe Viſcera, and 
thereby pricking and vellicating 
the Fibres of the Stomach and Guts, 
put them into ſuch diſorders and 
convulſive Motions, as to caufe 
choſe violent and ſtrong Ejeftions 
both upwatds and downwards juſt 
as if the Patient had taken Poiſon, 
The procatartick Cauſe ariſes from 
the Mears and Drinks heterogene. 
ous to the Ferment of the Stomach, 
a Barbel's Row, violent Medica- 
ments, Poiſons, c. according to 
which the Excrements are voided 
of ſeveral different Confiſtencies, 
Colours Smells, c. 

X. The Progneſiichs. If with the 
grear Weakneſs cauſed by the 
Diſeaſe there be cold Sweats, Paipt- 
tation of che Heart, loſs of Speech, 
Swooning and Convulſions, the Sick 
is in a very dangerous Condition, 
more eſpecially if the Ejections do 
not ceaſe. When it is accompa- 
nied with evil Accidents, it com- 
monly kills the Sick in a few days, 
and ſometimes in a days time or 
leſs. If the Urine is livid or black 
and che extream parts are cold, 
Death is at hand; more eſpecially 
if a weak Pulle, Palpitation, Faint—

fully evacuated ; which being done, 


(which is rarely to be ſeen) it is of 
dangerous conſequence ; but many 
times it turns to heat of Urine or 
the Stranguary. 

XI. The Diet. Let the Air be cool, 
not very hot, becauſe it irritates 
the Humours, and therefore this 
Diſeaſe is worſe in Summer- time 
than in che Spring or Autumn. Let 
the Food be little, and eaſie of Di- 
geſtion; and when he comes to eat 
Broth tor Nouriſhment, let it be 
made favory with Juice of Sevil O- 
ranges, Limons, c. Let his Bread 
be white, and rather Biſcake than 
other; let him forbear Milk Mears, 
all far, ſweet and hot or acrid 
things, as Muſtard, Pepper, Gin- 
ger, and orher Spices, torbearing 
alſo all ſorts of violent Purgers. Let 
his Drink be Wines of Currants, 
Red Cherries, or of Quinces, or 
ſomething which is Tart and 
Aſtringent, as Chalybear-warer, 
ſweetned with Syrup of Quinces, 
or of Juice of Citrons; all new 
generous Wines, as a:lo new Ale, 
and Beer are to be forborn; long 
Watching is hurtful, but reſt and 
Sleep are good: Allo all Paſſions of 
the Mind, as Anger, Fear, Grief, 
Sadneſs, Vexation of Spirit, c. 
are to be reſtrained, becauſe 
they increaſe and heighten Choler, 
and perturb the Spirits and Moti- 
on ot the Blood, c. 

XII. The Cure. Our Author's 
Advice of Waſhing the Stomach 
and Guts in the beginning is excel- 
lent good, for thereby the Acrimo- 
nous Bile and ſharp Humours are 
at once both abforbed and plenti- 
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warm. Afterwards you may 
cleanſe the Bowels thoroughly by 
giving Sal Panaretum or Sal Mt- 
rabile in a fir Doſe; then you may 
comfort the Bowels by giving 
ſtrong Mutton or Veal Broth; and 
ſo come to the uſe of Opiates; 
Examples of all kinds of which 
you may ſee in our Doron Medi- 
cum, lib. 1. cap. 22. Sect. 44 
ad 170. 

XIII. If it proceeds from Poi- 
ſoa taken inwardly, or any dele- 
rerious Medicine, Oil ought to be 
given to a Quart or two, or more, 
by che Mouth; alſo Clyſters of 
Oil may be given, till the Oil 
given by the Mouth come away by 
Stool. Or you may give this 
Clyſter, Take Veal Broth ten Oun- 
ces; Oil Olive fix Ounces ; Infuſion 
of Crocus Metailorum four Ounces; 
mix for a Clyſter. Or this, Tale 
Veal Broth ten Ounces ; brown Su- 
| gar four Ounces , Tufuſion of Crocus 
Metallorum two Ounces , mix for 4 
Clyſter. After it has done works 
ing, or that ir is come away, give 
a Ciyſter only of Oil Olive a Pint, 
ſomething more than Elood warm. 
And it the Poiſon, c. be vehe- 
menr, you muſt nor ceaſe giving 
Oil by the Mouch till two or three

XIV. It the Diſcaſe ariſes from 
corrupt Focd in the Stomach, or 
from Surfeiting, an Emetick may 
be given, more eſpecially if there 
be any ſuſpicion of Poiſon; for

Spirit of Salt half a Dram; mix 
them for a Doſe. 
- XVI. If it arifes from eating 
of Fruits, or from a too large Doſe 
of Vomiting Medicines, or from 
Poiſon; Sylvins is of Opinion 
that Laudanum Opiatum 1s the laſt 
refuge; and theretore he com- 
mends the two laſt deſcribed Mix- 
tures, adding to them a Grain or 
ewo of Laudanum Opiatum ; for 
that Opiates do as well temper al] 
kinds of Acrimony, and quiet the 
preſent or conſequent Efferveſcence, 
as lay aſlcep che external Senſes. 
XVII. But if the Diſcaſe pro- 
ceeds from Corrofive Sublimate, 
then 0 of Tartar diluted or mix'd 
with a good quantity of fair water 
is the only Remedy, becauſe it is 
a preſent one, aud is efficacious 
upon the ſpot.

I. IT is a very vehement Pain 

in the Guts, which begins 
with a Fever that laſts a few Hours; 
either it wrings them, as if they 
were girt with Bands or Chords; 
or, being gathered into à point, 
bores them as if it was with an 
Augur. 2. Sometimes it gives 
a Truce, but momentarily returns 
to che Aſſault. 3. At firſt it is 
not ſo certainly fix'd in any one 
Point, there is not ſo often a de- 
lire to Vomit, nor does the Bel- 
ly ſo firmly reſiſt the force of Ca- 
tharticks. 4. But by degrees, as 
the Pain is increaſed, it is 
alſo the more ſtubborn, and as 
it were fix'd in a Point, the In- 


clination ro Vomit grows more

ſtrong and frequent, and the Bel- 
iy is more bound, till at laſt the 
Diſeaſe degeneraces into the Iliack 
Paſſion. 

II. Ic is thus differenced from 
the Stone in the Reins; I. The 
Pain of the Stone, 1s as it were fix- 
ed in one of the Kidnies, and from 
thence extends it feif to che Teſ- 
ticle, according to the lergth of 
the Ureter, or Urinary Paſſage 
from the Reins. 2. But theſe 
Pains of the Cclick are more un- 
conſtant and moveable, compaſ- 
ſing about the middle of the Bel- 
ly as with a Girdle. 3. Theſe 


Pains of the Colick are alſo in- 
creaſed after eating; but che Ne- 
phritical Pains of che Stone are 

rather 
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rather diminiſhed. 4. In the 
Colick, the voiding of Excrements 
gives greater Eaſe than in the 
Scone. 5. The Urine of thoſe who 
are troubled with the Stone, is, 
at the beginning of the Pit clear 
and thin, then there appears ſome 
Sediment, and at length Sand or 
little Stones are voided. 6. But 
in the Colick, the Urine is muddy 
and thick from the very begin- 
ning. 

III. Bleed conſiderably in one 
of cke Arms; and three or four 
hours after exhibit an Anodyn ; 
the next day give a lenitive Medi- 
cine, to be repeated every other 
day, to two Doſes more. 2. But 
if the Diſtemper ariſes from Gour- 
mand iſing, or from eating over. 
ripe Fruits, then firſt of all the 
Stomach muft be waſhed with 
Jarge and ofren to be repeated 
Draughts of Poſſet-drink. 3. At 
ter that is done, an Opiate is to 
be given: the next day Bleed, and 
then proceed accord ing to the Or 
ders before directed. 

IV. When the Diſeaſe having 
been unskiltully treated, has con 
tinued very long, and the Sick 
has been reduced to extream 
Weakneſs by it; the plentiful 
drinking of either Aqua Fpidemica, 
Aqua Mirabilis, or ſuch other like, 


wich which they were moſt plea- 


ſed whilſt in Health, has helped 
them beyond Expectation.

| VI. The Parts affected are doubt. 
leſs, 1. The Gur Colon, in which 
ic is thought to have its Original 
or beginning; for being large, 
thick, long, and wind ing, ſharp 
Humours and Wind may be ea- 
ſily lodged there, both in the 
ſubſtance of its Coats, and by rea- 
ſon of its numerous Valves. 2. 
The Meſentery in which chere are 
many large Nerves, and plexures 
ct the ſame, by which it becomes 
very ſenſible, and fubje& to an 
Afffux of Humours, and this Willis 
will have to be the Seat of the Co- 
lick; without doubt the Diſeaſe 
is for the moſt part contain'd in 
che Cavities of the Guts, and a- 
mong their Nervous Membranes; 
in which, when either Humours 
or Spirits, Acrimonious, Maligu, 
or Arſenical (as rhey may be cal. 
led) are encloſed, they by their 
Colliſion, velicate the Fibres of 
the Nerves, and by breaking or 
hurting them, excite the CoJick 
Pains, which are more or leſs ve.

mix and make a Clyſler : This 
will move the Body, and by re- 
peating it, (as the Phyſician ſhall 
ſee cauſe) empty the Bowels of the 
matter impacted in them. Tale 
Angelica- water ſimple, Blach-Cherry 
water, Mill. water, of each three 
Ounces; Syrup of Violets, or of 
Clove-Gilli-flowers, two Ounces, 
Tartar Vitriolate a Dram; Liquid 
Laudanum, or our Guttæ Vite 60 
drnps ; mix them for two Draughts.

2, Under this Name it is men- 
tioned by Riverius in his Chapter 
of che Palſie; and is very well 
known in the Caribiee-Tlands, 
where multicudes of People are 
plagued wich it. 3. This moſt 
cruel Pain is cured by Balſam of 
Peru frequently given, and in great 
Doſes, chus, Put 20, 30, or 40 
drops of it into a Spocntul of the 
fireſt white Sugar, and give it 
twice or thrice in the day. 4. 
This Mcdicine, though ir cures 
this Belly-ach, yet ic has liitle or 
no Power in removing the Effects 
thereof, for the Palſie, which it 
cauſes, ſcarcely ever yields to this 
Remedy. 


SAL MO N's Comment, 


H. This is that Diſeaſe which in 
the Weſt-Indies is called the Dry 
Belly. ach, it is a Species of the 
Colick, and is indeed a vehement 
Diſtemper, which if not ſpeedily 
cured, in a ſhort time brings the 
Patient into a moſt deplorable Con- 
dition, taking away the uſe of all 
their Limbs from them, and at 
length (if not yet overcome by 
forcible Medicines) miſerably kills 
them.

Drams of Sal Panaretum or Sal 
Mirabile, which may be mixed 
with the firſt Pints of it; it will 
make the Potler-drink the more ef- 
fectual to the Purpoſe intended, 
and poſſibly may take awav rhe 
Root ot the Cauſe, which ſcarce- 
ly any other Medicine in Natute 
will do beſides; and rnerefore I 
recommend ir as a thing from 
my own Experience. 

Xl. As to the refting Medicines 
or Opiates, they are not to be gi- 
ven till che Morbifick Cauſe is ta- 
ken away by che Sal Panaretum or 
Sal Mirabile before named, and 
then you may come to the uſe of 
Opiates, which ate always to be 
mixed wich Hyſtericks; among 
which our Laudanum Catharticum 
15 one of the moſt ad mirablerhings. 
The Preparation thereof you may 
ke in onr Pharmacopeia Chirurgica- 


| adviſes ro Bleeding; but it the 
courſe of the Sx! Panaretum or SA 
| Mirablie be purſued as directed, 
there will be no occaſ1-n tor that 
Operation; becauſe rheie Medi- 
cines do nor only evacvare the 
Cauſe, bur alſo cool the Blood and 
whole Body, and to quiet any pre- 
ſent Fermentation of the Humours. 
And then after you have done 
{ cleanſing wich the Salts afore na- 
med, you may either give the a- 
fore preſcribed Opiates ; or this, 
Take Liquid Laudaunum gut. 30. or 
our Gutte Vite gut. d 30 ad 50, 
Spiritus -nticolicus gut. 50 or 60. 
mix them, and exhibit in a Gals 
of Canary. Atter the Paroxy//# is 


over, you may continue the uſe 
of che Spiritus Ant icolicus only, 
taking it Morning, Noon and Nighte, 
for 30 or 40 days together, giving 
it to 50 or 60 drops at a time, in 
a Gats ct choice Canary or White 
| Madera Wine. 


XIV. If 
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X1V. If the Diſeaſe ſhould re- 
turn by Fits, after all char has been 
done, you muſt repeat the Doſes 
of the Salts once or twice more, 
or it may be oftner, after which 
you may fately give the Infuſion 
of the Cortex Peruanus, eight, ten 
or twelve times, and alſo exhibir 
it by Clyſter, to appeaſe the vio- 
lent Motion of the Ferment, and 
ſtop the return of the Pain and Fir, 
which you will {ee it will effectu- 
ally do. And this advice is fo 
much the more earneitly to be fo. 
lowed , if the Paroxyſins are at. 
tended wich Convulfions , Faint. 
ings, or Swoonings, for it will not 
be in the power of any other 
Medicament whatiocver to ſave 
Life. 

XV. If the Convulſiye Motion: 
of the Bowels are great, you muſt 
preſently exhibit this Clyſter , 
Take a ftrong Infuſion of two Drams 
of the Pouder of the Cortex, in four 
Ounces of Red Wine, mix'd with 
wo Ounces of Angelica-water ; Li- 
quid Laud inum, or our Gutte Vitæ 
gut. 40 or 50. Poſſet-drirch a Pint; 
mix them. It is of ſingular Uſe 
and Efficacy, and I commend it 
from my own conſtant Uſe thereof, 
betore a chouſand other things. 

XVI. Ther after the Clyſter you 
give inwardly by the Mouth, either 
the Spiritus Anticolicus, or Tindlu- 
ra Cordialis, or Spiritus Cordialis, 
(which are lomeihing above or 
beyond our Author's Freſcriptions) 
in any proper Vehicle, as fimple 
' Angelica-water , which you may 
ſweeten with Syrup of Citron-peels ; 
which things I am ſure will be ve- 
ry pleaſing and grateful to the 
Sick, Scc them ia our Pharmaco- 
ia Chirurg'ca. 

XVII. In an Hypochondriacal 
Colick, after Purging: with che 
Sal Miravile, or Sal Panaretum, 


whatever other Specificks are gi- 
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ven, they are always to be mix'd 
with a proporcional quantity of 
Tinctura Martis, or ſome other 
opening Preparation of the Chalyhs, 
otherwiſe you will never perfecthy 
accompliſh the End you ſeek at. 
ter: But in ſome Conſtitutions, 
the common Ruſt of Mars is be- 
yond all the other Preparations 
thereof, which Experience has 
many times confirmed. 

XVIII. Our Author's proving or 
trying ſeveral Medicines, till ſuch 
time as we can find out thoſe that 
will do, is ſo like the Practice of 
Ignorant Quac hs, that nothing can 


more reſemble it; but the Tn. 


ing and true Phyſician, ſeldom or 


never makes uſe of the Quack ing 
way of making Tryals upon Patients 
Bodies; at beſt it is both a dange- 
rous and uncertain way, ſeldom 
made ule of bur by young Phy ſici- 


ans, and ro the Peril at leaſt of the 
Paricnrs Health and Welfare, it 
not of their Lives. I am ſure if 
the Phyfician purſues the Method 
here laid down, this kind of 
Quaching PraFice will be wholly 
laid aſide. 

XIX. If the original Cauſe

Excrements by the Mouth, for that, 
by the Coſtiveneſs of the Bowels 
for the moſt parr, or ſome other 
cauſe, the Periſtaltich Motion of 
the Inteftines is inverted.

cannot yet go to Stool, or force out 
any Excrements, agreeable with 
the Sentiments of Hippocrates who 
ſays, In the Tliack the Belly grows 
hard, and the Excrements paſs not 
downwards. As alſo of Galen. 
who ſays, In the Iliack Paſſion, no- 
thing goes downwards, Inſomuch 
that as Solenander and Sennertus 
teſtifie, that inſtances have been 
given, in which Clyſters and even 
Suppe ſitories have aſcended througl: 
the Guts, and been vomited up; 
pon which moſt dread'ul Symp. 
toms have ſucceeded, as toſſing 
and. tumbling, wane of reſt, Sick 
neſs at Heart, Fever, Thirſt, 
Fainring, Coldneſs of the extream 
parts, and miny times Convulfions 
and che Hiccough, which two laſt 
are Symptoms of the moſt pernici- 
ous Conſequence, for that they are 
generally attended with a miſera 
ble Death. There are for the moſi 
part great Belchings, much Wind, 
and rumbling and noiſe in che Guts; 
in the beginning of this IIIneſs, 
there is a Pain ar Scomach, reach- 
ing ro Vomit and Loathing, with 
a ſharpneſs of Humours and 
Heart. burning. Wind much ex- 
tends the Guts, by which means the 
Pain is made the more acute, which 
ſtill becomes more exquiſite, and 
almoſt intolerable, as che Diſeaſe 
increaſes, and ſomerimes a Swe! 
ling is found in that place which 
may be felt with ones hand. At 
length as the Diſeaſe goes on there 
is vehement Vomitings, rejecting 
not only Meat, drink and Humours, 
but alſo Chyle, and the very Ex- 
erements themſelves, upon which 
Swoonings many times en lues, and 
preſently after that Death. 

VIII. The Cauſes. Some Au 
thors will have chis Diſeaſe to be 
[rom the twiſting of the ſmall Guts, 


or from their being entangled, as 


| hey were tyed in a knot; but 
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theſe things not only Helmont but 
Sylvius, and almoſt all our Necte- 
ricks poſitively deny: For Helmont 
ſays, it is contrary to Anatomical 
Demonſtration, which ſhews thar 
that Gur is annexed all along to or 
cloathed with the Meſentery, and 
by the Meſentery 1s fixed to the 
oyns; for (ſays he) it che Guts 
were twiſted, how ſhou'd that acti- 
on be performed? and therefore 
thinks that che Jleum can only be 
obſtructed by the internal Excre- 
ments, becauſe that nothing elſe 
can do ir, aud that in this Diſeaſe, 
che Gut Teon (in which the Excre- 
ments are not uſually hardned) is 
ſtop'd up by conſtipated Excre- 
ments; and therefore he conſtant- 
ly maintains that this Gut can never 
be twiſted nor looſened fromits Di- 
rector the Meſentery; but he owns 
chat Wind may be the cauſe of this 
Obſtruction, becauſe of all that di- 
ed of the Liach, he ever obterved 
the Gur Tle:im to be tull of Wind. 
| He gives us alſo an Inſtance of a 
Man of Antwerp, Who proffer'd the 
Phyſicians Eighty choutand Flemiſh 
Pounds (which is more than Eight 
chouſand Pounds Sterling) ro be 
cured of chis Diſeaſe, in which chey 
laid che Guts were twiſted, or tyed 
as in a knor ard ſo held him as in- 
curable ; ſo the Man died. His Body 
was opened, and they found only a 
little hard Dung in the ſmall Gut, 
ſteen Inches above the Inte ſtinum 
Cecum,and a great quantity of liquid 
Excrements in the eon above it. 
IX. Sylwius, among other cau- 
ſes of this Diſeaſe, aſſigns another 
cauſe, which he ſays is che ſlipping 
of the lower part of the Gut into the 
upper, or ot the upper part of the 
Gut into the lower, and that b 
Wind, forcing the Gur into ſuc 
a Poſition; but as the twiſting or 
ing of the Guts are abfolucely 


impoſſible in nature, as is before 
"= EE declared, 
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declared, ſo neither is it eaſie to 
imagin how it can be, that one 
part of the Gut ſhould ſlip into 
another part, becauſe the whole 
Gut is ſo firmly and abſolutely con- 
joyned to the Meſentery, which by 
their Poſirion render the thing im- 
poſſible to be done. Theſe ſuppo- 
ſed cauſes being thus obviated, we 
now come to conſider thoſe which 
are ſuppoſed to be the true Cauſes 
thereof. 

X. Paracelſus ſays, it is cauſed 
from a ſharp, acid, or auſtere Styp- 
tick Salt dificlved in the Guts, 
which ſowers the Excrements, coa- 
gulates or binds them up, converts 
the liquid Excrements into Viſcidi— 
ty and Wind, and at length con- 
tracts the Guts, even fo, as almoſt 
to cloſe them up; all which we 
think borders very much upon 
Truth. The Procatartich cauſe 
certainly ariſes trom the evil uſe of 
the fix Non- naturals: The Antece- 
dent Cauſes are all ſuch as can pro- 
duce this Difcaſe, as Auſtere Juices | 
and Falts diſiuived in the Bcdy, 
Caruncles growing in the Guts; The 
Preflure of the Guts in Ruptures, 
whether of the Navel, Groin, or 
Scrotum, ſharp Humours reſid ing 
inthe Membranes of the Guts, cr a 
continual Crudity and Corruption 
of the Juices, from Foods and 
Drinks Heterogene to the Habit of 
the Body, Cc. 

XI. The Proximate, near, or ad- 
joynirg Cauſe, is from the Conſtituti- 
on ot the Jleon, through Obſtructi- 
on, Diſtention of Wind, Compreſ- 
ſion in a Rupture, or hardned Ex- 
crements, which totally ſtop up the 
paſſage of the Guts, and invert the 
Periſtaltick Motion, ſo that the 
Matter contained in them, not be- 
ing able to paſs downwards, is re- 
jected or caſt upwards; and this 
comes to paſs not only from the 
ſtraitning, but from the contracting 
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of the Jleon. And though we think 
the conjoyn d cauſe to be hard Ex. 
crements, or other things making 
che Obſtruction, yer they cannot he 
the cnlyandfole cauſe of this Diſeaſe, 
becauſe the Guts are made of 2 
ſubſtance eaſie to be extended, but 


that the violent Pain, and other 


vehement Symptoms of the 7liach 
as Vomiting of the Food and Fx. 
crements, Sickneſs at Heart, Con- 
vulſions, c. are cauſed from the 
Afflux of the Animal Spirits our of 
the Meſentery into the carnous any- 
lary Fibres of che ourward moſt Tu. 
nicle of che T/eon, and thence into 
the carnous longitudinal Fibres, 
both which they ſo ſwell up and 
tumifie, as that they become ſhort 
ned and contracted, whereby thoſe 
Membranes being very ſenſible and 
tender, an Inflamation of the Gut 
is excited, and ſuch Convulſions, 
and painful Corrugations are raiſed, 
as to invert the feriſtaltick motion 
of che Gut affected as aforeſaid ; 
winch being continued, or meering 
with no Remedy, a Gangreen-1s ac 
length induced, and pr. ſently al- 
ter Deach. And this ſeems to be 
true, becauſe boch Sylvius and Wil- 
lis affirm, that in ſeveral who had 
periſhed under the Cruelty of this 
Diſeaſe, which they had cauſed to 
be opened, they always obſerved at 
Inflamation or Gangrene to be pre- 
fenr, and to be the Cauſe of the Dit- 
eaſe and Dear. 

XII. If the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe 
is from an Iaflamation in the Gut, 
there is an acute Fever; but it 
from Wind, hardned Excrements, 
or any other Obſtruction, then No 
Fever attends it, If the Caule 11

XIV. The Diet. The Air ought 
to be cold, or cooling, if the Diſ- 
caſe ariſes from Inflamation, and 
the Patient ought to ſleep in a cool 
place. If it be cauſed by Obſtructi- 
on of hardned Excrements, the 
Air ought to be moiſt, not drying 
nor too hot. The Diet as to Food 
and Drink ought to be thin and 
ſparing, becauſe the Cure mightily 
depends upon Abſtinence; and if 
the Bowels be inflamed, the Food 
oughe to be cooling, and Emolli- 
ent or Laxative, as Veal and Chicks 
en broth, but all cold, crude; 
windy, ſalt, fowre, and fat things 
are to be avoided, becauſe they 
ire apt to increaſe the Iuflamation. 
For Drink, ſome commend Emul- 
ſions of the cold Seeds, Almond- 
dlilk, c. but the Decoction of 
burut Harts-horn, or a thin Chick- 
 en-broth, may do better. If the 
Diſeaſe proceeds from hardned Ex- 
crements without Intlamation, ſome 
commend a Decoction of Horſe- 
dung, becauſe they ſay Excre- 
ments expel Excrements. Some 
commend an Intuſion or Decoction 
of Gooſe-dung, but rather an In- 
fuſion of Cows dung, becauſe it is 
an admirable Neurotick, and theſe 
withal many times move the Belly. 
Sleep and Reſt, 1t there be any In- 
tlamarion of the Guts is adviſcable, 
ocherwiſe they ought to be in 2 
mean: In an Inflamation and Rup- 
ture much motion is to be avoided, 
and Reſt is to be choſen. And the 
Mind ought to be kept free from all 
ſorts of Paſſions, becauſe they have

fore is ever fatal to Conſumptive, 


Hectick, and Phthifical Perſons. If 
ic is Symptomatical, it is dangerous. 
It the Excrements are very white, 
frocky, fretting, crude, viſcous, 
watery, purulent, like Meal or Chaff, 
eruginous, black, ſtinking, large 
in quantity, the Sick is in danger. 
So alſo if it follows a Pluriſie, or 


Malign or Peſtilential Fevers, with 


other bad Signs, it is mortal. A 
Diærrhæa in a Dropſie is many times 
fatal, though ſomerimes the Sick 
eſcapes. So alſo when the Excre- 
ments alter to the worſe, and turn 
tar, blocdy, white, aſh- coloured, 
green, black, and very ſtinking, 
with Hiccough and other bad Signs, 
Death is chen at the Door, 

XVII. A Tenaſinus is ealily cured, 
unleſs it has been of long conrinu- 
ance, or comes of a melancholy and 
ſhary Humour, for then it is apt to 
cauſe a Conſumprion, or a Dropſie, 
or to degenerate into a ſordid Ul- 
cer, and ſometimes into a Fiſtula: But 
Celſus, lib. 4. cap, 19. ſays, that a 
Tenaſinus is caſily cured, and that 
of it ſelf it never kills any, Hyppo- 
crates, Set. 7. Aph. 27. ſays, if a 
Woman with Child have a Tenaſrms 
ſhe will miſcarry, becauſe her con- 
tinual ſtraining to go to Stool di- 
ſturbs the Womb; and the ſam e 
Nutcles which ſerve to exclude 
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che Excrements, are aſſiſting to 
the Excluſion of the Child. 

XVIII. The Diet. The Air ought- 
not to be cold and moiſt, but tem- 
perate, ſerene, and drying. The Food 
ought to be of good Juice, eaſie of 
Digeſtion, but not fluid, roaſt for 
the moſt part, and dreis'd 
wich Spices, becauſe Spices comfort 
the Stomach and Bowels, Fruits 
and crude Meats are to be avoid- 
ed; as alſo all ſweer and fat things 
which irritate the Fibres of the Sto- 
mach and Guts; Purgatives are to 
be forborn, becauſe an over- purging 
induces an incurable Diarrhæa, which 
terminates in a Conſumption 
and Death. Drinks ought to be 
ſtrong not ſmall, as Wine ot Pom- 
granates or of Quinces, and ſeveral 
of your red Styprick Spaniſh Wines, 
as Alicant, Barabar, Barcelona, Tent, 
Canary, and ved Madera Wines, 
moderately taken; alſo a Decottion 
of drycd Quinces, Hips, Cinnamon, 
c. much Exerciſe, as Walking, 
Running, Dancing, Riding, Wreft- 
ling. Cc. are evil; but moderate 
Reft is good : Sleeping is good, be- 
cauſe it hinders all Evacuarions but 
Sweating, and a ſnotable Diaphore- 
ſis is very profitable to the Cure. U- 
rine ought co be promored, for Diu- 
reticks drive the Humidiries from 
the Belly, and carry them another 
way. Grief, Anger, and all other 
Paſſions of the Mind are to be a+ 
voided, beeauſe they maxe a violent 
Commotion in the Bile, and bilious 
Diarrhea's have often been obſerved. 
Platerus found a Looſeneſs to fol- 
low upon extream Griet, And Wal- 
leus has obſerved Diarrhez's to 
follow upon Fright and Fears. I al- 
ſo once found a Diarrhea to fol- 
low upon Grief for the Death of a 
Child.

"EY e F L U K. 
I. Here is firſt a Chilncſs and leading the Courſe, the reſt of the 


Shivering, then anuniverſal 
Heat all over the Body, which is 
preſently after followed by Gri- 
pings of the Guts, and cheſe by a 
conſtant voiding of ſlimy Matter 
(only ſometimes in ſome Stools, the 
natural Excrements are mixed) 
with vehement Pain, and as it were 
a deſcend inꝑ of all the Bowels, with 
which the Sick 1s dreadtully tor— 
mented as oſten as he goes to Stool. 
2. In the mean time the Matter 
which is expelled is mix d with 
ſtreaks of Blood; though ſcme- 
times the ꝑrcater quantity of Blood 
appears during the whole courſc 
of this Diſtemper. 3. In a vehc- 
ment Dyſencery, ſometimes pure 
Blood is voided, and the Bowels 
affected with an incurable Gan- 
grene. 4. When che Sick is in 
the prime of his Age, or heated 
by the ute of Cordials, he is ſeized 
with a high Fever, his Tongue is 
ſomewhat white, covered all over 
with a certain thick lime, and 
ſometimes it is black and dry. 5. 
The Strength of the Eody is pro- 
ſtrated, che Spirits are dejected, and 
the inward parts of the Mouth and 
Throat ulcerated, but more eſpeci- 
ally when the Evacuation of the 
Morbifick Matter 1s unſeaſonably 
ſtop'd by Aſtringent Medicines, 
before the Caute which nouriſhes 
the Diſeaſe is overcome or maſter'd 
by purging.

III. After he has been thrice pur- 
ged, the whole Cure depends upon 
the uſe of Laudanum , reiterared 
twice or thrice every day. 2. Only 
et a Clyſter of half a Pint of Cows 
Milk, and an Ounce and half of Ve- 
nice Treacle, be ſomerimes injected, 
which is of good uſe, where Eva- 
cuations are frequent or often, 3. 
Somerimes it falls our, that after a 
Bloody-flux has been ill cured, the 
dick is for ſome Years afflicted with 
vehement Pains; but by repear- 


ed Bleeding he may be reſtored to 


his priſtine Health. 4. Note that 
in ſuch Temperatures or Conſtitu— 
tions which are leſs favourable to 
this Diſeaſe, omitting a!l Evacua- 
tions, it is cured by the fimple uſe 
of Laudanum, reiterared every Morn- 
ing and Evening till che Symptoms 
wholly vaniſh, or if neceſſity re- 
quires it, thrice in twenty four hours. 


SAL M0 N's Comment. 


IV. It is called in Greek, Ausge- 
Tee; in Latin, Dyſenteria, alſo, 
and in Engliſh, The Bloody-flux. It 
is a vehement Flux of the Belly, 
either with much Blood and ſome 
Excrements, or with pure Blocd it 
el, accompanied with vehement 
Pain, Gnawing, and Griping of the 
Lowels, whereby the Fibres of the 
Guts are corrugated and vellicated; 
or from an Exulceration of the Guts, 
from an Influx of ſharp Particles and 
much corroding Matter, with violent 
Pain and Gripings, which cauſe fre- 
quent Dejections ot Blood or bloody 
Stools as aforeſaid, and ſometimes 
of purulent Matter. 

V. It is ſaid to be threefold, 1. 
When Slime with a little Blood and 
Jus come away together. 2. When 
ſure Blood comes away with the 
Mucus of the Guts, 3. When the 
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very Subſtance of the Guts comes a- 
way, wich Sanies; which ſometimes 
is not with very much Pain, and in- 
dicares a filthy Ulcer of che Bowels. 
| VI, The Parts affeHed by all Au- 
thors are ſaid to be the Guts, and 
that of both kinds, viz, the great 
and the ſmall, when ic comes ro 
Extremity, by reaſon of the deci- 
dence ot che ſharp and corroſive Mat- 
ter, which creeps up and down 10 
the windings and turnings of che 
Guts; which firſt erodes the exte- 
rior Coat; chen the Acrimony in- 
creaſing farther, it cats ſo as to c- 
en che Mouths of the Iateſtinal 
Glands, by which the Guts are clears 
ed of their Mucus. And laſtly, It 
proceeds to the eating ot holes here 
and chere up and down in the fleſh 
Coat, whence comes much Blood, 
mix'd ſometimes wirh pituitous Mat- 
cr, or Sanies, and ſometimes with a 
mixcure of Choler, which chen make 
— Excrements look yellow. The 

Vehemency of this Diſeaſe is ſuch 
ſomerimes, that even the stomach it 
ſelf (becauſe of its Proximity) is af- 
fected by conſent. 

VII. The Signs. There is a prece- 
ding Chilneſs, with a teveriſh Heat 
following ir from ſharp and acrid 
particles pre- exiſtent in the Blood, 
which not only diſturb the Maſs of 
Blood and Lympha, but put the A- 
nimal Spirits upon violent Motions, 
whereby the Fibres of the Guts are 
irritated, ſo as to excite frequent De- 
jettions of pituitous Excrements 
with Pain and Gripings; and ſome- 
times the Excrements are mix'd 
with extravaſated Blood; and by 
reaſon a diſſolved corroſwe Salt, or 
ſharp diſſolved Tartar, is fixed in 
the Fibres of the Guts, there are 
violent Gripes and prickiag ot the 
Bowels, with Spaſmodick or Con- 
vulſive Morions of the Inteſtines from 
the diſturbance of the Animal Spi- 
rits, at certain times, and * 
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ed through the whole courſe of the 
Diſeaſe. which ſends forth purulent 
and Bloody Matter, ſometimes pure 
flowing Blood, and ſometimes clot- 
ted Blood; and there is firſt an al- 
moſt total Evacuation of the Serum 
by frequent Stools (cauſed by a diſ- 
| Tolved Tartar or Salt as aforeſaid) 
which makes the Throat dry and 
rough, cauſing great Thirſt, where- 
by the Nervous Fibres of the Mouth 
of the Stomach are often vellicated, 
with Heart-burnings and the like, 
which Uneafinefles makes 
Patient watchful and reſtleſs a 
Nights. Sometimes Blood, fome- 
times Choler, ſometimes Lympha, or 
coagulated Serum (as they call it) 
tinges the Matter excreeted, which 
is ſometimes more or leſs, accord- 
ing to the quantity of the Humour 
—— 

VIII. Sometimes the Patient feels 
an acute Pain about the Navel, which 
paſſes like lightning through the 
Guts, more eſpecially the ſmall Guts, 
vrhich are moſt Nervous. Some- 
times the Pain is on both ſides, and 
above the Navel, and then it ſhews 
that the larger Guts are affected. The 
Noiſe, Croaking and Rumbling of 
the Guts ſhews that Wind afflicte, 
with great Acidities of the Humours, 
If the ſmall Guts are ulcerated, the 
Pains are more acute than if the Ul- 
cer is in the large Guts, ſo that from 
the acuteneſs and pricking Anguiſh, 
great Reſtleſneſs is cauſed. If the 
Guts become gangrened, the Pain 
ceaſes, and then Death is at hand. 
Sometimes the Inteſſ inum Rectum 
falls down, and ſometimes from 
the pricking of the ſharp Particles 
of the morbid Matter, the Fibres of 
the Guts are ſo much excited to Ex- 
cretions as to cauſe a Teneſmus, 
which often affficts in this Diſeaſe. 
For the Inteſtines being continual- 
ly prick'd and vellicated, are con- 
trafted by virtue of their Periſtal- 
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Lib. 3 
tick Motion, from whence, Motion 
frequent Dejections. Teneſms, and 
many other Inconveniences ariſe. 

IX. The Cauſes, Accord ing t 
Paracelſus and his Followers, they 
are from a diſſolved acid Salt, which 
growing acrimonious in the Guts 
hears, burns, and corrodes them; or 
from a fæculent and immature Tar. 
tar diſſolved, which being ſcatter. 
ed up and down the Bowels, excite 
the Dyſenterich Phænomena. Helms 
ſays it is cauſed from a Morbifck 
Acidity of the Stomach, which pro- 
voking the Archeus, makes it 9 
conteſt azainſt this inmared Enemy, 
and endeavour irs Expulſion. And 
indeed Helmont Jays the whole cauſe 
of this Diſeaſe upon the Pylorus, be- 
cauſe ir expels Matter out of the 
stomach, and draws the cauſeof this 
Diſeaſe thither ; for the Pylorus be- 
ing in a Fury, the inraged Ache 
of the Pylorus brings preſently a 
Perturbation upon the whole Tone 
and Habit of the Bowels, and fo 
excites a fluxile Impetus, attended 
with Lympha, or coagulated Serum, 
mucous Matter, Blood, or bloody 
Excrements, fibrous and fanious, 
The prime or remote cauſe may be 
from ſharp, acrid, and putrid Ho- 
mours bred in the Sromach and 
Guts (from evil and acrid Nats, 
Fruits, violent Purgers, Poiſons, 
Cc.) evaſared out of the larger Vet 
ſels of the Liver, Spleen, and ue 
ſentery, which excite the Preiſtal- 
tick Motion and expulſive Faculty, 
to frequent Stools ; but the provi 
mate, near or immediate cauſe, is 
an Excoriation or Ulceration ot che 
Bowels, and opening of the Mouths 
of the Arteries, and Glandules cf 
the Guts, by the ſaid ſharp and 4- 
crid Recrements of the Blood ad 
Lympha, which according to tte 
degrees of the Acrirude and Putt 
diry, makes the Diſeaſe either Sim

KX. Sylvius ſays, the cauſe of this 
Diſeaſe is 1. Prom ſharp Choler, 
and an acid Pancreatick Juice, by 
which che Guts are excoriared and 
ulcerarted, whence proceeds a large 
Excretion of Blood, and many times 
of Pus. 2. From an acid Humour 
alone, for he ſays, an over-ſharp 
lixivious Salt of Bile, may indeed 
cauſe a Gangrene, but never an Ul- 
cer; for that an Ulcer is always pro- 
duced by a corroſive Acid, nor 
from a Lixivial ; where fore a Lixi- 
vial or Cholerick Humour will never

If ic comes 
from the Aſpera Arteria, it comes 
up with a little Pain aud Cough, 
and is hot and red, and bur little 
in quantity. If it comes from the 
stomach, it comes wichout Cough- 
ing, and rather by Vomiting, and 
is not altogether in 10 great a 
quantity as from che Lungs, becauſe 
ic is bronght thicher from other 
parts, where by reaſon of its con- 
tinuance a while before it is voided, 
it beccmes grumous. It it comes 
from the Liver, or Spleen, a dull 
pain afflicts thoſe parts, and it is 
brought up by Vomiting; but when 
it comes from thoſe lower parts, 
the true place is ſcarcely to be 
known by any certain Signs. II it 
comes into the Stomach from the 
pancreas, or the Spleen through the 
Vaſa Brevia, ic is grumous and in- 
clining to blackneſs. It it comes 
from the Rupture of ſome little 
Veſſel near the Throat, as it ſome- 
times happens upon ſtraining to 
Hawk, Cough, or Vomit, or in 4 
hot Seaſon of the Year, or from 
drinking hot Liquors, it is then 
yoided in ſmall quantity at che be- 
ginning, and is always thin and 
red, But if it comes up ſtinking, 
mix'd with Pus or purulenc Mar- 
ter, with a violent and frequent 
Cough, it preſages a Phthiſis oc 
Conſumption, ot which we have 
iteady treated, lib. 2. cap. 14. 
aoregoing. 

V. The Cauſes. Helmont ſays the 
Guſe is from the Archers of the 
Lungs being enraged by the Blood, 
mn reſpect to its Quantity and Quali- 
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ic is cauſed by the too great Quan- 
city and Acrimony of the Blood, 
whereby the mouths of rhe Veſlels 
are neceſlarily opened; for that it 
is plentitully bred, and then made 
ſharp by the immoderare uſe of 
Wine, Spices, and hot Mears, Sup- 
preſſion of the Menſes, Hxmorrhoids, 
7c. So that from its Acrimony, 
Dilcraly, and roo great Effer- 
velcence, the bneumatick veſſels, 
and Tracheal Arteries are opened, 
and ſo the Blood is evaſated either 
by Anaſtomoſis, Diæreſis, Diabroſis, 
or Dizpeaefrs, though by this laſt 
way Ichink it is ſeldom evacua- 
ced, An 4naſtomoſis may be cauſed 
by all things which kindle, hear, or 
flame and make it ſubtil and thin, 
as violent Exerciſe and Motion, 
Running, Leaping, Dancing; alſo 
violent Coughing, Vomiting, Cry- 
ing, Anger, c. the Blood being 
thereby heated and attenuated, it 
ruſhes upon, penetrates, and ſo 
opens the Orifices of the Veſſels, 
whereby it is evaſated. A Diæreſis 
is when the Veſlcis are perforated, 
cut, or broken by ſome puncture, 
cut, or blow with ſome Weapon. 
A Dlabroſis is when the Veſſels 
and Lungs are eroded or eaten 
through by any ſharp Humour or 
Matter wherher corroſive Salrs dif- 
ſolved, ſharp Meats, Medicines, Poi- 
ſons, acid Drinks, or an acid andSalr 
Catarrh, talling upon them, 

VI. This Acrimony and Sharp- 
neſs of the Blood ſeems to ariſe from 
acid or ſharp Salts diſſolved in its 
Maſs, which raiſes a violent Fer- 
mentation or Efferveſcence in the 
Blood, putting the Animal Spirits 
into ſuch Ditorders, as to cauſe 
an Evacuation of the Blood; and 
this ſome Authors will have co be 
rom a duplicate Volatile Salt, t17.

whereby there is a Flux of Blood 
eicher greater or leſſer, according to

It is not 
of ſo evil a conſequence, if upon the 
Rupture of an Artery or Vein inthe 
Lungs, che Blood be preſently void- 
ed, as it is, it it falls upon, or into 
the ſubſtance of the Lungs, and be 
kept there; for ſo it may cauſe a 
Peripaeumon'a, or Inflamation of rhe 
Lungs, and by continuance putrity, 
and at laſt corrupt and exulcerate 
the ſubſtance of the Lungs, and ſo 
cauſe a Conſumption, which is very 
dangetous, by reaſon the Lungs be- 
ing in continual motion, are very 
difficult to heal, If a breach is in 
a great Arrery of che Lungs, the 
danger is great, becauſe of an im- 
med iate Suffocation, through the 
. abundance of the evaſared 


ood, which is ſometimes to the 


filing of whole Baſons, ſo that the 
Pacient dye. in the time of the Eſtu 
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fon. Spitting of Blood, followir, 
the Spitting of Pus, ſhews alſo dan. 
ger, for ic ſhews an Ulcer of the 
Lungs, If it is from the Suppreſſion 
of che Menſes in Women, or out of 
the Stomach in ſuch as have 
Strength, Youth, and a good Couſti. 
tution withal, it is moſt dangerous, 
If it continues long, and will ng; 
yield ro proper Medicines, and 
there be alſo a Cough, it preſagcs 
a Confumprion, and it is fo much 
the worſe Scorbutick, Caclie@icy, 
or of an ill habit ot Body. Wounds

Veſſels they are dangerous. If iris 
critical, or without a Fever, it is ſale, 
but with an Hiccough, or acccm- 
panied with Convulſions, Fainrings, 
or Swoonings, tne danger 1s not 
ſmall. 

VIII. The Diet, The Air orght 
to be remperate, pure and ciear, 
rather iuclining to cold, for an hot 
Air acuates the ſubcil particles of 
the Salts which are injurious to the 
Lungs and cheir Veſſels; and a too 
intenſe and cold Air, excites Cough 
ing, and purs the Lungs into great 
Perturbations. The Food ought to 
be cooling, and withal glucinous, 
not acid or falt, ſuch as Milk, 
Milk and Water, boil'd Barly, Bat. 
ly cream, Rice, Sheep, Calves and 
Kids feet, Pigs Feet, Rice- Mil, 
Oarmeal-grue!, wich Crey-fiſn boi'd 
in it, ſmall Birds, Pigeons, Pate 
ridge, young Rabbits, Veal, Lam),

of ſuch Principles, which being reſol- 


ved, exalted and put into motion, 
by Application to other Matter fit 
for it to act upon that it can pene- 
rrate, reſolve, move, change, and 
convert it into its own nature: 
which is done by Rarefaftion of 
the Particles of the Matter it ſeiz- 
es on, where joyning it ſelf with 
the inherent Spirits, they increaſe 
the Motion, and force the Acrid 
Particles of the Virus yet farther in- 
ro thoſe parts, which rhereupon 
are more divided and infected, and 
this gives enterance into other parts 
farther off, and not vet attack'd, 
where joy ning with the Spirits of 
thoſe other parts, it increaſes the 
Motion, Progreſs and Fermenta- 
tion more and more, and ceaſes 
not, but continues the ſame till all 
the parts of the whole humane 
Frame receive the Taint, and are 


infected with the Principles of the 
firſt Ferment. 
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XIV, And as the Pox is a Con-

ragious Diſeaſe , communicated 
from one to another indefinirely by 
Contact, and that it is the ſame 
in all Perſons, and always ariſes from 
one and the ſame cauſe, which 
cauſe is a particular Ferment, as is 
before ſpecified : This Ferment if 
it be made Active, muſt be by ap- 
plying it to @ Matter or Subje& 
homogene to irs original Principle, 
ocherwiſe it is dormant, and lies 
as a thing dead. Thus it is in 
Leven, made of Paſte, from Flower 
and Water: This diſſolved and 
mix'd wich other Paſte, will Leven 
it all, and exalt it to its own de- 
termined Nature and Qualities, 
So, Teſt made of Ale from Wort, 
being difſolved and mix'd with 
Wort again, will tranſmute all the 
Wort into the ſame property. And 
Vinegar made of Wine, being 
mixed with the beſt Wine, will 
cranſmute the whole quantity, and 
that into the like Vinegar and of 
che ſame ſtrength. So this Venereal 
Ferment, being made of the Seed 
of Humane Bodies, and being com- 
mixed with Humane Seeds, or o- 
ther Juices of the ſaid Hamane 
Bodies, works the like Change 10 
them, whence it appears that this 
Virus is a true Ferment, becaule 
nothing elſe can perform theſe M. 
tations or Changes. 

XV. Now the Seed of Mankind 
is the Principal or firſt Matter 6 
wich the Humane Species is com- 
poſed, and it has relation to all the 
parts of the Body; 1. To the Sold 
parts, as it is the Baſis and Foul 
dation thereof. 2. To the Blood, 
Lympha, and Serum, becauſe it 
proceeds from them. 3. To the 
Spirits, whether Natural, Vital, ct 
Animal, becauſt they fill it, enliven 
it, and make it Active.

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Motion, or heterogene Matter mixed | 
with it, it is very apt to degenerate 
into ſuch a Ferment as we have been 
ſpeaking of, for that it does con- 
rain and partake of Saline, Motive 
and Vital Principles, very fit to be 
exalted ro the higheſt Acrimony 
and Virvlence. 

XVI. But what ſhould make the 
Seed degenerate into this Virus, 1s 
next to be enquired into, The Con- 
junction of the Seed of one Man and 
one Woman can never be tranſ- 
muted into ſuch a Virulent and Con- 
tagious Ferment, becauſe they act 
only accord ing to the Law of Na- 
ture, either in order to Generation, 
or Decidence, never producing any 
thing which is evil, or any kind of 
Diſeaſe, while Moderation is ob- 
ſerved. But this Deprivation is 
made withour doubr firſt in the 
Womb of a Woman who is com- 
mon, and entertains many Men, 
whoſe Seeds, as they are various, 
may be of as different and many 
times of oppoſite qualities which mix- 
ing in that Center, by theĩ? ſingular 
and proper active Potency, contend 
one with another, and through the 
Heat or Infla mation of the Matrix, 
being made over- hot by a Continua- 
tion of Venereous Acts prefently one 
after another, by their great Agita- 
tion, and Rarefaction of their Par- 
ticles, and by virtue of their Saline 
principle, are preſently put into a 
pernicious Ferment, ſo that this 
Adulteration, Mixture or Com- 
pound of thoſe various Seeds forth- 
with is corrupted and degenerates 
into this exorbitant Putridity or 
Virus, ſo wonderful detrimental 
to che healchful State of Nature. 
This virulent Ferment is called Ve- 
wereal, becauſe by its corrupring 
tie Seeds and Subſtances or Bodies 
of ſound Perſons, by a peculiar De- 
termination, lays the Foundarion, 
and gives rite to this V enereal or Foul 
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XVII. The Acrimo ny of this 
Virus, its Acid ity, corroſwe Proper- 
ty and malign Oualicy, proceeds 
from its Saline Principle exalted to 
ts Summiry ; nor can they proceed 
from any thing elſe ; for by the Ex- 
altation of the innate Salts of thoſe 
Seeds, an Acidity is preſently raif. 
ed, and a putrid Fermentation, 
whereby the adulterated Seed is 
preſently corrupted , which in 2 
ſhore time after produces all the 
various Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, 
as ſhall be hereafter declared. Now 
chat all Acrimony, or Sharpneſs and 
Acidity, procced from Salr, is 
manifeſt, if we do bur confider the 
Principles of which mix'd Bodies 
are compoſed, as 1. Spirit, which 
is very Volatile, Subril and in 2 
manner incorporeal. 2. Sulphur, 
or Oil, which is exceeding Sweet 
and Unctuous, and ſuch is the 
Sulphur of Gold, and therefore 2 
very apt and fit Medicament to en 
counter with the Virulence of this 
Diſeaſe. 3. Water, which is very 
ſolr, and without any hard and 
acrimonious Particles in it. 4. Caput 
Mortum, or Earth, which as it is 
an inſipid or dead thihg, without 
Life, ſo it is without Action. 5. 
Salt, which conſiſts of ſubtil ſharp 
pointed Particles, which by their 
Acumen, are able to pierce and 
diſturb all things, and by their Aci- 
dity to corrode or eat them, as is 
manifeſt in common Salt, which 
yields ſuch an acid corroſive Spirit, 
as will diſſolve Gold. 

XVIII. This Virulent Ferment 
being Acid, does more eaſily mix 
with other Subſtances which are 
Acid, and therefore ſince Flegm 
has a natural Acid in it, it readily 
mixes it ſelf rherewith, firſt with 
the pituirous Humour in the part 
primarily ſeized, and then as f 
gets ground , with the pituiton 
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Juice through the witole Body, for 


whicn 
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which reaſon ir is, that Salivation, 
as it gradually draws away all the 
Phlegm in the whole Body, ſofit is 
the beſt and moſt natura] Method 
of Cure, when the whole is infet- 
ed, for that the Venereal Virus is 
more eſſentially contained in, and 
united with that Humour or Juice, 
than with any other. 

XIX. A Man then which has the 
POX, lying with a found Woman, 
infects her by emitting his Seed full 
of that Virulent Fermenr into her 
Womb, which inſinuates its ſelf in- 
to thoſe parts that are naturally 
diſpoſed to receive it; which be- 
ing ſoft. ſpungy, and very ſull of 
ſmall Glands, cafily imbibe it, where 
remaining it corrupts, becomes 
more acuated, coagulating their 
inherent Juices by its virulent Aci— 
dity, and ſo cauſes ſmall Tumours, 
accompanied wich Hear and Pain; 
which ſtill fermenting, and becom- 
Ing more ſharp, corrodes the Sub 
ſtance, and ſo creates a ſmall 
Ulcer, the Boundaries abort it be- 
31g as yer hard; which Ulcer by 
little and litcle increaſing, is cal- 
led a Chancre, or Canber, or Cancrous 
Uicer, This Virus ſtill inereaſing, 
does corrupt the adjacent parts 
to the Ulcer, viz. their Juices or 
Lympha, wich which the Blood is 
mide limpid or fluid; whence it 
is that the Blogd proceed ing out of 
the Mouths or end cf the Capillary 
Arteries, (which is for che nouriſh- 
ment of the parts) mixing it ſelf 
with that Vitiated Lympha, and 
returning again by the Veins, ac- 
cording to the Laws of its Circula- 
tion, communicates that Virus to 
the whole Maſs of Blood, which by 
degrees becoming throughly infect 
ed and corrupted, lays the Founda- 
ticn of a confirmed and Univerſal 
PO.

tions of Mercury, but as weak as it 
is, if given by a skilfull had, a very 
Recent POX may be cured with it 
Rhodins Cent. 3. Obſer. 84. ſays it 
is almoſt a Divine Remedy, and may 
be given well prepared about twelxe 
Grains of it (he might have ſaid 20. 
gr.) in one Ounce of Lenitive Electu- 
ary, for thirty or forty Days toge- 
ther. Ir is a Purge ſufficient, ſays 
he, for a ſtrong Man, and opcrates 
without Pain, or any thing of 
Salivation. Yet leſt any thing 
ſhould ſtick ro the Guts, (let- 
ring alone other Medicines) they 
ought to be cleanſed once a Week 
with Mel Roſarum Solutiuum, and a 
Decoction of Tamarinds in Cichory- 

water with Citron Seeds.

CXIX. Ic is done with Troches 
made with Artificial Cinnabar, af- 
ter this manner. Take Artificial 
Cinnabar in fine Pouder two Ounces ; 
Olibanum, Rofin, of each in fine Pou- 
der an Ounce , Benjamin, Gum Gug: 
jaci, Myrrb, White Amber, ana, in 
fine Pouder half an Ounce ;, with Chi 
Turpentine a ſufficient quantity make 
a Maſs for Troches ; which may ſerve 
for twelve or thirteen Fumigations. 
Form the whole into ſmall Troches, 
each weighing about a Dram or 
Dram and half a piece. 

CAX, The way of Fuming is 
thus : You muſt have either Hart-

In this Frame 
the Sick being naked, muſt be pla- 
ced upon the Cane Stool; and then 
ic is to be covered all over, firſt 
with a Sheet, which muſt at top be 
wrap'd Cloſe round his Neck to keep 
the Fumes in; and over this Sheet 
a Blanket is alſo to be put, that the 
Hear and Fumes may be kept intire: 
This done, a very ſmall Chafing-diſh 
of well-burnt live Charcoal is to be 
put into the Frame, under the Cane 
Stool, upon which ſome of the 
Troches are to be put, that they 
may ſume or ſmoak; The Troches, 
enough tor one Fumigation, are not 
to be put on all at once, but by de- 
grees, till they are all- waſted and 
pent: And in the time of Fuming, 
ler him take a Draught or two of his 
Guajacum or Sarſa Diet- drink, pret- 
ty hot. 

CXXI. The Fuming being over, 
the Patient is to be taken our, his 
Shirt put on, and then put into 4 
warm Bed for two hours, giving bim 
now and then a little of ſcme Sudo- 
rifick Decoction, or warm Broth to 
comfort and refreſh him, after which 
he may riſe, cloath himfelf, and 
walk about the Room, which ought 
to be kept warm and free from any 
cold Air. This work of Fuming is 
ro be done every day, if the Sick 
is ftrong, ſo long till the Signs cf 
the Salivation appear in the Threar, 
Mouth and Gums ; after which you 
are to deſiſt, and aſſiſt che Courſe of 
the Spitting, altogether in ihe fame 
manner, as it it was pericrmed by 
Unttion or Internals. Bur it the 
Sick is weak. it is then to be done 
every other day.

CXXII. This Method by Fumi- 
gation is more potent than thoſe 
ways by Purging, or Salivating by 
Dnetion; and does that where there 
15 4 C:riz5 of the Bones, which thoſe 
ways (nor poſſibly any other) can 
do. I have ſometimes uſed it with 
gocd ſucceſs in that caſe, as alſc 
where I have met with Phagedenich 
Ulcers, which no other Remedy 
would reach. I know Sui de le 
Boe commend: it, as the beſt and ſa- 
feſt way; and I own, I was former- 
ly of that Opinion; but my long 
Experience of it, and manilo!d Ob- 
ſervations in the practiſing it, has 
made me of ancther judgment, ſo 
that I can truly ſay from my own 
know'edge, that it is not the beſt 
nor moſt ſecure Operation, but that 
it is lyable to many unhappy and 
dangerous Accidcuts: Yer not with- 
ftanding, if it is managed by a 
Skiiful and prudent hand, many ex- 
traordinary and moſt admirable 
Cures may be performed by it; 
and many hundreds have been cured 
this way, beyond all Expectation. 

CXXIII. Now though I diſlike 
it as to the General Cure, yet it is 
of extraordinary uſe, and rather to 
be choſen than any other way, for 
the Cure of the Malign and Contu- 
macious Symproms of any particular 
part, as an Arm, Leg, Cc. affected 
with, Rheumatick Pains, Malign 
Herpes, Cacoetick Fiſtula's or Pha- 
gedenick Ulcers, Mc. in which 
Caſes, you need to Fume only that 
part alone (which is leſs troubleſome

IX. Obſervations upm the ſeveral

CXL. When the Salivation is 
perform'd by Unction, if the Patient 
could bear it, a Stove would be beſt 
to do it in; but if weak, it muſt be 
done in Bed, or beſore a good Fire, 
but not too near it, ſurrounded with 
a Skreen. It will be beſt for the 
Sick co do it with his own Hauds, 
by which he faves the Chirurgion 
much trouble, beſides he may do 
it better himſelf than any body 
can do it for him. He may begin at 
the Fett, and ſo aſcend to the Legs, 
Thighs, Buttocks, and avoiding the 
kelly, then go to the Shoulders, 
Arms and Hands, and it will be 
ſufficient, if the Mercury once mix 
with the Juices to ſuch a degree as 
to cauſe Salivarion. Let him lye in 
a warm Bed for two hours, then 
ne and eat a light Dinner eaſie of 
Digeſtion.

Sublimare is with the Acids of Vi- 
triol and Sea Salt) by the Sharpneſs 
and Corroſion of its Particles, makes 
4 Separati en of the malign Hu- 
mours and Virus, or poiſonous Salts, 
trom the truly Natura] or Benign: 
do that thoſe evil Juices being join d 
with the Mercury, and the Mer- 
cury by the Fermentation and Heat 
being forc'd to aſcend upwards of 
che Salivatick Glands, they are actu- 
ally ſeparated, and through the Sali- 
vary Veſſels are excluded out of the 
Body, whereby the Cure of the Diſ- 
eaſe ſucceeds. All this is to be un- 
derſtood ot thoſe Portions of the 
Virus not fixed in any particular 
part or place; but where it is Stag- 
nant, or has taken up its Station,

In the 
Extirpation of Verruce, Condyloma- 
te, Mariſce, Licus, &c. you muſt 
couch them with the Cauſlich ſtore, 
Spiritus Vitricli, or Lac Mercuriale ; 
or waſh them with Agua Fallopii, 
aqua Divina, Aqua Gryphis , &. 
And then apply this, Take Oint- 
ment of Tobacco two Ounces ; White 
or Red Precipitate, fins Pogtæ of 
; 004 Re 
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Reſinous Scammony, ana, three 
Drams ; mix them. It theſe things 
do nothing, you muſt come to the 
nſe of the Ligature.

But this is ro be obſerved, that 
where any Ulcer, &c. is near the 
Bone, greafie Medicines and Mercu. 
rials are cauticuſly to be uſed, or 
not uſed ar all, becauſe they are 
apt to foul the Bone, which is ad- 
diag Miſchief'ro Miſchief; in al! 
other gaces thev are ſafe enough.

Dr. Sydenham (in 
his larger Works) has this Obfer- 
vation; I think it therefore (ſays he) 
a thing of dangerous Conſeqrence, 
either to Purge off by Cathartichs, or 
dry up by a becofion of the iVoods, 
the remainder of the Salivation, 
which Pradice. (as it is common upon 
preten e of either cleanſing the Body 
of the Mercury, or correding its Ma- 
lignity) is the Cauſe that Patients 
full into Relapſes, and whilſt they 
lng for their Health (after ſuch vaſt 
' Expenſes, excruciating Torments, and 
4 mo 1 unaccountable Fatigues ) become 
miſerable Creatures; to which ſerene 
State they would have certainly ar- 
;rived, if the Salivation had ceafed 
in its own time: It would therefore 
be much better to promote the Sali- 
vitimn, by giving a Doſe of Mercurius 
Dulcis once a Week, even after the 
Patient is well in Health and walks 
abroad, then ſinp it too ſoon. And 
further, I would very willingly bnow 
% what Maxim of Art we are guided, 
when we pretend to expe the Re- 
mainders of Mercury by Carthatichs 
or Purges, and not only negleF, but 
hinder that Genuine and only Methed
